Details  with  regard  to  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  are 
given  in  the  various  sections  of  the  report,  but  the  following  gives 
a brief  outline  of  the  more  important  matters  dealt  with. 

Infectious  Disease. — The  incidence  of  the  various  diseases  remained 
normal,  with  the  exception  of  Scarlet  Fever,  which  still  remained  high, 
although  the  cases  were  nearly  all  of  a very  mild  type.  This 
necessitated  the  isolation  at  home  of  a larger  number  of  cases  than 
usual. 

The  immunisation  clinic  at  Cambuslang  Health  Institute,  which 
was  opened  towards  the  end  of  the  previous  year,  was  continued. 
The  details  of  the  work  carried  out  will  be  found  on  page  20,  but 
the  response  to  the  facilities  offered  has  been  disappointing. 

There  was  a mild  outbreak  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  in  Shotts 
district,  details  of  which  will  be  found  on  page  24. 

Tuberculosis. — The  revision  of  the  Tuberculosis  Register  was 
continued,  and  there  is  now  a fairly  accurate  record  of  tuberculosis 
as  it  exists  in  the  County. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  under  review,  there  were  863  cases 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  1,300  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis, and  523  cases  classified  as  “ Tuberculised.”  At  the  end  of 
the  year  there  were  852,  1,128,  and  569  cases  respectively.  The 
reduction  is  largely  due  to  the  strict  revision  of  the  register. 

New  premises  were  obtained  at  Bellshill  for  the  Tuberculosis 
Dispensary  in  that  area  by  the  reconstruction  of  a shop.  The 
premises  make  an  excellent  Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  but  it  is 
desirable  that  further  facilities  should  be  provided  for  the  various 
Public  Health  Services  in  that  area. 
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Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. — The  need  for  additional  fully- 
equipped  Centres  has  been  reported  upon  from  time  to  time, 
particularly  in  populous  areas  such  as  Larkhall,  Bellshill,  &c.  Plans 
have  been  submitted  to  the  Committee  with  regard  to  a Health 
Institute  at  Larkhall  and  for  a small  Centre  at  Strathaven. 

Medical  Care  and  Nursing  of  Sick  Poor. — The  free  choice  of 
doctor  suggested  in  the  report  submitted  to  the  County  Council 
and  printed  in  the  Annual  Report  of  last  year  was  not  agreed  to. 
A further  report  was  requested  with  regard  to  an  extension  of  the 
present  part-time  service. 

School  Health  Administration.— A separate  report  is  published 
giving  the  statistics  with  regard  to  School  Health  Administration 
for  the  period  ended  31st  July.  It  is,  therefore,  unnecessary  to  give 
further  figures  in  this  report.  The  School  Health  Service  is 
conducted  as  an  entirely  separate  unit,  and  is  administered  by  a 
Sub-Committee  of  the  Education  Committee. 

Hospital  Services.- — Separate  reports  regarding  each  hospital  are 
printed  as  Appendices  to  this  report. 

The  question  of  additional  hospital  facilities  is  still  under  con- 
sideration by  the  County  Council,  but  it  has  been  suggested  that 
the  accommodation  should  be  centralised  as  far  as  practicable. 

Owing  to  the  overcrowding  at  the  County  Orthopaedic  Hospital, 
Stonehouse,  it  was  decided  to  transfer  suitable  cases,  after  a period 
of  residence  in  Stonehouse,  to  Hairmyres.  The  small  Institution  at 
Dalserf  which  was  used  as  an  auxiliary  hospital  connected  with  the 
County  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Stonehouse,  was  closed  in  the  month 
of  October  and  the  16  patients  therein  accommodated  at  Hairmyres. 
The  accommodation  at  Hairmyres  was  provided  by  setting  aside  the 
lower  flat  of  Pavilion  III  and  admitting  only  cases  with  an  established 
diagnosis  of  tuberculosis  to  that  Institution. 

Housing. — Full  details  of  the  work  carried  out  are  given  in  the 
report  of  the  County  Sanitary  Inspector,  which  is  printed  as  an 
Appendix  to  this  report. 

The  number  of  houses  erected  under  the  various  Housing  Acts 
in  the  County  of  Lanark  amounts  to  11,144,  and  to  this  figure  might 
be  added  150  houses  provided  before  any  subsidy  was  available, 
and  549  houses  taken  over  from  the  Ministry  of  Munitions.  There 
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were  at  the  end  of  the  year  1,054  houses  in  course  of  erection,  and 
the  County  Council  have  agreed  to  erect  2,268  within  the  next  five 
years.  Of  this  latter  number  1,000,  to  deal  with  overcrowding  and 
sub-letting,  have  only  been  agreed  to  subject  to  the  present  subsidy 
of  £3  being  increased. 

Veterinary  Inspection  of  Dairy  Herds. — The  inspection  of  all 
dairy  herds  in  the  County  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 
There  was  a slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  animals  detected 
suffering  from  tuberculosis  of  the  udder,  there  being  123  compared 
with  135  in  the  previous  year.  With  the  additional  inspections, 
it  is  hoped  that  the  number  of  animals  suffering  from  tuberculosis 
will  be  greatly  decreased.  Details  of  the  work  carried  out  will  be 
found  in  the  report  of  the  County  Veterinary  Inspector,  which  is 
printed  as  an  Appendix  to  this  report. 

Milk  Supply. — The  number  of  licence-holders  for  the  sale  of 
graded  milk  now  amounts  to  88.  Details  with  regard  to  the  grade 
of  licence  held  and  the  examination  of  samples  taken  from  the  various 
licensees  are  given  on  page  75. 

836  samples  of  ordinary  milk  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination.  68  per  cent,  of  the  samples  taken  complied  with  the 
bacteriological  standard  for  Grade  “ A ” milk,  see  page  77. 


The  Area  of  the  County,  inclusive  of  Small  Burghs,  was  533,156 
acres,  made  up  as  follows  : — Landward  portion  of  County,  532,587 
acres;  Burgh  of  Biggar,  62  acres;  Burgh  of  Lanark,  507  acres. 

The  density  of  population  was  0-56  person  to  the  acre.

Statistical  Tables. — Table  A shows  the  birth-rate  and  death-rate 
per  thousand  of  the  population  and  the  infantile  deaths  per  thousand 
births. 

Table  B shows  the  acreage,  births,  and  deaths  for  the  year  in  each 
of  the  District  Council  Areas  and  the  Burghs  of  Biggar  and  Lanark, 
with  the  deaths  classified  according  to  cause,  and  Table  C shows  the 
deaths  classified  according  to  cause  and  age-periods. 

The  Births  registered  numbered  5,929 — males,  3,038;  females, 
2,891;  334,  or  5-6  per  cent.,  were  illegitimate.  The  birth-rate  per 
1,000  of  the  population  was  19-46. 

Deaths  during  1933  numbered  3,561,  as  compared  with  3,764  in 
1932,  and  gave  a death-rate  of  11-69  per  1,000.  The  deaths  from 
whooping-cough  rose  from- 29  to  63.  Deaths  from  respiratory  diseases 
fell  from  661  to  621,  pneumonia  being  responsible  for  41  deaths  fewer 
than  in  the  previous  year  and  influenza  14  more. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  numbered  523,  which  is 
equivalent  to  88-21  deaths  per  1,000  births,  as  compared  with  90-76 
recorded  last  year.  The  deaths  are  referred  to  in  detail  in  the  portion 
of  the  Report  dealing  with  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  number  of  births  exceeded  the  deaths  by  2,368,  which  con- 
stitutes the  natural  increase  in  population.

Malignant  Diseases. — The  deaths  falling  under  this  heading 
numbered  374,  as  compared  with  365  in  the  previous  year.  In  309 
cases  carcinoma  was  stated  as  the  cause  of  death,  in  11  cases  sarcoma, 
in  8 cases  epithelioma,  and  in  1 endothelioma ; in  45  the  nature  of  the 
malignant  disease  was  not  defined.  The  following  table  shows  the 
distribution  of  the  disease  according  to  age  and  sex,  and  according 
to  the  organs  and  parts  of  the  body  affected  : —

In  1 of  the  cases  which  died  during  the  year,  insulin  was  being 
supplied  by  the  Local  Authority.  So  far  as  the  other  fatal  cases  are 
concerned,  it  was  ascertained  that,  in  13  instances,  insulin  was  being 
supplied  privately  or  through  the  County  Insurance  Committee,  and 
that,  in  15  other  cases,  no  insulin  was  being  administered. 

Supply  of  Insulin. — Insured  persons  are  entitled  to  a supply  of 
insulin  from  the  Insurance  Committees,  whilst  those  who  do  not  come 
within  the  purview  of  this  Authority  are  dealt  with  by  the  County 
Council,  under  the  Public  Health  (Amendment)  Act,  1925. 

The  County  Scheme  is  limited  to  the  supply  of  insulin  to  persons 
suffering  from  diabetes  who  are  deemed  to  be  in  necessitous  circum- 
stances, and  whose  treatment  is  being  supervised  by  a medical  practi- 
tioner.

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PREVALENCE  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland  have  issued  regulations 
consolidating  the  various  existing  regulations  which  deal  mainly 
with  the  notification  of  infectious  diseases,  as  also  the  regulations 
relating  to  carriers.  The  new  regulations  are  entitled  the  Public 
Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations  (Scotland),  1932,  and  came 
into  operation  on  1st  January,  1933.  The  provisions  in  the  regula- 
tions are  briefly  'as  follows  : —

In  terms  of  Section  7 of  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act, 
1889,  the  following  diseases  were  added  to  the  list  of  notifiable  diseases 
in  Lanarkshire,  and  the  medical  practitioner  is  required  to  notify 
immediately  he  becomes  aware  of  the  disease  : — 

Tetanus.  Glanders. 

Anthrax.  Actinomycosis. 

The  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  (Scotland)  Act,  1907,  and 
of  the  regulations  made  under  the  said  Act,  shall  apply  to  and  as 
respects  a carrier  of  an  infectious  disease  in  like  manner  as  they 
apply  to  and  as  respects  a person  suffering  from  that  infectious 
disease. 


As  regards  malaria,  it  is  not  necessary  to  notify  the  case  where 
the  disease  has  been  induced  in  an  institution  for  therapeutic 
purposes,  but  if  the  patient  is  likely  to  be  liable  to  lapses  of  malaria, 
the  medical  practitioner  in  charge  of  the  institution  should  notify 
the  Medioal  Officer  of  Health  of  the  area  to  which  the  patient  is 
going  at  least  four  days  before  the  patient’s  discharge.

The  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  is  5 more  than  were  notified 
in  the  previous  year,  and  the  fatality  rate  remains  high. 

After  admission  to  hospital  the  diagnosis  was  revised  in  196  cases, 
as  follows : — Positive  swab  (without  clinical  symptoms),  41  ; sore 
throat,  61;  scarlet  fever,  18;  septic  tonsils,  17;  tonsillitis,  14;  laryn- 
gitis, 7;  enlarged  tonsils,  7;  naso-pharyngitis,  5;  bronchitis,  3 ; 
tonsillar  abscess,  3;  rhinitis,  3;  pharyngitis,  2;  otitis  media,  2; 
erysipelas,  1;  laryngeal  stenosis,  1;  pneumonia,  1;  dacryo  cystitis,  1; 
eczema,  1 ; mumps,  1 ; septicaemia,  1 ; burns,  1 ; hoarseness,  1 ; blep- 
haritis, 1;  marasmus,  1;  septic  sores,  1;  scabies,  1.  In  23  other  cases 
no  evidence  of  the  presence  of  diphtheria  could  be  detected,  while  in 
4 cases  the  diphtheria  was  complicated  with  scarlet  fever.

The  number  of  cases  removed  to  hospital  was  741,  or  94  per  cent, 
of  the  total. 


Antitoxin  was  administered  by  private  practitioners  to  46  cases 
prior  to  their  admission  to  hospital,  and  to  27  cases  which  were 
treated  at  home.  22  cases  which  were  not  removed  to  hospital  received 
no  serum,  nor  was  it  given  to  695  cases  before  their  admission. 


During  the  year  544,000  units  of  antitoxin  were  supplied  through 
police  stations  to  medical  practitioners.  In  addition  to  this,  practi- 
tioners were  supplied  with  304,000  direct  from  the  Public  Health 
Department  or  through  local  dispensaries. 


Contact  Carriers. — Having  regard  to  the  experience  of  previous 
years,  it  was  decided  that,  as  from  the  beginning  of  the  year,  routine 
swabbing  of  home  contacts  would  be  discontinued  except  in  the 
following  circumstances  : — 

(I)  Where  any  of  the  contacts — 

(a)  Handle  milk  or  milk  utensils,  or  engage  in  food  occupa- 

tions ; 

( b ) Follow  occupations  involving  contact  with  children, 

e.g.,  teachers,  domestic  servants. 

(II)  Where  any  of  the  contacts  give  a history  of  recent  suspicious 
illness. 

(Ill)  On  the  occurrence  of  a secondary  case  in  the  household. 


As  a result  of  this  restriction,  the  number  of  carriers  discovered 
was  reduced  to  27.  The  temporary  nature  of  the  “ Carrier  ” state 
is  shown  in  the  following  statement,  which  sets  forth  the  interval,  in 
days,  that  lapsed  between  the  first  positive  swab  and  the  second  negative 
in  21  cases  : —

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Immunisation. 

The  Immunisation  Clinic  at  Cambuslang  Public  Health  Institute 
which  was  opened  towards  the  end  of  last  year  was  continued,  and  the 
following  is  the  record  of  work  done  during  the  year  : — 

Schick  Testing. — 18  children  were  tested.  Of  these,  11  were 
positive  and  7 negative.  All  were  over  5 years.  14  children  under 
5 years  were  immunised  without  testing. 

Dick  Testing. — 28  children  were  tested.  Of  these,  16  were  positive 
and  12  negative,  9 were  under  5 years,  the  remainder  between  5 and 
14  years.  One  child  was  tested  after  a doubtful  attack  of  scarlet 
fever  for  diagnostic  purposes.  The  test  was  positive  three  weeks  after 
the  illness  and  negative  seven  weeks  after. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. — 65  children  completed  immunising 
during  the  year.  7 cases  had  slight  local  reactions. 

Re-testing. — 27  children  were  re-tested  three  months  or  more 
after  completing  immunising.  Of  these,  25  were  negative  and 
2 positive.  The  latter  were  given  2 further  immunising  injections. 

Scarlet  Fever  Immunisation. — 34  children  completed  immunising 
during  the  year.  7 oases  had  local  reactions  and  1 a slight  general 
reaction. 

Re-testing . — 9 children  were  re-tested  three  months  or  more  after 
completing  immunising.  Of  these,  8 were  negative  and  1 positive. 
The  latter  was  given  2 further  immunising  injections. 

The  following  is  a record  of  testing  and  immunising  done  since 
November,  1932,  by  various  local  practitioners  : — 

Dr.  A— 

Schick  Test. — 15  have  been  done,  of  which  9 were  positive  and 
6 negative. 

Dick  Test. — 18  have  been  done,  of  which  7 were  positive  and 
11  negative. 

Four  of  the  above  patients  were  under  5 years,  the 
remainder  between  5 and  13  years. 
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Immunising. — The  7 Dick  positive  cases  have  completed 
immunising.  The  number  of  injections  and  dosage  have 
been  varied,  as  has  the  length  of  interval  between  injections. 
Practically  all  the  cases  have  had  local  reactions,  some  severe. 

No  record  of  completed  immunising  of  the  positive 
Schick  cases  has  been  returned. 

Dr.  B— 

Schick  Test. — 11  positive  tests  are  returned.  No  return  is 
made  of  negative  tests.

The  only  returns  are  of  2 negative  Schick  tests  done  on 
diphtheria  contacts. 

Dr.  D— 

The  record  of  one  case,  age  6 years,  giving  positive  Schick  and 
Dick  tests  is  returned.  There  is  no  record  of  negative  tests. 

The  patient  has  been  immunised  against  scarlet  fever  and 
diphtheria.  The  dates  of  the  injections  are  not  stated.

The  number  of  cases  notified  continues  to  show  an  increased 
incidence,  although  the  mortality  rate  is  lower  than  for  last  year. 
The  notifications  received  each  month  averaged  approximately  23 T 6, 
the  actual  number  being  below  the  average  for  the  first  eight  months  of 
the  year. 

The  predominating  type  of  disease  was  mild.  No  common  source 
of  infection  was  discovered  in  any  particular  series  of  cases,  infection 
being  apparently  conveyed  by  personal  contact.

“ Return  ” Cases. — 121  of  the  cases  discharged  from  hospital 
during  the  year  were  apparently  still  capable  of  carrying  infection, 
and  may  have  given  rise  to  124  ‘‘  return  ” cases.  Of  the  infecting 
cases,  it  was  found  that  in  76  no  departure  from  apparently  normal 
health  could  be  found,  31  had  developed  a nasal  discharge,  3 excoria- 
tion of  nose,  2 a discharging  ear,  1 a facial  rash,  3 rhinitis,  1 herpes 
on  lip,  1 a sore  ear,  and  1 a septic  sore  on  hand,  while  2 had  enlarged 
tonsils.

Altered  Diagnosis. — Of  the  2,350  cases  admitted  to  hospital,  the 
diagnosis  of  scarlet  fever  was  regarded  as  doubtful  in  37  cases,  while 
in  57  no  evidence  of  the  presence  of  scarlet  fever  could  be  detected. 
The  diagnosis  was  revised  in  88  other  cases,  as  follows  : — Sore  throat, 
18;  chickenpox,  11;  tonsillitis,  11;  erythema,  6;  adenitis,  4;  rhinitis, 
4;  diphtheria,  3;  impetigo,  3;  otitis  media,  2;  rubella,  2;  enema 
rash,  2 ; pneumonia,  2 ; sores  on  face,  2 ; oedema  eyelid,  1 ; feeding 
rash,  1 ; tuberculous  meningitis,  1 ; tuberculosis  of  hip  joint,  1 ; septic 
sores,  1 ; otorrhoea,  1 ; eczema,  1 ; dermatitis,  1 ; papular  rash,  1 ; 
enteritis,  1 ; German  measles,  1 ; influenza,  1 ; burns,  1 ; catarrhal 
jaundice,  1;  facial  herpes,  1;  sweat  rash,  1;  vaccination  sores,  1; 
scabies,  1.  In  5 cases  the  scarlet  fever  was  complicated  with  chicken- 
pox,  in  3 with  whooping-cough,  in  3 with  diphtheria,  in  1 with 
pneumonia,  in  1 with  meningitis,  and  in  1 with  a positive  diphtheria 
swab. 

The  distribution  of  cases  and  deaths  is  shown  in  Tables  E and  B 
respectively.

portion of  cases  than  usual,  particularly  during  the  last  four  months 
of  the  year.  Regular  visitation  of  the  isolated  cases  by  the  outdoor 
nursing  staff  ensured  that  all  reasonable  precautions  for  proper 
isolation  were  being  observed.  The  policy  with  regard  to  the  control 
of  school  contacts,  referred  to  in  last  year’s  report  (page  32),  was 
continued,  although  in  a few  instances  where  the  rules  laid  down  with 
regard  to  isolation  were  not  being  strictly  observed  it  was  considered 
desirable  to  exclude  contacts  from  school  during  the  whole  period  of 
isolation  of  the  case,  and  for  ten  days  thereafter.

74  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  (including  5 cases  admitted  as 
pneumonia),  and  in  23  cases  the  diagnosis  was  found  to  require 
revision.

Most  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  localities  of  Stane  and  Dykehead 
and  in  various  villages  of  Bothwell  Parish.  The  distribution  of  cases 
is  shown  in  Table  E. 

Paratyphoid  Fever  in  Shotts  District. 

An  outbreak  of  paratyphoid  fever  occurred  in  Shotts  district  in 
July  of  this  year. 

Attention  was  first  drawn  to  the  condition  by  a request  for  con- 
sultation from  a local  practitioner,  and  a boy  of  16  years  was  found 
to  be  suffering  from  clinical  symptoms  of  enteric  fever.  Widal 
reaction  subsequently  was  reported  positive  for  B.  Para,  typhosus  B. 

On  26/7/33  notification  was  received  from  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  Edinburgh,  that  a patient  from  Shotts,  admitted  to  an 
infirmary  as  a case  of  appendicitis,  had  been  found  to  be  suffering 
from  paratyphoid  fever. 
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On  visiting  this  household,  three  of  the  contacts  were  found  to 
have  suspicious  symptoms,  and  were  removed  to  hospital,  the  Widal 
reaction  also  being  reported  positive.  One  of  these  patients  was 
found  at  his  work  in  a foundry,  although  he  had  not  been  keeping 
well  for  nine  days  previously. 

The  other  cases  were  reported  subsequently  up  till  15th  August. 

Altogether  23  patients  living  in  this  area  were  notified  as  para- 
typhoid fever,  19  families  being  affected. 

Of  these  cases,  3 were  admitted  to  hospitals  outside  this  area, 
having  been  away  on  holiday  or  sent  to  hospital  as  suffering  from  some 
other  condition. 

In  another  case  the  diagnosis  was  established  as  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  nephritis,  leaving  19  cases  actually  dealt  with  as 
paratyphoid  B.  These  19  patients  were  all  removed  to  hospital. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  the  condition. 

One  patient  was  admitted  as  a case  of  puerperal  pyrexia  and 
another  as  pneumonia. 

The  bacteriological  findings  were  as  follows  : — 


The  outbreak  was  investigated  thoroughly,  but  the  source  of 
infection  was  not  definitely  established. 

The  milk  was  supplied  to  the  families  involved  by  nine  different 
retailers. 

Nine  of  the  affected  families  were  in  the  habit  of  buying  ice-cream 
from  one  retailer.  Examination  of  the  employees  at  this  shop  showed 
no  suspicion  of  any  missed  case.  Widal  reactions  were  all  reported 
negative.  There  was  no  common  source  of  supply  of  other  foodstuffs. 

The  sanitary  conditions  were  modern,  except  in  the  case  of  one 
family  where  a dry-closet  was  used.

284  cases  were  notified,  and  15  deaths  registered.  104  cases  were 
removed  to  hospital. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

79  cases  were  notified.  The  disease  is  dealt  with  in  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Section  of  the  Report. 
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Pneumonia. 

1,178  cases  of  pneumonia  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Department,  1,102  cases  being  notified,  and  76  discovered  from  the 
Registrars’  Returns  of  Deaths. 

462  cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Mortality. — The  deaths  due  to  pneumonia  numbered  *254,  giving 
a fatality-rate  of  2T5  per  cent.,  and  a death-rate  of  0-83  per  1,000 
of  the  population.

5 cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  and  in  each  case  patient 
was  removed  to  hospital.  4 were  discharged  well,  the  revised  diagnoses 
being  as  follows — Bronchitis,  1 ; constipation,  1 ; enteritis,  1 ;

Encephalitis  Lethargies.

Cases  on  Record. — There  were  on  record  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  863  cases  of  pulmonary  and  1,300  cases  of  non-pulmonary  forms 
of  the  disease,  and  during  the  year  340  new  cases  of  the  former  type 
and  313  new  cases  of  the  latter  were  brought  to  notice,  giving  a total 
of  1,203  and  1,613  cases  respectively. 

Of  the  total  number  of  1,203  pulmonary  and  1,613  non-pulmonary 
cases  dealt  with  throughout  the  year,  the  following  table  shows  the 
changes  which  took  place. 

Tuberculised  cases  have  been  extracted  from  the  pulmonary  and 
non-pulmonary  figure,  and  the  table  below  shows  that  523  such  cases 
were  under  observation  at  the  beginning  of  the  year;  151  new  cases 
were  brought  on  from  dispensaries,  &c.  ; 105  were  removed  from  the 
list,  leaving  569  still  under  observation.

Dalserf  Hospital,  Larkhall,  which  was  in  use  as  an  auxiliary 
Institution  to  the  County  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Stonehouse,  was  closed 
on  24th  October,  1933. 

An  orthopaedic  section,  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Smith,  was 
arranged  for  at  Hairmyres  Colony,  East  Kilbride,  and  34  beds  were 
set  aside  for  this  purpose. 

The  work  at  the  various  institutions  dealing  with  cases  of  tuber- 
culosis is  described  by  the  respective  Physician-Superintendents  in 
the  institutional  reports. 

Domiciliary  Treatment. — Cases  suitable  for  treatment  at  home,  or 
who  could  not  for  some  reason  receive  institutional  treatment,  were 
kept  under  observation  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officers  and  Nurses,  the 
latter  of  whom  paid  14,777  visits  during  the  course  of  the  year. 

During  the  year  87  cases  received  additional  nourishment  in 
the  form  of  milk,  eggs,  butcher  meat,  and  butter,  at  a total  estimated 
cost  of  £584.  In  addition,  supplies  of  malt  and  cod-liver  oil  were 
provided  for  these  and  other  cases. 
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Five  patients  were  supplied  with  a single  bedstead,  mattress  and 
cover,  pillows,  and  blankets.  These  articles  are  supplied  to  patients 
where  proper  nursing  and  care  can  be  carried  out  at  home,  and 
where  the  patients  or  relatives  are  unable  to  afford  the  necessary 
articles.  All  cases  are  under  strict  supervision  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Officers  and  Nurses,  who  ensure  that  patient  has  “ bed  to  self.”  At 
the  end  of  the  year  30  cases  had  bedsteads  and  bedding  in  use.  Two 
air  beds  and  18  air  cushions  were  also  supplied.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Births  Registered. — There  were  registered  the  births  of  5,929 
infants — 3,038  males  and  2,891  females — which  is  equivalent  to  a 
birth-rate  of  19-46  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  illegitimate 
births  numbered  334 — 166  males  and  168  females — which  is  equal 
to  5-6  per  cent,  of  the  total  births. 

Births  Notified. — The  number  of  statutory  notifications  received 
was  5,634. 

The  sources  of  notification  were  as  follows  : —

In  addition,  262  notifications  were  received  as  the  result  of  letters 
addressed  to  parents;  268  children  born  outwith  the  County  were 
discovered  from  the  Returns  of  the  local  Registrars,  and  50  births 
(including  3 still-births)  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Department 
by  the  Nurse  Health  Visitors,  giving  a gross  total  of  6,214.  Of  this 
figure  5,938  were  live-born  children  and  276  still-born. 

16  births  occurred  within  the  County  area,  the  parents  of  the 
infants  belonging  to  outside  areas. 

Table  M 1 shows  the  births  registered,  births  notified,  visits  made 
by  the  Nurse  Health  Visitors,  the  attendant  at  confinement  as 
ascertained  at  the  first  visit,  deaths  registered,  and  the  infantile  death- 
rate,  the  information  being  tabulated  according  to  District  Council 
Areas. 

Reference  to  the  table  shows  that  66,445  domiciliary  visits  were 
made  by  the  staff  during  the  year.  The  special  visits  referred  to 
numbered  10,895  and  were  made  in  connection  with  the  following 
conditions: — Ante-natal  cases,  5,751;  maternal  and  infant  death 
enquiries,  126;  ophthalmia  neonatorum  and  discharging  eyes,  1,096; 
squint,  1,679;  puerperal  fever  and  pyrexia,  60;  adopted  babies  (first 
and  revisits),  507 ; ear,  nose,  and  throat,  228 ; enquiries  regarding 
accounts  under  the  Midwives  Acts,  588;  hospital  admissions,  485; 
and  others,  375. 


Births  Registered  and  Notified. 

Visits  made  by  Nurse  Health  Visitors  and  Infantile  Mortality  Rates  for  1933. 
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Attendance  at  Confinement. — Particulars  connected  with  5,653 
live  infants  have  been  recorded.  Of  this  number,  it  has  been  found 
that  1,412  (24-9  per  cent.)  were  attended  by  medical  practitioners 
alone  or  assisted  by  neighbours  or  relatives;  1,431  (25-3  per  cent.) 
by  doctors  assisted  by  certified  midwives;  1,515  (26-8  per  cent.)  by 
certified  midwives;  43  (07  per  cent.)  by  women  not  on  the  Midwives’ 
Roll;  1,164  (20-5  per  cent.)  occurred  in  institutions;  and  in  the 
case  of  88  (1*5  per  cent.)  the  births  took  place  before  the  arrival 
of  an  attendant. 


Of  the  276  still-births  notified,  particulars  of  259  have  been 
recorded  and  the  attendants  at  birth  in  these  were  as  follows : — 
55  (21-2  per  cent.)  by  doctors  alone  or  assisted  by  an  unqualified 
person;  70  (27-0  per  cent.)  by  doctors  and  midwives;  21  (8-1  per 
cent.)  by  midwives  alone;  93  (35-9  per  cent.)  in  institutions;  and 
20  (7-7  per  cent.)  were  born  before  the  arrival  of  an  attendant.

Puerperal  Fever. — The  number  of  notifications  of  puerperal  fever 
was  55.  The  exact  incidence  of  the  disease  may  be  obtained  by  adding 
to  this  figure  60  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  finally  diagnosed  as 
puerperal  fever.  The  total  number,  115,  represents  a rate  of  18-5 
per  1,000  births.  The  deaths  numbered  16,  giving  a fatality-rate 
of  13-9  and  a death-rate  of  2-5  per  1,000  births.

Puerperal  Pyrexia. — The  number  of  cases  notified  was  99.  Of 
this  number,  36  notifications  were  received  from  medical  practi- 
tioners; 59  from  the  County  Maternity  Hospital,  Bellshill ; and  3 
from  another  institution.  60  cases  were  subsequently  diagnosed  as 
puerperal  fever  and  are  included  in  the  previous  section  of  the  report. 


Requests  for  Medieal  Consultation. — In  1 instance  a medical 
practitioner  utilised  the  services  of  the  Consultant  appointed  by  the 
Local  Authority  under  the  Regulations.  The  patient  presented  all 
the  signs  of  puerperal  sepsis,  but  refused  hospital  treatment. 

Still-births. 

The  total  number  of  notifications  of  still-births  received  was  276, 
and  the  Nurse  Health  Visitors  enquired  into  259  of  these.  The 
ascertained  : — Difficult  labour,  25 ; ante-partum  haemorrhage,  22 ; 
unqualified  woman,  55;  doctor  and  midwife,  70;  midwife,  21;  B.B.A., 
20;  and  institution  cases,  93. 

The  confinement  was  ascertained  to  have  been  normal  in  196  cases 
and  abnormal  in  63,  instrumental  delivery  taking  place  in  48  of 
the  latter. 

In  199  instances  the  probable  causes  of  still-births  are  given 
below,  but  in  the  remaining  60  cases  no  definite  reasons  were 
ascertained  : — Difficult  labour,  25 ; ante-partum  haemorrhage,  22 ; 
eclampsia,  albuminuria,  and  toxaemia,  23;  placenta  praevia,  11; 
accidents  during  pregnancy  (including  shock),  12;  ill-health 
of  mother,  7;  high  blood-pressure,  1;  influenza,  1;  cerebral 
haemorrhage,  1 ; ruptured  uterus,  1 ; syphilis,  1 ; pneumonia,  1 ; 
hydramnios,  2;  prematurity,  28;  congenital  malformation,  17; 
prolapsed  cord,  7 ; abnormalities  of  cord,  9 ; breech  presentation,  8 ; 
other  abnormal  presentations,  4;  large  child,  7;  craniotomy,  10; 
asphyxia,  1. 
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Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and  Discharging  Eyes. 

Notified  Cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — ‘Cases,  83;  rate  per 
1,000  births,  13-9;  admissions  to  hospital,  14. 

Of  the  total  cases  reported,  51  (61-4  per  cent.)  were  notified  by 
doctors;  20  (24-0  per  cent.)  by  certified  midwives;  4 (4-8  per  cent.) 
by  both  doctors  and  midwives;  4 were  notified  from  the  County 
Maternity  Hospital,  Bellshill;  1 from  the  Royal  Maternity  Hospital, 
Glasgow;  3 cases  were  not  notified. 

In  37  instances  a doctor  alone  or  with  the  assistance  of  a 
neighbour  was  in  attendance  at  the  confinement,  i.e.,  the  disease 
developed  in  connection  with  2 ’5  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of 
confinements  conducted  by  dotors.  Doctors  and  midwives  were 
present  at  the  birth  in  7 cases,  representing  0-4  per  cent,  of  the 
total  cases  attended  by  doctors  and  midwives.  A certified  midwife 
alone  was  present  at  the  birth  in  28  cases,  which  is  D8  per  cent, 
of  the  total  midwives’  cases.  6 cases  occurred  in  institutions  and 
in  5 the  confinements  took  place  before  the  arrival  of  an  attendant.

Ante-natal  cases  were  admitted  to  the  various  institutions  as 
follows  : — County  Hospital,  Bellshill,  303 ; Calderbank  Convalescent 
Home,  53;  and  Lanark  Hospital,  10. 

Albuminuria. — The  total  number  of  expectant  mothers  under 
observation  in  respect  of  albuminuria  was  479,  of  whom  467  were 
confined  during  the  year.  Altogether  7,087  specimens  of  urine  were 
examined.  Of  these,  6,883  were  sent  to  the  Child  Welfare  Centres — 
6,167  by  patients  and  716  were  submitted  by  certified  midwives. 
204  specimens  were  examined  at  the  County  Laboratory,  121  of  these 
being  sent  in  by  midwives  and  83  by  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Staff. 


Confinement  Outfits. — 317  special  outfits  prepared  at  the  County 
Maternity  Hospital,  Bellshill,  were  supplied  through  the  various  Child 
Welfare  Centres  to  mothers  in  necessitous  circumstances.  The  cost 
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of  these  outfits  is  4s.  6d.  each,  but  this  charge  may  be  modified  in  very 
exceptional  circumstances. 

Hospital  Treatment. 

Patients  are  admitted  to  the  County  Maternity  Hospital,  Bellshill, 
either  on  account  of  unsuitable  home  conditions  or  because  of  any 
abnormality  of  pregnancy  or  labour.  An  analysis  of  1,000  admissions 
shows  that  507  (50-7  per  cent.)  were  dealt  with  on  account  of  housing 
conditions,  262  (26-2  per  cent.)  were  primipara,  and  231  (23-1  per 
cent.)  had  some  abnormality  of  the  present  and  previous  pregnancy. 

They  contribute  to  the  cost  of  their  treatment  according  to  a scale 
of  income.  The  assessments  for  the  year  totalled  £1,338  12s.,  and  of 
this  £1,112  7s.  was  actually  paid.  The  receipts  represent  per 

cent,  of  the  annual  maintenance  charges.

These  figures  do  not 
correspond  with  the  total  attendances,  since  repeated  consultations 
for  the  same  disease  represent  only  one  illness,  nor,  on  the  other 
hand,  do  they  correspond  with  the  first  attendances,  as  a child  may 
have  had  a re-visit  for  a new  ailment,  in  which  event  both  illnesses 
were  recorded. 
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Ante-natal  Cases.— During  the  year  1,108  ante-natal  cases  (repre- 
senting 1,594  conditions)  were  seen  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres. 
These  are  shown  in  the  following  table  according  to  Centres  and  the 
conditions  found. 
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Of  the  above  cases,  603  were  referred  for  treatment  to  the  ante- 
natal wards,  211  were  referred  to  the  family  doctors,  and  the 
remaining  294  received  treatment  at  the  Clinics.

Change  of  Address. — The  changes  of  address  of  8 midwives  were 
reported  to  the  Board. 


Deaths. — 5 midwives  died  during  the  year,  the  numbers  on  the 
Roll  being  14,  253,  1,257,  2,290,  and  6,195. 

Resignations. — 3 midwives  intimated  their  resignations  from 
practice. 

Inspection  of  Midwives. — The  routine  inspection  of  midwives 
resident  in  the  County  numbered  446.  In  addition,  92  special 
inspections  were  made  on  account  of  non-compliance  with  the  rules. 
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It  was  found  that  2 midwives  did  not  possess  bags  or  linings,  3 had 
no  scissors,  and  9 had  not  supplied  themselves  with  thermometers. 
The  Inspectors  reported  that  4 midwives  did  not  keep  their  charts 
correctly. 

Attendance  at  Confinement.- — The  number  of  births  notified  as 
having  been  attended  by  certified  midwives  was  1,707,  which  represents 
27-4  per  cent. 

Attendance  by  Unqualified  Persons. — In  43  instances  an  unqualified 
person  conducted  the  confinement.  In  39  of  the  cases  it  was  found 
that  the  attendance  had  been  given  in  emergency  and  no  further 
action  was  necessary.  There  was  apparent  irregularity  in  4 cases, 
and  the  women  concerned  were  interviewed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

Court  proceedings  were  instituted  against  Mrs.  B,  Dalserf,  for 
attending  a confinement  and  failing  to  summon  qualified  assistance 
in  accordance  with  the  statutory  requirements.  The  Sheriff  imposed 
a fine  of  £1,  or  7 days’  imprisonment.  This  woman  had  received 
numerous  warnings  for  previous  misdemeanours. 

Infantile  Deaths. — The  total  number  of  infantile  deaths  was  523. 
In  208  instances  the  deaths  occurred  in  infants  during  the  first  ten 
days,  and  44  of  these  were  in  the  practice  of  certified  midwives. 
The  causes  of  death  were  as  follows: — Premature  birth,  111;  debility, 
27;  injury  at  birth,  13;  pneumonia,  1;  atelectasis,  12;  infantile 
convulsions,  4;  bronchitis,  3;  congenital  heart,  15;  congenital  mal- 
formation, 12;  hydrocephalus,  2;  and  others,  8. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.— There  were  83  notified  cases  of 
ophthalmia,  28  of  these  occurring  in  the  practice  of  certified  midwives. 
In  addition,  108  cases  of  discharging  eyes  were  detected  by  the  Health 
Visiting  Staff,  and  42  of  these  occurred  among  midwives’  cases. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Pyrexia. — The  total  number  of  cases  notified 
was  154,  and  18  of  these  occurred  in  the  practice  of  midwives. 
There  were  16  deaths,  2 of  which  related  to  midwives’  cases. 

Still-births. — The  total  number  of  still-births  was  276,  21  of 
these  being  midwives’  cases. 

Examination  of  Urine. — 121  specimens  of  urine  were  sent  to  the 
County  Laboratory  by  5 certified  midwives,  61  giving  a positive 
result.  At  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  716  specimens  were  submitted 
by  certified  midwives,  and  of  these  255  proved  positive. 
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Liability  to  be  a Source  of  Infection. — 23  notifications  were 
received  from  midwives  as  follows: — Puerperal  fever,  10;  puerperal 
pyrexia,  5;  temperature,  2;  scarlet  fever,  4;  sapraemia,  1;  pelvic 
cellulitis,  1. 

Form  of  having  laid  out  a Dead  Body. — 10  notifications  were 
received,  7 for  infants  and  3 for  mothers. 

Form  of  Notificatio/n  of  Artificial  Feeding. — 8 notifications  were 
received  that  midwives  had  advised  mothers  to  substitute  bottle 
feeding  for  breast  feeding. 

Notification  of  Patient’s  failure  to  follow  Advice. — 29  notifica- 
tions were  received  regarding  patients  who  failed  either  to  seek 
medical  advice  or  avail  themselves  of  the  pre-natal  services  provided 
by  the  Local  Authority. 

Provision  of  Certified  Midwives  in  Necessitous  Cases. — The  Local 
Authority  authorised  the  attendance  of  certified  midwives  at  59 
confinements  of  women  in  necessitous  circumstances,  and  fees  of 
£1  5s.  each  were  paid  for  the  services  rendered,  except  in  three 
instances  where  a modified  fee  of  10s.  each  was  paid. 

Compensatory  Fees. — In  41  instances  where  certified  midwives 
either  called  in  doctors  or  referred  their  patients  to  a Child  Welfare 
Centre,  and  the  patients  were  subsequently  removed  to  the  County 
Maternity  Hospital  for  confinement,  a fee  of  10s.  each  was  paid. 

Compensation. — 2 certified  midwives  who  had  been  suspended  from 
practice  in  order  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection  received  com- 
pensation amounting  to  25s.  and  50s.  respectively  for  the  loss  of  their 
cases. 

Medical  Assistance. — Medical  aid  was  sought  by  midwives  in  906 
instances,  representing  58-9  per  cent,  of  the  births  attended  by 
certified  midwives.  The  conditions  for  which  assistance  was  obtained 
are  detailed  in  Table  M X. 

Payment  of  Doctors’  Claims. — The  claims  sent  in  by  medical 
practitioners  under  Section  22  of  the  1915  Act,  as  amended  by 
Section  4 of  the  1927  Act,  numbered  659,  representing  72-7  per  cent, 
of  the  cases  to  which  they  had  been  called,  and  amounted  to 
£1,028  12s.  9d. ; £28  7s.  6d.,  or  2-7  per  cent,  of  the  total  expenditure 
was  recovered.

Maternity  Homes. 


The  four  Maternity  Homes  in  the  County  were  inspected  and  found 
to  be  satisfactorily  kept. 

At  Fairhaven,  Lanark,  there  were  97  confinements,  70  of  these 
being  conducted  by  doctors  and  27  by  the  matron.  There  were  no 
maternal  deaths  and  no  cases  of  pyrexia.  One  infantile  death 
occurred  in  the  Home,  the  cause  being  asphyxia  livida.  There  were 
two  still  births,  one  of  which  was  a macerated  twin. 
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MEDICAL  CARE  AND  NURSING  OF  SICK  POOR. 

The  number  of  persons  who  received  outdoor  medical  relief  in 
the  Council’s  area  is  not  available,  but  there  were  r-oughly  16,000 
persons  on  the  Poor  Law  Roll  liable  to  receive  medical  relief.

In  addition  to  the  above,  190  cases  were  admitted  to  City  of 
Glasgow  Institutions  for  whom  the  County  of  Lanark  admitted 
liability. 

The  Annual  Reports  of  the  Medical  Officers  at  Omoa  House  and 
Crosslaw  Home  are  printed  as  Appendices  to  this  report,  pages  368- 
373.  Thraslibush  Home,  Old  Monkland  Home,  and  Hamilton  Home  are 
combined  institutions,  and  are  dealt  with  by  the  Medical  Officers 
of  the  Burghs  concerned  in  the  combination. 

I would  again  point  out  that  the  institutional  treatment  of  sick 
poor  in  the  County  is  carried  out  in  wards  set  aside  in  the  various 
Poor  Law  Institutions.  Such  cases,  in  my  opinion,  should  be  treated 
in  a general  hospital  entirely  separate  from  Poor  Law  Institutions. 
With  the  provision  of  a larger  unit  for  the  treatment  of  all  such 
cases,  better  medical  facilities  would  be  provided  and  this  would 
undoubtedly  lead  to  better  treatment. 

No  definite  scheme  has  yet  been  adopted  regarding  the  medical 
care  and  nursing  of  the  sick  poor.  The  County  Council  have 
definitely  decided,  however,  not  to  adopt  the  “ panel  scheme  ” 
suggested,  and  have  agreed  that  the  work  should  be  carried  out  by 
an  extension  of  the  present  part-time  service.  Details  of  the  scheme 
and  the  remuneration  to  be  paid  to  the  Poor  Law  Medical  Officers 
have  still  to  be  considered.

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Out  of  the  325  samples  of  Certified  Grade  A (T.T.)  and  Grade  A 
milk  taken,  276,  or  84  per  cent.,  complied  with  the  bacteriological 
requirements  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order.  49  samples 
taken  did  not  comply  with  the  bacteriological  requirements  in  the 
following  respects  : — 

2 exceeded  the  bacterial  count. 

43  did  not  comply  in  respect  of  the  presence  of  eoliform  bacilli. 

4 exceeded  the  bacterial  count  and  eoliform  bacilli  were  also 
present. 

The  samples  which  did  not  conform  to  the  bacteriological  require- 
ments were  obtained  from  21  producers  and  7 dealers.  There  were, 
therefore,  32  producers  of  graded  milk  in  the  County  whose  milk 
samples  were  found  to  be  free  from  bacteriological  contamination 
throughout  the  year.

From  the  foregoing  table  it  will  be  seen  that  18  samples  of  graded 
milk  did  not  comply  with  the  milk  fat  standard  of  3-5  per  cent. 
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These  samples  were  taken  from  12  producers  and  3 dealers.  The 
matter  was  taken  up  with  the  producers  concerned,  and  subsequent 
sampling  showed  that  the  standard  was  being  complied  with. 

41  producers  complied  with  the  standard  for  milk  fat  on  all 
occasions  throughout  the  year. 

Cleanliness  of  Non-Graded  Milk. 

During  the  year  836  samples  of  milk  were  taken  by  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Inspectors  and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  for  examination 
bacteriologically.  The  results  of  examination  showed  that  572,  or 
68  per  cent.,  of  these  samples  complied  with  the  standard  laid  down 
for  Grade  A (T.T.)  milk  and  Grade  A milk,  and  of  this  number 
286  also  complied  with  the  standard  laid  down  for  Certified  milk. 

The  264  samples  above  the  standard  did  not  comply  with  it  in

When  a sample  of  ordinary  milk  is  found  to  be  contaminated,  a 
letter  is  sent  to  the  producer  giving  him  the  result  of  examination 
and  asking  him  to  pay  strict  attention  to  his  milking  methods  and  to 
the  cleanliness  of  his  cows,  premises,  and  utensils.  The  Sanitary 
Inspector  is  also  instructed  to  visit  the  farm  concerned  at  milking- 
time  and  report  with  regard  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  premises  and 
the  methods  employed.  He  suggests  any  improvements  which  he  may 
consider  will  give  cleaner  milk.  This  has  always  the  desired  effect, 
and  subsequent  samples  taken  generally  show  an  improvement. 
I would  again  point  out  that  there  is  no  hardship  in  asking  all 
dairy  farmers  to  comply  with  the  standard  of  Grade  A milk  so  far  as 
the  bacteriological  examination  is  concerned,  and  the  improvement 
shown  by  subsequent  sampling  of  vendors,  from  whom  samples  of 
milk  badly  contaminated  had  been  obtained,  shows  that  the  standard 
of  Grade  A milk  can  be  attained  by  all  dairy  farmers, 
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Of  the  8.36  samples  taken,  391  were  examined  for  tubercle  bacilli 
and  other  organisms.  Eleven  were  found  to  contain  tubercle 
bacilli,  and  were  referred  to  the  County  Veterinary  Inspector  in 
order  that  they  could  be  dealt  with  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order.

The  number  of  animals  detected  suffering  from  tuberculosis  of 
the  udder  amounted  to  123,  compared  with  135  in  the  previous  year. 
This  number  is  still  decreasing,  and,  as  previously  stated,  may  be  due 
to  the  additional  inspection  carried  out.  Until  the  increased 
inspection  has  been  in  operation  for  some  years,  however,  no  proper 
comparison  can  be  made. 
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Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Scotland)  Act,  1914,  it  is  an  offence 
to  sell  milk  from  a cow  suffering  from  any  disease  liable  to  infect  or 
contaminate  the  milk.  Samples  of  milk  are  therefore  taken  in  any 
case  where  a suspicious  condition  of  the  udder  is  noted.  If,  on 
examination  in  the  laboratory,  any  samples  are  found  to  contain 
the  streptococcus  mammitis  or  other  infectious  organisms,  a letter 
is  sent  to  the  owner  of  the  animal  pointing  out  that  it  is  an  offence 
to  sell  the  milk  from  such  a cow  for  human  consumption,  and  asking 
him  what  he  is  doing  to  comply  with  the  Statute. 

The  number  of  animals  giving  milk  found  to  contain  infectious 
organisms  other  than  tubercle  amounted  to  335,  compared  with  2(15 
in  the  previous  year.

The  general  character  of  the  defects  usually  found  to  exist  was 
principally  dampness,  due  to  various  defects  in  construction  and  the 
want  of  proper  domestic  and  sanitary  conveniences. 

Overcrowding  and  sub-letting  are  still  prevalent  in  the  industrial 
districts  of  the  County,  and  the  Local  Authority  are  taking  steps  with 
a view  to  the  provision  of  further  housing  accommodation,  in  addition 
to  the  558  houses  in  Improvement  Schemes  and  320  dwellings  in 
Subsidy  Schemes  in  various  stages  of  construction  at  the  close  of  the 
year.

Although  no  action  was  taken  by  the  Local  Authority  under 
Section  20  (1)  of  the  Housing  (Scotland)  Act,  1925,  and  Section  40  (1) 
of  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  Ac.  (Scotland),  Act,  1919,  it  should 
be  explained  that  the  Local  Authority  have  taken  action  for  the 
introduction  of — 


sinks,  water  supply,  and  water-closets  at  246  dwellings; 
sinks  and  water  supply  at  22  dwellings;  and 
water-closets  at  214  dwellings; 

all  in  terms  of  Section  246  of  the  Burgh  Police  (Scotland)  Act,  1892, 
as  applied  to  the  County  of  Lanark  by  Section  68(1)  of  the  Lanark- 
shire County  Council  (Water,  Ac.)  Order  Confirmation  Act,  1917. 

Sanction  was  given  by  the  Local  Authority  in  terms  of  Section  111 
of  the  Housing  (Scotland)  Act,  1925,  to  the  erection  of  6 two-apartment 
dwellings  by  private  builders  and  74  two-apartment  houses  by  the 
Local  Authority. 

No  schemes  under  Part  1 of  the  Housing  (Scotland)  Act,  1930, 
relating  to  clearance  or  improvement  of  unhealthy  areas  were  in 
contemplation. 


Slum  Clearance. 

Demolition  Orders. — Further  progress  was  made  during  the  year 
towards  the  removal  of  insanitary  houses.  Representations  under 
Section  16  (1)  of  the  Housing  (Scotland)  Act,  1930,  that  514  dwellings 
were  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  not  capable  at  a reasonable 
expense  of  being  rendered  so  fit,  were  submitted  to  the  Local  Authority, 
and  a Demolition  Order  was  made  in  every  case. 

Representations  were  also  submitted  in  terms  of  Section  14  (1)  of 
the  Act  to  the  effect  that  95  dwellings  were  unfit  for  human  habitation, 
but  were  capable  at  a reasonable  expense  of  being  rendered  so  fit, 
and  statutory  notices  were  served  on  the  person  or  persons  having  the 
control  of  the  houses,  requiring  them  to  execute  the  works  required 
as  specified  in  the  representation.  The  owners  of  30  of  the  dwellings 
subsequently  made  application  to  the  Local  Authority  in  terms  of 
Section  17  of  the  Housing  (Scotland)  Act,  1930,  to  substitute  for  the 
6 
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notice  which  had  been  served  a Demolition  Order  under  Sub-section  (3) 
of  Section  16  of  the  Act.  The  Local  Authority,  after  consideration  of 
each  case,  were  satisfied  that  it  was  reasonable  to  comply  with  the 
request,  having  regard  to  the  estimated  cost  of  the  works  requiring 
to  be  carried  out  on  the  houses,  the  condition  of  the  houses,  and 
the  other  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  a Demolition  Order  was 
accordingly  made.  The  remaining  cases  are  still  under  consideration.

Displacement  of  Persons. — During  the  year  458  new  Improvement 
Scheme  houses  were  completed  and  occupied  by  tenants  from  houses 
dealt  with  by  Demolition  and  Closing  Orders,  the  number  of  persons 
displaced  being  2,632.

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Housing  Programme  for  1934-1938.— In  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  Section  22  of  the  Housing  (Scotland)  Act,  1930,  as 
regards  the  Housing  Programme  for  the  next  five  years  (1934-1938)  to 
be  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland,  a survey  was 
made  by  the  Sanitary  Staff  of  the  housing  conditions  in  the  County, 
and  a statement  was  afterwards  prepared  and  submitted  to  the 
Committee,  showing  the  number  of  (a)  houses  considered  unfit  for 
human  habitation,  and  which  may  be  dealt  with  by  Demolition  Order 
within  the  next  five  years,  2,274;  ( b ) houses  overcrowded,  2,266;  and 
(c)  houses  sub-let,  1,968. 

In  fixing  the  estimate  to  be  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Health 
of  the  number  of  houses  likely  to  be  provided  during  the  next  five 
years  to  replace  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation  at  1,000  houses, 
the  Committee  kept  in  view  that,  of  the  above-mentioned  2,274  houses, 
the  owners  in  many  cases  might  elect  to  recondition  the  unfit  houses. 

As  regards  the  estimate  of  the  number  of  houses  to  accommodate 
persons  living  under  overcrowded  conditions,  the  Committee  decided 
to  recommend  the  provision  of  500  houses  provided  a subsidy  in  excess 
of  £3  be  offered  by  the  Government. 

After  considering  the  question  of  the  number  of  houses  required 
to  meet  the  needs  of  other  persons  requiring  houses,  the  Committee 
were  willing  to  provide  500  houses,  subject  to  the  proviso  agreed  to  as 
regards  houses  to  accommodate  persons  living  under  overcrowded 
conditions. 

The  Committee  also  agreed  to  recommend  that,  in  addition  to 
making  direct  representation  to  the  Government  on  the  question  of 
increased  subsidy,  the  County  Council  should  join  with  other  Local 
Authorities  in  making  representations  through  the  County  Councils 
Association  and  other  representative  bodies,  the  Committee’s  view  being 
that  the  present  subsidy  of  £3  per  house  per  annum  and  the  conditions 
attached  are  hopelessly  inadequate,  and  that  it  will  be  impossible  for 
them  to  build  under  the  terms  given  by  the  Housing  (Financial 
Provisions)  Act,  1933. 

Prosecution  of  “ Squatters .” — During  the  year  several  cases  of 
persons  taking  possession  of  “ closed  ” houses  were  reported,  and 
prosecutions  had  to  be  resorted  to  before  the  “ squatters  ” removed 
from  the  premises.  A more  serious  instance  was  reported  from  Blantyre 
where  two  families  took  possession  of  new  dwellings  in  the  Logan 
Street  Improvement  Scheme.  The  husband  and  wife  in  each  instance 
were  charged  before  the  Sheriff  with  trespassing  on  property  owned 
by  the  County  Council,  and  were  subsequently  fined  10s.  each  or 
five  days’  imprisonment. 
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Insanitary  Dwellings. 

The  Department  has  continued  to  press  for  the  introduction  oi 
modern  domestic  and  sanitary  conveniences,  and,  during  the  year, 
numerous  inspections  were  made  and  meetings  held  with  the  owners 
of  properties.  Difficulties  are  still  being  experienced  in  view  of 
industrial  depression  and  the  continued  high  cost  of  carrying  out 
improvements,  but,  in  spite  of  these,  some  further  progress  has  been 
made.  The  properties  are  briefly  referred  to  as  under  : — 

29  Ballgreen,  Stratliaven.—Z  two-apartment  and  1 four-apartment 
dwellings.  An  additional  water-closet  was  provided  at  this  property. 

4-26  Alpine  Street,  Blantyre. — 43  one-apartment  and  17  two- 
apartment  dwellings.  Plans  were  submitted  showing  the  owners’ 
proposals  for  the  reconditioning  of  these  dwellings.  The  existing 
attic  dwellings  are  to  be  eliminated,  the  remaining  56  tenancies 
reduced  to  26,  and  each  dwelling  is  to  have  an  inside  sink  and  water 
supply.  An  additional  water-closet  is  to  be  provided,  which,  with 
the  12  existing  closets,  will  give  a water-closet  for  each  two  houses.

— A water-closet  was  erected  at  this 
three-apartment  dwelling. 
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Learig  Buildings,  Salsburgh.  — 16  one-apartment  and  8 two- 
apartment  dwellings.  Plans  -were  submitted  showing  the  proposed 
provision  of  12  new  water-closets  for  these  dwellings.  The  proposals 
were  approved  of  by  the  Committee,  and  the  work  has  now  been 
satisfactorily  completed. 

13  Union  Street,  Stonehouse. — A new  water-closet  was  provided 
for  this  three-apartment  dwelling. 

21  Cairneymount  Road,  Carluke. — This  four-apartment  dwelling 
was  provided  with  a water-closet. 

2 Kirk  Street,  Carluke. — This  two-apartment  dwelling  was 
provided  with  a bathroom  and  water-closet,  and  a sink  and  water 
supply  was  fitted  in  the  scullery. 

5 Hamilton  Street,  Carluke. — This  two-apartment  dwelling  was 
provided  with  an  inside  sink  and  water  supply. 

2-10  Market  Road,  Carluke. — 1 one-apartment  and  3 two- 
apartment  dwellings.  Two  water-closets  were  provided  for  this 
property,  and  an  inside  sink  and  water  supply  will  be  introduced 
to  each  dwelling. 

67  Sandy  Road , Carluke. — A water-closet  was  provided  in  the 
porch  of  this  three-apartment  dwelling. 

93-95  Station  Road,  Law. — A water-closet  was  provided  for  each 
of  these  2 two-apartment  dwellings. 

73  Station  Road,  Law. — A water-closet  was  provided  for  this 
four-apartment  dwelling. 

97  Station  Road,  Law. — This  four-apartment  dwelling  was 
provided  with  a water-closet. 

82-96  Brownlee  Road,  Law. — 8 two-apartment  dwellings.  Four 
water-closets  were  erected  at  this  property,  and  an  inside  sink  and 
water  supply  provided  for  each  dwelling. 

64  Brownlee  Road,  Law. — This  three-apartment  dwelling  was 
provided  with  a water-closet. 

61-65  Main  Street,  Forth. — 5 two-apartment  and  1 three-apart- 
ment dwellings  and  shop.  Four  water-closets  were  provided  at  this 
property,  and  an  inside  sink  and  water  supply  introduced  to 
dwelling  No.  61. 
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Hope  Cottage,  Carstairs  Junction. — A new  scullery,  bathroom, 
and  water-closet  were  provided  for  this  four-apartment  dwelling. 

Castleview  Cottage,  Abington. — This  five-apartment  dwelling  was 
provided  with  a bathroom  and  water-closet. 

Curfew  Cottage,  Leadhills. — A water-closet  was  provided  for  this 
three-apartment  dwelling. 

Muir  House,  Leadhills. — This  three-apartment  dwelling  was 
provided  with  a water-closet. 

Sliddery,  Douglas. — 5 one-apartment,  9 two-apartment,  and  1 
three-apartment  dwellings.  After  negotiations  with  the  owner,  plans 
were  submitted  showing  proposals  for  the  reconditioning  of  the 
dwellings,  the  reduction  of  the  number  of  tenancies  from  15  to  8, 
and  the  provision  of  a water-closet  for  each  completed  dwelling. 
These  were  approved  of  by  the  Committee,  but  the  work  had  not 
been  commenced  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Burnside  Cottage,  Eingsonsknowe,  Lanark. — This  two-apartment 
dwelling  was  provided  with  an  inside  sink  and  water  supply  and 
a water-closet. 

Elian  Vannin,  Kingsonsknowe,  Lanark. — A water-closet  was  pro- 
vided for  this  five-apartment  dwelling. 

Arnott’s  Buildings,  Eirkfieldbank. — 4 two-apartment  dwellings. 
An  inside  sink  and  water  supply  was  introduced  to  each  of  these 
dwellings. 

Chrissie  Cottage,  Main  Street,  Eirkfieldbank. — As  no  proposal  was 
forthcoming  for  the  provision  of  water-closet  accommodation  for  this 
two-apartment  dwelling,  the  statutory  notice  was  served  on  the 
owner,  who  subsequently  provided  the  necessary  convenience. 

Birksyke,  Eirkfieldbank.- — 16  two-apartment  dwellings.  After 
negotiations,  the  owner  provided  8 water-closets  and  installed  an 
inside  sink  and  water  supply  in  each  dwelling. 

Boyd’s  Property,  Ramoth , Eirkfieldbank. — A water-closet  was 
provided  for  these  2 two-apartment  dwellings,  and  the  existing  pail- 
closet  demolished. 

Eilbank  Cottage,  Main  Street,  Eirkfieldbank. — A water-closet  was 
provided  for  this  two-apartment  dwelling. 
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West-end  Villa,  Kirkmuirhill.- — A water-closet  was  provided  for 
these  2 two-apartment  dwellings. 

73-81  Auchinairn  Road,  Auchinairn. — 9 two-apartment  and  1 
four-apartment  dwellings.  One  additional  water-closet  was  provided 
for  this  property. 

Crofthead  Cottage,  Bishopbriggs. — This  four-apartment  dwelling 
was  provided  with  a bathroom  and  water-closet. 

Slakiewood,  Muirhead,  Chryston. — A water-closet  and  bathroom 
were  provided  for  this  two-apartment  dwelling. 

Dyeworks  Buildings,  Cambuslang. — 6 one-apartment,  6 two-apart- 
ment, and  2 three-apartment  dwellings.  After  negotiations,  the 
owners  submitted  a plan  showing  proposals  for  the  inclusion  of  the 
one-apartment  dwellings  in  the  existing  two-apartment  dwellings,  the 
provision  of  an  inside  sink  and  water  supply  for  each  completed 
three-apartment  dwelling,  and  the  erection  of  two  additional  water- 
closets.  These  proposals  were  accepted  by  the  Committee,  and  all  the 
improvements  have  now  been  completed,  with  the  exception  of  the 
conversion  of  the  two-apartment  dwellings  into  houses  of  three  apart- 
ments. This  work  will  be  carried  out  so  soon  as  the  single-apartment 
houses  can  be  vacated. 

Water  Supply,  Closet  Accommodation,  Ac.— The  table  inserted, 
prepared  in  connection  with  the  Department  of  Health’s  circular 
requesting  the  information,  shows  the  number  of  closets  on  the 
conservancy  system  converted  to  the  water-carriage  system,  as  well 
as  the  number  of  privies,  Ac.,  remaining  at  the  end  of  the  year;  also 
the  number  of  houses  without  water  supply,  Ac.  It  should  be  noted, 
however,  that  many  of  the  dwellings  shown  in  the  table  as  still  having 
inadequate  sanitary  conveniences  are  on  the  list  for  closure  under  the 
Local  Authority’s  scheme  for  the  improvement  of  insanitary  areas, 
and  will  be  swept  away  in  due  course. 


Accommodation  for  Seasonal  Workers. 

The  total  intimations  received  from  employers  as  to  the  number 
of  workers  proposed  to  be  employed  was  95,  and  14  applications  by 
farmers  for  the  approval  of  the  Local  Authority  with  regard  to 
accommodation  were  also  received  during  the  year.

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Numerous  visits  of  inspection  were  made  where  seasonal  workers 
were  accommodated,  the  workers  being  mainly  engaged  with  potato 
crops.  The  accommodation  provided,  and  the  other  arrangements 
made  for  the  workers,  whilst  satisfactory  in  many  cases,  leave  much 
to  be  desired.  In  one  instance  the  workers  had  to  be  dealt  with 
for  not  keeping  their  premises  in  a clean  condition. 

The  revision  of  the  existing  by-laws,  referred  to  in  last  Annual 
Report,  is  still  under  consideration  by  the  Local  Authority. 

A tour  of  inspection  of  several  farms  where  workers  were  accom- 
modated was  made  by  Miss  M'Michael  of  the  Department  of  Health, 
and  a report  by  her  on  the  conditions  found  was  duly  submitted 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Local  Authority. 

Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act,  1926. 

During  the  year  the  survey  of  dwellings  for  the  accommodation 
of  agricultural  workers,  and  other  persons  whose  economic  condition 
is  substantially  the  same  as  such  workers,  was  continued,  and  43 
applications  were  received  for  assistance  in  aid  of  the  reconstruction 
and  improvement  of  60  dwellings.  A grant  was  sanctioned  by  the 
Local  Authority  in  each  case. 

Rent  and  Mortgage  Interest  (Restrictions)  Acts,  1920-1933. 

The  number  of  applications  by  tenants  for  a certificate  of  the  Local 
Authority  as  to  the  insanitary  state  of  repair  of  their  dwellings  was 
391.  In  every  instance  a careful  inspection  of  the  premises  was 
made,  and  a report  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee. 
Including  applications  still  to  be  dealt  with  from  the  preceding  year 
certificates  were  granted  in  301  cases  and  121  were  refused. 

Intimation  was  sent  to  the  owner  of  each  dwelling  giving  details 
of  the  defects  found,  and  in  many  cases  repairs  were  immediately 
carried  out. 

Applications  by  Landlords. — Applications  were  received  from 
owners  of  152  houses  in  respect  of  which  certificates  had  previously 
been  granted  to  the  tenants,  requesting  a report  of  the  Local 
Authority  to  the  effect  that  the  houses  were  now  in  a reasonable 
state  of  repair.  Reports  were  granted  in  137  cases,  12  were  refused, 
and  3 applications  were  still  to  be  dealt  with  at  the  close  of  the 
period  under  review. 
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The  Rent  and  Mortgage  Interest  Restrictions  ( Amendment ) Act, 
1933,  came  into  force  on  18th  July.  It  provides,  inter  alia,  for  the 
registration,  within  three  months  after  the  passing  of  the  Act,  of 
certain  houses  as  decontrolled  houses,  and  applications  for  registra- 
tion by  owners  of  over  6,000  houses  were  made  to  the  Local  Authority. 

Section  12  of  the  Act  provides  that  where  application  has  been 
made  by  the  tenant  of  a dwelling-house,  to  which  the  principal 
Acts  apply,  for  a certificate  that  the  house  is  not  in  a reasonable 
state  of  repair,  such  certificate  could  not  be  refused  by  a Local 
Authority  who  had  already  served  on  the  owner  of  the  house  a notice 
under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  (Scotland)  Act,  1930,  requiring  him 
to  execute  the  works  specified  in  said  notice. 


Test  Case. — A test  case  of  importance  to  tenants  was  decided  by 
the  Sheriff  in  Hamilton  Sheriff  Court  in  a case  taken  at  the  instance 
of  the  factors  of  a house  at  Academy  Square,  Mossend. 

The  question  before  the  Sheriff  was  whether  the  tenant  was  entitled 
to  a Proof  as  to  whether  or  not  the  house  was  unfit  for  human 
habitation. 

In  his  written  judgment  the  Sheriff  states  that  defender  is  the 
tenant  of  a controlled  house  which  was  let  to  him  at  a weekly  rent. 
The  owners  raised  against  him  a summary  application  for  removing, 
which  was  resisted  by  defender  on  the  ground  that,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Rent  Restrictions  Act,  he  had  the  statutory  right 
to  remain  in  possession. 

On  11th  July  the  tenant  obtained  from  the  Local  Authority  a 
certificate  to  the  effect  that  the  house  was  not  in  a reasonable  state 
of  repair,  but  on  12th  September  the  landlords  obtained  a clearance 
certificate  to  the  effect  that  the  necessary  repairs  had  been  executed. 

Notwithstanding  that,  defender  refused  to  pay  any  rent,  and  at 
the  same  time  refused  to  leave  the  house,  and  based  his  claim  upon 
the  terms  of  Section  1 of  the  Housing  (Scotland)  Act,  1925.  The 
house,  defender  asserted,  was  not  in  the  words  of  that  section  “ in  all 
respects  reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation,”  and  moved  for  a Proof 
of  his  statement  to  that  effect.  He  maintained  that  he  was  entitled 
to  remain  in  occupation  without  paying  any  rent  until  such  repairs 
had  been  executed  as  would  be  necessary  to  render  the  house  so  fit. 
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His  Lordship  points  out  that  this  was  not  an  action  for  payment 
of  rent,  and  on  that  matter  he  expressed  no  opinion.  He  holds, 
however,  that  the  section  does  not  entitle  a tenant  against  the  will 
of  the  landlord  to  remain  in  possession  after  the  terms  of  occupancy 
fixed  by  the  contract  of  lease  has  expired,  and  after  notice  to  quit 
has  been  given.  The  enactments  which  give  the  tenant  the  right  to 
remain  are  those  contained  in  the  Rent  Restrictions  Acts. 

For  those  reasons  his  Lordship  refuses  the  motion  for  Proof. 

This  ruling,  he  states,  applies  not  merely  to  this  case,  but  to  a 
number  of  other  cases  heard  at  the  one  time  on  a previous  occasion. 
The  only  difference  in  detail  to  be  noted  is  that  where  a certificate 
has  been  obtained  under  Section  5 (1)  of  the  1923  Act,  and  where 
there  has  been  no  clearance  certificate,  the  rent  claimable  by  the 
landlord  is  the  standard  rent. 


Tenant's  refusal  to  allow  repairs  to  be  executed. — A case  which  the 
Sheriff  described  as  one  of  some  general  importance  was  called  in 
Hamilton  Sheriff  Court  in  August. 

The  owners  and  factors  of  a house  at  Hamilton  Road,  Cambuslang, 
asked  the  Court  to  grant  a warrant  compelling  the  defender  to  allow 
them,  their  tradesmen,  and  other  persons  employed  by  them  entry  to 
the  premises  owned  by  them,  and  occupied  by  the  defender  as  their 
tenant,  for  the  purpose  of  executing  repairs  specified  in  a notice  served 
upon  the  pursuers  by  the  defender,  issued  in  terms  of  the  Rent 
Restrictions  Acts  by  the  Local  Authority. 

They  averred  that  they  were  anxious  to  have  the  said  repairs 
effected  as  soon  as  possible  in  order  to  recover  the  authorised  increases 
of  rent  lost  to  them  so  long  as  the  said  certificate  remained  effective. 

The  defender  averred  that  the  repairs  contained  in  the  certificate 
of  the  Local  Authority  were  of  such  a nature  as  to  necessitate  the 
complete  reconstruction  of  the  premises.  He  and  his  family  would 
find  it  quite  impossible  to  accommodate  themselves  in  the  house  whilst 
the  repairs  were  being  executed,  and  it  would  be  prejudicial  to  tlheir 
health  and  comfort  to  do  so.  The  defender  was  willing  and  ready  to 
allow  the  pursuers  access  to  the  premises  if  they  could  afford  him 
some  alternative  accommodation  while  the  repairs  were  being  carried 
out. 
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The  pursuers  submitted  a letter  from  the  County  Sanitary 
Inspector,  who  stated  that  it  was  not  essential  in  order  to  execute 
the  necessary  repairs  that  the  defender  should  be  removed  from  the 
premises,  and  it  was  possible  to  have  the  repairs  executed  without 
unreasonable  inconvenience  to  him. 

The  Sheriff  said  that  he  found  the  letter  extremely  helpful,  as  it 
removed  the  difficulty  he  had  had  as  to  whether  the  work  could 
be  done  without  serious  inconvenience  to  the  tenant.  The  one  point 
which  remained  to  be  considered  was  the  form  of  the  Order.  A Court 
of  Law  could  not  issue  an  Order  without  considering  the  consequences 
of  its  not  being  obeyed,  and  one  must  be  told  exactly  what  the  defender 
had  got  to  do. 

His  Lordship  asked  the  agent  for  the  pursuers  to  lodge  a Minute 
containing  the  names  of  the  tradesmen  to  whom  he  desired  access  to 
be  given,  and  said  he  would  issue  an  Order  authorising  the  repairs 
to  be  done. 

The  necessary  work  was  duly  carried  out. 

Ruinous  and  Dangerous  Buildings. 

The  following  ruinous  and  dangerous  buildings  were  dealt  with 
and  notices  served  on  the  owners  requiring  them  in  terms  of 
Section  191  of  the  Burgh  Police  (Scotland)  Act,  1892,  as  applied  to 
the  County  by  Section  10  (2)  of  the  Local  Government  (Scotland) 
Act,  1908,  to  take  down  or  secure  such  buildings.  In  one  case  Court

Sewage  Purification  Works. — Sewage  Purification  Works  have  been 
constructed,  and  are  now  in  operation,  at  Plains  and  Chapelhall  (for 
Ivennelburn  Outfall).  At  Plains  the  installation  consists  of  a sewage 
tank,  sludge  drying  beds,  filters,  and  humus  tanks.  At  Chapelhall 
the  installation  is  complete,  as  at  Plains,  with  the  addition  of  two 
cold  sludge  digestion  tanks. 

Thankerton  Village. — The  condition  of  the  sewer  at  Thankerton 
Village,  referred  to  in  last  Annual  Report,  is  still  receiving  attention. 
The  wooden  trough  was  repaired  and  arrangements  made  to  prevent, 
as  far  as  possible,  nuisance  conditions  arising  from  sewage  over- 
flowing the  adjoining  field.  The  discharge  into  the  sewer  of  whey 
from  Thankerton  Creamery  was  found  to  be  the  cause  of  the  continual 
blocking  up  of  the  trough.  At  a meeting  held  on  the  ground  it  was 
decided  to  communicate  with  the  owners  of  the  creamery  on  the  matter.

Crawford. — Complaints  were  received  as  to  the  foul  condition  of 
a stream  which  runs  through  a small  plantation  parallel  to  the  access 
road  to  Bellfield  Farm.  This  ditch  carries  surface  water  from  the 
Carlisle  Road,  and  the  effluent  from  Bellfield  Terrace  Housing  Scheme 
also  discharges  into  it.  The  question  of  piping  the  ditch  is  under 
consideration. 

Complaint  was  also  made  regarding  the  condition  of  a ditch  at 
West  End,  into  which  the  effluent  from  a small  septic  tank  distiharged. 
Examination  showed  the  tank  to  be  of  unsatisfactory  construction  and 
quite  inadequate  for  the  flow  of  liquid  to  be  dealt  with.  Further 
inquiry  revealed  that  this  tank  served  several  properties  at  the  West 
End,  and  a meeting  was  arranged  on  the  spot  with  the  various 
proprietors  concerned.  As  a result,  it  was  agreed  to  construct  a new 
septic  tank  and  filter  to  a design  approved  by  the  department.  The 
work  had  not  been  commenced  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Newmains. — The  tenants  in  the  Tollpark  Housing  Scheme  com- 
plained of  smells  arising  from  a ditch  at  the  end  of  the  feu.  On 
investigation  it  was  found  that  a farmer  was  by-passing  sewage  from 
a burgh  sewer  on  to  his  ground.  This  practice  was  stopped  and  the 
ditch  cleaned,  since  when  no  further  complaints  have  been  received. 

The  Hyndshaw  Trust  complained  that  an  open  ditch  at  Bogside 
conveying  sewage  through  their  lands  was  in  a foul  condition.  A 
meeting  of  the  various  owners  was  held,  at  which  they  agreed  to  take 
the  matter  up  with  their  Superiors. 

Uddingston. — The  streamlet  flowing  through  the  small  estate  of 
Clydeside,  referred  to  in  a previous  Annual  Report,  was  again  the 
subject  of  complaint,  and  the  owner  of  the  estate  has  made  arrange- 
ments to  have  the  offending  portion  piped  in. 

Strathaven. — Complaint  was  made  to  the  owner  of  a property  at 
16  Commercial  Road,  Strathaven,  as  to  the  silting  up  of  the  ditch 
at  the  rear  of  his  property  and  consequent  flooding  of  adjoining 
properties.  The  ditch  was  cleaned,  and  while  this  was  being  done  it 
was  observed  that  sewage  was  gaining  access  to  the  ditch.  Numerous 
tests  of  drains  were  made  in  the  Commercial  Road  and  Flemington 
area,  and  one  property  was  discovered  connected  to  a surface-water 
drain  which  discharged  into  the  ditch.  This  property  has  now  been 
connected  to  the  sewer. 
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Glenboig. — Most  of  the  properties  within  this  Special  Drainage 
District  have  now  had  their  drainage  connected  to  the  Local 
Authority’s  sewers. 

Rosehall.— A complaint  regarding  foul  smells  arising  from  a ditch 
at  Rosepark  Cottages  was  found  to  be  due  to  sewage  from  adjoining 
houses  discharging  therein.  The  owners  had  the  septic  tanks  and 
ditch  cleaned  out,  and  the  conditions  have  been  much  improved. 

Rutherglen. — No  serious  flooding,  such  as  has  been  reported  in 
previous  years,  was  experienced  during  the  period  under  review. 
Whilst  some  surcharging  of  the  estate  sewer  at  Farme  took  place, 
no  surcharging  of  public  sewers  was  reported. 

The  new  storm  overflow  at  Richmond  Park  Laundry  and  Balloch- 
mill  was  completed,  and  the  various  minor  connections  to  the  enlarged 
sewer  in  Cambuslang  Road  and  adjoining  roads  were  almost  completed 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Mollinsburn.—k  ditch  taking  pre-treated  sewage  from  this  village 
gave  rise  to  nuisance  conditions  and  was  cleaned  after  representation 
to  the  estate  owner.  The  ditch  at  Gartloch  Distillery  also  gave  rise  to 
nuisance,  and,  together  with  a septic  tank,  cleansing  operations  were 
carried  out  satisfactorily. 

Bishopbriggs. — Complaint  was  made  regarding  obnoxious  odours 
arising  from  the  sewage  works  at  Jellyhill,  and  the  matter  was 
remitted  to  the  County  Drainage  Engineer  for  attention.  This 
complaint  is  of  a recurring  nature,  and  is  due  to  the  accumulation 
of  detritus  sludge,  Ac.,  before  its  removal.  The  condition  of  the 
outfall  ditch  from  the  sewage  works  was  the  subject  of  complaint, 
and  the  ditch  was  thoroughly  cleaned  out  by  the  department. 

Foul  Bitches. — Several  ditches  throughout  the  County,  into  which 
sewage  is  discharged,  were  cleaned  out  during  the  year  at  the  expense 
of  the  Local  Authority. 


Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  from  the  various  reservoirs  belonging  to  the 
Local  Authority  was  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  all  demands.  Com- 
plaints were  received  as  to  local  deficiencies,  but  these  were  mostly 
found  to  be  due  to  deficient  service  pipes,  and,  on  being  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  respective  owners,  were  remedied  in  every  instance. 
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In  several  outlying  districts  of  the  Upper  Ward  the  long-continued 
drought  of  summer  and  autumn  seriously  interfered  with  the  supplies 
from  springs  and  wells,  many  of  which  completely  dried  up,  and 
farmers  and  others  were  put  to  considerable  inconvenience  in 
obtaining  an  alternative  supply  of  water.

Water  Samples. — In  view  of  complaints  having  been  received 
regarding  the  quality  of  water  supplies  from  private  sources,  samples 
were  obtained  from  the  following  places  and  submitted  for  chemical 
analyses  : — 

North  BrownhUl  Farm,  Strathaven. — The  water  supply  to  this 
farm,  referred  to  in  last  Annual  Report,  was  on  the  grounds  of 
Whitelaw  Farm,  and  complications  arose  when  the  owner  of  the  latter 
farm  stated  that  he  desired  to  retain  the  fountain  head  of  this  supply 
for  his  own  use.  He,  however,  offered  the  owner  of  North  Brownhill 
Farm  another  supply,  and  a sample  of  this  water  was  taken  and  found 
on  analysis  to  be  pure  and  satisfactory.  The  matter  was  still  in 
hand  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Howedykes  Farm,  Strathaven. — Two  samples  of  water  from  pro- 
posed new  supplies  for  this  farm  were  taken  and  analysed.  The  water 
in  both  cases  was  found  to  be  suitable  for  domestic  and  dairy  purposes, 
and  has  now  been  led  into  the  farm. 

Stoneyford  Farm,  Strathaven. — A sample  of  a proposed  new  water 
supply  for  this  farm  was  taken  and  found  on  analysis  to  be  satis- 
factory. The  supply  has  not  yet  been  introduced  to  the  farm. 

Heads  Farm,  Glassford. — A sample  of  water  taken  from  the  pump 
in  the  boiler-house  at  this  farm  was  found  on  analysis  to  be  polluted 
and  unfit  for  domestic  use.  An  open  drain  from  the  boiler-house 
had  been  laid  within  a few  yards  of  the  cover  of  the  well.  A gravi- 
tation supply  has  now  been  introduced  to  the  steading. 

Kittymuirhill  Farm,  Stonehouse. — A sample  of  water  proposed  as 
a supply  for  this  farm  was  taken  and  proved  satisfactory.  The  supply 
has  since  been  led  to  the  farm  by  means  of  a windmill  and  storage 
tank. 
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Newbigging  Station  Houses,  Carnwath. — In  connection  with  the 
condition  of  the  water  supply  to  these  dwellings,  referred  to  in  last 
Annual  Report,  a new  drainage  system  was  completed  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year,  and  chloride  of  lime  was  dug  into  the  ground 
around  the  well.  After  an  interval  of  several  months  the  water  in 
the  well  was  sampled  and  analysed.  The  results  showed  that  the 
water  was  sufficiently  pure  for  domestic  purposes. 

Tarbrax. — As  referred  to  in  last  Annual  Report,  the  owners  of  the 
cottages  in  this  village  were  requested  to  arrange  to  have  their  water 
pipes  scoured,  after  which  samples  of  the  water  would  be  taken  for 
analysis.  Samples  were  taken,  and,  whilst  the  results  proved  the 
water  to  be  pure,  no  improvement  seems  to  have  been  made  in  the 
removal  of  the  deposited  solids.  No  further  complaints  were  received 
during  the  year. 

Mousemill  Road,  Lanark. — Complaint  was  made  as  to  the  state 
of  the  water  supply  to  dwellings,  and  a sample  was  obtained  for 
analysis.  The  results  showed  that  the  water  was  not  sufficiently  pure 
for  domestic  purposes,  and  the  owner  has  been  requested  to  have  a 
gravitation  supply  introduced. 

H ecklebirnie  Smithy,  Carmichael. — A sample  of  water  taken  from 
the  pump  well  supplying  this  dwelling-house  was  analysed.  The 
results  indicated  that  the  water  is  not  suitable  for  domestic  purposes, 
and  the  owner  has  been  asked  to  submit  his  proposals  for  the  intro- 
duction of  a proper  water  supply. 

Hawksland  School,  Lesmahagow. — A complaint  was  received  as  to 
the  condition  of  the  water  supply  at  this  school.  The  water  was 
suspected  of  being  the  source  of  an  outbreak  of  sore  throat  among 
the  pupils.  A sample  of  the  water,  which  comes  from  a spring,  was 
taken  for  analysis  and  found  to  be  free  from  contamination. 

East  and  West  Glespin  Farms,  Douglas. — Complaint  was  made 
regarding  the  state  of  the  water  supply  to  these  farms.  The  supply 
is  obtained  from  a bore-hole  in  the  moorland  above  the  farms,  and  a 
sample  was  taken  for  analysis.  The  result  proved  that  the  water 
was  unsuitable  for  domestic  purposes,  and  the  owner  has  been  com- 
municated with  on  the  matter. 

Garrion  Bridge,  Overtown. — In  connection  with  a complaint  by 
the  tenant  of  a dwelling-house  at  Garrion  Bridge,  a sample  of  water 
from  a shallow  well,  from  which  the  tenant  obtained  his  supply,  was 
submitted  for  analysis.  The  water  was  found  to  be  unsuitable  for 
domestic  use  owing  to  pollution,  and  a gravitation  supply  has  now 
been  laid  on  to  the  dwelling. 
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Loanhead  Cottage,  Airdrie. — As  the  result  of  a complaint  by  the 
tenant  of  this  dwelling,  a sample  of  water  was  taken  from  the  draw- 
well.  The  analysis  showed  that  the  water  was  quite  wholesome. 

Knowenoble  Farm,  Cleland. — Owing  to  a complaint  by  the  farmer, 
a sample  of  water  from  a deep  well  on  the  west  side  of  this  farm  was 
taken  for  analysis.  The  water  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and 
a supply  of  gravitation  water  has  now  been  introduced. 

Scavenging. 

There  are  still  52  Special  Scavenging  Districts  within  the  County, 
no  new  districts  having  been  formed  during  the  year.  The  boundaries 
of  Carmunnock  and  Stepps  Special  Scavenging  Districts  were 
extended  on  11th  January  and  6th  December  respectively. 

A petition  signed  by  five  ratepayers  in  Braidwood  was  received 
by  the  Third  District  Council  requesting  the  formation  of  a Special 
Scavenging  District  to  include  the  village  of  Braidwood,  and  the 
Council  recommended  that  the  district  be  formed.  A report  on  the 
matter  has  been  submitted  to  the  Special  Districts  Committee  of 
the  County  Council  for  their  consideration. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  work  of  scavenging  carried 
out  in  each  Special  Scavenging  District  during  the  year  : — 

Aitkenhead,  Tannochside,  and  Bothwellpark.— The  collection 
and  disposal  of  refuse  thrice  weekly  was  carried  out  in  a satisfactory 
manner  by  a contractor,  all  refuse  being  deposited  in  Fallside  Quarry. 

Baillieston. — The  daily  collection  and  removal  of  refuse  was 
undertaken  satisfactorily  by  a staff  in  the  direct  employment  of  the 
Ninth  District  Council,  most  of  the  refuse  being  deposited  in  Braehead 
Quarry.  In  October  the  tipping  of  refuse  was  commenced,  at  the 
request  of  a local  farmer,  on  a low-lying  piece  of  ground  adjoining 
Easterhouse  Burn.  The  removal  of  the  contents  of  privy-middens 
in  West  Marystone,  formerly  carried  out  by  a local  contractor  during 
the  winter  months,  was  undertaken  by  the  District  Council’s  own 
staff,  due  to  the  number  of  privies  having  been  diminished  following 
the  demolition  of  insanitary  properties. 

Common  Stairs,  &c. — Three  notices  in  terms  of  Section  117  of 
the  Burgh  Police  (Scotland)  Act,  1892,  were  served  on  owners 
requiring  them  to  whitewash  or,  at  their  option,  to  paint  the  walls 
and  roofs  of  common  passages  and  staircases  at  their  properties. 
The  work  was  duly  carried  out  in  each  instance. 
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Bellshill  and  Mossend. — The  daily  collection  and  removal  of 
refuse  was  carried  out  by  a staff  in  the  direct  employment  of  the 
Sixth  District  Council,  who  employ  a superintendent  to  direct  the 
work.  The  refuse  was  disposed  of  on  waste  ground  at  Boggsbrae. 

Common  Stairs,  &c. — A notice  in  terms  of  Section  117  of  the 
Burgh  Police  Act,  1892,  was  served  on  a property  owner  requiring 
him  to  whitewash  or  paint  the  walls  and  ceiling  of  a common  passage, 
and  the  work  was  duly  carried  out.  Eight  notices,  in  terms  of 
Section  115  of  the  Burgh  Police  (Scotland)  Act,  1892,  were  served 
on  occupiers  who  had  failed  to  keep  clean  the  common  passage  and 
stairs  giving  access  to  their  premises.  Sweeping  and  washing  have 
since  been  regularly  carried  out. 

Bishopbriggs  and  Auchinairn. — The  work  of  collection  and 
removal  of  refuse  daily  was  carried  out  in  a satisfactory  manner 
by  a contractor,  and  two  men  employed  direct  by  the  Ninth  District 
Council.  Owing  to  the  increase  of  work  the  appointment  of  an 
additional  scavenger  was  recommended  by  the  District  Council,  but 
at  the  close  of  the  year  the  approval  of  the  County  Council  had  not 
been  obtained.  The  coup  at  Springfield,  where  all  refuse  was 
deposited,  was  kept  in  good  order.  Six  ashpits  were  abolished  during 
the  year. 

Common  Stairs,  &c. — Four  notices  were  served  on  owners  of 
property  requiring  the  limewashing  or  painting  of  common  passages 
and  stairs,  and  the  necessary  work  was  carried  out.  Notices  were 
served  on  four  occupiers  who  had  failed  to  keep  clean  the  common 
passage  giving  access  to  their  premises.  Sweeping  and  washing  have 
since  been  regularly  carried  out. 

Blackwood.- — The  refuse  in  this  Special  District,  which  includes 
Blackwood,  Kirkmuirhill,  and  Auchenheath,  was  collected  twice 
weekly  by  contractors,  and  deposited  in  coups  and  on  farm  lands. 
The  work  was  carried  out  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

Blanttre. — The  collection  and  removal  of  refuse  was  carried  out 
by  a contractor  under  the  control  of  the  Fifth  District  Council,  and 
supervised  by  their  superintendent.  The  refuse  was  removed  daily 
to  a coup  in  the  public  park,  where  it  was  used  for  levelling  purposes. 

Common  Stairs,  &c. — Eleven  notices  were  served  on  owners  of 
property  requiring  the  whitewashing  or  painting  of  common  passages 
and  staircases.  The  necessary  work  in  each  case  was  duly  carried 
out. 
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Bothwell. — The  daily  collection  and  removal  of  refuse  to  Fallside 
Coup  was  undertaken  satisfactorily  by  a staff  in  the  direct  employ- 
ment of  the  Sixth  District  Council.  The  contractor  engaged  during 
the  winter  months  to  collect  and  remove  the  contents  of  ashbins  thrice 
weekly  from  the  housing  schemes  also  gave  satisfaction. 

Busby. — The  collection  and  removal  of  refuse  was  undertaken 
twice  weekly  by  a contractor,  all  refuse  being  deposited  in  a coup  at 
Busby  Glen.  The  work  was  carried  out  satisfactorily,  and  the  coup 
was  kept  in  a tidy  condition. 

Calderbank. — A contractor  carried  out  the  work  of  collection 
and  removal  of  refuse  in  this  Special  District  in  a satisfactory 
manner.  The  refuse  was  disposed  of  on  farm  lands. 

Cambuslang. — The  daily  collection  and  removal  of  refuse  was 
carried  out  satisfactorily  by  a contractor,  all  refuse  being  disposed  of 
at  Cambuslang  Destructor. 

As  referred  to  in  last  Annual  Report,  the  Eighth  District  Council 
considered  the  whole  question  of  refuse  disposal,  and  recommended 
to  the  County  Council  that  the  ground  known  as  the  Morriston  Loch 
and  owned  by  the  Royal  Technical  College  Students’  Union  could, 
by  agreement  with  the  latter  party,  be  utilised  as  a controlled  tip. 

Such  a change  in  the  method  of  refuse  disposal  naturally  created 
some  interest  in  the  district,  and  a largely-signed  petition  of  protest 
was  lodged  by  ratepayers  with  the  County  Council. 

The  proposal  was  finally  agreed  upon,  and  the  work  will  be 
commenced  as  soon  as  the  necessary  legal  formalities  have  been 
carried  through. 

The  ground  in  question  is  about  24  acres  in  extent  and  situated 
on  the  south  bank  of  the  River  Clyde.  It  is  used  as  a playing-field, 
but  is  liable  to  flooding  in  winter.  The  proposal  is  to  raise  the 
ground  level  to  an  average  height  of  fifteen  feet  throughout  and  in 
such  a way  as  not  to  interfere  with  its  use  as  a playing-field.  It 
is  estimated  that  the  site  for  tipping  will  last  for  about  twenty  years. 

Common  Stairs,  &c. — Twenty  notices  were  served  on  owners  of 
property  requiring  the  whitewashing  of  common  passages  and  stair- 
cases, and  in  every  instance  the  necessary  work  was  done. 
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Carluke. — Three  times  a week  the  contents  of  dustbins  were 
removed  to  coups  and  the  refuse  from  ashpits  was  removed  to  farm 
lands  every  week  by  a staff  in  the  direct  employment  of  the  Third 
District  Council. 

The  coups  at  Moor  Quarry  and  Station  Road  were  treated  with 
cyanogas  to  exterminate  rats  which  had  harboured  there,  and  the 
results  were  most  satisfactory. 

Carmunnock. — The  refuse  from  this  Special  District  was  collected 
and  removed  once  weekly  by  a contractor  to  a coup  outwith  the 
district.  In  May  a new  contractor  was  appointed  and  the  work 
was  carried  out  in  a more  satisfactory  manner  than  formerly. 

Extension  of  Boundaries. — The  boundaries  of  the  Special 
Scavenging  District  were  enlarged  to  include  (1)  an  area  at  Bank- 
head  Road  to  the  west  of  the  existing  Special  Scavenging  District; 
and  (2)  an  area  at  Waterside  Road  and  East  Kilbride  Road  to  the 
east  of  the  existing  Special  Scavenging  District. 

Carmyle  and  Mount  Vernon. — The  daily  collection  and  removal 
of  refuse  was  carried  out  satisfactorily  by  a contractor,  all  refuse 
being  deposited  in  a coup. 

Common  Stairs,  &c. — Eight  notices  were  served  on  owners 
requiring  the  whitewashing  or  painting  of  common  passages  and 
staircases,  and  in  each  case  the  work  was  duly  carried  out. 

Carnwath. — The  collection  and  removal  of  refuse  three  times  a 
week  was  carried  out  satisfactorily  by  a contractor,  all  refuse  being 
deposited  on  moorland. 

Carstairs. — The  thrice-weekly  collection  and  removal  of  refuse 
was  satisfactorily  carried  out  by  a contractor,  the  refuse  being 
disposed  of  in  a disused  sandpit. 

Carstairs  Junction. — The  refuse  was  collected  and  removed  daily 
in  this  Special  District  by  a contractor  and  deposited  in  a sandpit. 
The  work  was  done  satisfactorily. 

Chryston  and  Muirhead. — The  work  of  collection  and  disposal  of 
refuse  was  carried  out  satisfactorily  by  a contractor,  all  refuse  being 
removed  twice  weekly  to  the  coup  at  Lilybank,  which  was  kept  in 
good  order. 
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Common  Stairs. — Three  notices  were  served  on  owners  of  property 
requiring  the  whitewashing  or  painting  of  common  passages,  and  the 
work  was  duly  carried  out  in  each  case. 

Cleland  and  Omoa. — Three  times  a week  the  refuse  was  collected 
by  a contractor  and  removed  to  farm  lands.  The  work  was  under- 
taken satisfactorily. 

Coalburn. — The  refuse  in  this  Special  District  was  collected  twice 
weekly  and  removed  to  a coup  at  Bellfield.  A contractor  satisfactorily 
carried  out  the  work. 

Crawford. — The  weekly  collection  and  removal  of  refuse  was 
undertaken  by  a contractor,  who  disposed  of  the  refuse  in  a disused 
quarry  on  the  lands  of  Midlock  Farm.  The  work  was  carried  out 
in  a satisfactory  manner. 

Crossford  and  Hazelbank. — The  refuse  was  collected  three  times 
a week  by  a staff  in  the  direct  employment  of  the  Second  District 
Council  and  deposited  in  a coup  and  on  farm  lands. 

Crosslaw. — The  twice  weekly  collection  and  removal  of  refuse 
within  this  Special  District  was  satisfactorily  undertaken  by  a 
contractor.  By  arrangement  the  refuse  is  deposited  in  a coup 
belonging  to  the  Lanark  Burgh  Authority. 

Dalzell  and  Netherton. — The  daily  collection  and  removal  of 
refuse  was  carried  out  till  May  by  a staff  in  the  direct  employment 
of  the  Seventh  District  Council.  The  Council,  however,  decided  to 
dispense  with  the  staff  and  a contractor  took  over  the  duties  as  from 
16th  May.  The  refuse  was  disposed  of  in  coups.  The  contract  is 
now  conjoint  with  Hamilton  Road  Special  Scavenging  District. 

Douglas. — The  daily  collection  and  removal  of  refuse  was  carried 
out  by  a scavenger  in  the  direct  employment  of  the  Second  District 
Council,  all  refuse  being  deposited  in  a coup  adjacent  to  the  Douglas 
Water,  near  Pathhead. 

East  Kilbride.— The  work  of  collection  and  removal  of  refuse  was 
carried  out  thrice  weekly  by  a contractor,  who  deposited  the  refuse 
in  a coup  provided  by  the  Fifth  District  Council.  The  coup  was 
kept  in  good  condition  during  the  year. 
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Forth. — The  daily  collection  and  removal  of  refuse  was  carried 
out  in  an  efficient  manner  by  a staff  in  the  direct  employment  of 
the  Third  District  Council,  the  refuse  being  deposited  in  a quarry. 
During  the  year  the  coup  was  found  to  be  on  fire  and  immediate 
steps  were  taken  to  deal  with  the  matter.  In  addition  to  extinguishing 
the  fire  the  access  road  was  improved  and  the  refuse  is  now  deposited 
on  a six-foot  face  at  the  bottom  instead  of  over  a high  face  as 
formerly. 

A requisition  was  received  craving  that  the  village  of  Braehead 
be  formed  into  a Special  Scavenging  District,  and  a report  was 
submitted  co  the  Special  Districts  Committee  showing  the  annual 
cost  and  probable  assessment  required.  The  matter  is  still  under 
consideration. 

Gartlea. — The  weekly  collection  and  removal  of  refuse  to  a coup 
was  carried  out  in  a satisfactory  manner  by  a contractor. 

Gartcosh. — The  refuse  in  this  Special  District  was  collected  and 
removed  twice  weekly  by  a contractor  satisfactorily.  The  refuse  was 
utilised  in  a market  garden  and  gave  rise  to  no  complaint. 

Glassford. — The  scavenging  of  this  new  Special  District  com- 
menced on  16th  May,  refuse  from  dustbins  being  collected  twice 
weekly  and  the  contents  of  ashpits  removed  at  least  once  a month 
or  whenever  a cart-load  had  accumulated.  The  work  was  carried 
out  satisfactorily  by  a contractor,  who  removed  the  refuse  to  farm 
lands. 

Glengowan  and  Caldercruix. — The  refuse  from  ashbins  was 
collected  and  removed  by  a contractor  twice  weekly,  and  the  contents 
of  ashpits  removed  at  least  once  a month,  all  refuse  being  disposed 
of  on  farm  lands.  The  work  was  carried  out  satisfactorily. 

Hamilton  Road. — The  daily  collection  and  removal  of  refuse  was 
carried  out  till  May  by  a staff  in  the  direct  employment  of  the 
Seventh  District  Council.  The  Council,  however,  decided  to  dispense 
with  the  staff,  and  a contractor  took  over  the  duties  as  from  1 6th 
May.  The  refuse  was  disposed  of  in  coups.  The  contract  is  now 
conjoint  with  Dalzell  and  Netherton  Special  Scavenging  District. 

Harthill. — In  this  Special  District  the  refuse  from  ashbins  was 
removed  twice  weekly,  and  the  contents  of  ashpits  removed  at  least 
once  a month,  all  refuse  being  disposed  of  on  farm  lands  and  moor- 
land. The  work  was  satisfactorily  undertaken  by  a contractor.  Two 
ashpits  were  abolished  during  the  year, 
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Haywood. — The  contents  of  the  privy-middens  and  ashpits  were 
removed  fortnightly  by  a staff  in  the  direct  employment  of  the  Third 
District  Council  and  deposited  on  moorland.  The  work  was  carried 
out  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

Holytown,  New  Stevenston,  and  Carfin. — The  daily  collection 
and  removal  of  refuse  was  carried  out  by  a staff  in  the  direct  employ- 
ment of  the  Sixth  District  Council  in  an  efficient  manner,  the  refuse 
being  disposed  of  mostly  at  New  Stevenston  Destructor  and  the 
remainder  in  coups.  The  ashpits  at  Legbrannock  were  emptied 
weekly  and  the  refuse  removed  to  farm  lands  by  a contractor. 

Common  Stairs,  disc. — Four  notices  were  served  on  occupiers  who 
had  failed  to  keep  clean  the  common  passages  giving  access  to  their 
premises.  Sweeping  and  washing  have  since  been  regularly  carried 
out. 

Ivirkfieldbank. — The  refuse  was  collected  three  times  weekly  by 
a staff  in  the  direct  employment  of  the  Second  District  Council  and 
disposed  of  in  a coup  and  on  farm  lands. 

Common  Stairs,  dec. — A notice  was  served  on  an  owner  of  property 
requiring  the  whitewashing  or  painting  of  a common  passeage,  and 
the  work  was  duly  carried  out. 

Larkhall. — The  daily  collection  and  removal  of  refuse  was  carried 
out  in  a satisfactory  manner  by  a staff  in  the  direct  employment  of 
the  Fourth  District  Council,  the  refuse  being  deposited  in  a coup 
and  on  farm  lands. 

Common  Stairs,  dec. — A notice  was  served  on  a property  owner  in 
respect  of  a common  passage.  Whitewashing  was  duly  carried  out. 

Law. — The  refuse  from  ashbins  was  removed  three  times  weekly, 
and  the  contents  of  ashpits  removed  at  least  once  a month  by  a 
contractor,  the  refuse  being  deposited  in  coups  and  on  farm  lands. 
The  work  was  carried  out  satisfactorily. 

Leadhills. — The  weekly  collection  and  removal  of  refuse  was 
undertaken  by  a contractor,  and  the  work  was  done  satisfactorily. 
The  refuse  was  deposited  in  two  coups, 
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Complaints  were  received  in  connection  with  a public  ashpit,  and 
in  the  course  of  our  enquiries  it  was  found  that  the  common  ashpits 
in  the  village  were  provided  by  the  Superior  about  the  year  1900, 
the  reason  for  this  being  due  to  the  construction  and  situation  of 
most  of  the  houses.  While  the  system  of  public  ashpits  is  objection- 
able, there  is  also  the  larger  question  of  the  lack  of  proper  sanitary 
conveniences,  for  which  no  solution  has  hitherto  been  found.  A 
house-to-house  survey  is  now  being  made  to  ascertain  the  exact 
position  of  matters;  meantime  the  existing  scavenging  arrangements 
will  receive  special  attention  with  a view  to  avoiding  further 
complaints. 

Lesmahagow. — The  daily  collection  and  removal  of  refuse  was 
carried  out  in  a satisfactory  manner  by  a staff  in  the  direct  employ- 
ment of  the  Second  District  Council,  the  refuse  being  deposited  on 
a site  at  Craighead  Park  where  ground  is  being  made  up. 

Newarthill. — The  collection  and  removal  of  refuse  to  farm  lands 
was  satisfactorily  carried  out  by  a contractor,  the  contents  of  ashbins 
being  removed  twice  weekly  and  the  ashpits  emptied  at  least  once 

a month. 

Newmains.— The  daily  collection  and  removal  of  refuse  was 
carried  out  by  a contractor,  the  refuse  being  deposited  in  a coup 
and  on  farm  lands.  In  November  the  contractor  intimated  that  he 
was  unable  to  carry  on  the  work  as  he  was  experiencing  difficulty  in 
obtaining  suitable  coups  for  the  refuse.  The  Seventh  District  Council 
relieved  him  of  his  obligations  and  appointed  a new  contractor,  who 
commenced  duty  on  1st  December. 

North  Shettleston. — The  collection  and  removal  of  refuse  was 
carried  out  satisfactorily  by  a contractor.  A daily  service  was 
maintained  for  tenement  properties,  and  a twice-weekly  service  for 
the  National  Housing  Scheme  and  Springboig.  All  refuse  was 
disposed  of  in  a new  coup  at  Cranhill  to  reclaim  a portion  of 
low-lying  ground.  The  coup  was  laid  out  and  kept  during  the  year 
in  a satisfactory  condition. 

Common  Stairs,  <&c. — Two  notices  to  whitewash  or  paint  common 
passages  and  staircases  were  served  on  owners  of  property,  and  in 
both  cases  the  necessary  work  was  duly  carried  out.  Notices  were 
also  served  on  two  occupiers  who  had  failed  to  keep  clean  the  common 
passage  giving  access  to  their  premises.  Sweeping  and  washing  of 
the  passage  have  since  been  regularly  attended  to. 
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Overtown  and  Waterloo. — The  scavenging  was  carried  out 
satisfactorily  by  a contractor,  all  refuse  from  ashbins  and  earth- 
closets  being  removed  twice  weekly,  and  the  contents  of  ashpits 
removed  at  least  once  a month.  The  refuse  was  disposed  of  in  coups 
and  on  farm  lands. 

Ponfeigh. — The  refuse  was  collected  and  removed  four  times  a 
week  by  a contractor,  who  carried  out  the  work  satisfactorily.  The 
refuse  was  deposited  in  a coup  on  the  lands  of  Collierhall  Farm. 

The  tipping  facilities  at  Collierhall  are  now  practically  exhausted, 
and  arrangements  are  being  made  by  the  First  District  Council  for 
the  lease  of  a disused  quarry  at  Townhead,  Douglas  Water. 

Rutherglen. — The  collection  and  removal  of  refuse  was  satis- 
factorily carried  out  by  a contractor  three  times  weekly  from  Farme 
and  Eastfield  tenement  properties,  and  twice  a week  from  the 
residential  areas  and  housing  schemes  at  Bankhead,  Eastfield,  and 
Burnside.  The  refuse  was  disposed  of  at  Cambuslang  Destructor 
and,  temporarily,  in  a coup  at  Eastfield. 

Common  Stairs,  dc. — -Notices  were  served  on  two  owners  of 
property  requiring  the  whitewashing  or  painting  of  common  passages 
and  staircases,  and  in  both  instances  the  work  was  duly  carried  out. 

Salsburgh. — The  refuse  was  collected  and  removed  twice  weekly 
by  a contractor  to.  farm  lands.  The  work  was  done  in  a satisfactory 
manner.  Four  privy-middens  were  abolished  during  the  year. 

Shotts  and  Dykehead. — The  daily  collection  and  removal  of  refuse 
was  carried  out  in  an  efficient  manner  by  a staff  in  the  direct  employ- 
ment of  the  Seventh  District  Council.  The  refuse  was  deposited 
in  coups,  which  were  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition.  During  the 
year  eight  privy-middens  were  abolished. 

The  question  of  the  future  development  of  Calderside  coup  was 
raised  by  the  land  Superior,  and  the  matter  is  receiving  the  con- 
sideration of  the  District  Council. 

South  Lenzie. — The  refuse  collection  and  removal  was  carried  out 
twice  weekly  by  a contractor  in  a satisfactory  manner,  all  refuse  being 
deposited  in  an  old  quarry  at  Boghead.  Complaint  was  made 
regarding  the  proximity  of  the  coup  to  dwelling-houses.  No  other 
suitable  area  of  ground  was  found  to  be  available,  and  all  necessary 
precautions  against  nuisance  conditions  arising  from  the  present  coup 
were  taken. 


Stepps. — The  collection  and  removal  of  refuse  was  carried  out 
satisfactorily  by  a contractor  twice  weekly,  the  refuse  being  deposited 
on  low-lying  ground  on  the  west  side  of  Magazine  Road.  Objection 
was  made  to  the  close  proximity  of  the  coup  to  the  public  highway, 
and,  whilst  no  nuisance  was  being  created,  arrangements  were  made 
with  the  proprietors  of  ground  100  yards  or  thereby  south  of  the 
existing  coup  that  low-lying  ground  at  that  point  could  be  filled  in. 
The  legal  formalities  are  not  yet  completed. 

Extension  of  Boundaries. — The  boundaries  of  the  Special 
Scavenging  District  were  enlarged  to  include  (1)  an  area  on  the 
north-western  boundary  of  the  existing  Special  Scavenging  District 
adjoining  Whitehill  Road  and  Lenzie  Road ; (2)  an  area  on  the 
northern  boundary  adjoining  Mount  Harriet  Drive;  (3)  an  area  on 
the  eastern  boundary  lying  to  the  south  of  Mount  Harriet  Drive; 
and  (4)  an  area  on  the  south-eastern  boundary  lying  to  the  west 
of  Cardowan  Road. 

Stonehouse. — The  work  of  refuse  collection  and  removal  twice  a 
week  was  carried  out  satisfactorily  by  a contractor,  all  refuse  being 
deposited  in  a coup  rented  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Strathaven. — The  daily  collection  and  removal  of  refuse  was 
undertaken  by  a contractor,  who  deposited  the  refuse  in  a coup  at 
Gallowhill.  The  work  was  carried  out  satisfactorily. 

Uddingston. — The  refuse  was  collected  and  removed  daily  by  a 
contractor  to  the  coup  at  Fallside,  the  work  being  done  in  a satis- 
factory manner. 

Common  Stairs,  dec. — Notices  were  served  on  twenty  owners  of 
property  requiring  them  to  whitewash  or  paint  common  stairs  and 
passages,  and  in  every  case  the  necessary  work  was  duly  carried  out. 
Notices  were  also  served  on  eight  occupiers  who  had  failed  to  keep 
clean  the  common  passage  and  stairs  giving  access  to  their  dwellings. 
Sweeping  and  washing  have  since  been  regularly  done. 

Housing  Schemes  Outwith  Special  Scavenging  Districts. — The 
collection  and  removal  of  refuse  twice  weekly  from  the  dwellings  at 
the  following  housing  schemes  still  outwith  Special  Scavenging 
Districts  was  carried  out  by  contractors  under  the  supervision  of  the 
local  sanitary  officers,  viz.  : — Ashgillhead,  Braidwood,  Broomhouse, 
Carnbroe,  Chapelhall,  Drumpark,  Eddlewood,  Ferniegair,  Greengairs, 
Glenboig,  Glenmavis,  Kingshill,  Meikle  Earnock,  Plains,  and  Raven- 
struther,  and  once  weekly  at  Moodiesburn  and  Symington. 
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Apropos  the  paragraph  in  last  Annual  Report  as  to  whether  and 
to  what  extent  the  housing  sites  which  are  situated  outwith  Special 
Scavenging  Districts  might  be  brought  within  Special  Scavenging 
Districts  already  formed,  or  to  be  formed,  the  matter  was  fully  con- 
sidered by  the  Special  Districts  Committee,  who  agreed  that  the 
reports  should  be  sent  to  the  various  District  Councils  concerned  for 
consideration,  and  that  the  attention  of  the  District  Councils  should 
be  drawn  in  the  following  cases  to  the  high  rate  involved,  viz. 
Carnbroe,  Ferniegair,  Glenmavis,  and  Greengairs. 

Provision  of  Dustbins. — During  the  year  153  notices,  in  terms 
of  Section  23  of  the  Burgh  Police  (Scotland)  Act,  1903,  were  served 
on  owners  of  tenement  houses  within  Special  Scavenging  Districts, 
requiring  them  to  provide  proper  covered  galvanized-iron  ashbins 
of  specified  cubic  capacity.  In  most  cases  suitable  ashbins  were 
immediately  provided,  and  the  remainder  were  reported  to  the 
Committee  with  a view  to  proceedings,  in  terms  of  Section  24  of  the 
Act,  being  instituted.  It  was  not  found  necessary,  however,  to  take 
legal  action,  as  the  necessary  ashbins  were  duly  supplied. 

Private  Streets. 

Blantyre. — Nothing  has  yet  been  done  to  put  Rosebank  Avenue, 
referred  to  in  last  Annual  Report,  into  a satisfactory  condition. 

Towards  the  close  of  the  year,  a complaint  was  received  as  to 
the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  carriageway  and  footpaths  at 
Merry’s  Rows.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  owners,  and  the 
work  of  repairing  the  footpaths  is  now  almost  completed. 

Cambuslang. — The  work  of  making  up  to  highway  standard  North 
Avenue  and  Grenville  Drive,  referred  to  in  last  Annual  Report,  was 
completed  during  the  year. 

Larkhall. — With  regard  to  the  question  of  the  repair  of  Croft 
Road,  referred  to  in  last  Annual  Report,  notices  were  served  on 
the  owners  requiring  them  to  carry  out  the  repairs  necessary  on 
the  road  in  order  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  Section  39  of  the 
Public  Health  (Scotland)  Act,  1897.  The  time  allowed  for  the 
execution  of  the  repairs  having  expired  and  nothing  having  been 
done,  the  Committee  agreed  that  the  County  Council  should  them- 
selves execute  the  necessary  repair  work,  and  thereafter  recover  the 
expenses  incurred  in  so  doing  from  the  owners.  The  County  Drainage 
Ac.  Engineer  was  accordingly  authorised  to  arrange  for  tenders  being 
taken  in  for  the  execution  of  the  repair  works. 
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In  connection  with  the  repair  or  making  up  of  Douglas  Street, 
also  referred  to  in  last  Annual  Report,  all  the  owners,  with  three 
exceptions,  have  paid  their  proportion  of  the  cost  of  making  up  the 
street,  and  efforts  are  being  made  to  endeavour  to  arrange  for  the 
payment  of  the  sums  outstanding. 

Haywood. — As  referred  to  in  last  Annual  Report  a sub-committee 
met  with  the  owners  of  premises  on  the  private  road  leading  from 
the  railway  bridge  to  Greenbank.  It  was  decided  that,  in  the  special 
circumstances,  the  owners  should  arrange  amongst  themselves  for  some 
temporary  measure  of  repair  of  the  road  so  as  to  obviate  steps  being 
taken  under  Section  39  of  the  Public  Health  Act. 

Shettleston. — Owing  to  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the 
private  lane  or  roadway  between  Springboig  Avenue  and  Windsor 
Street,  notices  were  served  on  the  owners  in  the  lane  requiring  them 
to  carry  out  the  repairs  necessary  in  order  to  conform  to  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  39  of  the  Public  Health  Act.  One  of  the  owners 
subsequently  tilled  up  the  ruts  on  his  part  of  the  roadway  with  ashes, 
but  the  work  which  had  been  done  was  not  in  accordance  with  the 
specification  issued  to  the  owners.  The  Committee  agreed  that  the 
County  Council  should  execute  the  necessary  repair  works  and  recover 
the  cost  from  the  owners.  The  County  Drainage  &c.  Engineer  was 
authorised  to  arrange  for  tenders  being  taken  in  for  the  execution 
of  the  necessary  works. 

Shotts. — All  the  owners,  except  one,  having  remitted  their  pro- 
portion of  the  cost  of  making  up  Dyfrig  Street,  referred  to  in  last 
Annual  Report,  the  Committee  decided  that,  provided  the  remaining 
owner  gave  an  undertaking  to  make  payment  of  the  sum  in  question, 
namely,  £6  3s.  6d.,  within  a reasonable  time,  arrangements  should 
be  made  for  the  work  of  making  up  of  the  street  being  carried  out 
by  the  Highways  Department. 


Nuisances. 

During  the  year  84,024  inspections  were  made  for  the  detection 
of  nuisances,  and  the  number  of  nuisances  recorded  was  2,213, 
comprised  chiefly  of  choked  drains,  sinks,  and  water-closets.  A 
number  of  such  chokages  were  caused  through  carelessness  on  the  part 
of  occupiers  of  dwellings  and  warnings  -were  given  to  those  concerned. 
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Intimations,  under  Section  19  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  were 
issued  to  authors  of  nuisances  in  1,635  cases,  and  in  many  instances 
the  cause  of  complaint  was  immediately  removed.  Where  the  intima- 
tions had  no  attention,  statutory  notices,  under  Section  20  of  the  Act, 
were  ser  ved,  and  these  numbered  145. 

Prosecutions. — Legal  proceedings  were  found  necessary  in  respect 
of  a defective  and  choked  drain  at  149-151  West  Marystone  Road, 
Baillieston.  The  nuisance  was  subsequently  removed  and  the  owner 
was  found  by  the  Court  liable  in  21s.  expenses. 

A shocking  case  of  overcrowding  was  also  dealt  with  by  the  Court, 
the  respondent  hailing  from  Maxwellton  Road,  East  Kilbride.  There 
were  nine  persons  living  in  a small  room-and-kitchen  house.  The 
respondent,  his  wife,  and  three  female  children  occupied  a bed  in 
the  kitchen;  two  males,  19  and  14  years  respectively,  and  a female 
of  17  years  slept  in  a bed  in  the  room,  and  a boy  of  7 years  slept 
in  a crib.  Respondent  admitted  the  facts,  and  the  Sheriff  ordered 
him  to  remove  the  nuisance  within  seven  days.  At  a subsequent 
diet  it  was  reported  that  the  nuisance  had  been  abated  and  the  Court 
dismissed  the  case. 

Unfenced  Mine  Shafts. — Intimations  were  received  in  the  course 
of  the  year  from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Mines  of  the  abandonment  of 
twenty-one  mines,  and  calling  the  attention  of  the  Local  Authority 
to  the  provision  of  Section  26  of  the  Coal  Mines  Act,  1911,  requiring 
every  shaft  and  outlet  to  be  kept  surrounded  by  a structure  of  a 
permanent  character  sufficient  to  prevent  accidents,  and  making 
failure  to  comply  with  that  requirement  a nuisance  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  16  of  the  Public  Health  Act.  The  mine  shafts 
were  situated  as  follows: — Parkneuk  No.  2,  Holytown ; Linrigg,  New- 
house;  Broadlees  No.  2,  Chapelhall ; Blackhill,  Maryhill;  Catcraig, 
Braidwood ; Bailliesmuir,  Newmains;  Lawburn  No.  1,  Haywood; 
Cornsilloch,  Dalserf ; Canderside,  Dalserf ; Faskine,  Airdrie; 
Clarkston  No.  2,  Airdrie;  Drumshangie  No.  5,  Airdrie;  Plains, 
Airdrie;  Wester  Bracco,  Plains;  Glentore,  Greengairs;  Bellside  No.  2, 
Cleland;  Townhead  No.  1,  Cleland;  Knowenoblehill,  Cleland; 
Knowton  Nos.  1 and  2,  Shotts;  and  Forrest,  Shotts.  The  matter  was 
taken  up  with  the  various  owners,  and  in  most  cases  the  necessary 
precautions  have  been  taken.  In  the  remaining  cases  negotiations 
are  proceeding  with  a view  to  the  necessary  work  being  carried  out. 
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Petrol  Fumes — East  Kilbride. — As  referred  to  in  last  Annual 
Report,  further  investigation  was  made  in  connection  with  petrol 
fumes  found  in  the  dwelling-house,  Woodrae,  at  Parkhall  Street, 
East  Kilbride.  On  opening  the  public  highway  at  a certain  point 
a 9-inch  fireclay  pipe  was  exposed.  This  pipe  was  connected  direct 
to  the  main  sewer  in  Parkhall  Street  and  running  along  School  Lane. 
There  was  no  water  in  the  pipe,  which  appeared  to  terminate  opposite 
the  back  entrance  to  Woodrae,  and  a length  was  taken  out  and  the 
remaining  ends  sealed  up.  Since  this  was  done  the  fumes  have  ceased. 

Corporation  Coups. — The  coups  belonging  to  the  Corporation  of 
Glasgow  and  situated  at  Penwinnie  and  Maryburgh,  referred  to  in 
last  Annual  Report,  continue  to  be  offensive  at  times  by  the  emission 
of  smoke  while  burning.  Active  measures  have  to  be  taken  frequently 
to  cope  with  this  nuisance,  and  these  comprise  the  trenching  of  the 
slopes  and  the  depositing  of  sand,  grit,  or  other  inert  material. 

Burning  Bings. — The  mineral  refuse  bing  at  the  abandoned 
Clydeside  Colliery,  referred  to  in  last  Annual  Report,  is  still  burning 
on  its  northern  face,  though  the  burning  area  has  decreased. 

Further  complaint  was  made  regarding  the  burning  bing  at 
Auchengeich  Colliery,  Chryston,  referred  to  in  last  Annual  Report. 
Some  little  improvement  was  noticeable  in  the  actual  smouldering 
area,  but  as  tipping  was  still  going  on  there  would  appear  to  be  very 
little  chance  of  the  combustible  material  burning  itself  out  within  a 
short  period. 

Complaint  was  received  from  the  Sixth  District  Council  as  to 
alleged  nuisance  arising  from  a burning  mineral  refuse  bing  at 
Rosehall,  Bellshill.  Inspections  were  made,  but  at  no  time  were 
conditions  such  as  to  warrant  action  by  the  department. 

Offensive  Odours. — A complaint  was  made  regarding  smells  coming 
from  a tenement  house  in  Auchinloch,  and,  on  investigation,  it  was  , 
found  that  a chicken-brooder  full  of  newly-hatched  chickens  was 
being  kept  in  an  apartment  of  the  dwelling.  The  practice  was 
stopped. 

At  Bothwell  complaint  was  made  by  a villa  resident  as  to  offensive 
odours  within  the  dwelling.  A smoke-test  failed  to  reveal  defects  in 
the  drainage  system,  but  inspections  during  the  progress  of  the  test 
showed  defects  in  a gaspipe.  The  defects  were  made  good. 
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An  Uddingston  complaint  directed  attention  to  an  ashpit  at  the 
rear  of  a bakehouse,  it  being  alleged  that  its  situation  was  offensive 
and  that  the  noise  of  the  cart  when  emptying  it  was  disturbing. 
Investigations  showed  that  there  was  no  ground  whatever  for 
complaint. 

A complaint  was  received  regarding  offensive  odours  from  a 
manure  shed  at  Loancroft  Poultry  Farm.  On  inspection,  it  was  found 
that  the  complaint  was  well-founded,  and  the  owner  had  the  shed 
removed  to  another  part  of  the  farm. 

A tenant  at  Boghall  Rows,  Broomhouse,  complained  of  foul  smells 
in  his  two-apartment  dwelling.  The  floors  were  lifted  and  it  was 
found  that  the  whole  sub-floor  space  was  covered  with  sewage  to 
several  inches  in  depth.  The  cause  of  the  accumulation  was  due 
to  a broken  sink  waste  pipe.  The  pipe  was  repaired,  the  sewage 
pumped  out,  and  the  whole  of  the  sub-floor  space  deodorised. 

Complaint  was  received  regarding  slaughter-house  manure  in 
wagons  at  Stonehouse  Station.  It  was  found  that  several  days 
elapsed  before  the  manure  was  removed  from  the  station  after  its 
arrival,  and,  although  the  farmer  was  warned,  he  still  neglected  to 
carry  out  the  request  to  remove  the  manure  without  delay,  with  the 
result  that  the  supply  of  this  manure  was  stopped  at  Glasgow.  The 
supply  was  again  commenced  on  the  farmer  undertaking  to  remove 
the  manure  immediately  on  its  arrival  at  Stonehouse  Station.  This 
is  now  being  done. 

In  connection  with  complaints  received  regarding  an  accumula- 
tion of  poultry  manure  adjoining  the  highway  at  New  Trows  Poultry 
Farm,  Stonehouse,  the  owner  removed  the  manure  to  a more  suitable 
position. 

Smoke  Nuisance. — Complaints  were  received  during  the  year  in 
respect  of  emissions  of  black  smoke  from  laundries,  tomato-houses,  &c. 
The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  various  owners  concerned,  with 
good  results. 

Garden  Refuse. — The  dumping  of  garden  refuse  in  open  spaces 
and  lanes  adjoining  houses  was  the  cause  of  numerous  complaints 
received  during  the  year.  The  owners  of  the  ground  on  which 
dumping  was  taking  place  were  requested  to  erect  notice-boards 
prohibiting  the  practice,  and  this  resulted  in  improved  conditions. 


Bog-racing  Tracks. — Several  anonymous  complaints  were  received 
from  patrons  of  a dog-racing  track  near  Motherwell  as  to  the  lack 
of  water-closet  accommodation  for  male  and  female  patrons.  The 
matter  was  taken  up  with  the  owner  who  erected  the  necessary 
accommodation . 

Complaints  were  also  received  in  regard  to  the  Glenburn  Racing 
Track  at  Carfin,  and  the  question  of  the  provision  of  water-closet 
accommodation  for  the  patrons  has  been  taken  up  with  the  owner. 

Insect  Infestation.— X rather  serious  form  of  insect  nuisance  was 
reported  during  July  from  Bishopbriggs  district,  the  insects  covering 
the  footpath  and  adjoining  dyke  of  Balmuildy  Road  from  Jellvhill 
Rows  to  a number  of  dwellings  some  300  yards  southwards.  They 
were  moving  generally  in  what  appeared  to  be  mass  migration  south- 
wards towards  Bishopbriggs,  and,  in  the  course  of  their  advance, 
invaded  two  nearby  villa  residences.  A number  of  the  insects  were 
obtained  for  examination  by  the  West  of  Scotland  Agricultural 
College  Zoology  Department,  and  their  report  stated  that  the  insects 
were  of  the  leaf-eating  beetle  family  (Chrysomelidae)  and  named 
Gastroidea  polygoni  Latr.  The  report  also  stated  that  the  beetle  was 
not  uncommon  in  Scotland,  and  its  normal  food  consisted  of  such 
plants  as  dockens,  sorrels,  knotweed,  &c.,  which  accounted  for  its 
attack,  in  this  instance,  upon  garden  rhubarb,  an  allied  plant. 
Chloride  of  lime  and  paraffin  oil  was  used  by  the  house  occupiers 
in  an  endeavour  to  reduce  the  infestation,  but  it  was  only  after 
some  days  had  elapsed  that  a reduction  was  noticeable,  and,  gradually 
by  natural  agencies  such  as  changed  weather  conditions,  birds,  &c., 
the  infestation  abated. 

Verminous  Houses. — A large  number  of  inspections  of  verminous 
houses  were  made  during  the  year,  and  advice  was  given  as  to  the 
necessary  precautionary  measures  to  be  adopted.  A number  of  houses 
were  dealt  with,  wood  facings  being  removed  and  sprayed  with 
vermicide,  carbolic  acid,  &c.,  owing  to  the  presence  of  bugs.  Such 
action  generally  exterminated  the  vermin. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. — A considerable  amount 
of  investigation  was  conducted  during  the  year  in  connection  with 
infestations  by  rats.  Occupiers  of  premises  affected  were  made  aware 
of  their  obligations  under  the  Act,  and  advice  was  given,  and  virus 
supplied  where  necessary.  On  revisiting  the  premises,  it  was  generally 
found  that  considerable  progress  had  been  made  in  the  destruction 
of  the  vermin. 
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At  Commercial  Buildings,  Carnwath,  referred  to  in  last  Annual 
Report,  the  old  existing  sewer  was  connected  to  the  main  sewer  in 
the  street  at  a point  above  the  property.  The  portion  passing  under- 
neath Commercial  Buildings  was  removed  where  possible  and  the 
remainder  of  the  pipe  was  rammed  solid  with  cement  concrete.  The 
whole  procedure  has  been  satisfactory  and  no  further  complaints  of 
rats  or  smells  have  been  received. 

Cinemas. 

The  cinemas  within  the  County  were  all  regularly  inspected 
during  the  year,  and  a good  standard  of  cleanliness  continues  to 
be  maintained  in  the  halls  and  conveniences.  Defects  of  a minor 
character  were  found  in  several  premises,  but  these  were  immediately 
attended  to  on  being  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  managers  concerned. 


Public  Conveyances. 

During  the  year  many  inspections  of  public  conveyances  were 
made,  and  the  general  cleanliness  of  the  vehicles  was  found  to  be 
good. 


Workshops. 

The  number  of  workshops  on  the  register  at  the  close  of  the  year 
was  466,  being  an  increase  of  one  over  the  previous  year.  A further 
decline  in  the  baking,  tailoring,  shoemaking,  and  dressmaking  trades 
is  reported,  whilst  an  increase  is  shown  in  the  number  of  blacksmiths 
plumbers,  and  motor  repairers. 

During  the  year  five  notices  were  received  from  H.M.  Inspector 
of  Factories  of  persons  beginning  to  occupy  workshops.  The 
premises  were  duly  inspected,  measured,  and  the  occupiers  supplied 
with  cards  showing  the  capacity  of  each  room  and  the  number  of 
employees  permissible. 

The  inspections  numbered  596,  including  136  of  factory  bake- 
houses. Four  notices  were  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories 
regarding  dirty  walls  and  ceilings  of  bakehouses  and  a workshop. 
The  matters  were  taken  up  with  those  responsible  and  satisfactorily 
dealt  with.  We  also  dealt  with  the  following  cases  found  in  the 
course  of  our  routine  inspections  : — Two  dirty  bakehouses,  a broken 
rain-conductor,  and  filthy  water-closets. 
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Two  lists  containing  fourteen  outworkers,  under  Section  107  of 
the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  were  received  from  the  City  of 
Glasgow  Authority,  and  inspections  were  made  of  all  the  premises, 
which  were  found  in  a satisfactory  condition.

Fire-escape. — The  question  of  the  lack  of  provision  of  a fire- 
escape  in  a large  factory  in  Cambuslang,  referred  to  in  last  Annual 
Report  is  still  under  consideration. 

Intimation  was  received  from  H.M.  Inspector'  of  Factories  regarding 
the  want  of  provision  of  a fire-escape  in  part  of  a large  factory  near 
Rutherglen,  and  the  matter  was  being  dealt  with  at  tlhe  close  of  the 
year. 


Public  Schools. 

The  various  public  schools  within  the  County  were  inspected 
during  the  year,  and  several  matters  requiring  attention  were  brought 
to  the  notice  of  those  responsible.  The  general  cleanliness  of  the 
schools  and  lavatories  was  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Cambuslang . — An  addition  to  St.  Bride’s  School,  being  the 
first  part  of  a scheme  of  improvement,  is  in  course  of  erection. 

At  Newton  a new  semi-permanent  school  has  been  erected  to 
replace  the  old  R.C.  School. 

Carfin. — A new  R.C.  School  is  in  course  of  erection  at  Carfin. 

Mwirhead. — The  new  R.C.  School  at  Muirhead  was  completed  and 
occupied  during  the  year. 
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Ruth er glen. — At  Bankhead  the  erection  of  a new  school  for  this 
area  was  commenced. 

F orth. — To  replace  the  existing  pail-privy  accommodation  at 
Forth  Primary  School,  thirteen  water-closets  and  a urinal  are  in 
course  of  erection. 

Nemphlar. — A proposal  to  erect  water-closets  at  Nemphlar  Public 
School  in  place  of  the  existing  pail-privies  was  submitted,  but  owing 
to  the  probability  of  the  ditch  into  which  the  effluent  was  to  be 
discharged  becoming  a nuisance,  the  matter  has  been  delayed 
meantime. 


Tents  and  Vans. 

During  the  year  804  inspections  of  tents  and  vans  were  made, 
and,  with  several  exceptions,  all  the  premises  were  found  in  a satis- 
factory condition.  A number  of  cases  were  dealt  with  under  the 
Local  Authority’s  By-laws,  but  no  legal  proceedings  were  found  to 
be  necessary. 

As  referred  to  in  last  Annual  Report,  the  owner  of  the  caravans 
at  Auchinairn,  Bishopbriggs,  has  now  erected  a water-closet  and  a 
standpipe  supplying  gravitation  water  in  the  grounds,  so  fulfilling 
the  requirements  of  the  By-laws  concerned. 

At  Sandyhills,  Shettleston,  a railway  van  was  found  to  be  occupied 
by  a family  of  four  persons.  No  provisions  were  made  for  water 
supply,  &c.,  and,  on  the  occupier’s  attention  being  directed  to  the 
requirements  of  the  By-laws,  he  removed  with  his  family  to  a 
dwelling-house  outwith  the  district. 

Summer  Camps. — The  camp  at  Lickprivick  Farm,  East  Kilbride, 
was  again  run  on  very  satisfactory  lines,  and  no  cause  for  complaint 
was  found.  Old  railway  carriages  and  wooden  erections  are 
gradually  taking  the  place  of  tents  at  this  camp. 

Numerous  railway  carriages  and  huts  are  being  placed  on  sues 
in  various  parts  of  the  County.  Most  of  these  are  “ holiday  ” resorts, 
but  some  are  being  used  as  permanent  residences.  A report  was 
submitted  to  the  Committee,  who  have  the  matter  under  consideration. 


Projjosed  New  By-laws. — In  my  Annual  Report  for  tlhe  year  1931, 
reference  was  made  to  the  question  of  water  supply,  sanitary  con- 
veniences, &c.,  for  the  use  of  van  dwellers.  The  Department  of  Health 
intimated  in  a letter,  of  date  8th  October,  1931,  that  they  were 
prepared  to  confirm  a set  of  By-laws  providing  that  “ the  person 
by  agreement  with  whom  or  by  authority  from  whom  such  tent, 
caravan,  shed,  or  similar  structure  shall  be  erected  ” is  to  provide 
proper  water  supply  and  sanitary  conveniences. 

In  connection  with  the  revisal  of  the  existing  By-laws,  the  Com- 
mittee have  now  approved  of  inserting  clauses  incorporating 
provisions  to  the  foregoing  effect.  It  was  also  agreed  to  insert  a 
clause  in  the  new  By-laws  providing  that  the  owner  of  a tent,  van, 
or  shed  must,  if  it  is  proposed  to  use  same  for  a longer  period  than 
two  days,  give  notice  to  the  Local  Authority  before  it  is  so  used. 

With  regard  to  the  general  question  of  the  control  of  caravans, 
sheds,  &c.,  used  for  human  habitation,  it  had  been  formerly  agreed 
that  the  clause  in  the  Glasgow  Corporation  Order,  1929,  regulating  the 
control  of  caravans,  &c.,  should  be  inserted  in  the  proposed  County 
Provisional  Order,  but  the  Department  of  Health  has  now  intimated 
that  the  whole  subject  was  at  present  under  consideration  by  the 
department,  including  the  question  of  the  introduction  of  suitable 
legislation. 


Interments. 

The  interments  carried  out  at  the  expense  of  the  Local  Authority 
under  Section  G9  (1)  of  the  Public  Health  Act  numbered  GO — 10  adults 
and  50  infants,  the  deaths  being  due  to  various  causes.  The  total 
shows  an  increase  of  14  over  the  previous  year.  The  number  of 
bodies  claimed  was  55,  but  no  “ sufficient  person  ” undertook  the 
burial.  The  total  cost  to  the  Local  Authority  amounted  to  £109 
6s.  9d. 

In  every  case  where  application  is  made  to  the  Local  Authority 
for  the  interment  of  a dead  body  by  relatives  or  others  who  allege 
that  they  are  unable  to  bear  the  expense  of  the  burial  on  account  of 
poverty,  it  has  been  the  practice  of  the  department  to  make  careful 
inquiry  into  all  the  circumstances,  particularly  to  ascertain  whether 
the  deceased  person  was  insured  in  any  benefit  society,  and,  as  a result, 
sums  were  afterwards  recovered,  amounting,  in  the  aggregate,  to 
£34  17s, 
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Common  Lodging-houses. 

There  are  only  two  common  lodging-houses  within  the  County 
area,  the  keepers  of  which  applied  for,  and  were  granted,  renewal  of 
registration.  The  premises  were  regularly  inspected  and  found  in  a 
satisfactory  condition. 


Dairies. 

During  the  year  2,800  visits  of  inspection  were  made  by  the 
Sanitary  Staff  to  dairy  premises,  and  in  several  instances  structural 
defects  were  reported  and  dealt  with  under  the  Local  Authority’s 
By-laws. 

A number  of  cowkeepers  were  dealt  with  for  failing  to  keep  clean 
their  dairy  animals  and  byres,  and  in  one  case  the  farmer  is  to  be 
requested  to  appear  before  the  Committee  to  show  cause  why  his 
licence  should  not  be  revoked. 

As  the  result  of  complaints  regarding  dirty  milk  supplies,  numerous 
special  visits  were  made  at  milking  time  to  dairy  farms,  and,  where 
methods  of  milking  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  instructions  were 
given,  with  good  results. 

New  Byres. — Good  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  the 
provision  of  new  byres  and  improvements  to  dairy  premises  generally, 
and  the  following  plans  were  submitted  to  and  approved  of  by  the 
Local  Authority,  viz.  : —

Increased  lighting  and  ventilation,  &c.,  were  provided  at  other 
73  dairy  premises. 
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Registration. — During  the  year  133  certificates  of  registration 
were  granted  by  the  Local  Authority.  The  number  of  businesses 
discontinued  was  63,  leaving  a total  of  1,803  registered  dairies — 
1,440  producers  and  363  retailers  only — at  the  close  of  the  year. 
Included  in  the  foregoing  total  are  108  retailers  by  vehicles  from 
outwith  the  County  area.  The  approximate  number  of  dairy  animals 
found  in  registered  dairy  byres  was  29,000. 

A number  of  persons  were  dealt  with  for  retailing  milk  without 
having  obtained  a certificate  of  registration,  the  general  excuse  for 
their  failing  to  do  so  being  that  they  thought  registration  was 
unnecessary  for  trading  in  bottled  milk. 

Exempted  Premises. — The  general  conditions  and  cleanliness  of 
exempted  premises  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Burgh  of  Biggar. — There  are  now  two  registered  retail  milkshops 
within  the  burgh,  and  both  premises  were  kept  in  a clean  condition. 

Bwgh  of  Lanark. — Within  the  burgh  there  are  two  registered 
producer-retailers  and  four  registered  retailers  of  milk  only.  The 
premises  were  all  found  to  be  kept  in  satisfactory  order. 

Milk  and  Dairies  ( Scotland ) Order,  1925. — Several  dairymen 
were  dealt  with  during  the  year  for  failing  to  observe  the  require- 
ments of  Articles  5 to  16  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  and  in  every 
case  the  warning  had  the  desired  effect. 


Cleanliness  of  Milk  Supplies. — The  informal  sampling  of 
ordinary  milk  supplies  within  the  County  area  was  continued 
throughout  the  year,  when  833  samples,  an  increase  of  91  over  the 
previous  year,  were  obtained  by  the  Sanitary  Staff  during  early 
morning  and  afternoon  milking  at  dairy  farms  and  from  milkshops 
and  retail  vehicles.  The  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination,  and  68  per  cent,  were  found  to  conform  to  the  standard 
required  for  graded  milk. 

The  product  of  the  dairy  is  no  longer  being  considered  a sideline 
of  the  farm,  but  a most  important  article  of  food,  demanding  care  and 
attention  in  its  production  and  handling.  Our  informal  samples, 
together  with  those  taken  by  creameries  and  other  agencies,  are  of 
immense  help,  and  prove  beyond  doubt  to  the  farmer  and  dairyman 
that  clean  milk  of  the  recognised  legal  standard  is  not  difficult  of 
attainment,  but  only  requies  a proper  routine  of  work  sedulously 
carried  out  at  all  times  and  involving  little  or  no  expense.

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Dirty  milk  can  only  be  attributed  to  carelessness  or  lack  of  proper 
equipment.  Some  of  the  lowest  bacteria  counts  are  from  farms  and 
crofts  where  structural  conditions  are  by  no  means  up-to-date,  but 
where  care  and  personal  interest  is  taken  in  the  business. 

Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. 

Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  suitable  housing  accommodation  in  certain 
districts  of  the  County  the  registration  of  houses  let  in  lodgings  is 
still  in  abeyance.  Numerous  inspections  were  made,  however,  of 

houses  where  single  lodgers  were  kept  or  apartments  sub-let  to 
families,  and  action  was  taken  where  gross  overcrowding  was  found. 

A registered  house  at  Carluke  was  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition 
during  the  year. 

An  application  was  made  for  the  registration  of  a house  at 
15  Castle  Street,  Strathaven,  and  the  premises  being  found  suitable 
for  the  purpose,  registration  was  granted. 

Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  within  the  County  area  seventeen  private  slaughter- 
houses, and  these  are  situated  as  follows  : — Abington ; Carnwath ; ; 
Crawford;  Carstairs  Estate  Home  Farm;  Lanark;  Ponfeigh; 
Symington  (sheep  only) ; Hareshawhead,  Strathaven  (sheep  only) ; 
Newar  thill;  Omoa ; Chapelhall;  Caldercruix ; Greengairs;  Longrigg- 
end;  Cleland  (2);  and  Harthill.  In  the  course  of  the  year  regular 
visits  of  inspection  were  made,  and,  although  the  structural 
conditions  are  not  quite  satisfactory  in  most  cases,  the  premises  were 
all  found  in  a clean  condition. 

An  application  for  the  establishment  of  a private  slaughterhouse 
for  sheep  at  Carstairs  Estate  Home  Farm,  Carstairs  Junction,  was 
granted  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Public  Abattoirs. — There  are  eleven  abattoirs  in  operation 
belonging  to  the  Local  Authority,  these  being  situated  at  Carluke, 
Douglas,  Forth,  Lesmahagow,  Baillieston,  Blantyre,  Bellshill,  Lark- 
hall,  Shotts,  Stonehouse,  and  Strathaven.  All  the  premises  were  kept 
in  a satisfactory  condition  during  the  year. 

Other  Offensive  Businesses. — The  operations  at  the  Knackery  at 
Omoa,  where  the  manufacture  of  manure  is  also  engaged  in,  continue 
to  be  conducted  in  a satisfactory  manner. 
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The  gut-cleaning  business  at  11  Clark  Street,  Blantyre,  and  a 
soap  work  at  Bishopbriggs  were  discontinued  during  the  year. 

A blood  and  tallow  work  at  Carntyne,  Shettleston,  was  carried 
on  during  the  year  without  giving  rise  to  complaint. 

Several  complaints  were  received  as  to  offensive  smells  arising 
from  the  bone  works  at  Braidwood.  The  abnormal  weather  conditions 
prevailing  at  the  time  were  no  doubt  responsible,  as  the  material  at 
the  works  was  handled  as  expeditiously  as  possible. 

Fish  Meal  and  Manure  Works,  Rutherglen. — No  complaint  was 
received  during  the  year  from  any  person  residing  within  the  County 
area,  but  on  three  occasions  complaint  was  received  from  the  City 
Authority  as  to  obnoxious  odours  coming  from  the  works,  and  these 
were  duly  dealt  with.  There  is  always  a local  smell  associated  with 
such  works,  and,  on  occasion,  when  small  defects  are  left  unattended 
until  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  management,  there  is  an  aggravation 
of  the  local  smell,  which  gives  rise  to  complaint.  A considerable 
amount  of  work  dealing  with  improved  ventilation,  structural  defects, 
and  mechanical  improvements  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

On  a visit  of  inspection  in  October  it  was  observed  that  machinery 
was  being  erected  in  part  of  the  premises  not  licensed  for  the  carrying 
on  of  an  offensive  business,  and,  on  enquiry,  it  was  found  that  an 
extractor  plant  was  being  installed.  An  application  was  thereafter 
received  from  the  owners,  together  with  relative  plans,  for  extension 
of  their  factory  at  Downiebrae  Road,  Rutherglen.  Accompanied  by 
the  County  Medical  Officer,  an  inspection  was  made  of  the  premises, 
and  the  new  extractor  plant  was  seen  in  operation.  An  assurance 
was  given  that  it  was  not  to  be  used  for  the  treatment  of  raw  material, 
but  only  for  the  extraction  of  oil  from  imported  fish  meal.  At  the 
time  of  inspection  the  process  was  being  carried  on  without  giving 
rise  to  any  offensive  conditions,  and  no  objection  could  be  taken  by 
the  department  provided  the  plant  was  only  used  for  the  purpose 
which  had  been  specified.  The  Local  Authority  have  now  made  an 
Order  for  the  establishment  of  the  business  of  manure  manufacturer 
in  respect  of  the  extension. 

Unsound  Food  and  Food  Inspection. 

During  the  year  1,667  inspections  were  made  of  shops  and  other 
premises  where  foodstuffs  were  stored,  but  no  seizures  were  made. 
Particulars  as  to  the  inspection  of  meat  are  given  in  the  County 
Meat  Inspector’s  Report. 
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Whilst  the  quality  of  the  food  was  generally  found  to  be  good, 
the  condition  of  some  of  the  places  where  fruit,  &c.,  was  stored  left 
much  to  be  desired,  and  in  such  cases  the  vendors  were  warned. 

Fish-hawkers  were  advised  to  keep  the  fish  under  cover,  and  the 
drivers  of  butchers’  floats  with  carcases  were  also,  in  several  cases, 
told  to  keep  the  meat  covered  during  transit.  A general  improvement 
is  noticeable  in  these  respects. 

Complaint  was  made  regarding  the  storage  of  fruit  and  horse- 
feeding in  the  room  of  a two-apartment  dwelling,  and  the  practice 
immediately  ceased  upon  warning  issued  by  the  department. 

A complaint  was  received  from  a medical  practitioner  that  two 
persons  in  a household  were  ill  and  had  symptoms  of  food  poisoning. 
It  was  suggested  that  the  cause  was  a large  sweetmeat  which  had  been 
partaken  by  both  persons,  and  was  said  to  have  had  a peculiar  oily 
taste.  The  shop  from  which  the  sweetmeat  was  purchased  was  visited 
and  an  inspection  made  of  the  stock.  The  sweet  was  packed  in  large 
cartons,  and  one  of  these  was  found  to  have  been  in  contact  with 
some  volatile  substance,  probably  petrol,  during  transit.  Sales  from 
this  stock  were  immediately  stopped. 


Pigsty  es. 

Regular  inspections  of  pigstyes  were  made  during  the  year,  and, 
with  a few  exceptions,  the  premises  were  all  found  to  be  kept  in 
satisfactory  condition  and  free  from  nuisance  conditions. 

An  application  for  sanction  to  extend  a piggery  at  Slackiewood, 
Chryston,  was  granted  by  the  Local  Authority.  The  work  had  not 
been  commenced  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Complaints  regarding  nuisance  conditions  from  a piggery  at 
Lightburn,  North  Shettleston,  were  received.  The  matters  complained 
of  were  offensive  smells,  flies,  pollution  of  burn,  and  smoke  from  a 
boiler  chimney,  and  steps  are  being  taken  to  have  the  nuisances 
abated. 


Burial  Grounds. 

The  various  burial  grounds  throughout  the  County  continue  to 
be  carried  out  in  a satisfactory  manner. 
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Churchyards , &c. — A number  of  interments  were  carried  out  in 
the  churchyards  at  East  Kilbride  and  Stonehouse.  In  one  instance 
at  East  Kilbride  permission  to  inter  was  refused  owing  to  insufficient 
depth  being  available.  All  the  other  interments  were  carried  out  in 
a satisfactory  manner. 

Although  the  burial  ground  at  Carmunnock  Churchyard  has  been 
reported  upon  and  advice  given  that  it  should  be  closed,  burials  are 
still  being  carried  out  as  satisfactorily  as  possible.  This  is  necessary 
owing  to  the  difficulty  being  experienced  in  obtaining  suitable  ground 
for  a new  cemetery,  for  which  negotiations  are  still  proceeding. 

The  other  old  churchyards  and  burial  grounds  throughout  the 
County  continue  to  be  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition.

BUILDING  BY-LAWS. 

The  total  number  of  plans  lodged  for  approval  amounted  to  288. 
As  in  former  years,  a considerable  proportion  of  these  had  not  been 
prepared  in  accordance  with  the  By-laws,  especially  those  from  some 
of  the  outlying  districts.  It  was  found  necessary,  in  a great  many 
cases,  to  have  meetings  on  the  site  with  the  owners  and  architects 
before  matters  could  be  properly  adjusted.  All  disconformities  were 
reported  to  and  dealt  with  by  the  committee.  Five  sets  of  plans  were 
withdrawn. 

The  nature  of  the  buildings,  as  indicated  by  the  plans  lodged, 
was  as  follows  : — 

New  Buildings. — Houses  and  shops,  190;  workshops,  9;  public 
buildings,  15;  and  other  buildings,  21;  total  plans,  235. 

Alterations  in  the  Mode  of  Occupancy. — Houses  and  shops,  39 ; 
workshops,  4;  public  buildings,  8;  and  other  buildings,  2;  total 
plans,  53. 

7,536  inspections  were  made  during  the  course  of  construction  of 
the  buildings.  21  contraventions  of  the  Building  By-laws  were 
discovered,  and  these  were  reported  to  and  dealt  with  by  the 
committee. 

2,217  applications  of  the  smoke  test  were  made  to  the  drains  and 
plumber  work  in  connection  with  the  sanitary  fiittings  of  new 
properties.  In  several  cases  the  work  was  found  defective  and  re- 
tests had  to  be  made,  but,  on  the  whole,  the  work  done  by  the 
contractors  was  of  a very  good  standard. 

In  addition  to  the  plans  lodged  under  the  Building  By-laws, 
203  plans  were  received,  and  approval  granted  for  various  erections 
of  a minor  character. 
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Housing,  &c.,  Act,  1923. 

2 applications,  comprising  14  houses,  for  subsidy  under  this  Act 
were  received.  The  plans  and  specifications  conformed  to  the  Regu- 
lations issued  by  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland,  and 
Certificate  “ A ” was  issued  to  both  applicants. 

119  houses  were  completed,  and  Certificate  “ B ” for  payment  of 
subsidy  (£52)  granted  to  each  owner  in  respect  of  same,  viz.  : —

Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1924. — Local  Authority’s 
Schemes. — 322  houses  Avere  inspected  and  reported  on  to  the  County 
Clerk  as  being  completed  and  eligible  for  grant,  their  construction 
complying  with  the  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Department  of  Health 
for  Scotland  under  the  above  Act. 

Private  Enterprise. — No  new  applications  were  received. 

Housing  (Scotland)  Act,  1930. — 670  houses  in  Improvement 
Schemes  were  inspected  and  reported  on  to  the  County  Clerk  as 
completed  and  eligible  for  grant,  said  houses  complying  with  all  the 
requirements  of  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland. 
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Housing  (Scotland)  Act,  1925.  — 14  applications  (embodying 
86  houses  of  two  apartments)  under  Section  111  of  the  above  Act 
were  received  for  the  erection  or  conversion  of  existing  dwellings  into 
two-apartment  houses.  Sanction  was  given  by  the  Local  Authority 
to  the  erection  of  6 two-apartment  houses  by  private  builders  and 
74  two-apartment  houses  by  the  Local  Authority.  3 applications 
(comprising  6 houses)  were  abandoned  and  the  plans  withdrawn. 

Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act,  1926. — 43  applications  were 
received  during  the  year  for  assistance  to  make  alterations  and 
improvements  to  60  dwellings  for  the  accommodation  of  agricultural 
workers  and  others  whose  economic  condition  is  substantially  the 
same  as  such  workers,  and  a grant  was  sanctioned  by  the  committee 
in  each  case. 


As  in  previous  years,  considerable  time  was  spent  at  interviews 
and  meetings  with  architects  and  tradesmen  discussing  many  of  the 
proposals  put  forward  for  improvements  under  the  Act.  This  was 
necessary  in  view  of  the  limited  extent  of  improvements  to  which  the 
applicants  desired  to  go.  In  all  cases,  however,  after  an  explanation 
of  the  desires  of  the  Public  Health  Department  in  regard  to  recon- 
ditioned houses,  the  plans  and  specifications  were  so  amended  as  to 
ensure  that  those  dealt  with  would  be  free  of  constructional  defects 
for  many  years. 

Every  house  reconditioned  was  inspected  prior  to  the  application 
being  considered  by  the  County  Council.  A large  proportion  of  those 
dealt  with,  especially  in  the  case  of  shepherds,  are  in  very  isolated 
situations,  and  the  arranging  for  water  supply,  suitable  drainage, 
and  the  adjustment  of  constructional  matters  was  more  difficult  in 
these  cases.  It  has  been  possible,  however,  to  give  each  one  the  same 
inspection  and  attention,  with  the  result  that  the  work  throughout 
has  been  of  a good  standard,  ensuring  that  the  houses  will  be  suitable 
and  satisfactory  dwellings  for  the  families  concerned. 


Building  operations  in  connection  with  37  applications  (56  houses) 
were  completed  during  the  year,  and  Certificate  “ B ” for  payment 
of  grant  issued  to  the  respective  owners.  The  properties  on  which 
improvements  were  completed  are  as  follows  : —

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MEAT  INSPECTIONS— SLAUGHTERHOUSES,  &c.

As  General  Superintendent  of  Abattoirs  and  County  Meat  Inspector, 
I have  to  submit  the  following  report : — 

It  will  be  observed  from  Table  I that  the  total  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  at  the  various  abattoirs  was  29,707,  out  of  which  9,499 
animals  were  found  to  contain  disease  in  some  form. 

Of  the  9,499,  there  were  1,755  carcases  totally  or  partially  con- 
demned, and  7,744  carcases  found  with  local  conditions  in  which 
organs  only  were  condemned,  these  combined  being  31-97  per  cent, 
of  the  total  animals  slaughtered,  as  compared  with  3515  per  cent, 
the  previous  year. 

Of  the  10,033  cattle  slaughtered  at  the  various  abattoirs,  381  were 
sent  in  by  the  County  Veterinary  Inspector  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order,  and  of  these  332  were  totally  or  partially  condemned,  and  the 
remainder  passed,  being  cases  in  which  organs  only  were  condemned. 

Table  II  and  III  show  in  detail,  for  each  slaughterhouse,  the  class 
of  animal  slaughtered  and  the  extent  to  which  disease  was  prevalent, 
both  in  abattoirs  and  private  slaughterhouses  throughout  the  district. 

Table  IV  shows  the  number  of  organs  and  the  diseases  for  which 
they  were  condemned  in  those  cases  where  organs  only  were  condemned 
in  abattoirs  and  private  slaughterhouses.

Diseased  Udders.— It  will  be  observed  that  the  total  number  of 
cows  slaughtered  was  5,796.  Of  these,  444  were  totally  condemned 
on  account  of  generalised  tuberculosis,  98  of  which  showed  evidence 
of  tubercle  in  the  udder.  There  were  867  cows  partially  condemned 
on  account  of  various  forms  of  localised  tuberculosis,  and  of  these 
75  had  udders  affected.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  there  were 
2,782  cows  in  which  the  disease  was  so  localised  that  organs  only  were 
condemned,  and  in  169  of  these  the  udder  was  affected.  Of  the  total 
cows  slaughtered,  952  cases  of  indurated  udder  or  other  forms  of 
chronic  mammitis  were  found.  Many  of  these  cases  might  Ire  called 
doubtful  tubercle  in  the  absence  of  microscopic  examination. 

Of  the  1,963  heifers  slaughtered,  19  were  totally  condemned  and 
29  partially  condemned.  In  2 of  the  cases  totally  condemned  and  in 
2 of  the  cases  partially  condemned  the  disease  was  present  in  the 
udder. 

In  dealing  with  emergency  cases,  all  animals  are  prohibited  from 
entering  public  abattoirs  or  private  slaughterhouses  unless  accom- 
panied by  a veterinary  certificate  certifying  that  the  animal  is  not 
suffering  from  a contagious  disease,  as  scheduled  under  the  Contagious 
Diseases  (Animals)  Act,  except  in  cases  of  accident  or  consequent  upon 
calving. 
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Where  slaughtering  takes  place  outside  the  slaughterhouses  (farms, 
Ac.),  the  requirements  of  the  Meat  Regulations  (Scotland),  1932,  are 
complied  with. 

The  number  of  diseased  animals  found  at  the  different  abattoirs 
varied  as  usual  according  to  the  class  or  quality  of  animals 
slaughtered,  e.g.,  at  Bellshill,  Blantyre,  and  to  a slight  extent  at 
Larkha.ll,  there  is  a turnover  of  plain  cattle  for  boning  purposes. 
Disease  fluctuates  according  to  the  quality  of  these  animals.  Quality 
generally  varies  in  accordance  with  the  purchasing  power  of  the 
people. 

The  whole  system  of  meat  inspection  is  linked  up  with  the  County 
Bacteriological  Laboratory,  and  when  necessary  histological  and 
bacteriological  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Bacteriologist. 

Buildings. — The  accommodation  in  the  seven  abattoirs  in  the 
previous  Middle  Ward  area  remains  the  same  as  last  year,  and  is 
more  than  sufficient  for  the  work  done. 

A considerable  amount  of  repairs  and  painting  has  been  carried 
out  at  a number  of  the  slaughterhouses  by  the  Works  Department. 
Further  repairs  and  painting  at  the  other  slaughterhouses  have  been 
put  in  hand,  but,  generally  speaking,  the  properties  and  equipment  are 
in  a fairly  satisfactory  condition. 

Private  Slaughterhouses. — Twelve  licences  were  granted  for 
slaughter  of  cattle,  sheep,  and  pigs,  and  three  licences  where  sheep 
only  were  slaughtered,  and  the  arrangement  for  the  inspection  of 
meat  still  continues  as  previously  reported,  these  private  slaughter- 
houses being  organised  under  the  latest  meat  regulations.  The  work 
of  inspection  has  gone  smoothly,  and  the  trade  has  in  no  way  been 
hampered  by  the  curtailed  slaughtering  periods. 

Vans  from  adjacent  counties  and  burghs  continue  to  hawk  the 
districts,  and  these  have  been  inspected  regularly  with  satisfactory 
results.  The  regular  inspections,  both  with  regard  to  the  local 
butchers  and  hawking  vans  inaugurated  under  the  new  Meat  Regu- 
lations, have  positively  improved  the  quality  of  the  meat  in  these 
districts.  Neighbouring  counties,  who  previously  gave  little  attention 
to  private  slaughterhouses,  are  now  evidently  giving  serious  attention 
to  the  question  of  detailed  meat  inspection. 
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These  inspections  were  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  usual 
supervision  of  the  public  abattoirs  and  private  slaughterhouses, 
including  the  inspection  of  shops,  cold  stores,  &c.  The  butchers 
owning  the  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  former  Middle  Ward 
district  still  continue  to  contribute  towards  the  expense  of  making 
the  necessary  inspections  at  tiheir  premises,  and  the  amount  paid  to 
the  Local  Authority  this  year  was  £79  7s.  10d.,  as  compared  with 
£70  4s.  lOd.  for  the  previous  year.  This  sum  was  more  than 
sufficient  to  cover  the  expense  of  inspection  in  this  area  of  the  County. 

There  is  no  contribution  from  the  former  Upper  Ward  area.  The 
private  slaughterhouses  there  are  not  tied  to  certain  days  for  slaughter, 
but  the  onus  is  put  upon  them  to  report  to  the  Meat  Inspector  when 
slaughtering  takes  place.  So  far,  there  has  been  no  reason  to  alter 
this  arrangement. 

A necessary  standard  of  protection  with  regard  to  unsound  meat 
in  the  private  slaughterhouse  areas  has  been  maintained,  and  con- 
sequently a complete  system  of  inspection  exists  throughout  the  whole 
County. 

By-laws  for  public  and  private  abattoirs  throughout  the  County 
would  be  helpful  if  issued,  but  no  by-laws  suitable  to  present  cir- 
cumstances have  yet  been  adopted,  although  they  have  been  under 
consideration. 

The  visits  to  private  slaughterhouses  and  other  places,  outside 
abattoirs,  were  as  follows : —

One  contravention  of  the  Sale  of  Food  Order,  1921,  was  detected, 
where  imported  meat  was  offered  for  sale  without  being  labelled  as 
such. 

Public  Health  (Meat  Inspection)  Regulations  (Scotland),  1932, 
Article  15. — Seven  permits  for  meat  stores  were  dealt  with  during 
the  year.  There  are  now  twelve  such  stores  in  the  County,  and  these 
have  been  periodically  inspected,  with  satisfactory  results. 

Cold  Stores. — In  the  previous  Middle  Ward  area  there  are  99 
cold  stores,  the  cooling  arrangements  of  which  are  — ice,  86  ; 
mechanical,  13.  In  other  parts  of  the  County  the  registration  has  not 
yet  been  arranged,  but  the  necessary  attention  has  been  given  to  all 
under  Section  43  of  the  Public  Health  (Scotland)  Act,  1897,  and  the 
new  Meat  Regulations,  with  satisfactory  results, 
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During  the  year  a large  number  of  inspections  were  made  to  cold 
stores,  and,  generally  speaking,  their  contents  were  found  sound  and 
the  apartments  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

Unsound  Meat. — At  abattoirs  and  private  slaughterhouses  all 
condemnations  have  been  carried  out  with  owner’s  consent.  The  total 
weight  of  meat  condemned  outside  of  abattoirs  (including  private 
slaughterhouses,  fleshers’  shops,  and  at  farms  where  special  permits 
for  slaughtering  were  authorised)  amounted  to  2,757  lbs. 

All  condemned  meat  and  residue  from  the  offal  business — which 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  Local  Authority- — throughout  the  district, 
continues  to  be  treated  in  the  digester  at  Bellshill,  producing  two 
products,  viz.,  technical  tallow  and  residue  for  manure.  A quantitv 
of  the  condemned  meat  and  organs  is  sold  to  a knackery  in  the 
district,  as  also  is  the  residue  from  the  Bellshill  digester. 

Periodic  visits  were  made  to  the  County  Hospitals,  advice  given 
regarding  the  butcher-meat  supplies,  and  reports  made  on  inspections. 

Humane  Slaughtering  of  Animals. 

The  legislation  introduced  by  the  passing  of  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  Act  has  proved  (as  anticipated)  a most  valuable  asset  to  the 
work  within  both  public  and  private  slaughterhouses.  In  the  County 
of  Lanark  the  free  bullet  instrument  was  always  in  use,  but  only 
for  bulls  and  aged  bullocks.  For  smaller  animals  it  was  considered 
dangerous.  The  introduction  of  the  bolt-pistol,  of  whatever  form, 
has  been  the  greatest  boon  to  slaughtering  operations  yet  introduced, 
and  has  been  the  principal  means  or  cause  of  the  splendid  recep- 
tion and  the  smooth  working  of  the  Slaughtering  Act  since  it  came 
into  force.  1 have  no  hesitation  in  stating  that  there  is  not  a single 
person  associated  with  slaughtering  of  food  animals  (at  least  so 
far  as  my  experience  is  concerned)  who  would  wish  to  revert  to  the 
old  method  of  using  the  poll-axe.  The  bolt  mechanical  instrument 
of  whatever  kind  is  simpler  and  perfectly  efficient,  and,  in  addition, 
only  requires  little  more  than  the  strength  of  a child  to  perform  the 
operation.  The  quietness  of  the  whole  process  is  remarkable,  and. 
it  might  be  said,  has  removed  the  only  disturbing  and  nerve-racking 
experience  that  existed  in  any  abattoir  to  both  workers  and  live 
animals  therein.

Sweet  Milk. — The  Scottish  Milk  Marketing  Scheme  applicable  to 
the  part  of  Scotland  situated  south  of  the  Grampians  came  into  force 
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on  1st  December,  1933.  In  terms  of  the  Scottish  Milk  Marketing 
Scheme  (Approval)  Order,  1933,  the  Scottish  Milk  Marketing  Board 
has  been  set  up,  with  headquarters  in  Glasgow.  The  sale  of  the  whole 
of  the  milk  supply  in  the  area  above-mentioned  is  controlled  by  the 
Board.

Sweet  Milk. — 1,627  formal  and  informal  samples  were  procured, 
and,  in  addition,  117  samples  were  taken  in  connection  with  special 
investigations.  The  procedure  adopted  is  to  procure  informal  samples 
for  analysis  in  the  Chemical  Laboratory,  and  any  samples  found  not 
genuine  are  followed  up  by  taking  formal  samples  from  the  vendors 
concerned.  On  formal  samples  being  taken,  it  is  the  practice  to 
procure  informal  samples  immediately  afterwards  from  the  same 
vessel.  This  is  done  so  that  the  informal  samples  can  be  analysed  in 
the  Chemical  Laboratory  and  the  results  of  analysis  known  on  the 
same  day.  When  samples  are  found  to  be  deficient  this  early  infor- 
mation is  valuable  for  the  purpose  of  further  investigation.  If  the 
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vendor  is  a retailer,  samples  are  taken  in  course  of  delivery  of  the 
milk  to  him,  and  if  the  vendor  is  a producer-retailer  an  “ appeal 
to  the  cows  ” is  made,  with  the  consent  of  the  producer,  at  the  milkings 
immediately  following.  Thus,  during  the  year  117  samples  were  taken 
from  the  individual  cows  of  three  herds  concerned  with  deficient 
samples.  The  herds  consisted  of  19,  13,  and  21  cows  respectively. 
The  last  herd  consisted  of  Friesian  cows,  and  the  other  two  were 
Ayrshires.  The  following  tabular  statement  gives  the  months  of  the 
year  when  the  investigation  took  place,  and  the  number  of  indi- 
vidual cows  yielding  milk  under  the  standard  at  each  of  the  milkings,

The  cans,  of  ,a  capacity  of  4 to  8 gallons,  which  were  filled  up 
during  the  above  milkings,  were  sampled  when  full,  and  the  results 
of  analysis  showed  the  milk  in  every  case  to  be  genuine.  The  intervals 
between  the  milkings  were  respectively  11  and  14  hours,  12  and 
12  hours,  and  10  and  14  hours. 

Skimmed  Milk. — 7 samples  of  skimmed  milk  were  procured  and 
all  found  to  be  genuine.  2 cases  of  failure  to  label  the  can  “ skimmed 
milk  ” were  detected.  The  offenders  were  cautioned. 

Butter. — 121  samples  were  taken  and  all  found  to  be  genuine.  At 
the  routine  inspection  of  shops  strict  attention  was  given  to  the 
detection  of  the  fraudulent  practice  of  selling  margarine  for  butter. 
Numerous  samples  were  procured  by  means  of  agents,  but  in  no  case 
was  this  practice  detected. 

Whisky. — 34  samples  of  whisky  were  procured,  4 formal  and 
30  informal.  2 of  the  informal  samples  were  certified  to  be  not 
genuine.  The  formal  samples  subsequently  taken  were  all  found 
to  be  genuine. 

Brandy. — 3 samples  of  brandy  were  procured,  1 informal  (received 
privately)  and  2 formal.  The  informal  sample  was  received  with  a 
complaint.  On  analysis  in  the  Chemical  Laboratory  it  was  found 
to  be  not  genuine.  2 formal  samples  subsequently  procured  by  the 
complainer  acting  as  an  agent  were  certified  to  be  genuine.

Drugs. — 6 samples  of  drugs  as  specified  in  the  Table  of  Samples 
were  procured,  and  were  all  certified  to  be  genuine. 


Margarine  Contraventions. 

1 contravention  was  detected  of  failure  to  label  margarine  exposed 
for  sale.  The  offender  was  verbally  cautioned. 


Bacteriological  Examination  of  Milk. 

3 samples  of  ordinary  milk  and  4 samples  of  sterilised  milk  were 
examined  in  the  Bacteriological  Laboratory  with  regard  to  cleanliness. 
In  order  to  bring  to  the  immediate  attention  of  vendors  of  milk  the 
presence  of  visible  dirt  in  the  milk,  it  is  the  practice  of  the  Food 
Drugs  Inspector  to  pass  a pint  of  milk  through  the  filter  pad  of  a 
“ Minit  ” tester  in  the  presence  of  the  vendor.  These  pads  are  then 
taken  out  and  shown  to  the  vendor.  This  is  a ready  means  of 
impressing  producers  of  milk  with  the  need  for  exercising  greater  care 
and  cleanliness  in  the  production  of  milk. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order  (Scotland),  1930. 

344  inspections  were  made  and  363  samples  of  graded  milk  taken 
and  submitted  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  in  the 
County  Laboratories.  In  addition,  43  samples  were  taken  for  experi- 
mental purposes  in  the  Bacteriological  Laboratory.  Any  slight 
contraventions  of  the  Order  of  the  nature  of  omissions  to  put  the 
date  of  production  on  the  cap,  &c.,  were  dealt  with  by  cautionary 
letters  being  sent  to  the  offenders. 

Public  Health  (Condensed  Milk)  and  (Dried  Milk) 
Regulations. 

15  samples  were  taken,  and,  on  analysis,  were  found  to  conform  to 
the  terms  of  the  Regulations.  The  labelling  requirements  of  the 
Regulations  were  observed  in  every  case. 

Public  Health  (Preservatives,  &c.,  in  Food)  Regulations 
(Scotland),  1925. 

All  the  articles  which  are  affected  by  the  above  Regulations  were 
analysed  for  the  presence  of  preservative.  In  procuring  samples  of 
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mince,  sausages,  sausage  meat,  Ac.,  the  procedure  adopted  is  to  procure 
informal  samples  for  examination  in  the  Chemical  Laboratory  in  the 
first  instance,  and  follow  up  any  non-genuine  samples  afterwards  by 
the  purchase  of  formal  samples  for  analysis  by  the  Public  Analyst. 
As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  of  samples  purchased  and  analysed, 
45  samples  of  mince,  8 samples  of  sausage  meat,  and  10  samples  of 
sausage  were  found  to  be  not  genuine  in  respect  that  they  contained 
preservative  prohibited  by  the  Regulations.  Informations  were 
lodged  with  the  County  Clerk  in  cases  which  were  dealt  with 
formally. 

2 contraventions  of  failure  to  exhibit  the  notices  required  regarding 
preservative  in  sausages  and  sausage  meat  under  the  Regulations  were 
detected.  Verbal  cautions  were  given,  and  the  vendors  kept  under 
supervision. 

Examination  of  Foodstuffs,  &c.,  as  Supplied  to 
Institutions. 

Systematic  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  at  County 
Institutions,  and  the  following  samples  of  foodstuffs,  soap,  Ac.,  as 
supplied  by  the  various  contractors  taken  for  examination  in  the 
Bacteriological  and  Chemical  Laboratories,  viz.  : — Grade  A (T.T.) 
Milk,  27 ; Sweet  Milk,  3;  Butter,  59;  Margarine,  2;  Lard,  1;  Lime 
Fruit  Juice,  1;  Mince,  7 ; Sausage,  19;  Bacon,  1;  Sugar,  6;  Rice,  35; 
Ground  Rice,  11;  Tapioca,  1;  Barley,  5;  Flour,  3;  Ground  Coffee,  4 ; 
Cocoa,  1 ; Haricot  Beans,  1 ; Green  Peas,  1 ; Sultana  Raisins,  2 ; Soup 
Powder,  1;  Malt  Vinegar,  6;  Powdered  Gelatine,  1;  Table  Jelly,  1; 
Essence  of  Rennet,  2;  Vanilla  Essence,  1;  XX  Pale  Soap,  18;  Soft 
Soap,  32;  Soap  Powder,  26;  Carbolic  Soap,  5;  White  Windsor  Soap,  2; 
Liquid  Disinfectant  Soap,  3 ; Ammonia,  3. 

The  following  samples,  viz.  : — Sweet  Milk,  1 ; Sausage,  7 ; Soft 
Soap,  18;  Soap  Powder,  20;  and  Liquid  Disinfectant  Soap,  1,  did  not 
comply  with  the  required  standards,  and  the  contractors  concerned 
were  communicated  with. 

Coal  Supplies  to  County  Institutions. 

42  inspections  were  made  to  Institutions,  and  81  samples  of  coal 
supplied  to  them  by  various  contractors  taken  for  examination  in 
the  Laboratory  at  Uddingston  Gas  Works. 
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FERTILISERS  AND  FEEDING  STUFFS  ACT,  1926. 


The  simplification  of  the  procedure  under  the  above  Act  in  order 
to  encourage  farmers  to  have  samples  of  fertilisers  and  feeding-stuffs 
taken  by  the  official  samplers  for  analysis  has  not  resulted  in  farmers 
making  any  more  use  of  the  statute  than  they  formerly  did  under  the 
old  Act  with  all  its  restrictive  formalities. 

4 inspections  were  made  and  8 samples  of  fertilisers  procured  on 
request  by  ,a  Farmers’  Trading  Association.  Sampling  under  the  Act 
is  carried  out  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Inspectors.

SHOPS  ACTS,  1912-1928. 


The  work  under  the  above  Acts  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Inspectors  on  the  same  lines  as  in  previous  years,  with  a 
view  to  assisting  shopkeepers  and  their  assistants  to  obtain  the  benefit 
of  better  working  conditions  conferred  on  them  by  the  statute.  Legal 
proceedings  against  the  offenders  are  only  instituted  as  a last  resort 
where  cautions  have  not  been  effective  in  putting  a stop  to  infringe- 
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ment  of  the  terms  of  the  statute.  In  the  main,  offenders  are  generally 
small  shopkeepers  and  itinerant  hawkers.  Table  D shows  the  number 
of  inspections  to  localities,  visits  to  shops,  and  contraventions  detected 
under  the  Act.  There  were  21  contraventions.  These  consisted  of 
2 cases  of  failure  to  close  at  the  time  fixed  on  weekly  half-holidays 
and  under  Closing  Orders ; 2 sale  of  non-exempted  goods ; 2 cases  of 
street  trading;  and  15  failures  to  exhibit  notices  in  terms  of  the  Act. 

The  following  statutory  notices  were  issued  to  shopkeepers  : — 
Shop  assistants’  weekly  half-holiday,  ...  ...  19 

Mixed  shops  for  exempted  goods,  ...  ...  ...  13 

The  following  paragraphs  give  particulars  regarding  inspections 
made  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  the  Acts  and  the 
irregularities  detected  : — 

Shops’  Weekly  Half-Holiday. — The  Weekly  Half-Holiday  Orders 
operative  in  the  County  area  apply  to  (1)  the  district  covered  by  the 
Middle  Ward  area;  (2)  the  Parish  of  Carluke;  (3)  Baillieston  and 
District  Butchers’  Order;  (4)  Lower  Ward  Butchers’  Order;  and 
(5)  Bothwell  Parish  Butchers’  Order.  By  these  Orders  Wednesday 
is  fixed  as  the  day  of  the  weekly  half-holiday.  In  all  the  other  areas 
of  the  County  the  shopkeepers  arrange  amongst  themselves  with  regard 
to  the  day  on  which  they  will  close  their  premises  in  the  afternoon, 
and  intimate  the  day  by  means  of  a notice  exhibited  in  their  premises. 
22  localities  were  visited  on  the  day  fixed  for  the  weekly  half-holiday, 
and,  generally  speaking,  the  closing  of  shops  at  1 p.m.  on  Wednesday 
was  very  well  observed.  18  contraventions  were  detected,  viz., 
failure  to  exhibit  the  statutory  notices,  2 cases  of  selling  non-exempted 
goods,  and  1 failure  to  close  punctually.  Verbal  cautions  were  given. 

Early  Closing  of  Shops  in  the  Evening. — The  following  Early 
Closing  Orders  are  in  operation  within  the  County  : — (1)  General 
Closing  Order  for  all  shops  in  the  Parish  of  Cambuslang;  (2)  Butchers’ 
and  Grocers’  Early  Closing  Order  in  Blantyre ; (3)  Butchers’  Early 
Closing  Order  in  Baillieston  and  District;  (4)  Butchers’  Early 
Closing  Order  in  the  old  Lower  Ward  area;  (5)  Hairdressers’  Early 
Closing  Order  applicable  to  the  Special  Lighting  Districts  of  Aitken- 
head  and  Tannochside,  Bellshill  and  Mossend,  Blantyre,  Bothwell, 
Cambuslang,  and  Uddingston ; and  (6)  Bothwell  Parish  Butchers’ 
Shops’  Order. 
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13  inspections  were  made  to  localities  in  the  evening  under  Closing 
Orders  .and  the  Acts.  3 contraventions  were  detected.  1 of  these 
consisted  of  want  of  promptness  in  closing  the  shop  door  at  the  hour 
fixed,  and  2 cases  of  street  trading  after  the  hour  fixed  by  the 
statute.  Informations  were  lodged  with  the  County  Clerk  in  con- 
nection with  the  2 cases  of  street  trading.  Legal  proceedings  were 
instituted,  when  the  offenders  pled  guilty  and  were  admonished  by 
the  Sheriff. 

Street  Trading.—  During  the  routine  inspection  on  the  weekly  half- 
holiday and  in  the  evenings  attention  is  given  to  street  traders. 
2 contraventions  were  detected  as  reported  above. 

Assistants'  Weekly  Half -Holiday. — At  all  inspections  made  special 
attention  is  given  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  with  regard  to  the 
assistants’  half-holiday.  No  contraventions  were  detected. 

Over-Employment  of  Young  Persons  under  18  Years  of  Age. — 
Attention  is  always  paid  to  this  provision  of  the  Act,  but  no  contra- 
ventions were  detected. 

Communications. — Many  special  visits  were  made  as  a result  of 
communications  received  fi’om  traders  requesting  information 
regarding  the  provisions  of  tihe  Act.

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Trade  Pollutions. 

The  total  mining  and  manufacturing  pollutions  detected  numbered 
101,  as  compared  with  69  in  the  previous  year.  Of  the  total,  66  were 
from  coal-dross  washers,  24  from  ammonia  works,  and  11  from  paper 
mills.  The  increase  was  largely  accounted  for  by  the  increase  in 
ammonia  works’  pollutions,  which  were  concerned  with  the  restart 
of  the  works  at  Glenboig.  There  was  also  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  pollutions  reported  in  connection  with  coal-dross  washers.  This 
increase  does  not,  however,  necessarily  mean  that  there  was  more  actual 
pollution  of  this  nature. 

Coal-Dross  Washers. — There  were  63  coal-dross  washers  on  the 
register.  The  washers  at  Bothwellpark,  Brownieside  (Plains),  Gartness, 
Glencleland,  Springbank  (near  Moffat  Mills),  and  Westwood  (near 
Newmains)  have  been  dismantled,  and  new  washers  at  South  Blair,  on 
the  How  Burn,  near  Harthill,  and  Wester  Auchengeidh,  on  the 
Robroyston  Burn,  in  Cadder  Parish,  were  brought  into  operation. 
There  is,  therefore,  a nett  decrease  of  4 in  the  number  of  coal-dross 
washers  under  observation. 


438  inspections  were  made,  292  samples  of  effluents  taken,  and 
66  pollutions,  involving  19  collieries,  detected.

With  regard  to  collieries  on  which  reports  were  forwarded  to  the 
County  Clerk,  the  following  notes  might  be  made  : — 

Auchengeich  Colliery,  near  Chryston. — In  view  of  the  fact  that  it 
was  evident  that  very  serious  intermittent  pollution  of  the  Bothlin 
Burn  was  occurring  from  this  colliery,  several  special  reports  were 
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submitted  with  regard  to  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  pre- 
ventive measures.  With  a view  to  effecting  improvement,  the 
management  altered  the  method  of  disposing  of  the  washings  from 
the  silt-recovery  tank,  which  are  now  discharged  to  the  refuse  bing. 
Formerly  they  were  pumped  to  three  circular  steel  tanks,  but  the 
cleaning  of  these  tanks  was  neglected,  and  the  washings  overflowing  to 
another  pond,  the  cleaning  of  which  was  also  neglected,  serious 
intermittent  pollution  arose.  The  new  method  of  disposal  was  brought 
into  operation  in  the  month  of  November.  There  are  still,  however 
certain  sources  of  lesser  pollution  which  require  to  be  dealt  with. 
These  discharges  can  all  be  intercepted  in  the  settling  pond  referred 
to,  but  there  was  delay  in  having  this  pond  cleaned  out,  and  it  had 
not  been  done  at  the  end  of  the  year.  So  far  as  can  be  ascertained 
the  disposal  of  the  silt-recovery  tank  effluent  on  the  bing  is  satis- 
factory, and  a great  improvement  as  regards  pollution  has  been 
effected,  but  a certain  amount  of  more  or  less  continuous  pollution 
will  occur  until  proper  arrangements  are  made  for  other  minor  sources 
of  pollution. 

Baton  Colliery , Shotts. — At  an  inspection  made  on  3rd  February, 
pollution  of  the  River  Almond  headstream  was  found  to  be  occurring, 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  settling  area  was  silted  up.  The  outlet  of  the 
area  was  raised,  and  cause  for  complaint  removed. 

Blantyreferme  Colliery , Uddingston. — This  colliery  has  again  to 
be  noted  as  a source  of  gross  intermittent  pollution  of  the  River  Clyde. 
In  the  month  of  February  slight  actual  pollution  was  noted,  but 
evidence  of  serious  pollution  was  observed  in  the  river,  and  in  May 
and  December  the  occurrence  of  serious  pollution  was  actually  detected. 
On  the  latter  occasion,  a Saturday  afternoon,  the  contents  of  the 
silt-recovery  tank  were  found  being  discharged  direct  to  the  river. 
In  view  of  the  obviously  very  unsatisfactory  conditions  existing  at  the 
colliery,  so  far  as  the  disposal  of  the  coal-dross  washings  was  con- 
cerned, and  following  on  the  Rivers  Inspector’s  report  of  the  serious 
pollution  observed  in  the  month  of  December,  the  County  Medical 
Officer  and  Rivers  Inspector  made  a special  inspection  and  had  a 
meeting  with  a member  of  the  owners’  firm,  who  were  thereafter 
communicated  with  in  the  following  terms  : — 

“ Referring  to  my  meeting  to-day  (in  company  with  the  Rivers 
Inspector)  with  Mr.  David  Moore  regarding  the  question  of  pollution 
of  the  River  Clyde  by  coal-dross  washings  from  your  Blantyreferme 
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Colliery,  I now  write  you  as  arranged  to  say  that  I have  had  repeated 
reports  from  the  Rivers  Inspector  to  the  effect  that,  as  a result  of  his 
observations  at  your  colliery  outfalls,  he  has  from  time  to  time 
found  gross  pollution  occurring  and  has  noted  evidence  of  gross 
pollution  which  had  occurred  at  other  times.  He  has  also  reported 
to  me  that  he  has  repeatedly  drawn  the  attention  of  your  colliery  staff 
concerned  to  these  conditions,  without  improvement  being  effected.  He 
has  also  pointed  out,  as  I explained  to  Mr.  Moore,  the  methods  taken, 
apparently  to  conceal  evidence  of  pollution,  and  his  carefully- 
considered  opinion  is  that  little  or  no  attempt  is  made  to  prevent  the 
gross  or  lesser  pollution  of  the  river  complained  of.  The  measures 
necessary  to  ensure  that  no  polluting  effluent  will  discharge  to  the 
river  (which  do  not  appear  to  involve  great  expenditure)  were  briefly 
indicated  to  Mr.  Moore,  and  the  Rivers  Inspector,  if  necessary,  will 
be  only  too  pleased  to  meet  the  manager  at  any  time  and  afford  any 
suggestions  he  is  able  to  make  in  devising  such  measures.  I wish  to 
add  that  if  these  measures  are  not  taken  within  a reasonable  period 
it  will  be  my  duty  to  report  the  circumstances  to  the  Local  Authority 
and  to  recommend  that  legal  proceedings  be  taken  against  you. 
I shall  be  glad  to  hear  from  you.” 

Cardowan  Colliery , Stepps. — As  in  the  preceding  year,  pollution 
of  a headstream  of  the  Bothlin  Burn  was  noted  on  several  occasions 
during  the  year,  due  to  the  filtrate  from  the  debris  bing  being  unsatis- 
factory. On  attention  being  drawn  to  this,  steps  were  taken,  by 
varying  the  inlet  points  of  discharge  to  the  bing  and  the  cutting  of 
ditches,  &c.,  to  remove  cause  for  complaint.  The  effluent  produced  at 
this  colliery  is,  normally,  excellent. 


Cornsilloch  Colliery , near  Larkhall. — During  January,  February, 
and  March  no  cause  for  complaint  was  observed,  but  early  in  April 
it  was  noted  that  the  condition  of  the  Mill  Burn  suggested  the 
intermittent  occurrence  of  serious  pollution.  As  a result  of  special 
observations,  serious  pollution  was  detected  on  Sunday  morning, 
7th  May,  when  the  silt-recovery  tank  was  found  being  discharged 
direct  to  the  outfall  ditch,  which,  together  with  the  Mill  Burn,  was 
very  seriously  polluted.  There  was  then  no  means  to  intercept  this 
effluent,  as  the  bing  settling  pond  to  which  it  would  normally  discharge 
had  given  way  a few  months  previously.  During  the  time  of  pollution 
the  ditch  water  contained  6,358-0  and  the  Mill  Burn  1,398-0  parts 
per  100,000  of  suspended  solids.  On  26th  June  pollution  was  again 
detected,  probably  due  to  an  overflow  discharge  from  the  silt-recovery 
tank,  and  also  on  the  27th  June  when  the  overflow  from  a water- 
cooling pond,  into  which  the  coal-washings  effluent  was  being  conveyed, 
was  of  a serious  polluting  nature.  Evidence  of  previous  serious 
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pollution  was  also  noted  on  that  date,  on  which  the  Rivers  Inspector 
had  a meeting  with  the  owners’  District  Manager  and  discussed  with 
him  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  preventive  measures.  He 
agreed  to  take  certain  measures  with  a view  to  effecting  improvement. 
It  was  again  necessary,  however,  to  make  further  complaint  in  the 
month  of  October  when  a summary  of  inspections  made  during  the 
period  24th  August  to  2f>th  October  was  forwarded  to  the  County 
Clerk,  who  complained  to  the  owners,  and  subsequently  improvements 
were  effected,  the  principal  of  which  was  the  resumption  of  pumping 
the  washings  from  certain  settling  ponds  to  a pond  on  the  bing.  It 
will  thus  be  seen  that  there  was  considerable  difficulty  in  having 
adequate  preventive  measures  maintained  during  the  year,  due  mainly 
to  the  fact  that  the  system  of  preventive  measures  brought  into 
operation  at  the  beginning  of  the  preceding  year  was  of  a compli- 
cated nature  and  liable  to  go  wrong  in  actual  operation. 

Dalquhancly  Colliery,  Coalburn. — Pollution,  reported  as  occurring 
on  11th  February,  was  due  to  the  pipe  which  conveys  the  washings 
from  the  silt-recovery  tank  to  a bing  pond  being  defective  at  certain 
points,  the  washings  running  direct  to  the  Coal  Burn.  At  the  same 
time  there  was  also  slight  pollution  from  a ground-surface  settling 
pond,  which  was  silted  up.  The  defects  complained  of  were  at  once 
remedied.  There  was  no  further  cause  for  complaint  until  the  month 
of  October  when  pollution  was  detected  and  evidence  of  previous 
pollution  observed,  due  to  a discharge  from  the  bing  pond,  the  bank 
of  which  had  given  way.  This  defect  was  also  at  once  remedied,  and 
cause  for  complaint  removed. 

King-shill  Colliery,  near  Newmains. — Except  for  the  effluent  being 
found  to  be  turbid  on  several  occasions  during  the  year,  there  was 
no  cause  to  complain  of  pollution  from  this  colliery  until  the  8th 
December,  when  it  was  found  that  the  washings  were  flowing  from 
the  settling  pond  in  use  through  the  refuse  bing  to  the  outfall  ditch 
without  proper  sedimentation  and  causing  the  ditch  to  be  polluted. 
A temporary  bank  had  been  constructed  to  effect  improvement,  but 
this  was  unsatisfactory.  The  owners  replied,  towards  the  end  of 
December,  to  the  County  Clerk’s  complaint  that  proper  measures 
were  being  taken  to  remove  cause  for  complaint. 


Priory  Colliery,  Blantyre .—In  February  a complaint  was  received 
from  a farmer  alleging  coal-dross  washings  pollution  of  the  Rotten 
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Calder  Water  on  Sundays,  which  may  have  involved  two  collieries,  and, 
as  a result  of  special  observations,  serious  pollution  was  detected  on 
Sunday,  12th  February,  from  Priory  Colliery  due  to  the  silt-recoverv 
tank  being  discharged  by  the  bottom  valve  to  the  outfall  ditch  which 
joins  the  Rotten  Calder  Water.  It  was  obvious  that  this  had  occurred 
before,  and  it  was  ascertained,  on  complaint  being  made,  that  the 
pump  which  throws  the  washings  from  the  tank  to  the  bing  had  been 
out  of  order.  A new  pump  was  provided  and  cause  for  complaint  of 
similar  pollution  removed,  although  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
evidence  of  pollution  in  the  Rotten  Calder  Water  was  again  observed. 
In  reporting  the  circumstances  surrounding  the  farmer’s  complaint 
to  the  County  Clerk,  opportunity  was  also  taken  to  draw  attention  to 
evidence  of  pollution  of  the  River  Clyde,  evidently  due  to  the  inter- 
mittent discharge  of  washings  from  the  washer  tanks  to  a pit-water 
outfall.  The  normal  practice  is  to  pump  this  effluent  from  the  washer 
to  the  silt-recovery  tank,  but  it  had  occasionally  been  found  that 
failure  to  do  so  resulted  in  serious  pollution  of  the  river.  Previous 
complaint  had  been  made  to  the  colliery  management  with  regard  to 
this  source  of  pollution,  and  in  the  last  year  or  two  there  had  been 
improvement  so  far  as  this  outfall  is  concerned.  The  Rivers  Inspector 
made  the  suggestion  that  the  effluent  from  the  washer  tanks  might 
be  conveyed  by  gravity  to  the  silt-recovery  tank,  as  dependence  on  a 
pump,  and  on  those  whose  duty  it  is  to  operate  it,  appeared  to  be 
unsatisfactory.  It  was  not  considered  possible,  however,  to  give 
effect  to  this  suggestion,  and  although  it  was  promised  that  every 
effort  would  be  made  to  prevent  further  pollution  from  this  source, 
evidence  of  its  recurrence  was  noted  in  the  month  of  September, 
and,  on  the  manager  making  inquiries  into  the  matter,  he  obtained 
an  admission  from  the  washerman  that  he  had  again,  quite 
unnecessarily,  been  discharging  the  tanks  to  the  Clyde  outfall.  The 
washerman  was  warned  at  that  time  that  if  such  action  were  repeated 
he  would  be  summarily  dismissed.  In  spite  of  that,  evidence 

suggestive  of  similar  pollution  was  again  noted  and  complained  of 
towards  the  close  of  the  year,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  matter 
was  still  under  investigation  by  the  management. 

Shawfielcl  Colliery , Law. — On  28th  November,  serious  pollution  of 
the  Garrion  Burn  was  found  to  be  occurring  due  to  the  bank  of  the 
settling  area  having  given  way  on  the  previous  night.  The  washings 
were  diverted  to  a partly-constructed  pond,  the  completion  of  which 
was  accelerated.  Cause  for  complaint  was  thus  removed. 
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South  Blah'  Colliery , near  Harthill. — Coal-dross  washing  on  a 
small  scale  came  into  operation  at  this  mine  in  the  month  of  March, 
and  shortly  thereafter  complaints  of  pollution  of  the  How  Burn  were 
received  from  three  different  interests.  At  first,  beyond  a silt-recovery 
tank,  no  preventive  measures  were  provided,  but  later  a settling  pond 
and  other  measures,  which  included  a small  pond  on  the  refuse  bing, 
with  the  necessary  pump  and  piping,  were  provided  in  an  endeavour 
to  effect  improvement.  These  were  not  entirely  satisfactory,  however, 
and  pollution  was  noted  as  occurring  in  September,  October,  and 
December.  On  the  21st  of  the  latter  month  the  washings  pumped  to 
the  bing  were  found  not  to  be  discharging  into  the  pond  there,  but 
flowing  on  to  the  How  Burn,  which  was  grossly  polluted,  and  the  state 
of  the  settling  pond  also  suggested  that  these  conditions  had  existed 
for  several  days  previously.  The  County  Clerk  communicated  with 
the  owners  regarding  this  instance  of  pollution,  and  the  matter  was 
still  the  subject  of  correspondence  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

View  park  Colliery,  Uddingston. — It  was  again  found  necessary  to 
complain  in  the  month  of  January  of  unsatisfactory  conditions 
resulting  in  pollution  of  the  Pow  Burn.  Subsequently  (27th  February) 
it  was  learned  that  special  arrangements  were  in  operation  for  better 
control  of  the  preventive  measures  and  that  a new  pumping  scheme 
which  had  been  under  consideration  was  likely  to  be  undertaken  at 
an  early  date.  The  scheme  was  not  put  into  operation,  however,  until 
22nd  May.  No  further  cause  for  complaint  was  found  until  the  month 
of  November,  when  evidence  of  the  occurrence  of  serious  pollution 
was  again  noted,  probably  due  to  the  unsatisfactory  condition  and 
improper  discharging  of  certain  ground-surface  settling  ponds  situated 
at  the  lower  outfall  to  the  Pow  Burn.  Numerous  inspections  were 
made  and  meetings  held  with  the  colliery  officials  regarding  these 
conditions,  which  were  specially  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  owners’ 
Managing  Director,  in  writing,  on  19th  December,  and,  as  a result 
of  this  action,  it  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  much  less  cause  to  complain 
of  pollution  in  future. 

Wilsontown  Colliery. — In  view  of  the  unsatisfactory  preventive 
measures  at  this  colliery  and  the  recurrence  of  pollution  of  the  River 
Mouse,  the  consent  of  the  Department  of  Health  to  the  institution 
of  legal  proceedings  was  asked  for,  and  full  information  relative  to 
inspections  made  at  the  colliery,  together  with  analyses  of  samples 
taken,  were  forwarded  to  the  County  Clerk.  In  dealing  with  the 
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application,  the  Department  remitted  the  matter  to  one  of  their 
Lngineeiing  Inspectors  for  inquiry  and  report,  and,  on  consideration 
of  his  lepoit,  they  communicated  with  the  colliery  owners  asking  to 
he  acquainted  with  any  reasons  they  had  to  offer  against  the  granting 
of  the  consent  craved.  To  this  request  the  owners  replied  that  they 
had  at  all  times  given  attention  to  any  complaints  made  by  the 
( ounty  Council,  and  that  they  were  not  aware  that  the  officials  at 
file  colliery  had  done,  or  omitted  to  do,  anything  to  cause  the 
taking  of  proceedings  against  them.  They  further  stated  that 
they  had  experienced  difficulty  in  dealing  with  coal-dross  washings 
during  periods  of  excessive  rain,  but  that  they  had  been  taking  steps 
to  minimise  these  difficulties,  and  that  they  were  certain  that  what 
they  had  arranged  to  do  in  this  respect  would  improve  matters  very 
much.  The  County  Clerk  was,  however,  instructed  to  renew  the  appli- 
cation for  consent  to  take  proceedings,  and,  on  his  communicating 
with  the  Department  accordingly,  they  wrote  on  26th  July  stating 
that  the  colliery  owners  had  informed  them  that  the  necessary 
improvements  would  be  completed  in  two  or  three  weeks,  and  that  in 
these  circumstances  the  Department  proposed  to  continue  the  appli- 
cation until  after  the  completion  of  the  improvements  and  their  effect, 
so  far  as  removing  cause  for  complaint  was  concerned,  was  seen. 
Thereafter,  on  7th  September,  the  County  Medical  Officer  made  a 
special  inspection  of  the  new  preventive  measures,  the  result  of  which 
he  reported  to  the  County  Clerk  in  the  following  terms  : — 

“ Referring  to  your  letter  of  27th  July,  with  which  you  enclosed 
copy  of  a letter  from  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland  dated 
26th  July,  I yesterday  had  an  opportunity  of  inspecting,  along  with 
the  Rivers  Inspector,  the  measures  now  in  operation  to  prevent  coal- 
dross  washings  pollution  of  the  River  Mouse.  At  this  inspection  we 
met  Mr.  P.  W.  Ritchie,  Managing  Director  of  Messrs.  William  Dixon, 
Limited,  who  spent  some  considerable  time  with  us,  and  very  fully 
explained  the  new  preventive  measures.  These  consist  of  an  extensive 
settling  area  formed  by  enclosing  an  old  settling  area  and  additional 
new  ground.  This  has  been  accomplished  by  utilising  the  debris  from 
the  bing  to  form  the  bank  of  the  area.  The  settling  ponds  will  not 
be  used  in  future,  and,  as  the  new  area  becomes  silted  up,  it  is  pro- 
posed to  heighten  the  bank  as  far  as  the  washings  inlet  level  will 
allow,  and  thereafter  to  take  in  more  ground  to  form  a further  settling 
area.  Arrangements  have  almost  been  completed  to  separate  clean 
boiler  water  from  the  coal-washings  effluent,  so  as  to  reduce  the  volume 
of  effluent  flowing  to  the  settling  area.  Arrangements  have  also  been 
made  to  intercept  in  the  new  area,  during  heavy  rain,  surface  water 
from  the  old  silted-up  settling  ponds,  and,  so  far  as  I can  judge,  every 
effort  has  been,  and  is  being,  made  to  ensure  that  the  preventive 
measures  now  in  operation  will  be  satisfactory. 
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“ At.  the  time  of  inspection  the  water  percolating  through  the  bank 
of  the  settling  area,  all  the  way  round,  was  quite  clear  and  free  from 
suspended  matter. 

“ Having  seen  what  has  been  done,  and  having  heard  Mr.  Ritchie’s 
explanations  and  proposals  for  the  future,  I can  recommend  that  the 
County  Council’s  application  for  consent  to  the  institution  of  pro- 
ceedings against  Messrs.  Dixon  be  departed  from.” 

On  consideration  of  this  communication,  the  Public  Health  Com- 
mittee agreed  to  withdraw  the  application  for  consent  to  the  institution 
of  proceedings.  The  preventive  measures  indicated  continued  to  give 
satisfaction  during  the  remainder  of  the  year,  but  for  a break  in  the 
bank  of  the  new  settling  area,  which  occurred  about  the  11th  of 
November,  as  a result  of  which  serious  pollution  occurred.  Steps 
were  immediately  taken  to  have  the  defect  repaired. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  sources  of  pollution,  regarding  which 
reports  were  forwarded  to  the  County  Clerk,  reference  is  made  to  the 
action  taken  in  connection  with  the  following  collieries,  which  were 
sources  of  more  or  less  serious  pollution,  and  at  which  remedial 
measures  were  provided  without  formal  complaint  being  made  : — 

Bogleslwle  Colliery,  Tollcross. — At  inspections  made  in  the  month 
of  January  it  was  noted  that  pollution  of  the  outfall  ditch  which 
receives  the  washer  effluents,  and  probably  also  the  River  Clyde,  had 
been  occurring,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  ditch  in  its  upper  part  had 
not  been  entering  an  inundated  area  which  serves  as  a settling  pond, 
a draining-off  side  ditch  having  been  cut  by  the  farmer  after  the  heavy 
flooding  of  the  area  which  occurred  towards  the  end  of  1932.  The 
circumstances  were  reported  to  the  colliery  management,  when  the 
ditch  was  again  diverted  to  the  inundated  area  and  no  further 
pollution  of  the  ditch  as  discharging  to  the  River  Clyde  occurred. 

Dewshill  Colliery,  Salsburgh. — On  several  occasions  during  the 
year  the  effluent  discharging  from  the  settling  area  was  found  to  be 
turbid  or  slightly  polluting,  due  on  one  occasion  to  a defect  at  the 
outlet  sluice  and  on  other  occasions  to  the  outlet  being  too  low.  On 
attention  being  directed  to  these  conditions,  remedies  were  at  once 
provided. 

Holytown  Colliery. — No  cause  for  serious  complaint  was  noted 
until  the  month  of  October,  when  pollution  was  observed  and  evidence 
of  serious  pollution  noted,  which  had  been  due  to  a defect  in  the 
settling  area.  During  the  month  of  December  pollution  again 
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occurred  due  to  the  same  cause.  Repairs  were  effected  on  complaint 
being  made,  but,  as  the  settling  area  is  becoming  unsatisfactory  and 
restricted  in  capacity,  the  question  of  providing  alternative  preventive 
measures  was  discussed  at  the  colliery  and  subsequently  formally 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  owners. 

West  Cameron  Colliery , Greengairs. — Mention  was  made  in  the 
report  for  the  preceding  year  to  coal-dross  washing  having  been  com- 
menced at  this  colliery  and  to  complaint  having  been  made  by  a farmer 
as  to  pollution  of  a tributary  of  the  Luggie  Water.  While  no  further 
complaint  was  received,  it  was  found  necessary  in  the  month  of  March 
to  convey  a written  warning  to  the  owners  that  the  preventive  measures 
were  not  then  satisfactory,  and  that  the  outfall  ditch  and  Luggie 
Water  tributary  were  being  seriously  polluted.  It  was  also  pointed 
out  that  additional  settling  ponds,  which  had  been  promised,  had  not 
been  provided.  These  ponds  were  subsequently  constructed  and 
improvement  effected.  In  October  evidence  of  pollution  was  again 
noted,  and  on  7th  December  pollution  was  found  to  be  occurring,  and 
evidence  of  previous  pollution  of  the  Luggie  Water  observed  as  far 
below  the  colliery  as  Tannoclh  Chemical  Works.  These  conditions  were 
verbally  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  owners  and  were  still  under 
discussion  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  remaining  three  collieries  (Bothwell  Castle,  Rosehall,  and 
Thankerton)  at  which  pollution  was  detected  (page  174)  do  not  call 
for  special  comment. 

Ammonia,  &c.,  Works. — The  number  of  inspections  made  during 
the  year  was  91,  there  being  56  samples  taken,  and  on  24  occasions 
pollution  was  detected.  On  21  occasions  the  Glenboig  Works  of  the 
Scottish  Gas  Utilities  Corporation  were  involved,  while  on  the 
remaining  3 occasions  Shotts  Iron  Works  were  the  source  of  pollution. 

Glenboig  Works  of  Scottish  Gas  Utilities  Corporation , Ltd. — These 
works,  which  came  into  partial  operation,  after  reconstruction,  in  the 
month  of  February,  were  a source  of  pollution  from  that  time  during 
the  remainder  of  the  year.  In  the  preceding  year,  during  the  recon- 
struction of  the  works,  it  will  be  recalled  pollution  occurred  and  was 
the  subject  of  complaint,  when  opportunity  was  taken  to  impress  on 
the  new  owners  the  necessity  for  keeping  the  Glenboig  Burn  free  from 
pollution,  as  this  was  of  the  utmost  importance  to  industrial  concerns 
using  the  water  of  the  stream,  as  well  as  to  riparian  users  of  the 
water. 
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As  noted,  pollution  was  detected  from  the  month  of  February  of 
the  current  year,  and  a record  of  inspections,  correspondence  and 
analyses  of  samples  taken,  covering  the  period  17th  October,  1932,  to 
28th  April,  1933,  was  forwarded  to  the  County  Clerk  for  submission 
to  the  County  Council.  The  letter,  dated  4th  May,  transmitting  this 
information  was  in  the  following  terms  : — 

I enclose  for  your  information  and  necessary  action  a record 
of  inspections,  correspondence,  and  analyses  relating  to  pollution  of 
the  Glenboig  Burn  by  discharges  from  the  works  of  the  Scottish  Gas 
Utilities  Corporation,  Limited,  which  were  acquired  from  the  Bussey 
Company  and  have  been  in  partial  operation  on  a.  small  scale  during 
the  last  three  months  or  so.  You  will  observe  from  the  information 
submitted  that  serious  pollution  of  the  stream  occurred  during  the 
time  the  works  were  undergoing  reconstruction,  that  pollution  has  been 
detected  since  then,  and  that  serious  complaints  have  been  made  by 
Messrs.  Smith  & M'Lean,  Limited,  Gartcosh  Steel  and  Iron  Works, 
who  depend  on  the  stream  as  a source  of  water  supply  for  industrial 
purposes.  You  will  also  observe  from  the  analyses  that,  on  27th  April, 
the  burn  above  the  outfalls  from  the  works  was  sufficiently  pure  for 
cattle-watering  purposes,  that  the  effluent  from  the  works’  main 
outfall  absorbed  453-0  parts  per  100,000  of  oxygen  in  four  hours  and 
contained  275-2  parts  of  phenols,  and  that  the  water  of  the  stream  on 
Garnqueen  Farm,  a short  distance  below  Glenboig,  was  grossly 
polluted  with  phenoloid  substances  capable  of  absorbing  oxygen  and 
was  quite  unfit  for  cattle-watering  purposes.  Again,  on  the  28th 
April,  as  far  down  as  Gartcosh,  the  burn  was  found  to  be  in  even  a 
worse  condition,  the  amount  of  oxygen  absorbed  in  a sample  being 
more  than  double,  and  the  phenols  nearly  double  that  contained  in  the 
sample  taken  on  Garnqueen  Farm  on  the  previous  day.  It  is  no 
exaggeration  to  say  that  the  polluting  discharges  complained  of  at 
times  render  the  water  of  the  burn  completely  unfit  for  either  riparian 
or  industrial  purposes.  You  will  agree  that  such  conditions  cannot 
be  allowed  to  continue,  and  I might  remind  you  of  the  very  large 
expenditure  recently  incurred  by  the  Local  Authority  in  freeing  the 
burn  from  sewage  pollution  by  the  provision  of  sewerage  for  Glenboig 
and  Garnqueen  and  the  most  modern  type  of  activated-sludge  sewage 
purification  works,  and  also  to  the  joint-action  taken  last  year  in 
cleaning  out  and  deepening  the  burn,  which  is  a headstream  or  branch 
of  the  Bothlin  Burn.  You  will  no  doubt  communicate  with  the 
offenders  and  take  the  earliest  opportunity  of  laying  the  matter  before 
the  Public  Health  Committee.” 

On  receipt  of  this  communication,  the  County  Clerk  wrote  to  the 
Corporation  and  laid  the  matter  before  the  Public  Health  Committee 
at  a meeting  held  on  17th  May,  also  submitting  a reply  to  his  letter 
of  complaint,  in  which  it  was  stated  that  the  Corporation’s  laboratory 
staff  had  been  engaged  on  research  work  with  a view  to  eliminating 
cause  for  complaint,  and  that  they  had  in  hand  a process  which  they 
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hoped  would  be  matured  very  shortly,  and  which,  when  carried  into 
effect,  would  definitely  remove  any  cause  for  complaint.  On  con- 
sideration of  all  the  circumstances,  instructions  were  given  to  inform 
the  offenders  that  they  would  be  allowed  fourteen  days  in  which  to 
carry  out  their  proposed  remedial  measures,  and  to  intimate  that 
unless  pollution  of  the  burn  had  thereafter  ceased  legal  proceedings 
would  be  taken  against  them.  On  being  so  informed,  the  offenders 
replied  stating  that  no  efforts  or  expense  were  being  spared  to  obviate 
cause  for  complaint,  and  on  7th  June  wrote  stating  that  they  were 
now  operating  their  preventive  measures  and  would  welcome  a visit 
of  inspection.  Notwithstanding  this  a further  complaint  of  the 
occurrence  of  serious  pollution,  on  2nd  June,  was  received  from  the 
owners  of  works  which  draw  water  from  the  burn.  On  28th  June 
the  County  Medical  Officer,  along  with  the  Chemist  and  Rivers 
Inspector,  inspected  the  works  carried  out  to  prevent  pollution. 
These,  briefly,  consisted  of  a special  evaporator,  which  had  been  in 
operation  for  some  weeks,  and  was  said  by  the  General  Manager  to 
be  dealing  with  90  per  cent,  of  the  waste  liquor.  At  the  time  of 
inspection  a similar  evaporator,  but  about  twice  the  size  of  the 
existing  one  (which  it  was  to  replace)  was  under  construction,  and 
which  it  was  anticipated  would  deal  with  the  whole  volume  of  waste 
liquor.  The  cost  of  the  works  carried  out  was  said  to  have  been 
about  £800,  and  it  was  estimated  that  it  would  cost  about  half  that 
sum  to  complete  the  new  evaporator.  Fuel  costs  were  estimated  at 
about  10s.  per  day,  and  it  was  considered  that  the  new  evaporator 
would  be  completed  in  a fortnight  after  the  inspection.  There  was 
further  correspondence  with  the  Corporation,  and  the  new  evaporator 
was  brought  into  operation  about  the  end  of  August,  being  inspected 
on  8th  September.  After  that  date  numerous  inspections  of  the 
outfalls  from  the  works  and  of  the  burn  were  made  and  pollution 
detected,  and  a report,  in  the  following  terms,  dealing  therewith 
transmitted  to  the  County  Clerk  on  28th  November.  A further  com- 
plaint was  also  received  from  trade  users  of  the  burn  water  : — 

******** 

“ You  will  recall  that  in  the  Corporation’s  letter  to  you,  dated 
12th  July,  it  was  stated  that  when  they  had  completed  their  arrange- 
ments for  preventing  pollution  ‘ all  chemical  effluent  will  be  elimi- 
nated from  the  burn.  At  the  time  of  inspection  of  the  new 
evaporator  on  8th  September  no  pollution  was  occurring  from  the 
main  or  lower  outfall  from  the  works.  Since  that  date  numerous 
inspections  of  the  outfalls  have  been  made  and  a large  number  of 
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samples  of  effluent  and  of  the  burn  taken  and  analysed.  These 
inspections  were  made  during  the  period  29th  September  to  10th 
November,  inclusive,  and  were  made  at  different  hours  of  the  day 
and  during  the  night,  and  the  results  show  that  the  burn  is  still  being 
polluted  by  effluent  from  both  the  upper  outfall  from  the  works,  which 
finds  its  way  to  the  burn  above  the  public  road,  and  from  the  main 
or  lower  outfall  situated  lower  down  the  burn  and  close  to  Glenboig 
Railway  Station. 

I append  a Table  of  Analyses  of  the  samples  taken  from  the 
summary  of  which  (last  page)  you  will  note  that  the  burn  below  the 
upper  outfall  has  been  found  to  contain  phenols  in  amounts  varying 
from  7 to  73-9,  the  effluent  from  the  main  or  lower  outfall  from 
a trace  ’ to  58-0,  and  the  burn  100  yards  or  so  below  the  main  or 
lower  outfall  from  6-2  to  44-9  parts  per  100,000.  You  will  also  note 
that  on  three  occasions  the  discharge  from  the  main  or  lower  outfall, 
which  also  intermittently  conveys  clean  mine  water,  has  been  practi- 
cally free  from  phenols;  on  the  8th  September  and  1st  and  10th 
November  the  discharge  from  this  outfall  was  of  clear  water. 

“ You  will  no  doubt  consider  it  desirable  to  draw  the  Corporation’s 
attention  to  these  facts,  and  to  again  insist  that  any  effluent  discharge 
to  the  burn  from  either  outfall  should  not,  at  all  times,  be  of  a polluting 
nature.  If  all  chemical  effluent  were  eliminated  the  burn  would  not 
be  polluted,  as  shown,  at  any  time.” 

On  communicating  with  the  Corporation  conveying  the  infor- 
mation contained  in  the  foregoing  report,  there  ensued  further 
correspondence,  the  Countj  Clerk  in  his  letter  stating  that  the  County 
Council  were  prepared  to  institute  proceedings  against  the  Corpora- 
tion, as  was  formerly  intimated,  unless  pollution  ceased.  The  letters 
from  the  Corporation  in  this  correspondence  were  as  follows:  — 


“ \'2th  December,  1933. 

“ We  are  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  9th  instant,  and  have 
perused  same  with  intemst. 

” We  very  much  regret  that  you  should  have  cause  for  further 
complaint.  We  may  say  that  we  have  exercised  very  great  care  in 
trying  to  avoid  pollution  of  the  burn.  The  results  of  your  tests, 
however,  suggest  that  we  shall  have  to  try  some  other  method,  as  our 
arrangements  apparently  are  not  yet  preventive. 

11  We  are  exploring  our  piping  system  with  a view  to  ascertaining 
if  there  is  any  leakage,  and,  if  so,  to  remedy  same  forthwith. 

“ As  you  are  aware,  we  have  spent  close  on  =£2,000  to  perfect  this 
system,  and  you  can  be  assured  that  it  is  our  greatest  concern  to  see 
that  you  have  no  cause  for  complaint. 
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“ e will  write  you  again  in  the  course  of  a few  days  advising 
you  of  the  results  of  our  investigation  and  preventive  arrangements. 

“ Please  accept  our  assurance  that  it  is  our  earnest  desire  that 
these  works  should  be  a benefit  to  the  County  of  Lanark,  and  not  a 
source  of  annoyance.” 


‘‘  '2\st  December,  1933. 

“ Further  to  our  letter  of  the  12th  instant,  we  very  much  regret 
that  we  have  not  yet  traced  the  source  of  the  trouble  causing  the 
outlet  of  a certain  small  quantity  of  our  effluent. 

“ We  are  still  searching,  and  can  only  conclude  that  there  is  a 
broken  connection  somewhere  underground  in  the  earthenware  pipes. 
The  quantity  of  effluent  that  escapes  is  very  small  indeed,  as  we  know 
the  amount  we  actually  destroy  in  our  destructor  furnace  is  measurably 
within  the  range  of  our  make. 

“ We  are  doing  everything  we  possibly  can  to  stop  any  leakage 
whatsoever. 

“ We  will  communicate  with  you  later  on  and  advise  you  of  the 
results  of  our  efforts.” 


“ 28 th  December,  1933. 

“ Your  letter  of  the  26th  instant  has  been  brought  to  the  writer’s 
attention. 

“ We  are  extremely  disappointed  at  the  attitude  of  your  com- 
mittee, as  it  would  appear  they  do  not  give  us  credit  for  making  efforts 
to  meet  their  wishes  'and  requirements  in  connection  with  the  above. 
Surely  they  appreciate  that,  with  an  industrial  works  of  this  size, 
time  is  required  to  accomplish  things,  and  often  the  most  pessimistic 
anticipations  are  exceeded,  and  achievements  become  much  more  pro- 
tracted where  a time  limit  is  set. 

“ For  your  satisfaction,  and  that  of  the  committee,  we  have  to 
inform  you  that  from  an  inspection  of  the  drains  this  morning  by 
the  undersigned  there  is  absolutely  no  leakage  of  any  kind  taking 
place  in  these  works. 

“ We  must  thank  you  for  your  past  indulgence  in  this  connection, 
and  assure  you  that  we  ourselves  have  no  desire  to  evade  our  responsi- 
bilities, nor  do  we  wish  to  lose  the  effluent,  as  we  have  made 
arrangements  for  its  destruction,  and  we  necessarily  want  those 
arrangements  carried  out  and  made  use  of.” 


Shotts  Iron  Works. — The  by-product  plant  at  these  works  was 
brought  into  operation,  after  having  been  inoperative  for  two  years, 
in  the  month  of  March.  At  the  beginning  of  December  complaints 
were  received  as  to  serious  pollution  of  the  South  Calder  Water, 
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which  on  inspection  and  inquiry  was  found  to  be  due  to  discharges 
of  tar  and  oily  matter,  large  deposits  of  tar  lodging  in  the  stream 
for  a long  distance  below  the  works  and  in  the  dams  connected  with 
Allanton  Old  Mill.  Complaint  was  at  once  made  to  the  works’ 
management,  who  were  unaware  of  the  pollution,  and  their  investi- 
gations revealed  the  fact  that,  there  was  serious  leakage  from  the 
plant,  which  steps  were  taken  without  delay  to  prevent.  The  tar 


deposited  in  the  dams,  said  to  amount  to  over  five 

tons,  was  also 

removed.

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Solid  Matter  Pollution. 

A number  of  contraventions  of  Section  2 of  the  Rivers  Pollution 
Prevention  Act,  1876,  were  dealt  with.  The  most  important  of  these 
related  to  a complaint  made  in  connection  with  the  depositing  of 
debris  from  demolished  buildings  and  other  solid  matter  at  wooden 
structures  situated  a short  distance  east  of  Dalmarnock  Bridge  and 
adjoining  Downiebrae  Road.  The  structures  referred  to  had  been 
placed  there  some  years  ago  by  a person  without  authority  (a  squatter) 
on  forced  ground  formed  by  the  habitual  tipping  of  debris  on  the 
bank  of  the  river,  a line  of  approximately  70  yards  jutting  out  into 
the  stream  and  causing  interference  with  its  due  flow.  The  structures 
had  a frontage  of  about  50  yards  along  the  river,  and  part  at  least 
of  them,  and  possibly  the  whole  of  the  bank  formed  by  the  deposited 
materials,  encroached  on  the  original  line  of  flow  of  the  stream.  In 
addition,  the  depositing  of  solid  matter  was  being  continued  to  make 
good  erosion  and  for  the  protection  of  the  buildings.  There  was 
difficulty  in  defining  the  owner  or  feuar  of  the  ground  at  the  point 
concerned,  but  the  Agents  for  Farme  Estate  were  communicated  with, 
requesting  that  immediate  steps  be  taken  to  prevent  further  depositing 
of  material  at  the  place  and  asking  them  to  consider  the  desirability 
of  having  the  structures  removed  altogether.  They  replied  that  the 
ground  had  been  feued  by  them  to  the  owners  of  the  adjoining  fish 
manure  manufactory,  who  were  accordingly  communicated  with. 
Since  complaint  was  made  the  tipping  of  debris  has  ceased  and  part 
of  the  buildings  has  been  removed,  but  the  place  was  still  under 
observation  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

A complaint  was  also  received  from  a farmer  as  to  the  depositing 
of  vegetable  debris  from  tomato-houses  and  gardens  in  the  Dalserf 
Burn  at  Woodside  and  from  properties  lower  down  the  stream.  The 
deposit  at  the  tomato-houses  was  very  considerable.  Steps  were  taken 
to  prevent  further  cause  for  complaint. 


Sewage  Pollution  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

In  connection  with  sewage  pollution,  263  inspections  of  sewage 
purification  works  and  sewage  outfalls  were  made,  and  72  samples 
taken. 
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Abnormal  conditions,  resulting  in  pollution,  were  observed  at  the 
undernoted  sewage  purification  works  : —

East  Kilbride  Sewage  Purification  Works. — On  being  reported  to 
the  County  Drainage,  Ac.,  Engineer,  steps  were  taken  to  prevent  the 
overflow  of  crude  sewage  to  the  Kittoch  Water.  Further  reference  is 
made  to  these  works  at  page  196. 


Lanark  Sewage  Purification  Works. — The  very  unsatisfactory  con- 
dition of  these  works  was  reported  to  the  Town  Council,  and  steps  were 
taken  to  have  the  tanks,  which  had  been  allowed  to  become  completely 
silted  up,  cleaned  out.  This  work  was  not  commenced  until  early  in 
the  current  year,  as  it  was  necessary  to  clean  out  the  sludge  beds 
before  pumping  out  the  tanks.  The  analyses  of  effluent  and  stream 
samples  taken  on  4th  October  showed  that  the  crude  sewage  was  strong 
and  contained  a large  amount  of  chlorine  and  oxidisable  organic 
matter  and  also  a considerable  amount  of  gas  liquor.  The  River  Clyde 
above  the  sewage  works  was  reported  to  be  “ clean,”  and  the  effect 
of  the  effluent  discharge  from  the  sewage  works  to  be  most  marked, 
increasing  the  amount  of  dissolved  oxygen  absorbed  in  five  days  to 
four  times  greater  than  the  limit  suggested  by  the  Royal  Commission 
on  Sewage  Disposal. 

Westthorn  Sewage  Purification  Works. — There  is  nothing  new  to 
report  with  regard  to  these  works,  which  are  still  inadequate  to  deal 
with  the  amount  of  crude  sewage  discharged  to  them.  The  continuous 
overflow  of  crude  sewage  causes  serious  pollution  of  the  River  Clyde. 

Bellshill  and  Mossend  Drainage. — Complaints  were  received  from 
the  Agents  for  Carnbroe  Estate  regarding  pollution  of  the  Shirrel 
Burn  due  to  alleged  unsatisfactory  conditions  at  Hattonrig  Sewage 
Purification  Works,  and  a sub-committee  investigated  the  complaints, 
inspecting  the  burn  and  works  in  doing  so.  It  appeared  that  as  the 
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effluent  outfall  sewer  is  damaged  by  mineral  subsidence,  the  condition 
complained  of  arose  when  there  was  a very  heavy  rainfall  and 
effluent  and  crude  sewage  overflow  discharged  from  manholes  on  the 
line  of  the  outfall  pipe  on  to  the  ground  surface.  Further, 
suspended  solids  lodged  in  the  pipe,  owing  to  the  subsidence  during 
normal  flows,  were  washed  into  the  Shirrel  Burn  when  the  flow 
increased.  Suggestions  were  made  to  place  screens  in  the  detritus 
chamber  and  baffles  in  the  storm  overflow  channels,  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  £100,  to  prevent  the  escape  of  crude  solids  as  far  as  possible. 
To  reconstruct  the  outfall  drain  on  a new  line  was  estimated  to  cost 
£4,200,  and  the  whole  matter  was  still  under  consideration  at  the 
close  of  the  year. 

A complaint  was  also  received  in  the  month  of  July,  at  the  time 
of  a long  spell  of  dry  weather,  from  the  Physician-Superintendent  at 
the  County  Maternity  Hospital  with  regard  to  offensive  odours  arising 
from  the  burn.  This  Institution  is  situated  close  to  the  burn  a short 
distance  below  the  outfall  from  the  sewage  purification  works. 
Similar  complaints  have  been  made  from  time  to  time.  The  report 
on  the  analysis  of  a sample  of  the  burn  taken  where  complained  of 
was  to  the  effect  that  it  was  grossly  polluted  and  in  a putrescent 
condition.  Copies  of  the  Rivers  Inspector’s  report  on  the  complaint 
and  of  the  analyses  of  samples  taken  were  forwarded  to  the  County 
Drainage,  &c.,  Engineer. 

Bishopbriggs  and  Auchinairn  Drainage. — Reference  was  made  in 
the  report  for  the  preceding  year  to  the  question  of  recurrent  com- 
plaints as  to  pollution  of  the  Bishopbriggs  Burn  by  sewage  effluent 
from  St.  Mary’s  Boys’  Industrial  School  and  the  proposal  to  construct 
a drain  to  take  the  sewage  into  the  main  outfall  sewer  and  Bishop- 
briggs Sewage  Purification  Works.  The  work  has  not  yet  been 
carried  out,  as  the  question  of  allocation  of  the  cost  as  between  the 
School  Authorities  and  the  County  Council  had  not  been  agreed  on. 

A further  complaint  was  received  on  behalf  of  Bishopbriggs  Golf 
Club  as  to  the  condition  of  the  burn.  The  L.M.S.  Railway  Company, 
it  was  understood,  were  responsible  for  part  of  the  burn  above  the 
sewage  purification  works,  and  they  had  it  cleaned  out,  and  the 
Sanitary  Department,  on  the  instructions  of  the  Local  Authority, 
cleaned  out  the  burn  for  a distance  of  about  400  yards  below  the 
sewage  purification  works. 
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A complaint  was  also  received  in  the  autumn  on  behalf  of  the 
new  Cawder  Golf  Club,  which  recently  acquired  Oawder  House  and 
policies  and  have  formed  a golf  course  there,  alleging  that  a very 
offensive  smell  enanated  from  the  Bishopbriggs  Burn.  The  golf  course 
lies  roughly  between  Cadder  hamlet  and  the  River  Kelvin,  and  the 
Bishopbriggs  Burn  intersects  the  course  at  its  east  end,  all  within 
the  drainage  area  of  the  burn  liable  to  receive  polluting  effluents,  and 
including  Bishopbriggs  Sewage  Purification  Works.  Careful  inspec- 
tions and  inquiries  were  made  into  the  complaint  and  a full  report 
forwarded  to  the  County  Clerk.  These  inspections  did  not  reveal  any 
cause  for  complaint,  and  the  results  of  analyses  of  a series  of  samples 
taken  on  11th  October  indicated  that  the  effluent  from  the  sewage 
purification  works  was  satisfactory,  and  that,  while  the  amount  of 
oxygen  absorbed  in  five  days  in  the  various  samples  taken  below 
the  works  exceeded  the  limit  suggested  by  the  Royal  Commission  on 
Sewage  Disposal,  on  incubation  for  five  days  at  28°C.  they  gave  off 
no  odour,  indicating  that  the  burn  when  the  samples  were  taken  was 
in  a perfectly  stable  condition.  A suggestion  made  on  behalf  of  the 
club  that  the  County  Medical  Officer  might  inspect  the  burn  where 
complained  of  along  with  representatives  of  the  club  was  left  over 
as  the  dry  weather  had  broken  and  the  complainers  thought  that 
such  an  inspection  would  then  serve  no  useful  purpose. 

Blackwood  Drainage. — In  connection  with  the  rearrangement  of 
the  drainage  at  Blackwood,  it  was  agreed  to  construct  a section  of 
a new  main  intercepting  sewer  and  to  remove  the  existing  septic  tank 
near  the  school. 

Burgh  of  Airdrie.- — It  was  necessary  from  time  to  time  during 
the  early  spring  and  latter  part  of  the  year  to  discharge  with  the 
purified  effluent  to  the  outfall  stream  at  Low  Palacecraig  quantities  of 
surplus  activated-sludge,  on  account  of  the  fact  that  the  disused  mine 
workings  in  which  surplus  activated-sludge  had  been  disposed  of 
had  been  showing  signs  of  exhaustion.  The  Town  Council  had  under 
consideration  for  some  time  the  provision  of  sludge-digestion  plant 
and  an  alternative  scheme  for  having  the  sludge  dealt  with  at  the 
new  Coatbridge  Sewage  Purification  Works,  and  the  Council  have 
now  decided  to  provide  plant  at  their  own  works,  the  construction 
of  which  is  to  be  commenced  in  the  current  year. 

Burgh  of  Coatbridge. — The  extensive  activated-sludge  sewage 
sewage  purification  works  situated  on  the  Luggie  Burn  at  Langloan 
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were  formally  opened  on  25th  May  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
Scotland.  The  cost  of  the  scheme,  exclusive  of  main  intercepting  and 
subsidiary  sewers  (which  cost  £105,000)  was  £186,000. 

Burgh  of  Motherwell  and  Wi.shaw. — The  construction  of  the  new 
sewage  purification  works  for  the  Wisihaw  area  of  the  burgh  at 
Carbarns  was  almost  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  it  is 
expected  they  will  be  formally  opened  in  the  summer  of  the  current 
year. 

Complaints  were  made  with  regard  to  alleged  pollution  and 
nuisance  conditions  arising  in  the  Newmains  area,  due  to  sewage  from 
the  Cambusnethan  sewer  being  diverted  on  to  a field  on  Foulsykes  Farm. 
The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  Burgh  Engineer  and  steps  taken 
to  remove  cause  for  complaint. 

Carluke  Drainage.—  Further  complaints  were  received  regarding 
alleged  pollution  of  Jock’s  Burn  and  the  existence  of  nuisance  con- 
ditions at  the  sewage  irrigation  fields.  These  complaints  came  from  a 
resident  at  Glenburn  and  the  Golf  Club,  whose  course  adjoins  the 
fields.  The  former  complainer’s  objection  seemed  to  relate  to  the 
sludge  pond  connected  with  the  sewage  tank,  and  the  latter’s  to 
offensive  odours  from  the  fields  generally  and  pollution  of  the  burn. 
Special  inspections  were  made  in  connection  with  the  Golf  Club’s 
complaint  and  a full  report  transmitted  to  the  County  Clerk. 
A sub-committee  of  the  Drainage  Committee  also  inspected  the  fields 
and  burn  on  21st  June,  meeting  representatives  of  the  Golf  Club. 
As  a remedial  measure,  it  was  agreed  to  discontinue  using  a portion 
of  the  fields  adjoining  the  club-house  The  question  of  sludge  disposal 
was  also  under  serious  consideration  by  the  Drainage  Committee,  the 
County  Drainage,  &c.,  Engineer’s  proposals  for  a scheme  of  modern 
sludge  beds  involving  an  estimated  expenditure  of  £5,500.  The 
proposed  scheme,  it  was  explained,  would  fit  in  with  a complete  scheme 
of  sewage  purification  works.  The  whole  question  was  still  under 
consideration  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Chapelhall  Drainage. — The  construction  of  sewage  purification 
works  to  deal  with  the  sewage  discharged  to  the  Kennel  Burn,  which 
was  seriously  polluted  and  the  subject  of  frequent  complaint,  was 
completed  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 
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East  Kilbride  Drainage. — Complaints  continued  to  be  received 
during  the  year  regarding  pollution  of  the  Kittoch  Water  from  the 
sewage  purification  works  and  the  existence  of  serious  nuisance  con- 
ditions. As  noted  in  the  report  for  the  preceding  year,  it  was  obvious 
that,  nothing  short  of  new  sewage  purification  works  were  required  to 
permanently  remove  cause  for  complaint.  It  was  agreed  to  provide 
such  works  on  a site  lower  down  the  Kittoch  Water  than  the  existing 
works.  These  works  would  be  designed  on  the  activated-sludge 
principle,  and  similar  to  those  recently  brought  into  operation  at 
Glenboig,  and  were  estimated  to  cost,  exclusive  of  land  and  compen- 
sation, £33,000.  The  construction  of  a new  sewer  to  convey  the 
sewage  from  the  existing  works  at  Burnbrae  to  ground  on  Hawbank 
Farm  was  proceeded  with  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  It  might  be 
noted  relative  to  the  complaints  made  during  the  year  that,  whilst 
chlorination  of  the  sewage  works  effiuent  was  carried  out,  nuisance 
conditions  persisted  at  times  owing  to  the  fact  that  there  was 
insufficient  clean  water  in  the  stream  above  the  sewage  works  to  afford 
proper  dilution. 

Greengairs  Drainage. — The  construction  of  the  complete  system  of 
sewerage  and  sewage  purification  works  referred  to  in  the  report  for 
the  preceding  year  was  completed  and  the  works  broiight  into 
operation. 

Holytown  and  Neiv  Stevenston  Drainage. — The  scheme  of  raising 
the  ground  and  pitching  the  Car  Sike  near  its  junction  with  the 
South  Calder  Water  to  prevent  flooding,  referred  to  in  last  year’s 
report,  was  completed,  and  has  removed  the  unsatisfactory  conditions 
which  previously  existed.  The  cost  of  the  work  was  £721. 

Larkhall  Drainage. — In  view  of  a claim  for  the  loss  of  stock 
alleged  to  have  had  relation  to  the  sewage-polluted  condition  of  an 
outfall  ditch  north-east  of  Drygate  Street,  the  ditch  was  piped  where 
complained  of. 

Plains  Drainage. — The  scheme  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
works  for  Plains  village,  referred  to  in  last  year’s  report,  was  com- 
pleted, and  the  village  formed  into  a special  drainage  district. 

Rutherglen  Drainage. — To  relieve  flooding  in  the  Gallowflat- 
Eastfield  area  a new  storm  overflow  sewer  was  constructed.  It 
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discharges  into  the  River  Clyde  immediately  below  the  point  at  which 
the  Eastfield  Burn  enters  the  river. 

Thankerton  Drainage.- — Complaints  having  been  made  by  the 
tenant  of  Thankerton  Boat  Farm  regarding  the  sewage  disposal 
arrangements,  a sub-committee  met  and  inquired  into  the  matter,  in 
which  the  whey  effluent  from  Thankerton  Creamery  was  concerned. 
With  a view  to  removing  cause  for  complaint  meantime,  instructions 
were  given  to  have  the  outfall  sewer,  tank,  and  ditch  cleaned  out. 


Streams. 

In  connection  with  trade  and  sewage  pollutions,  1,747  inspections 
were  made  and  957  samples  taken.  These  included  120  special  samples, 
for  analysis,  of  the  River  Clyde  and  certain  of  its  tributaries  in  the 
lower  reaches. 

Reference  might  be  made  to  the  following  streams,  Ac.,  regarding 
which  complaint  was  made,  and  to  the  action  taken  in  connection 
therewith. 

Bothlin  Burn. — Apart  from  inspections  made  in  connection  with 
pollution  of  the  Glenboig  Burn  headstream  of  the  Bothlin  Burn,  many 
inspections  were  made  of  the  mainstream  beyond  Gartcosh  where  its 
“ irony  ” condition  has  often  been  the  subject  of  comment.  During 
the  year  special  samples  for  analysis  were  taken  on  the  dairy  farms 
of  Avenuehead  and  Holms,  the  farmers  being  concerned  as  to  the 
suitability  of  the  water  for  cattle  drinking.  Samples  taken  on  these 
farms  in  April  and  October  were  reported  to  have  a high  mineral 
content,  but  to  be  comparatively  free  from  oxidisable  organic  matter, 
and  that,  while  their  physical  appearance  was  unsatisfactory,  they 
could  be  safely  used  for  cattle-watering  purposes.  The  question  of 
“ iron  ” pollution  is  being  specially  looked  into. 

In  October  the  County  Medical  Officer  for  Dunbartonshire  drew 
attention  to  the  polluted  condition  of  the  Bothlin  Burn  as  it  passes 
into  Dunbartonshire  at  Woodilee,  as  to  which  complaint  'had  been 
made  by  the  farmer  at  Oxgang  Farm,  Kirkintilloch.  The  burn  is  well 
known  to  be  liable  to  serious  pollution  below  Auchengeich,  the  main 
source  of  which  is  Auchengeich  Colliery,  Coke  Ovens,  and  By-products 
Plant.  A special  series  of  effluent  and  stream  samples  was  taken  on 
7th  November  in  connection  with  this  complaint. 
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Dalzell  Burn. — Sewage  Pollution.- — Complaint  was  made  as  to 
crude  sewage  pollution  of  the  Dalzell  Burn  as  it  flows  through  Dalzell 
Estate.  The  source  of  pollution  was  a continuous  discharge  from  a 
storm  overflow  outlet  which  was  laid  to  the  burn  a few  years  ago  to 
relieve  flooding  from  a branch  sewer  in  Burnside  Street  in  the  Burgh 
of  Motherwell  and  Wishaw,  an  area  which  has  been  badly  affected  by 
mineral  subsidence.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  Burgh 
Authorities,  who  made  arrangements,  as  a temporary  remedial  measure 
until  such  time  as  it  is  possible  to  construct  a new  main  intercepting 
sewer  in  Shields  Road,  to  provide  a septic  tank  and  filter.  The 
construction  of  these  works  had  not  been  commenced  at  the  close  of 
the  year.  “ Iron  ” Pollution. — A complaint  was  also  received  in  the 
month  of  July  as  to  “ iron  ” pollution  of  the  burn  as  it  flows  through 
Dalzell  Estate.  Inquiries  made  into  this  complaint  showed  that  the 
condition  complained  of  was  due  to  acid-pickle  discharges  to  the 
Rumbling  Sike  tributary  of  the  Dalzell  Burn  from  the  Vulcan  Tube 
Works,  situated  within  the  Burgh  of  Motherwell  and  Wishaw.  This 
matter  was  also  taken  up  with  the  Burgh  Authorities,  and  as  a result 
the  effluent  was  taken  into  the  burgh  sewer,  which  removed  cause  for 
complaint  of  pollution  of  the  burn.  There  was  a recurrence  of 
pollution  in  the  month  of  September,  when  it  was  found  that  the 
connection  to  the  sewer  had  been  disturbed  and  that  part  of  the 
effluent  was  again  discharging  to  the  burn.  This  defect  was  put 
right  without  delay. 

Ditch  at  Clydeside , near  Uddingston. — -Complaint  was  made  as  to 
alleged  nuisance  arising  from  an  open  ditch  which  discharges  to  the 
North  Calder  Water  on  Clydeside  Estate.  The  ditch  receives  house 
drainage,  mostly  from  Calderbraes,  outwith  any  special  drainage 
district.  The  ditch  has  been  piped  by  the  complainer. 

Ditch  on  West  Craigneuk  Farm , Airdrie. — Inspections  were  made 
and  a sample  taken  for  analysis  in  connection  with  a complaint  as  to 
sewage  pollution  of  this  ditch  by  the  drainage  from  Dunrobin  hamlet. 
The  analysis  of  the  sample  showed  that,  the  water  of  the  stream  was 
unfit  for  cattle-watering  purposes. 

Fiddler  Burn,  Braidwood . — Samples  taken  for  analysis  in  the 
month  of  June  showed  the  effluent  from  the  sewage  tank  for  Braid- 
wood  Special  Drainage  District  and  the  ditch  conveying  effluent  from 
Nellfield  Chemical  Works  to  the  Fiddler  Burn  to  be  unsatisfactory, 
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containing  excessive  suspended  solids  and  absorbing  large  quantities 
of  oxygen.  The  water  of  the  stream,  taken  from  a pool  about  300 
yards  below  these  outfalls,  besides  absorbing  excessive  oxygen,  con- 
tained a large  number  of  floating  fatty  particles.  These  samples 
were  taken  in  the  course  of  inquiries  made  after  attention  had  been 
drawn  to  the  death  of  a boy  after  bathing  in  the  burn. 

Gill  Burn,  Shotts. — Several  complaints  were  received  with  regard 
to  sewage  pollution  of  the  Gill  Burn,  the  small  stream  which  divides 
Dykehead  and  Calderhead  from  Stane.  Special  inspections  showed 
the  stream  to  be  grossly  polluted  by  sewage  from  properties  in  Benhar 
Road  within  Shotts  and  Dykehead  Special  Drainage  District.  A full 
report  on  the  subject  was  transmitted  to  the  County  Clerk  and  the 
matter  was  considered  by  the  Drainage  Committee.  The  proper 
disposal  of  the  drainage  giving  rise  to  pollution  comes  into  the 
question  of  interception  and  purification  of  sewage  from  the  Stane 
area  generally. 

Glenboig  Burn. — With  a view  to  preventing  pollution  of  this 
stream  by  suspended  matter  in  the  sand  washings  from  Gartverrie 
Quarry,  efforts  were  made  to  have  measures  provided  which  would 
improve  the  effluent  and  remove  cause  for  complaint.  This  was 
accomplished  by  pumping  the  washings  to  a disused  quarry  and 
discarding  the  filters  and  settling  ponds  previously  used. 

Kittoch  Water.  — Reference  is  made  under  “ East  Kilbride 
Drainage  ” (page  193)  to  complaints  as  to  pollution  of  the  Kittoch 
Water. 

River  Clyde  at  East-field,  Rutherglen. — A complaint  was  received 
from  the  owners  of  Clyde  Paper  Mills  as  to  pollution  by  oil  which  was 
seriously  interfering  with  their  paper-making  processes.  The  source 
of  pollution  complained  of  is  the  lower  outfall  from  Clydebridge  Steel 
Works,  and  the  steel  works’  manager  was  interviewed  and  a report 
on  the  complaint  transmitted  to  the  County  Clerk.  There  are  certain 
preventive  measures  at  the  steel  works’  outfall,  and  it  was  admitted 
that  there  had  been  some  laxity  in  giving  these  proper  attention,  and 
an  undertaking  was  given  that  an  improvement  would  be  effected. 
The  preventive  measures  are  not,  under  the  most  favourable  con- 
ditions, entirely  satisfactory,  and  it  is  considered  by  the  steel  works’ 
management  that  it  would  be  a difficult  and  very  costly  matter  to 
provide  means  to  completely  intercept  the  oil  in  the  effluent. 


Scion  Burn,  Burnside. — Complaint  was  received  with  regard  to 
alleged  nuisance  conditions  occurring  at  an  opening  of  a few  yards 
in  the  covered-in  Scion  Burn  behind  Blairbeth  Road.  As  a result  of 
careful  inspections,  the  cause  of  the  nuisance  was  believed  to  be  due 
to  sewage  pollution,  and  efforts  were  made  to  trace  the  source  of  the 
sewage,  but  this  had  not  been  accomplished  at  the  close  of  the  year. 
It  will  be  recalled  that  recently,  with  a view  to  obviating  cause  for 
complaint  of  pollution  of  this  stream  in  the  Burgh  of  Rutherglen,  the 
drainage  from  the  new  residential  area  of  Fishescoates  in  Cambuslang 
Parish  was  diverted  from  the  Scion  Burn. 

Shirr  el  Burn,  Bellshill- — Reference  is  made  at  page  189  to  com- 
plaints as  to  sewage  pollution  of  the  Shirrel  Burn  from  Hattonrig 
Sewage  Purification  Works. 

Shotts  Burn. — Ditch  on  Craighead  Farm,  Salsburgh. — The  question 
of  the  alleged  pollution  of  a ditch  tributary  of  the  Shotts  Burn  as  a 
result  of  the  alteration  of  drainage  arrangements  at  this  farm  in 
connection  with  the  formation  of  the  new  Glasgow-Edinburgh  Road 
was  again  raised  and  a special  inspection  made.  A sample  of  the 
ditch  taken  at  this  inspection  was,  on  analysis,  found  to  be  sufficiently 
pure  for  cattle-watering  purposes.  Fortissat  Colliery. — A complaint 
was  received  from  the  Airdrie,  Coatbridge,  and  District  Water  Board 
as  to  pollution  of  a ditch  and  the  Shotts  Burn  by  waste  water  from  the 
pithead  baths  at  Fortissat  Colliery,  no  means  being  taken  to  purify 
such  effluent.  Complaint  was  made  to  the  owners,  and  satisfactory 
preventive  measures,  consisting  of  a settling  tank  and  irrigation  area, 
were  provided. 

South  Calder  Water. — Murdostoun  Estate.  — A complaint  was 
received  in  the  month  of  July  as  to  the  polluted  condition  of  the  South 
Calder  Water  at  Murdostoun,  which  was  said  by  the  complainer  not 
to  have  been  so  bad  for  years.  Special  enquiries  were  made  into  the 
complaint,  and  the  opinion  formed  that  the  condition  was  due  to 
sewage  pollution,  the  report  on  the  inquiries  made  suggesting  that 
the  point  at  which  the  stream  would  be  seen  at  its  worst  would 
probably  be  above  the  weir  at  Murdostoun  Mill.  While  not  now  used 
as  a mill,  the  river  water  is  still  diverted  by  a lade  to  drive  a turbine 
for  producing  electricity,  and  when  the  river  was  seen  on  the  19th 
July  the  water  was  passing  through  a scour  by-pass,  which  had  only 
been  opened  on  the  day  before,  to  allow  of  repairs  to  the  weir  being 
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carried  out.  This  lowered  the  height  of  the  water  above  the  weir 
and  prevented  it  from  being  seen  at  its  worst.  There  was  little  doubt, 
however,  but  that  the  condition  of  the  river,  in  view  of  the  long  spell 
of  dry  and  warm  weather  experienced  during  the  summer,  would 
resemble  the  conditions  seen  about  that  time  at  Allanton  Old  Mill  dam, 
situated  further  up  the  river.  This  is  referred  to  below.  Crindledyke 
Sewage  Purification  Works  outfall  is  situated  a short  distance  above 
the  Murdostoun  weir.  Allanton  Old  Mill , Hartwood. — Complaint  was 
received  from  the  owners  of  this  mill  as  to  sewage  pollution  of  the 
South  Calder  Water,  as  a result  of  which  the  working  of  the  mill  dam 
was  being  interfered  with,  due  to  silting  of  the  mill  dam.  A sub- 
committee inquired  into  the  complaint,  and  it  was  agreed  that,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  conditions  appeared  to  be  caused  by  the  discharge 
of  sewage  into  the  stream  from  Shotts  and  Dykehead  Special  Drainage 
District,  the  Local  Authority  would  bear  the  cost  of  constructing  a 
scouring  sluice  on  the  mill  dam  to  suit  the  purpose  of  the  mill,  and 
that  the  owners  would  clean  out  the  dam  at  their  own  expense.  The 
sluice  was  duly  constructed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  complainers.  At 
the  inspections  made  in  connection  with  this  complaint  it  was  noted 
that  the  South  Calder  Water  above  the  weir  at  the  mill-lade  intake 
was  in  a grossly  sewage-polluted  condition  and  resembled  a septic 
tank. 

Stream  at  Nerston,  East  Kilbride. — Complaint  was  received  on 
behalf  of  the  proprietors  of  the  dairy  farm  and  lands  of  East  Nerston 
with  regard  to  alleged  pollution  of  a small  stream  on  the  farm 
by  the  drainage  discharges  from  an  adjoining  piggery.  Inquiries 
were  duly  made  into  the  complaint  and  many  inspections  made,  and 
samples  of  the  stream  taken  for  analysis.  The  stream  was  found  to 
be  polluted  as  alleged,  and,  in  an  effort  to  remove  cause  for  complaint, 
the  drainage  disposal  arrangements  at  the  piggery  were  remodelled 
and  the  stream  cleaned  out  for  a length  of  over  400  yards.  These 
measures  did  not  entirely  remove  cause  for  complaint,  and  in  the 
course  of  investigations  it  was  ascertained  that  several  other  house 
and  farm  steading  properties  drained  to  the  stream  without  means, 
or  satisfactory  means,  of  preventing  pollution.  The  necessary  action 
was  therefore  taken  to  have  these  means  provided,  and  the  negotiations 
to  this  end  were  still  in  progress  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal.  — Special  Reports.  — Referring 
again  to  the  special  reports  submitted  to  the  County  Council  in  1930 
on  the  question  of  drainage  and  sewage  disposal  works,  on  the  instruc- 
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tions  of  the  Drainage  Committee,  a further  report  was  prepared  by 
the  County  Medical  Officer  giving  his  views  as  to  the  order  of  urgency 
for  the  carrying  out  of  schemes  of  drainage  and  sewage  disposal  not 
yet  undertaken.  This  report  was  dated  2nd  May  and  forms  Appendix  I 
to  the  minutes  of  meeting  of  the  Drainage  Committee  of  11th  May 
(pp.  1994-2002  of  the  printed  minutes).  As  it  brought  the  position 
up  to  date  and  is  of  considerable  importance,  the  following  excerpts 
may  be  here  given  : — 

******** 

“ It  will  be  recalled  that  the  question  of  drainage  facilities  as 
considered  by  the  former  Middle  Ward  District  Committee  related  to 
drainage  facilities  (and,  of  course,  sewage  disposal)  for  Middle  Ward 
areas  outwith  special  drainage  districts,  and  that  the  question  was 
developed  by  the  County  Council  to  embrace  not  only  these  areas,  but 
all  such  areas  and  special  drainage  districts  throughout  the  County 
requiring  drainage  or  sewage  disposal  facilities.  Practically  all  of 
the  special  drainage  districts  were  provided  with  complete  drainage 
facilities,  and  many  of  them  with  complete  sewage  disposal  facilities. 
In  some  of  them,  however,  the  latter  facilities  did  not  exist,  and  in 
many  the  sewage  purification  works  required  extension  or  improve- 
ment. 

“ On  the  instructions  of  the  County  Council,  therefore,  I con- 
sidered the  question  of  these  necessary  or  desirable  drainage  works 
(which  might  be  carried  out  with  the  assistance  of  unemployment 
grants)  as  a whole,  and  classified  them  in  order  of  urgency  in  a 
supplementary  report  dated  2lst  October,  1930,  thus  : — *

“ As  the  committee  are  aware,  the  expenditure  involved  in  carrying 
out  all  the  schemes  of  sewage  purification  indicated  would  be  extremely 
heavy,  and  especially  in  view  of  unemployment  grants  not  now  being- 
available,  the  question  asi  to  what  work  should  or  can  be  done  will 
no  doubt  receive  their  careful  consideration.” 


After  full  consideration  of  this  report  and  Notes  on  the  position 
prepared  by  the  County  Clerk,  it  was  agreed  at  a meeting  of  the 
Drainage  Committee,  held  on  14th  December,  “ that  a report  be 
“ prepared  showing  the  estimated  cost  of  all  the  drainage  schemes 
now  deemed  to  be  necessary  within  the  County  Landward  areas — 
“ in  the  area  of  the  Upper  Ward  and  the  remainder  of  the  County 
“ separately,  and  the  drainage  rate  necessary  to  liquidate  the  cost 
“ of  such  works  within  these  two  areas,  if  the  rate  were  chargeable 
“ inclusive  of  the  cost  of  all  existing  drainage  schemes,  upon  these 
“ two  areas  separately — upon  the  assumption  that  the  costs  were 
“spread  over  (a)  30  and  ( b ) 40  years  respectively,”  and  to  continue 
further  consideration  of  proceeding  with  the  schemes  pending  sub- 
mission of  such  a report  by  the  County  Drainage,  &c.,  Engineer.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  201  patients  were  in  residence. 
Throughout  the  year  2,785  were  admitted,  making  a total  of  2,986. 
Of  these,  2,572  were  discharged  recovered  or  improved,  162  died, 
and  252  were  in  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  total  number 
of  admissions  was  94  in  excess  of  the  previous  year’s  figure. 

Scarlet  Fever  admissions  were  1,353,  or  146  greater  than  the 
figure  for  the  previous  year.  This,  again,  is  the  largest  figure 

recorded  for  scarlet  fever.  Throughout  the  whole  year  the  disease 
was  prevalent.  The  type  was  mild  and  the  death-rate  low,  05  per 
cent.,  as  compared  with  0-9  per  cent,  for  the  previous  year.  The 
infectivity  rate  has  increased  from  2-5  per  cent,  to  2-7  per  cent. 
The  average  period  of  residence  has  dropped  by  nearly  4 days.  The 
results  of  treating  339  cases  by  scarlet  fever  antitoxin  are  recorded 
below. 

Diphtheria  discharges  were  299,  or  64  less  than  for  the  previous 
year.  Although  the  percentage  of  very  severe  cases  has  dropped  by, 
approximately,  7 per  cent.,  several  toxic  cases  were  seen.  The  death- 
rate  in  the  pure  faucial  cases  was  increased  by  16  per  cent.  The 
fatality  rate  for  all  clinical  cases  was  8*3  per  cent.,  as  compared 
with  6-6  per  cent,  for  1932.  The  average  amount  of  serum 
administered  in  all  cases  was  43,900  units,  as  compared  with  51,400 
units  for  the  previous  year.  The  proportion  of  laryngeal  cases  is 
much  the  same  as  before,  or,  approximately,  5 per  cent,  of  all  cases. 
The  severe  cases  requiring  operative  interference  are  declining. 
Only  in  4 cases  was  operation  necessary.  The  obsession  that  a 
bacteriological  diagnosis  is  necessary  before  a child  can  be  admitted 
to  hospital  was  responsible  for  at  least  4 deaths.  On  the  other  hand, 
adults  with  bursting  tonsillar  abscesses  and  children  with  positive 
swabs  without  clinical  signs  or  symptoms  are  from  time  to  time 
reported  as  urgent  for  immediate  removal  to  hospital. 

Enteric  Fever. — In  the  late  summer  months  a small  outbreak  of 
paratyphoid  disease  occurred.  63  cases  were  notified.  Of  the  42 
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clinical  cases,  38  were  paratyphoid  B.  infection  and  4 were  due  to 
B.  typhosus.  All  the  patients  recovered. 

Pneumonia  admissions  were  257,  or  100  less  than  for  the  previous 
year.  Although  pneumonia  was  not  so  prevalent  as  in  previous 
years,  the  smaller  numbers  were  to  some  extent  due  to  the  pavilion 
being  occupied  by  enteric  fever  for  several  weeks.  The  fatality  rate 
remains  about  21  per  cent,  of  the  verified  cases.  The  death-rate 
was,  approximately,  30  per  cent,  in  children  under  3 years  of  age 
and  60  per  cent,  in  adults  over  40  years  of  age.  The  procedure 
of  requesting  removal  of  dying  adult  pneumonias  to  hospital  only 
hastens  the  end  and  engenders  ill-feeling  towards  the  hospital.  The 
revised  diagnosis  rate  was  40  per  cent,  of  the  discharges  originally 
notified  as  pneumonia.  40  per  cent,  of  the  corrected  diagnosis  cases 
had  no  pulmonary  signs. 

Tuberculosis  work  is  now  chiefly  confined  to  pneumothorax, 
minor  operable  cases,  and  tubercular  meningitis. 

Puerperal  Sepsis. — The  figures  are  gradually  increasing  each 
year.  This  increase  has  been  particularly  noticeable  since  the 
pyrexia  regulations  came  into  force.  Previously  the  average  day  of 
disease  was  consistently  round  about  10  days.  This  year  it  has 
dropped  to  4-5  days.  The  fatality  rate  has  also  dropped  from  30 
per  cent,  to  13-8  per  cent,  of  the  discharges.  Facilities  are  provided 
to  the  smaller  local  authorities  for  the  admission  of  their  cases. 
Among  the  total  discharges  during  the  year  were  36  other  authority 
cases.  11  of  these  were  fatal,  giving  a fatality  rate  of  30-5  per  cent. 
In  other  words,  11,  or  half  of  the  total  fatal  cases,  came  from  other 
authorities.  The  majority  of  the  other  authority  cases  are  late  in 
the  disease  and  seriously  ill  before  admission. 

Erysipelas  admissions  have  increased  by  28  from  the  previous 
year.  During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  erysipelas  was  more 
prevalent  than  previously.  On  25th  December,  1933,  16  cases  were 
resident,  the  largest  number  in  the  history  of  the  hospital.  Through- 
out the  year  streptococcal  infections  generally  have  been  abnormally 
prevalent. 

Venereal  Diseases. — Of  the  99  patients  admitted,  41  were 
wrongly  diagnosed.  This  revised  diagnosis  figure,  comprising  simple 
ophthalmias  and  doubtful  skin  lesions  in  young  children,  represents 
much  useful  and  satisfactory  work.  This  department  is  the  only 
one  where  wrong  diagnosis  in  no  way  inconveniences  the  work  of 
the  hospital  as  the  accommodation  for  this  disease  at  present  is 
ample.  In  the  outdoor  department,  3,655  attendances  were  recorded. 
This  figure  is  556  more  than  for  1932. 


Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. — No  case  of  measles  turned  up 
in  the  hospital  during  the  year,  and  only  5 cases  of  whooping  cough 
came  in  notified  as  other  diseases.  On  the  other  hand,  a good  deal 
of  inconvenience  occurred  through  incubating  cases  of  chickenpox 
cross-infecting  large  scarlet  fever  pavilions. 

Radiological  Work.  — This  work  is  still  increasing.  1,311 
patients  were  photographed.  This  is  an  increase  of  50  over  the 
previous  year. 

The  number  of  admissions  from  All  Diseases  was  greatest  in 
the  month  of  November,  when  295  patients  were  admitted.  For  the 
week  ending  7th  October,  82  were  recorded,  and  the  greatest  number 
admitted  on  any  one  day  was  21  on  2nd  October.  The  average  daily 
number  resident  was  226,  or  11  less  than  for  the  previous  year.  The 
greatest  number  resident  on  any  one  day  was  316,  on  7th  December, 
and  the  smallest,  151,  on  15th  July. 

The  average  duration  of  residence  of  all  cases  was  30-6  days;  of 
recovered  cases,  31-9  days;  and  of  fatal  cases,  9-8  days. 

The  fatality  rate,  calculated  on  all  cases  discharged,  was  5-9  per 
cent.,  or,  approximately,  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year.  This 
figure  includes  all  cases  dying  in  hospital.  17  died  within  24  hours 
of  admission. 

Request  for  removal  of  patients  to  hospital  was  made  by  the 
medical  attendant  in  24-2  per  cent,  of  the  cases,  and  by  the  Public 
Health  Department  in  75-8  per  cent. 

Revised  Diagnoses. — In  592  cases,  or  21-6  per  cent.,  of  the  total 
discharges,  the  diagnosis  on  admission  was  revised.  The  figures  for 
the  principal  disease  were  : — Scarlet  fever,  10-5  per  cent. ; diphtheria, 
38-4  per  cent. ; enteric  fever,  35-3  per  cent.  ; puerperal  fever,  10-6 
per  cent. ; erysipelas,  16-2  per  cent. ; venereal  diseases,  41-8  per 
cent. ; and  pneumonia,  40-2  per  cent. 

As  it  is  desirable  to  hospitalise  infections  like  puerperal  sepsis 
and  pneumonia  early,  a reasonable  corrected  diagnosis  figure  is 
permissible.  On  the  other  hand,  the  notification  of  large  numbers  of 
children  who  are  not  suffering  from  infectious  disease  only  hampers 
the  work  of  the  hospital  by  taking  up  the  already  overtaxed 
accommodation. 

Accommodation. — From  year  to  year  attention  has  been  drawn 
to  the  dangerous  overcrowding  which  takes  place  from  time  to  time 
in  the  hospital.  Throughout  the  year  scarlet  fever  has  been  so 
prevalent  that  admissions  have  been  stopped  from  time  to  time. 
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Pneumonia  admissions  were  also  interrupted.  These  temporary 
measures  failed  to  relieve  the  hospital  to  any  extent.  Although  these 
difficulties  of  overcrowding  are  recurring  every  year,  so  far  nothing 
has  been  accomplished  to  relieve  them. 

Grounds  and  Buildings. — Throughout  the  year  a considerable 
amount  of  repair  work  has  been  undertaken  by  the  County  Works 
Department.  Although  this  department  is  capable  of  undertaking 
any  work,  large  or  small,  great  difficulty  is  experienced  in  obtaining 
permission  for  repainting  the  pavilions,  which  are  in  urgent  need 
of  redecoration. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

109  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  in  hospital  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  Throughout  the  year,  1,353  patients  were  admitted.  In  140 
instances  the  diagnosis  was  revised,  and  15  others  proved  to  be 
suffering  from  scarlet  fever.  Of  these  1,337  cases,  1,184  recovered, 
7 died,  and  146  were  in  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Removal  to  Hospital  was  carried  out  in  97-3  per  cent,  of  the 
cases  in  the  first  week  of  illness,  1 per  cent,  in  the  second  week,  and 
0-8  per  cent,  in  the  third  week  or  later. 

The  Average  Day  of  Disease  of  all  cases  was  3-2  days. 

The  Average  Duration  of  Residence  of  all  cases  was  36-5  days; 
of  recovered  cases,  36-6  days;  and  of  fatal  cases,  9-5  days.  The 
following  table  indicates  the  period  of  residence  of  the  1,184 
recovered  cases : —

Type  of  Disease. — 1,117,  or  93-7  per  cent.,  of  the  total  cases 
discharged  were  classified  as  mild;  64,  or  5-3  per  cent.,  as  moderately 
ill;  and  10,  or  0-8  per  cent.,  as  very  severe.  In  the  latter  group 
3 were  septic  and  4 toxic. 

The  Fatality  Rate,  as  calculated  on  the  discharges,  was  0-5  per 
cent. 
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Corrected  Diagnoses. — Of  the  cases  notified  as  scarlet  fever, 
140,  or  10-5  per  cent.,  were  wrongly  diagnosed.  These  were : — 
Adenitis,  5;  oedema  of  eyelids,  1;  arthritis,  1;  chickenpox,  10; 
chronic  eczema,  1 ; chronic  otitis  media,  2 ; dermatitis,  1 ; diphtheria, 
2 ; doubtful,  31 ; enema  rash,  1 ; erythema,  2 ; herpes,  1 ; impetigo,  2 ; 
negative,  47 ; pneumonia,  3 ; positive  swab,  1 ; rhinitis,  5 ; scabies,  2 ; 
septic  sores,  3 ; sore  throat,  17 ; vaccination  sore,  1 ; whooping  cough,  1. 

Cases  which  proved  to  be  Scarlet  Fever  on  observation  were 
admitted  to  hospital  as: — Diphtheria,  14;  pneumonia,  1. 

Complications. — 35-6  per  cent,  of  the  cases  discharged  had  one 
or  more  complications. 

Glands. — 141,  or  11-8  per  cent.,  of  the  cases  discharged  showed 
glandular  enlargement.  These  were  : — Non-suppurative  adenitis,  127  ; 
suppurative  adenitis,  14.  All  degrees  of  glandular  involvement  are 
included. 

Ear. — 74,  or  6-2  per  cent.,  developed  otitis  media;  3 were  moist 
on  discharge;  and  7 developed  mastoiditis. 

Heart. — In  35  cases  transient  murmurs  developed.  In  2 organic 
disease  resulted.  In  addition  to  the  above  there  were  : — Arrhythmia, 
16;  tachycardia,  2. 

Nose. — 117,  or  9-8  per  cent.,  developed  rhinitis. 

Joints. — In  29,  or  2-4  per  cent.,  transient  arthritis  was  present. 

Kidney. — 29,  or  2-4  per  cent.,  had  true  nephritis;  and  in  33 
transient  albuminuria  developed  during  the  course  of  the  disease. 
2 patients  had  uraemia. 

Lungs. — Bronchitis,  10 ; empyema,  1 ; pneumonia,  1 ; pulmonary 
oedema,  2. 

Eye. — Blepharitis,  7 ; conjunctivitis,  11. 

Skin. — Boils,  6;  erythema,  2;  paronychia,  31. 

Sepsis. — Abscesses,  12;  septic  sores,  16. 

Others. — Enteritis,  4;  jaundice,  5;  positive  swab,  17;  tonsillitis, 
16;  vaginitis,  12. 

Other  Conditions  present  on  Admission  and  not  related  to  the 
Attack  of  Scarlet  Fever. — Abscesses,  2;  Bell’s  paralysis,  1;  burn,  4; 
bursitis,  1;  cardiac  disease,  2;  cellulitis,  1;  chronic  blepharitis,  2; 
chronic  dermatitis,  1;  chronic  nephritis,  1;  chronic  otitis  media,  22; 
chronic  psoriasis,  1 ; chronic  rhinitis,  3;  dislocation  of  right  elbow,  1; 
eczema,  1 ; hernia  wound,  1 ; herpes,  2 ; ichthyosis,  1 ; impetigo,  4 ;

Diphtheria  Antitoxin. — 110  cases  received  diphtheria  antitoxin. 
The  average  amount  given  was  9,400  units. 

Mixed  Infections. — Chickenpox,  3;  diphtheria,  4;  erysipelas,  2; 
whooping  cough,  4. 

Cross  Infections. — 3 cases  were  incubating  chickenpox  and 

infected  22  others.  1 patient,  incubating  whooping  cough,  infected 
2 others. 

Return  Cases. — 28  days  is  taken  as  the  period  within  which 

a case  is  regarded  as  a “ return.”  In  the  following  figures,  cases, 
which  proved  on  observation  not  true  scarlet  fever,  hav6  been 
disregarded.  33  cases  presumably  infected  43  others.  Of  the 

“ infecting  ” cases,  2 had  non-suppurative  adenitis,  3 albuminuria, 
2 blepharitis,  1 conjunctivitis,  1 mastoiditis,  3 otitis  media,  1 

positive  swab,  4 rhinitis,  and  1 tonsillitis  while  in  hospital;  the 

others  were  clean.  8 of  the  “ infecting  ” cases  had  scarlet  fever 
antitoxin.  The  average  duration  of  residence  of  the  “ infecting  ” 
cases  was  36  days. 


The  infectivity  rate  is  2-7  per  cent,  of  all  true  cases  discharged.

Prophylaxis  in  other  Diseases. 

Children  admitted  to  hospital  suffering  from  other  diseases,  like 
measles,  whooping  cough,  tuberculosis,  &c.,  as  far  as  possible  had 
the  Dick  Test  performed,  and  the  susceptibles  were  immunised. 

Of  240  cases,  19  were  positive,  and  of  these  8 were  immunised 
against  scarlet  fever. 

Scarlet  Fever  Antitoxin. 

Published  results  of  the  treatment  of  scarlet  fever  by  scarlet  fever 
antitoxin  are  almost  unanimous  as  to  its  value  in  rapidly  modifying 
the  symptoms  and  hastening  their  disappearance.  Provided  the 
remedy  be  given  early  and  in  sufficient  dosage,  the  pain  in  the  throat 
is  greatly  relieved,  the  temperature  rapidly  drops  to  normal,  the  rash 
fades  within  24  hours  followed  by  modified  or  no  desquamation, 
complications  are  lessened,  and  the  period  of  residence  is  diminished. 

The  hospital  problem  is  more  or  less  limited  as  to  whether  the 
serum  should  be  administered  to  every  case  irrespective  of  severity. 
The  chief  points  are: — (1)  Can  the  death-rate  be  reduced?  (2)  Will 
complications  be  greatly  diminished  ? (3)  Is  it  possible  to  reduce  the 

period  of  residence  by  the  use  of  antitoxin  in  every  case? 

At  the  present  time  scarlet  fever  is  mild  in  over  90  per  cent,  of 
the  cases  and  the  death-rate  is  less  than  1 per  cent.  On  the  other 
hand  complications  are  numerous  and  the  disease  absorbs  a large 
proportion  of  fever  hospital  beds.  It  is  unlikely  that  any  great 
saving  in  life  is  possible  by  administering  antitoxin  to  every  case. 
On  the  other  hand,  if  a consistent  and  considerable  drop  in  the 
complication  rate  and  a marked  reduction  in  the  period  of  residence 
can  be  obtained  the  procedure  is  amply  justified. 

In  attempting  to  evaluate  the  results  obtained  from  the  use  of 
the  antitoxin,  attention  has  been  concentrated  principally  on  its 
value  in  the  prevention  of  complications.  The  favourable  effect  of 
serum  on  the  clinical  course  of  the  disease  can  be  taken  as  definitely 
proved  by  practically  all  observers  who  have  used  the  antitoxin 
extensively.  Figures  of  the  principal  complications  recorded  in  two 
previous  reports  are  repeated  for  comparison  with  those  of  the  year 
under  review. 

In  1926  serum-treated  cases  numbered  447.  Of  these,  356  mild 
cases  received  10  c.c.  unconcentrated  serum;  58  moderate  and  33 
severe  cases  were  given  larger  doses.  The  intramuscular  route  was 
employed,  with  the  exception  of  a few  of  the  severe  type.

The  serum  after-effects,  chiefly  rashes,  numbered  26-6  per  cent. 


Throughout  1930  a further  trial  was  undertaken  with  more 
accurate  controls.  278  patients  had  serum  intramuscularly,  209  intra- 
venously, and  273  had  no  serum.  In  this  experiment  concentrated 
serum  was  used  throughout.  The  very  mild  cases  had  5 c.c.  and  the 
more  severe  cases  30  c.c.  to  60  c.c.

Complications. — A review  of  the  above  figures  clearly  reveals  the 
fallacy  of  drawing  conclusions  from  results  obtained  in  any  one  year. 
The  best  results  were  obtained  in  the  first  experiment  and  the  least 
striking  in  1930  when  the  controls  were  more  accurate.  On  the  whole 
it  can  be  taken  that  complications  are  reduced,  but  not  to  any 
extraordinary  extent  by  the  use  of  antitoxin. 

Period  of  Residence. — The  duration  of  residence  in  hospital  was 
also  reduced  to  a slight  extent.  However,  in  1930,  curiously  enough, 
it  was  increased  by  2 days  in  the  serum  cases.

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The  after-effects  of  intravenous  serum  are  not  negligible  and  in 
a few  instances  alarming  in  spite  of  the  precaution  of  giving  glucose 
and  adrenalin  with  the  serum. 

Antitoxin  in  Toxic  Scarlet  Fever. 

During  the  last  8 years  18  toxic  cases  came  under  observation. 
In  7 the  serum  was  administered  by  the  vein,  in  8 intramuscularly, 
in  1 by  both  routes,  and  in  2 the  route  was  not  recorded.  The 
average  dose  was  66  c.c.  and  the  average  day  of  illness  3 days. 
Of  the  18  cases,  only  2 recovered.  In  the  16  fatal  cases  not  only 
had  the  antitoxin  no  effect  but  in  not  a few  the  end  was  thought  to 
be  accelerated  by  intravenous  serum. 

Conclusions. 

(1)  Scarlet  fever  antitoxin  was  found  to  have  most  effect  in 
moderate  and  severe  ordinary  scarlet  fever.  It  was  also  found  to 
be  of  some  value  in  septic  cases. 

(2)  The  remedy  reduced  complications  and  the  period  of  residence 
to  a slight  extent,  but  by  no  means  justified  administration  in  all 
mild  cases. 

(3)  The  intramuscular  route  is  the  safer  method  and  the  routine 
intravenous  method  is  not  justified  in  the  present  type  of  scarlet 
fever. 

(4)  In  true  toxic  scarlet  fever  intravenous  antitoxin  does  not  give 
the  results  one  obtains  in  ordinary  severe  scarlet  fever. 

Diphtheria. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  26  patients  were  resident  in  hospital, 
497  were  admitted  as  diphtheria,  and  the  diagnosis  was  revised  in 
187.  2 others  proved  to  be  suffering  from  diphtheria.  Of  these  338 

cases,  274  were  discharged  well,  25  died,  and  39  were  in  hospital  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

Removal  to  Hospital  was  carried  out  within  the  first  three  days 
of  illness  in  56-8  per  cent,  of  the  cases. 

The  Average  Day  of  Disease  of  all  cases  was  3-5  days  and  4-1 
days  in  the  fatal  cases. 

Duration  of  Residence. — The  average  duration  of  residence  of 
all  cases  was  33-1  days;  of  recovered  cases,  35-4  days;  and  of  fatal 
cases,  7-7  days.  6 of  the  fatal  cases  died  within  24  hours  of 
admission  and  other  2 within  48  hours.

The  classification  of  the  disease  is  according  to  the  site  of  the 
membrane  and  the  degree  of  toxaemia.  In  the  mild  cases  the  membrane 
or  exudate  was  small  and  unaccompanied  by  toxaemia ; in  the  moderate 
cases  the  membrane  was  more  extensive  and  the  toxaemia  considerable; 
and  in  the  severe  type  the  membrane  was  extensive  and  the  toxaemia 
profound. 

Bacteriological  cases  are  excluded  from  the  figures  and  also  cases 
of  sore  throat  with  persistent  negative  swabs. 

Faucial  Diphtheria  (271). — As  compared  with  the  previous  year 
the  proportion  of  mild  cases  has  increased  from  50  per  cent,  to, 
approximately,  70  per  cent. ; cases  of  moderate  severity  have  dropped 
from,  approximately,  30  per  cent,  to  15  per  cent.;  and  the  severe 
variety  has  dropped  by  5 per  cent.  In  the  faucial  group,  serum 
was  administered  before  admission  in  only  15  instances.  The  average 
amount  given  after  admission  was  45,200  units.  36  patients  developed 
one  or  more  complications,  11  showed  paralysis  in  some  form,  and 
38  had  serum  after-effects.  The  fatality  rate  in  the  pure  faucial 
group  was  5-9  per  cent.  In  6 other  instances  the  membrane  had 
spread  to  the  nose,  and  of  these,  5 were  fatal.  The  average  amount 
of  serum  administered  in  the  faucial  and  nasal  group  was  149,300 
units. 
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Laryngeal  Diphtheria. — In  15  cases,  or,  approximately,  5 per 
cent,  of  the  total  clinical  diphtherias,  the  larynx  was  solely  involved. 
Only  in  2 instances  was  operative  procedure  necessary.  One  recovered 
and  the  other  was  fatal.  The  average  amount  of  serum  given  was 
18,000  units.  Only  1 case  had  serum  before  admission.  In  other 
4 cases  the  membrane  involved  the  fauces  and  larynx.  2 of  these 
recovered. 

Tracheo-Bronchial  Diphtheria. — A male,  aged  19  years,  took  ill 
five  days  before  admission  with  what  the  practitioner  diagnosed  as 
a tonsillitis.  Although  the  membrane  spread  to  the  trachea  and 
bronchi  the  patient  was  not  notified  until  in  a dying  condition  on 
the  fifth  day  of  disease. 

Paralysis  Cases. — 2 missed  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified 
when  palatal  paresis  developed. 

Diphtheritic  Paralysis. — 17,  or  5-6  per  cent.,  of  the  clinical 
cases  developed  one  or  more  forms  of  paresis.  The  varieties  were : — 
Palate,  7 ; external  eye  muscle,  1 ; face  and  external  eye  muscle,  1 ; 
palate,  external  eye  muscle,  and  heart,  1 ; palate,  pharynx,  and 
ciliary  muscle,  1;  heart,  5;  general,  1.  In  addition  to  the  above 
2 patients  developed  marked  arrhythmia. 

Case  of  Extensive  Paresis. — A boy,  aged  14  years,  took  suddenly 
ill  with  what  was  called  a “ septic  throat.”  He  was  admitted  on  the 
third  day  in  a critical  condition.  A typical  membrane  had  spread 
all  over  the  hard  palate,  the  glands  formed  a typical  “ bull-neck  ” 
collar,  and  toxaemia  was  profound.  The  throat  was  not  clear  of 
membrane  until  the  seventh  day  in  hospital.  On  the  second  week 
palatal  paresis  developed,  and  on  the  sixth  week  the  left  side  of  face 
was  paralysed  and  he  was  unable  to  read.  By  the  eighth  week 
both  lower  limbs  were  practically  powerless.  After  five  months’ 
residence  the  patient  was  discharged  apparently  quite  well  and  has 
remained  so  until  the  present  time.  This  patient  had  400,000  units 
of  antitoxin  intravenously  and  400,000  units  intramuscularly  accom- 
panied by  large  doses  of  glucose  and  insulin.  After  the  initial  dose 
of  160,000  units  intravenously  and  100,000  units  intramuscularly  the 
remainder  of  the  800,000  units  was  spread  over  a period  of  six  days. 

Complications. — 51,  or  17  per  cent.,  of  the  clinical  cases  developed 
one  or  more  complications.  This  figure  does  not  include  serum 
rashes.  These  were: — Adenitis,  4;  albuminuria,  12;  arthritis,  1; 
arrhythmia,  2;  bronchitis,  3;  haemorrhage,  1;  otitis  media,  5; 
paralysis,  17;  paronychia,  3;  pneumonia,  2;  rhinitis,  3;  vaginitis,  4. 
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Other  Conditions  present  on  Admission. — Anaemia,  1 ; bronchitis, 
1 ; chronic  otitis  media,  1 ; chronic  rhinitis,  1 ; erythema  nodosum,  1 ; 
nephritis  and  uraemia,  1 ; pregnancy,  1 ; scabies,  2 ; septic  spots,  2 ; 
tuberculosis,  1;  vaginitis,  1. 

Antitoxin. — In  18,  or  6 per  cent.,  a history  was  obtained  that 
serum  had  been  administered  prior  to  admission.  The  average 
amount  given  in  hospital  to  the  clinical  cases  was  43,900  units. 
27  septic  cases  had  in  addition  an  average  of  28-5  c.c.  of  scarlet  fever 
antitoxin.  In  the  severe  type  of  disease  large  doses  were  given  by 
the  intravenous  or  intraperitoneal  routes.  28  patients  had  over 
100,000  units  given  between  the  intravenous  and  intramuscular 
routes.  1 patient  had  800,000  units  administered. 

After-effects. — 46,  or  15*3  per  cent.,  had  serum  rashes.  These 
were  : — Urticarial,  42 ; scarlatiniform,  1 ; morbilliform,  1 ; urticarial 
and  morbilliform,  2.  In  no  instance  was  true  anaphylaxis  observed. 
Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  & Co.’s  concentrated  serum  was  in  use 
throughout  the  year. 

Corrected  Diagnoses. — 187,  or  38-4  per  cent.,  of  the  cases 
discharged  were  wrongly  diagnosed  : — Alveolar  abscess,  1 ; blepharitis, 
1;  bronchitis,  3;  dacryo-cystitis,  1;  eczema,  1;  erysipelas,  1;  foreign 
body  in  larynx,  1 ; laryngitis,  7 ; marasmus,  1 ; naso-pharyngitis  4 ; 
negative,  33 ; otitis  media,  2 ; pharyngitis,  1 ; pneumonia,  1 ; positive 
swabs,  31;  rhinitis,  2;  scabies,  1;  scarlet  fever,  14;  septicaemia,  1; 
septic  sores,  1;  septic  tonsils,  18;  sore  throat,  57;  tonsillar  abscess,  3; 
tonsillitis,  1. 

Fatality  Rate. — 25,  or  8-3  per  cent.,  of  the  clinical  cases  were 
fatal. 

Fatal  Cases. — Of  the  25  deaths,  11  were  males  and  14  females. 
The  average  age  was  8-3  years,  2 being  adults;  the  average  duration 
of  illness  prior  to  admission  was  4-1  days;  and  the  average  residence 
in  hospital  was  7-7  days.  The  average  amount  of  serum  given  was 
208,700  units.  2 patients  had  serum  before  admission  to  hospital. 
13,  or  52  per  cent.,  of  the  fatal  cases  had  been  ill  more  than 
3 days  before  being  sent  to  hospital. 

Operative  Treatment. — Tracheotomy  was  performed  in  2 cases, 
both  died;  intubation  and  tracheotomy  in  2,  1 being  fatal. 

Treatment. — The  general  principles  of  treatment  throughout  the 
year  have  been  massive  doses  of  antitoxin,  by  the  intravenous  and 
intramuscular  routes  in  the  toxsemic  cases,  accompanied  by  glucose 
and  insulin. 
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Safety-pin  in  Bronchus. 

In  the  report  of  1923  a case  is  recorded  where  a safety-pin  in 
the  bronchus  had  given  rise  to  signs  suggestive  of  laryngeal  diph- 
theria. The  pin  was  successfully  removed  by  Dr.  Brown  Kelly  of  the 
Victoria  Infirmary,  Glasgow. 

The  present  case  was  a child  of  2 years  who  had  been  attending 
the  outdoor  department  of  another  hospital  for  some  laryngeal 
condition.  The  condition  got  worse,  and  the  child  was  notified  as 
laryngeal  diphtheria.  Intubation  relieved  the  spasm  temporarily. 
The  tube  had  to  be  reinserted  nightly.  As  our  X-ray  apparatus  was 
temporarily  out  of  order,  no  plate  was  taken.  A bronchoscopy  failed 
to  detect  the  foreign  body.  The  child  was  removed  to  the  Glasgow 
Royal  Infirmary,  where  an  X-ray  examination  showed  a safety-pin 
lodged  in  the  bronchus.  Dr.  Harper  successfully  removed  the  pin 
after  preliminary  tracheotomy. 

Dick  Test. 

Diphtheria  cases  had  the  Dick  Test  performed  as  a routine,  and 
the  susceptibles  were  immunised.  Of  300  notified  cases,  12  were 
positive,  and  8 were  immunised  against  scarlet  fever.

Enteric  Group. 

Throughout  the  year  63  patients  were  notified  as  enteric  fever. 
Of  these,  the  diagnosis  was  revised  in  23,  and  3 others  proved  to  be 
cases  of  the  enteric  group.  Of  43  cases,  42  were  discharged  well, 
and  1 was  in  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Removal  to  Hospital  was  carried  out  during  the  first  week  of 
illness  in  12  cases,  or  28-5  per  cent. ; during  the  second  week  in 
23  cases,  or  54-7  per  cent. ; during  the  third  week  in  5 cases,  or 
1T9  per  cent. ; and  during  the  fourth  week  in  2 cases,  or  4-7  per  cent. 

The  Average  Day  of  Disease  was  8-6  days,  and  the  average 
duration  of  residence  in  hospital,  34-1  days. 

The  Average  Age  was  21-2  years.  6 were  under  10  years  of  age. 
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Sex. — Male,  14;  female,  28. 

Fatality  Rate. — There  were  no  fatalities  among  the  proved  cases. 
Type  of  Disease.— The  infection  was  paratyphoid  B.  in  38  and 
true  typhoid  in  4.  The  disease  was  mild  in  33;  moderate,  8;  and 
severe,  1.

Corrected  Diagnoses. — Cancer  of  rectum,  1 ; chronic  nephritis,  1 ; 
constipation,  3 ; gastro-enteritis,  1 ; impetigo,  1 ; marasmus,  1 ; 
negative,  3;  positive  agglutination,  10;  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  1; 
ulcerative  colitis,  1. 

Others  which  proved  to  be  of  the  Enteric  Group  on  obser- 
vation were  admitted  to  hospital  as  : — Continued  fever,  1 ; 

pneumonia,  2. 

Paratyphoid  B. — 38  of  the  42  proved  cases  were  paratyphoid  B. 
infection. 

The  principal  features  of  this  small  outbreak  were  as  follows  : — 

Onset. — The  most  common  complaint  at  the  onset  was  headache 
and  abdominal  pain.  23  were  affected  in  this  way.  Only  12  gave 
a history  of  looseness  of  the  bowels,  16  were  drowsy,  and  in  5 shivering 
occurred. 

Bash. — In  25  instances  rose  spots  were  detected.  In  the  majority 
they  resembled  the  rose  spots  of  true  typhoid  fever  and  were  not  of 
the  coarse  paratyphoid  variety.  In  all  cases  the  numbers  were  scanty. 
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Abdomen. — Only  in  15  was  the  abdomen  full  or  tumid  and  at  all 
suggestive. 

Temperature. — In  most  of  the  cases  the  temperature  was  of  short 
duration  and  distinctly  irregular.  In  37  the  temperature  was  below 
100°F.,  and  in  5 only  above  this  figure. 

Pulse. — In  9 the  pulse  did  not  exceed  100  per  minute  and  in  33  it 
was  more  rapid. 

Toxcemia. — No  case  suffered  from  severe  toxaemia. 

Spleen. — The  spleen  was  palpable  in  24  instances. 

Bowels. — Diarrhoea  was  noted  in  8,  constipation  in  2,  and  in  32 
the  bowels  were  normal. 

Intestinal  haemorrhage  was  slight  in  6 and  severe  in  1. 

Bacteriological  Results.— The  blood  culture  was  negative  in  all 
the  cases.  From  the  faeces  the  organism  was  recovered  in  13  cases 
and  from  the  urine  in  9.  The  agglutination  titre  varied  from 
1-1000  to  1-4000  in  most  of  the  cases.  In  8 patients  the  blood 
agglutinated  both  B.  typhosus  and  B.  paratyphosus  B. 

Puerperal  Sepsis. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  28  patients  were  in  residence,  160 
were  admitted  as  puerperal  fever  or  pyrexia,  in  19  the  diagnosis  was 
revised,  and  4 others  proved  to  be  cases  of  puerperal  sepsis.  Of  these 
173  patients,  137  recovered,  22  died,  and  14  were  in  hospital  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Ttpe  of  Disease. — Mild,  77 ; moderate,  55 ; severe,  27. 

Of  the  159  cases,  the  infection  was  localised  in  the  uterus  in  132, 
13  were  septicaemic,  in  9 peritonitis  was  present,  in  5 the  kidney  was 
involved  either  primarily  or  secondarily,  and  in  1 the  disease  had 
affected  the  larger  veins. 

The  Average  Age  of  the  patients  was  27-2  years;  16  were  under 
20  years  of  age,  54  between  21  and  25  years,  33  between  26  and 
30  years,  26  between  31  and  35  years,  20  between  36  and  40  years, 
and  10  were  over  40  years  of  age. 

The  Average  Duration  of  Illness  of  all  cases  prior  to  admission 
was  4-5  days;  of  recovered  cases,  4-5  days;  and  of  fatal  cases, 
4-5  days. 

The  Average  Duration  of  Residence  was  29-9  days;  of  recovered 
cases,  32-9  days;  and  of  fatal  cases,  11-1  days. 
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Attendance  at  Birth. — Doctor,  11;  midwife,  20;  doctor  and 
midwife,  45;  hospital  cases,  81;  nil,  1;  doubtful,  1.

These 
were : — Hydronephrosis,  1 ; mastitis,  7 ; parametritis,  1 ; pelvic 
abscess,  2;  pelvic  cellulitis,  1;  post-puerperal  anaemia,  1. 

Treatment. — The  general  lines  of  treatment  throughout  the  year 
were : — Postural  drainage  aided  by  glycerine  and  proflavine ; the 
use  of  glucose  and  Blaud’s  capsules.  15  cases  of  profound  secondary 
anaemia  were  treated  by  repeated  intramuscular  injections  of  a 
friend’s  blood,  who  had  received  10  c.c.  of  polyvalent  streptococcal 
serum  intravenously  6 hours  before. 

17  patients  had  scarlet  fever  antitoxin,  anti-gas  gangrene,  or 
pneumococcal  serum.  52  of  the  hospital  cases  had  scarlet  fever 
antitoxin  before  admission. 


Erysipelas. 

Two  patients  were  in  hospital  at  the  beginning  of  the  year;  81 
were  admitted;  12  were  wrongly  diagnosed;  and  4 others  proved  to 
be  cases  of  erysipelas.  Of  these  75  cases,  54  recovered,  8 died,  and 
13  were  in  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Sex. — Male,  34 ; female,  28. 

Type  of  Disease.- — Mild,  18;  moderate,  29;  severe,  15. 

Situation  of  Disease. — Face,  55;  buttock,  1;  leg,  3;  shoulder,  1; 
wandering,  2. 

The  Average  Age  was  37  years;  3 were  under  1 year  of  age; 
8 between  1 and  10  years;  5 between  11  and  20  years,  6 between  21 
and  30  years,  9 between  31  and  40  years,  10  between  41  and  50  years, 
and  21  were  over  50  years  of  age. 

The  Average  Day  of  Disease  was  4-3  days  and  the  average 
residence  21-7  days. 

The  Fatality  Rate  was  12-9  per  cent,  of  the  cases  discharged. 
The  8 fatal  cases  died  from Pneumonia,  1;  pyaemia,  1;  septicaemia, 
2 ; toxaemia,  4. 

Complications. — 24-1  per  cent,  developed  complications.  These 
were: — Abscesses,  10;  albuminuria,  1;  bronchitis,  1;  nephritis,  2;

Tuberculosis. 

78  patients  were  admitted  with  the  diagnosis  of  tuberculosis.  In 
1 instance  the  diagnosis  was  revised,  and  33  other  cases  proved  to  be 
suffering  from  some  form  of  the  disease.  Of  these  110  cases,  87  were 
discharged  in  various  stages  of  improvement,  22  were  fatal,  and  1 was 
in  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year.

In  17  cases  tuber- 
cular effusions  were  aspirated.  One  old  pneumothorax  case  had  a 
phrenic  nerve  evulsed  and  1 chronic  tubercular  empyema  had  rib 
resection. 

Glandular  Tuberculosis. — 5.  Males,  4;  females,  1.  All  had 
tubercular  abscesses  opened. 

Articular  Tuberculosis. — 2.  A male,  aged  12  years,  sent  in  as 
an  osteomyelitis,  proved  to  be  a tubercular  hip,  with  concurrent 
appendicitis.  A female,  aged  32  years,  had  an  old  hip  sinus  scraped. 

Abdominal  Tuberculosis. — 1.  A female,  aged  23  years,  admitted 
as  continued  fever,  proved  to  be  suffering  from  advanced  abdominal 
tuberculosis.

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Classification  of  Disease. — Acute  lobar  pneumonia,  104; 
broncho-pneumonia,  54;  convalescent  pneumonia,  2. 

Type  of  Disease. — Mild,  40;  moderate,  61;  severe,  59. 

The  Situation  of  the  Lesion  in  the  lobar  cases  was  as  follows  : — 
Double,  11.  Right  side. — Base,  37;  apex,  12;  whole,  4.  Left  side. — 
Base,  30;  apex,  4;  whole,  6. 

The  Average  Day  of  Disease  of  all  cases  on  admission  was  5-6 
days;  of  recovered  cases,  5-6  days;  and  of  fatal  cases,  5-8  days. 

The  Average  Duration  of  Residence  of  all  cases  was  26-8  days; 
of  recovered  cases,  32-2  days;  and  of  fatal  cases,  7-4  days. 

The  Fatality  Rate  was  21-8  per  cent.  In  lobar  pneumonia  the 
fatality  rate  was  20-1  per  cent.;  right  side  lobar  pneumonia,  15  per 
cent.;  left  side  lobar  pneumonia,  15  per  cent.;  broncho-pneumonia, 
25-9  per  cent. 

Complications. — 32,  or  20  per  cent.,  of  the  discharges  developed 
one  or  more  complications.  These  were  : — Abscesses,  2 ; abscess  of 
lung,  1;  boils,  4;  cholecystitis,  1;  empyema,  10;  enteritis,  4;  jaundice, 
1 ; meningitis,  1 ; meningismus,  1 ; myocarditis,  1 ; nephritis,  3 ; otitis 
media,  5;  rheumatism,  1;  rhinitis,  2. 

Corrected  Diagnoses. — 108,  or  40-2  per  cent.,  of  the  cases 
discharged  were  wrongly  diagnosed  : — Anaemia,  2 ; bronchitis,  38  ; 
cardiac  disease,  7 ; constipation,  1 ; coronary  thrombosis,  1 ; diarrhoea, 
1 ; duodenal  ulcer,  1 ; empyema,  3 ; enteric  fever,  2 ; gastro-enteritis, 
1 ; impetigo,  2 ; influenza,  2 ; lung  tumour,  2 ; marasmus,  3 ; mastitis, 
3 ; meningismus,  1 ; naso-pharyngitis,  1 ; negative,  3 ; nephritis,  1 ; 
pleurisy,  2 ; puerperal  fever,  1 ; pulmonary  fibrosis,  1 ; pyelitis,  3 ; 
rhinitis,  1 ; scarlet  fever,  1 ; septicaemia,  1 ; sore  throat,  1 ; thrombo- 
phlebitis, 1;  tuberculosis,  17;  whooping  cough,  4. 

Concurrent  Diseases. — Parotitis,  1;  positive  swab,  1;  silicosis,  1; 
whooping-cough,  3. 

Other  Conditions  present  on  Admission. — Cardiac  disease,  2 : 
chronic  bronchitis,  2;  chronic  otitis  media,  7;  congenital  cardiac 
disease,  1 ; haemorrhoids,  1 ; marasmus,  1 ; pregnancy,  1 ; pyelitis,  1 ; 
rhinitis,  2 ; septic  sores,  4. 
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Cases  which  proved  to  be  Pneumonia  on  observation  were 
admitted  to  hospital  as  : — Diphtheria,  1 ; meningitis,  1 ; scarlet  fever, 
3;  whooping  cough,  1. 

Empyema. — Of  the  10  empyemata  occurring  after  pneumonia,  9 
were  pneumococcal  and  1 streptococcal.  In  8 resection  was  necessary 
and  in  2 aspiration  was  sufficient.  2 of  the  empyemas  were  fatal. 

Treatment. — The  pneumonia  cases  were  treated  on  general  lines — 
rest,  nursing,  and  oxygen.  Multivalent  serum  was  administered  in 
the  early  cases  in  18  instances.  The  average  dose  was  85  c.c. 
Generally,  50  c.c.  were  given  intravenously  and  50  c.c.  intra- 
muscularly. In  a few  cases  the  improvement  was  marked. 

Empyema. 

8 cases  of  empyema  were  admitted  for  operation. 

These  were  in  addition  to  those  occurring  as  a complication  in 
the  various  infections. 

Sex. — Male,  7;  female,  1. 

The  Average  Age  was  10  years  and  the  average  residence  in 
hospital  43-2  days. 

Type  op  Infection. — Pneumococcal,  6 ; staphylococcus  aureus,  1 ; 
streptococcal,  1. 

In  6 cases  rib  resection  was  necessary  after  repeated  aspiration. 
In  2 instances  aspiration  alone  was  performed. 

Fatal  Cases. — 3.  (1)  an  adult,  aged  43  years,  died  from  a 
streptococcal  infection ; (2)  a boy,  aged  4 years,  had  a double  empyema 
following  a late  nephritis;  (3)  a male,  aged  2 years,  died  from  a 
pneumococcal  infection. 


Meningitis. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. — Of  12  proved  cases,  3 recovered  and 
9 died.  6 were  males  and  6 females. 

The  average  age  was  8-1  years.  2 of  the  patients  were  adults. 
The  average  day  of  disease  was  10  days  and  the  average  duration  of 
residence  19*9  days. 

Type  of  Disease. — All  were  severe  in  type. 
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T reatment. — The  average  amount  of  serum  administered  per 
patient  was  204  c.c.  by  the  cisterna,  intravenous,  and  intramuscular 
routes. 

Pneumococcal  Meningitis. — A female,  aged  7 years,  died  within 
24  hours  of  admission  from  pneumococcal  meningitis. 

Corrected  Diagnoses.— Adenitis,  1;  albuminuria,  1;  bronchitis, 
1 ; chronic  tetanus,  1 ; constipation,  6 ; empyema,  1 ; gastro-enteritis, 
1 ; influenza,  2 ; marasmus,  1 ; negative,  2 ; poliomyelitis,  1 ; rhinitis, 
1 ; thrombosis  lateral  sinus,  1. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Of  the  2 cases  notified,  1 proved  to  be  suppurative  adenitis  and 
the  other  pneumonia.  4 notified  as  pneumonia  and  1 as  scarlet  fever 
proved  to  be  cases  of  whooping  cough. 

3 were  males  and  2 females.  The  average  age  was  4-4  years;  the 
average  day  of  disease,  8-1  days;  and  the  average  residence,  41-4  days. 

Chickenpox. 

2 cases  were  admitted  as  such  and  10  were  notified  as  scarlet  fever. 
The  12  patients  were  discharged  well.  9 were  males  and  3 females. 
The  average  day  of  disease  was  3-6  days ; the  average  age,  4-5  years ; 
and  the  average  residence,  27-5  days. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  4 cases  were  in  residence.  Throughout 
the  year  99  patients  were  admitted  for  indoor  treatment.  Of  these, 
41  were  wrongly  diagnosed.  Of  62  cases,  57  were  discharged  in 
varying  stages  of  improvement  and  5 were  in  hospital  at  the  end 
of  the  year.

pemphigus,  1 ; phagedama,  1 ; septic  phimosis,  2 ; simple  ophthalmia, 
14;  vaginitis,  5. 

Complications  and  Reasons  for  Indoor  Treatment. — Abscesses,  4; 
anaemia,  1;  epididymitis,  5;  glycosuria,  1;  hernia,  1;  herpes,  1; 
keratitis,  2;  phimosis,  9;  pneumonia,  1;  pregnancy,  4;  rheumatism, 
2;  sore  throat,  1. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — There  were  8 gonococcal  cases.  3 were 
mild,  4 moderate,  and  1 severe.  All  were  discharged  with  clear 
corneas. 

21  others,  notified  as  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  proved  to  be : — 
Simple  ophthalmia,  14;  conjunctivitis,  2;  keratitis,  5. 

The  number  and  nature  of  the  cases  attending  at  the  outdoor 
clinic  and  the  areas  from  which  they  came  are  shown  in  the  following 
table.

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The  Staff. 

On  31st  December,  1933  the  indoor  staff  comprised  1 physician- 
superintendent,  2 assistant  medical  officers,  1 matron,  12  sisters, 
1 staff  nurse,  64  probationers,  and  36  maids. 

The  outdoor  staff  consisted  of  1 engineer,  3 firemen,  1 gardener, 
5 assistant  gardeners,  2 chauffeurs,  1 V.D.  attendant,  1 X-ray 
attendant,  2 clerks,  1 telephone  operator,  and  1 storekeeper. 

The  total  staff  numbered  135. 

Lectures. — From  October  till  April  lectures  and  demonstrations 
on  elementary  anatomy  and  physiology,  hygiene,  fevers,  the  theory 
and  practice  of  nursing,  and  medical  and  surgical  nursing,  in  accor- 
dance with  the  syllabus  of  the  General  Nursing  Council,  were  given 
by  the  medical  staff  and  matron.  The  course  in  cooking  and  dietetics 
was  given  by  the  Education  Authority. 

21  probationers  passed  the  Final  Examination  and  were  granted 
the  General  Nursing  Council  Certificate  for  Fever  Nursing,  whilst 
14  others  completed  the  Preliminary  Examination  under  this  scheme. 
12  probationers  were  awarded  cookery  certificates  by  the  Education 
Authority. 

Staff  Illnesses. — 43  probationers  and  17  maids  were  warded 
for  the  following  illnesses : — Abdominal  pain,  1 ; abscess,  1 ; aphonia, 
1 ; bruised  shoulder,  1 ; cold,  1 ; conjunctivitis,  1 ; constipation,  1 ; 
cut  finger,  1 ; diphtheria,  1 ; erysipelas,  1 ; epistaxis,  1 ; headache,  1 ; 
influenza,  7;  jaundice,  1;  menorrhagia,  1;  mumps,  1;  negative,  2; 
pain  in  ankle,  1 ; pneumonia,  1 ; reaction  to  T.A.B.  vaccine,  1 ; 
scarlet  fever,  1 ; serum  rash,  1 ; septic  spots,  1 ; sore  arm,  1 ; sore 
feet,  1 ; sore  throat,  25 ; tonsillar  abscess,  1 : tonsillitis,  2. 

The  sick  staff  lost  756  working  days. 

Inoculations. — 36  probationers  and  3 maids  were  vaccinated 
with  T.A.B.  vaccine  against  the  enteric  group  of  diseases. 

11  probationers  were  vaccinated  against  small-pox. 

Immunisation. — 94  of  the  staff  had  the  Schick  Test  performed. 
Of  28  positives,  18  were  immunised.  One  probationer,  who  had  been 
immunised  one  month  previously,  developed  diphtheria. 

Of  86  Dick  Tests,  16  reacted,  and  12  of  these  were  immunised. 
One  probationer,  who  was  Dick  negative  one  month  before,  took 
scarlet  fever.

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General. 

Compared  with  last  year’s  figures,  there  was  a decrease  of  2 in 
the  total  number  of  cases  admitted,  but  there  was  an  increase  in  the 
scarlet  fever  cases  to  the  extent  of  50,  the  figures  for  diphtheria  and 
pneumonia  being  correspondingly  reduced.  The  numbers  of  the  other 
diseases  remained  much  the  same  as  in  previous  years. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  115  cases  in  residence. 
The  number  of  admissions  was  962,  making  a total  of  1,077.  Of 
these,  921  were  discharged  well  and  48  died,  leaving  108  cases  in 
hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  fatality  rate,  calculated  on  all  the  cases  discharged,  was  5 per 
cent.  This  figure  includes  all  cases  dying  in  hospital,  including  cases 
which  were  moribund  on  admission  and  died  within  a few  hours. 

The  average  monthly  rate  of  admission  was  80,  the  lowest  number 
of  admissions  occurring  in  June  and  the  highest  number  in  December, 
the  figures  being  61  and  92  respectively — this  rate  being  exactly  the 
same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

The  average  number  of  patients  resident  was  102,  the  highest 
number  being  121  (on  3rd  January)  and  the  lowest  79  (on  12tli  July). 

During  the  year  there  were  long  periods  during  which  the  demand 
for  beds  was  greater  than  the  accommodation  available,  with  the 
result  that  many  cases  from  the  hospital  area  had  to  be  refused 
admission.  The  lack  of  suitable  facilities  for  the  isolation  of  doubtful 
cases  and  of  cases  of  mixed  infection  was  again  felt  during  the  year. 
In  the  very  last  week,  owing  to  the  presence  of  chickenpox,  it  was 
found  necessary  to  stop  admissions  to  one  of  the  wards,  thus 
diminishing  for  some  time  the  accommodation  for  scarlet  fever  cases. 
The  continued  presence  in  a ward  of  a secondary  infection  tends  to 
discourage  the  nursing  staff,  renders  administration  more  difficult, 
and  detracts  from  the  good  name  of  the  hospital. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

69  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  in  hospital  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  The  number  of  cases  admitted  was  608.  In  20  cases  the 
diagnosis  was  revised.  Of  the  657  true  cases,  585  were  discharged 
well  and  5 died,  leaving  67  cases  in  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Removal  to  Hospital  was  carried  out  in  96-4  per  cent,  of  cases 
in  the  first  week  of  illness,  2-4  per  cent,  in  the  second  week,  and  1-2 
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per  cent,  in  the  third  week  or  later.  The  average  duration  of 
disease  on  admission  was  3-3  days. 

The  Average  Duration  of  Residence  of  mild  cases  was  40-2  days; 
of  moderate  cases  42-7  days;  of  severe  cases  71  days;  and  of  fatal 
cases  6-2  days. 

Revised  Diagnosis. — The  diagnosis  was  revised  in  20  cases  as 
follows  : — Tonsillitis,  5 ; negative,  4 ; skin  rash,  3 ; rubella,  2 ; feeding 
rash,  2 ; diphtheria,  1 ; influenza,  1 ; impetigo,  1 ; tuberculous 
meningitis,  1.  The  last-mentioned  case  died. 

Type  of  Disease. — The  disease  continues  as  in  the  previous  year 
to  be  of  a slightly  more  severe  type  than  previously.  Of  the  cases 
discharged  81-8  per  cent,  were  classified  as  mild,  13-8  per  cent,  as 
moderately  severe,  and  4-4  per  cent,  as  severe. 

The  Fatality  Rate  as  calculated  on  discharges  was  0-85  per  cent. 

Complications. — 253  cases,  or  43  per  cent.,  of  discharges  developed 
one  or  more  complications  as  follows  : — 

Adenitis. — 54  cases,  or  9-23  per  cent.,  had  glandular  enlargement 
and  in  1 case  suppuration  resulted. 

Otorrhcea. — 48  cases,  or  7-86  per  cent.,  developed  otitis,  and  in 
2 cases  a mastoid  operation  was  performed. 

Rhinitis. — 60  cases,  or  10-3  per  cent.,  developed  rhinitis. 

Arthritis. — 13  cases,  or  2-2  per  cent.,  showed  joint  pains. 

Renal  Cojnplications. — 10  cases,  or  1-7  per  cent.,  developed 
nephritis;  while  21  cases,  or  3-6  per  cent.,  had  albuminuria. 

Cardiac  Involvement.  — 9 cases,  or  1-5  per  cent.,  developed 
endocarditis;  while  5 cases,  or  -85  per  cent.,  showed  arrhythmia. 

Sepsis. — Septic  finger,  5 ; cellulitis  of  neck,  1 ; abscesses,  5 (thigh, 
groin,  buttock,  axilla,  and  neck). 

Other  Complications. — Tonsillitis,  10;  quinsy,  2;  vaginitis,  9; 
enteritis,  3;  sinus  thrombosis,  1;  dermatitis,  1;  impetigo,  1. 

Mixed  Infections. — Chickenpox,  21;  diphtheria,  14;  rubella,  3. 

Antitoxin. — Many  severe  and  moderate  cases  were  given  scarlet 
fever  antitoxin,  the  dose  varying  with  the  case.  In  addition, 
prophylactic  doses  were  administered  in  cases  where  the  patients  were 
considered  not  to  have  the  disease  on  admission.  The  amounts  injected 
were  as  follows  : — 38  got  5 c.c. ; 56  got  10  c.c.  ; 16  got  15  c.c. ; 6 got 
20  c.c. ; 4 got  30  c.c. ; and  2 got  40  c.c. 
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Many  cases  also  were  given  anti-diphtheria  serum — in  treatment 
of  the  disease  and  to  clear  up  discharges: — 10  got  4,000  units; 
17  got  8,000  units;  7 got  12,000  units;  8 got  16,000  units;  2 got 

20.000  units;  2 got  24,000  units;  1 got  32,000  units;  and  1 got 

72.000  units. 


Diphtheria. 

23  cases  of  diphtheria  were  in  hospital  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  157  cases  were  admitted,  of  whom  7 were  wrongly  diagnosed. 
Of  the  173  proved  cases,  137  were  discharged  well  and  15  died, 
leaving  21  cases  in  residence  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Removal  to  Hospital  was  carried  out  within  the  first  three  days 
in  58-4  per  cent,  of  cases.  The  average  number  of  days  which  had 
elapsed  in  recovered  cases  was  3-5  and  in  fatal  cases  4-6. 

The  Average  Duration  of  Residence  of  recovered  cases  was  50 
days  and  of  fatal  cases  8-2  days. 

Altered  Diagnosis.- — In  7 cases  the  diagnosis  was  altered  as 
follows: — Tonsillitis,  3;  scarlet  fever,  3;  laryngitis,  1. 

Type  of  Disease. — It  was  noticed  during  the  year  that  the 
virulence  of  infection  varied,  and  that  the  type  of  cases  admitted 
during  February  and  during  November  was  particularly  fatal — the 
patients  in  some  instances  showing  no  response  to  treatment. 

Faucial  Diphtheria.- — In  124  cases,  excluding  the  fatal  cases,  the 
site  of  the  lesion  was  the  fauces. 

Mild. — 75  cases  were  of  a mild  type,  with  little  toxaemia.  The 
average  amount  of  antitoxin  given  was  14,700  units  and  the  average 
duration  of  stay  was  44-2  days. 

Complications. — Adenitis,  4;  tonsillitis,  2 ; otitis,  2 ; impetigo,  1. 

Moderate. — 33  cases  were  classed  as  moderate — the  lesions  being 
larger,  with  some  toxaemia.  The  average  amount  of  antitoxin  given 
was  22,600  units  and  the  average  stay  was  53-7  days. 

Complications. — Carditis,  5 ; albuminuria,  2 ; nephritis,  1 ; 
otitis,  1;  palatal  paralysis,  1;  rhinitis,  1. 

Severe. — 16  cases  had  extensive  local  lesions  and  profound 
toxaemia.  The  average  amount  of  antitoxin  given  was  35,900  units 
and  the  duration  of  residence  70-6  days. 

Complications. — Paralysis,  10  (palatal,  7 ; cardiac,  2 ; and 
ciliary,  1);  anuria,  1;  albuminuria,  1;  otitis,  1.

Laryngeal  Diphtheria. — Excluding  fatal  cases,  5 patients  showed 
the  larynx  alone  involved  the  average  amount  of  serum  injected 
being  15,000  units  and  the  average  stay  being  48-2  days. 

Tracheotomy  for  obstruction  was  performed  in  three  cases,  but 
all  died. 

Nasal  Cases  numbered  2 — the  average  dose  being  8,000  and  the 
stay  50-5  days. 

Nasal  with  Laryngeal  or  Pharyngeal  Lesions  occurred  in  3 
cases,  the  average  dose  being  26,000  units  and  the  duration  of 
residence  55-6  days. 

Positive  Swab  Cases  numbered  3.  The  average  dose  was  5,300 
units  and  the  stay  40-6  days. 

Fatal  Cases  numbered  15,  distributed  as  follows: — Faucial,  10; 
laryngeal,  4 (tracheotomy,  3);  and  positive  swab,  1 (resp.  paraly.). 

The  Average  Period  of  Residence  was  8-2  days  and  the  serum 
dose  35,000  units. 

The  Fatality  Rate  calculated  on  the  clinical  cases  was  9-9 
per  cent. 

Mixed  Infections. — Scarlet  fever,  2 ; chickenpox,  1 ; rubella,  1 ; 
and  Vincent’s  angina,  1. 

Antitoxin. — Messrs.  Burroughs,  Wellcome,  & Co.’s  concentrated 
serum  was  used  throughout  the  year.  The  average  amount  given  to 
the  cases  discharged  well  was  19,000  units. 

Pneumonia. 

22  cases  were  in  hospital  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  158  cases 
were  admitted,  of  whom  37  were  wrongly  diagnosed.  Of  the  143 
true  cases,  21  died  and  104  were  discharged  well,  leaving  18  cases 
in  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year.  3 cases  died  in  the  group  of 
37  where  the  diagnosis  was  altered. 

Classification  of  Disease.  — Acute  lobar  pneumonia,  52; 
broncho-pneumonia,  43 ; influenzal  pneumonia,  3 ; pneumonia  and 
whooping-cough,  1 ; empyema,  5. 

The  Average  Day  of  Disease  on  admission  of  all  cases  was 
5-4  days. 
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The  Fatality  Rate  calculated  on  discharges  was  14-8  per  cent. 
Complications. — Empyema  was  present  in  5 cases,  all  of  whom 
had  rib  resection  with  good  result  on  recovery;  otitis,  4; 
dermatitis,  1;  impetigo,  1;  conjunctivitis,  1. 

Corrected  Diagnosis. — Bronchitis,  10;  phthisis,  8;  influenza,  6; 
bronchial  catarrh,  4;  nil,  3;  rheumatism,  1;  anaemia,  1;  enteritis,  1. 

Deaths.— Lobar  pneumonia,  7;  broncho-pneumonia,  13;  influenzal 
pneumonia,  1. 

Altered  Diagnosis  Deaths. — Nephritis,  1 ; gastritis,  1 ; bronchitis 
with  whooping-cough,  1. 


Erysipelas. 

There  were  no  cases  of  erysipelas  in  hospital  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  but  20  cases  were  admitted,  all  of  whom  were  discharged 
well,  leaving  none  in  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Average  Age  was  30-7  years. 

The  Average  Duration  of  Residence  was  19-6  days. 

Situation  of  Disease. — Face,  17;  leg,  2;  ear,  1. 

No  case  showed  any  complication  and  there  were  no  fatalities. 
All  cases  admitted  were  true  cases  of  erysipelas. 

Meningitis. 

1 case  was  in  hospital  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  7 cases 
were  admitted.  Of  the  7 discharged,  2 died  and  5 recovered,  leaving 
1 case  in  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Of  the  fatal  cases,  1 (three  years  of  age)  was  proved  to  be  cerebro- 
spinal meningitis,  and  he  only  survived  50  minutes  after  admission. 
The  other  death  was  due  to  infantile  convulsions— the  child  of  one 
and  a-half  years  living  only  29  hours  after  admission. 

Altered  Diagnosis. — Encephalitis  lethargica  (removed  to  Omoa), 
1 ; broncho-pneumonia  (recovered),  1 ; infantile  convulsions  (died),  1 ; 
and  scarlet  fever  (recovered),  1. 

Of  three  cases  proved  cerebrospinal  meningitis,  one  died  within  15 
minutes,  -while  the  other  two  recovered  after  the  intrathecal  injection 
of  60  c.c.  and  of  70  c.c.  of  anti-meningococcal  serum  respectively. 
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Miscellaneous  Cases. 

Enteric  fever,  1 ; para-typhoid  fever,  3 ; dysentery,  1 ; pleural 
effusion,  1 ; erythema  nodosum,  1 ; rheumatic  fever,  1 ; birth,  1 ; 
whooping-cough,  2 (1  of  whom  died).

Grounds  and  Buildings. 

During  the  year  the  necessary  work  of  repairing  and  re-pointing 
the  four  main  pavilions  was  carried  out,  so  that  they  are  now  in 
very  good  condition.  Similar  work  was  done  to  the  waiting-rooms 
and  the  dwelling-houses  of  the  hospital. 

Painter  work  was  carried  out  in  the  interior  of  Pavilion  VI  and  in 
the  laundry. 

The  fuel  economiser  at  the  engine-house  was  the  subject  of  various 
tests  during  the  year.  It  was  found  after  some  structural  work  had 
been  carried  out  below  the  boiler  that  an  appreciable  increase  of 
temperature  in  the  feed-water  was  obtained,  and  that,  for  a constant 
demand,  the  use  of  the  calorifier  resulted  in  a saving  of  over  two 
tons  of  fuel  per  week. 

Staff. 

The  staff  at  the  end  of  the  year  comprised — 1 physician-superin- 
tendent, 1 matron,  5 sisters,  2 staff  nurses,  22  probationer  nurses. 

The  domestic  staff  consisted  of  1 cook  and  15  maids. 

The  outdoor  staff  comprised  1 foreman  mechanic,  2 firemen, 
1 chauffeur,  and  1 gardener. 

The  health  of  the  staff  throughout  the  year  was  satisfactory.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL. 


On  the  1st  January,  1933,  82  patients  were  in  residence.  During 
the  year  619  were  admitted,  making  a total  of  701.  Of  these,  597 
were  discharged  well,  31  died,  and  73  were  in  residence  at  the  end 
of  the  year.

Scarlet  Fever. — The  admissions  remain  high  and  although  slightly 
lower  than  last  year,  still  show  a marked  increase  from  previous 
years.  This  slight  decrease  is  in  part  due  to  the  increase  this 
year  of  the  average  duration  of  residence  by  5-8  days  and  not  to 
a diminution  in  actual  cases  notified.  The  excess,  owing  to  lack  of 
accommodation,  have  either  had  to  be  treated  at  home  or  sent 
to  other  institutions.  The  type  of  disease  was  in  the  main  mild, 
and  the  fatal  cases  due  in  greater  part  to  complications  arising  in 
the  course  of  the  disease.  The  death-rate  was  0-9  per  cent.,  as 
compared  with  0-63  per  cent,  in  1932,

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Diphtheria. — The  admissions  this  year  are  practically  identical 
in  number  with  last  year.  The  percentage  of  severe  cases,  however, 
was  considerably  increased,  the  death-rate  being  higher  by  5-3  per 
cent.  1 case  only  required  operative  interference. 

Pneumonia. — 64  cases  of  pneumonia  were  admitted  during  the 
year.  This  is  an  increase  of  68  per  cent.,  as  compared  with  1932. 
The  death-rate  over  all  cases  was  25  per  cent.  This  includes  5 
patients  who  died  within  24  hours  of  admission.  The  removal  of 
moribund  cases  to  hospital  is  to  be  deprecated. 

The  number  of  admissions  over  all  was  greatest  during  April, 
the  total  for  that  month  being  73. 

The  Average  Duration  of  Residence  of  all  cases  discharged  was 
35-8  days;  of  all  recovered  cases  37- 1 days,  and  of  fatal  cases  9-8 
days. 

The  Fatality  Rate  as  calculated  on  all  cases  discharged  was  4-9 
per  cent.  This  is  an  increase  of  2-6  per  cent.,  as  compared  with 
the  previous  year.  This  includes  all  cases  dying  in  hospital, 
including  14  who  died  within  24  hours  of  admission  to  hospital.

Corrected  Diagnoses. — -Diagnosis  was  revised  in  104  cases,  or  16-5 
per  cent.,  of  the  total  cases  discharged. 

Tuberculosis. — The  detailed  statistics  dealing  with  the  sanatorium 
are  appended  in  a separate  section. 

Accommodation. — The  accommodation  of  the  institution  as  in  the 
previous  year  has  been  taxed  to  the  utmost,  and  during  the  peak 
period  cases  of  all  kinds,  but  especially  scarlet  fever,  have  had  to 
be  refused.  As  previously  stated  no  further  progress  can  be  made 
without  the  provision  of  more  accommodation.  The  following  table

The  modern  treatment  of  tuberculosis  as  instituted  in  1932 
continues  to  be  greatly  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  an  X-ray 
apparatus  and  other  modern  equipment.  Any  patient  not  able  to 
be  transported  to  Motherwell  County  Hospital  for  X-ray  is  denied 
the  benefit  which  might  be  derived  from  the  induction  of  an  artificial 
pneumothorax  or  other  surgical  treatment.  As  stated  in  previous 
reports,  the  lack  of  an  X-ray  apparatus  and  a proper  operating 
theatre  in  a hospital  of  modern  construction  such  as  this  is  almost 
in  these  days  unprecedented. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

55  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  in  hospital  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year.  During  the  year  436  patients  were  admitted.  The 
diagnosis  was  revised  in  35  cases.  Of  the  remaining  456  cases,  405 
were  discharged  well,  4 died,  and  47  were  in  hospital  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

Removal  to  Hospital  was  carried  out  in  96-9  per  cent,  of  the 
cases  in  the  first  week  of  illness,  2-1  per  cent,  in  the  second  week, 
and  1 per  cent,  in  the  third  week  or  later. 

The  Average  Day  of  Disease  of  all  cases  was  3-1  days. 

Duration  of  Residence. — The  average  duration  of  residence  of  all 
cases  was  38-9  days;  of  recovered  cases,  39  days;  and  of  fatal  cases, 

19  days. 

Type  of  Disease. — The  cases  have  been  classified  as  mild,  moderate, 
pr  severe,  depending  on  the  severity  of  the  attack  and  the  degree 
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of  toxaemia  present.  Included  also  in  the  last  category  are  3 cases 
of  septic  scarlet  fever  and  1 case  of  malignant  scarlet  fever. 

328,  or  80-2  per  cent.,  of  the  total  cases  discharged  were  classified 
as  mild. 

70,  or  171  per  cent.,  of  the  total  cases  discharged  were  classified 
as  moderate. 

11,  or  2-7  per  cent.,  of  the  total  cases  discharged  were  classified 
as  severe. 

Fatality  Rate. — 4 cases,  or  0 9 per  cent.,  of  the  cases  discharged 
died. 

Fatal  Gases. — 

(1)  Male,  aged  7^  years,  admitted  on  15th  day  of  disease 
with  acute  nephritis,  uraemic  convulsions,  and  broncho- 
pneumonia as  complications.  Venisection  and  intravenous 
saline  and  glucose  were  tried.  Patient  partially  responded  to 
treatment,  but  died  five  days  after  admission.  The  post- 
mortem showed  : — 

Brain. — (Edema  and  flattening  of  convolutions. 

Lungs. — Extensive  bronchopneumonic  consolidation. 

Kidneys. — Petechial  haemorrhages  in  cortex;  large  infarct 
of  lower  pole  of  right  kidney. 

(2)  Male,  aged  4|  years,  admitted  3rd  day  of  disease ; was 
operated  upon  for  acute  mastoiditis  on  the  9th  day  ; developed 
pyaemia  with  multiple  abscess  formation. 

(3)  Male,  aged  4 years,  admitted  3rd  day  of  disease; 
developed  bronchopneumonia  which  proved  fatal. 

(4)  Male,  aged  36  years,  suffering  from  malignant  scarlet 
fever,  died  6 hours  after  admission  ; total  duration  of  illness 
was  3 days. 

Corrected  Diagnoses. — Of  the  cases  notified  as  scarlet  fever,  35, 
or  8 per  cent.,  were  wrongly  diagnosed.  These  were; — Erythema,  1 ; 
diphtheria,  1;  nil,  6;  tonsillitis,  6;  doubtful,  8;  enema  rash,  2; 
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German  measles,  3 ; otorrhcea,  1 ; sore  throat,  5 ; burn  of  chest,  1 ; 
gastro-enteritis,  1. 


Complications.- — 391  per  cent,  of  the  cases  discharged  developed 
one  or  more  of  the  following  complications : — 


Glands. — 74,  or  18-1  per  cent.,  showed  some  degree  of  cervical 
adenitis.  The  majority  were  mild,  but  all  have  been 
included.  Suppurative  adenitis,  3;  non-suppurative,  71. 

Ears. — 23,  or  5-6  per  cent.,  developed  otitis  media.  5 developed 
acute  mastoiditis  and  required  operation. 

Noses. — 27,  or  6-8  per  cent.,  developed  rhinorrhcea. 

Joints. — 11,  or  2-7  per  cent.,  developed  joint  pains.  They 
have  been  classified  as  follows  according  to  duration  and 
severity  of  symptoms  : — 

Acute  rheumatism,  1;  Sub-acute  rheumatism,  3; 

Transient  arthritis,  6;  Erythema  nodosum,  1. 

Kidneys. — 7,  or  1-7  per  cent.,  developed  acute  nephritis; 
5,  or  T2  per  cent.,  developed  sub-acute  nephritis;  10,  or 
2-4,  per  cent.,  developed  transient  albuminuria. 

Heart. — 4 cases  had  transient  tachycardia. 

Sepsis. — Abscesses,  5;  septic  fingers,  8;  quinsy,  4.

Serum  Rash. — 11  patients,  or  10- 6 per  cent.,  of  the  cases  treated 
with  serum  developed  serum  rashes.  All  were  urticarial.  The  rashes 
occurred  from  the  sixth  to  the  twelfth  day. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin. — 15  cases  received  diphtheria  antitoxin. 
The  average  dose  was  6,000  units. 

Mixed  Infections. — Scarlet  fever  and  whooping-cough,  2;  scarlet 
fever  and  chickenpox,  2;  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria,  1. 

Cross  Infections. — 1 case  incubating  whooping-cough  infected  1 
other;  2 cases  incubating  chickenpox  infected  4 others. 

“ Return  ” Cases. — 28  days  has  been  taken  as  the  period  within 
which  a case  is  regarded  as  a “ return.”  6 cases  presumably 
infected  7 others.  These  return  cases  occurred  from  2 to  25  days 
after  the  dismissal  of  the  infecting  cases.  All  the  infecting  cases 
were  clean  cases  while  in  hospital,  and  the  average  duration  of 
residence  was  34-4  days. 
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Injectivity  Rate. — The  infectivity  rate  calculated  on  this  basis 
is,  therefore,  T8  per  cent.

Diphtheria. 

16  cases  of  diphtheria  were  in  residence  on  the  1st  of  January, 
1933.  During  the  year  98  cases  were  admitted  as  diphtheria;  the 
diagnosis  was  revised  in  43  cases.  Of  the  71  true  cases,  58  were 
discharged  well,  6 died,  and  7 were  in  residence  at  the  end  of  the 

year. 

Removal  to  Hospital  was  carried  out  within  the  first  3 days  of 
illness  in  62-5  per  cent,  of  the  cases.  In  the  fatal  cases  the  average 
duration  of  illness  prior  to  admission  was  6-3  days. 

The  Average  Day  of  Disease  of  all  cases  on  admission  was  4-9 

days. 

Duration  of  Residence. — The  average  duration  of  residence  in 
hospital  of  all  cases  was  39-5  days;  of  recovered  cases,  42  days;  and 
of  fatal  cases,  6 days.

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I.  Faucial  Diphthekia. — In  5(J  cases,  including  1 fatal  case,  the 
faucial  region  of  the  throat  alone  was  involved. 

(a)  Mild. — In  31  cases  the  disease  was  classified  as  mild.  The 
average  amount  of  serum  given  was  13,000  units;  2 patients  had 
serum  prior  to  admission.  There  were  no  deaths.  3 patients  had 
also  scarlet  fever  antitoxin. 

Complications.  — 6 patients  developed  one  or  more  of  the 
following  complications : — Cervical  adenitis,  4 ; otitis  media,  1 ; 
albuminuria,  1 ; sepsis,  1. 

Serum  Rash.—  5 patients  developed  serum  rashes. 

(b)  Moderate. — 13  cases  were  classified  as  moderate.  In  these 
cases  the  membrane  was  fairly  extensive  and  considerable  toxaemia 
was  present.  The  average  amount  of  serum  given  was  29,000  units. 
1 patient  had  serum  prior  to  admission.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Scarlet  Fever  Antitoxin. — 3 patients  had  scarlet  fever  antitoxin. 

Complications. — 6 patients  developed  one  or  more  of  the  following 
complications. — Cervical  adenitis,  2 ; suppurative  cervical  adenitis, 
1;  otitis  media,  1;  transient  albuminuria,  2;  palatal  paralysis,  2. 

Serum  Rash. — 5 patients  developed  serum  rashes. 

(c)  Severe. — 6 patients,  including  1 fatal  case,  were  classified  as 
severe.  In  these  the  membrane  was  extensive  and  the  toxaemia 
profound.  The  average  amount  of  serum  given  was  85,000  units. 

Complications. — Suppurative  adenitis,  1 ; otitis  media,  1 ; palatal 
paralysis,  3. 

Scarlet  Fever  Antitoxin.- — 1 patient  had  also  scarlet  fever 
antitoxin.

Serum  Rash.—  2 patients  developed  serum  rashes. 

Fatal  Case. — A female,  aged  2 years,  admitted  9th  day  of  disease, 
larynx  completely  obstructed  by  membrane.  Tracheotomy  was  per- 
formed immediately,  but  child  died  10  hours  later  from  cardiac 
failure. 

IV.  Laryngeal. — In  3 patients  the  larynx  alone  was  involved. 
They  were  all  classified  as  mild.  The  average  amount  of  serum  given 
was  24,000  units.

— 6 patients,  or  9-3  per  cent.,  of  the  clinical  cases 
died.  The  average  day  of  disease,  on  admission,  of  these  cases  was 
6 days.  The  duration  of  residence  of  the  fatal  cases  varied  from 
10  hours  to  9 days,  the  average  being  4-8  days. 

Antitoxin. — The  average  amount  of  serum  given  in  all  clinical 
cases  discharged  was  52,000  units.  8 patients  also  had  scarlet  fever 
antitoxin.  13  patients,  or  23-3  per  cent.,  of  the  clinical  cases 
developed  serum  rashes;  10  were  urticarial  and  3 were  searlatiniform. 

Pneumonia. 

7 cases  were  in  residence  on  1st  January,  1933;  64  were  admitted 
during  the  year.  In  23  cases  the  diagnosis  was  revised.  Of  the 
remaining  48  cases,  26  were  discharged  well,  9 died,  and  13  were 
in  residence  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Classification  of  Disease. — Acute  lobar  pneumonia,  19;  broncho- 
pneumonia, 14;  acute  influenzal  pneumonia,  2. 

The  Average  Day  of  Disease  on  admission  in  all  cases  was  5 days; 
of  recovered  cases,  4-8  days;  and  of  fatal  cases,  6 days. 

The  Average  Duration  of  Residence  of  all  cases  was  26-8  days ; of 
recovered  cases,  35  days ; and  of  fatal  cases,  4-5  days. 

The  Fatality  Rate. — 9,  or  25  per  cent.,  of  the  cases  discharged 
died.

Enteric  Group. 

3 cases  in  this  group  were  admitted  during  the  year.  In  1 case 
the  diagnosis  was  revised  to  streptococcal  tonsillitis  and  2 others 
proved  to  be  cases  of  enteric  fever.  Of  these  4 cases,  2 were  typhoid 
fever  and  2 were  paratyphoid  B. 

Average  Day  of  Disease  was  11  days. 

Average  Duration  of  Residence  was  45-3  days. 

Fatality  Rate. — There  were  no  deaths.

Erysipelas.

155  c.cs.  of  scarlet 
fever  antitoxin  were  given  intramuscularly. 

Treatment. — 3 cases  were  treated  with  serum  in  addition  to  local 
treatment.  The  average  dose  of  scarlet  fever  antitoxin  given  was 
80  c.cs. 


Meningitis. 

5 cases  were  admitted  as  meningitis.  In  2 cases  the  diagnosis 
was  revised  and  the  others  classified  as : — Tuberculous  meningitis,  2 ; 
cerebro-spinal  meningitis,  1.  The  tuberculous  cases  both  died. 
The  cerebro-spinal  patient  recovered.  In  all  275  c.cs.  of  anti- 
meningococcal  serum  were  given  intrathecally.

Non-tuberculous. 

5 cases  discharged  during  the  year  showed  no  clinical,  radio- 
logical, or  bacteriological  evidence  of  tuberculosis  and  were  classified 
as  follows : — Post-influenzal  debility,  1 ; valvular  disease  of  the  heart, 
1;  spontaneous  pneumothorax,  2;  *diagnosis  not  established,  1.

Artificial  Pneumothorax. — This  treatment  has  been  carried  out 
during  the  year  in  those  cases  which  have  proved  suitable.  Of  the 
patients  discharged,  7,  or  33  per  cent.,  of  the  pulmonary  cases  were  so 
treated.  In  2 cases  it  proved  unsuccessful  and  had  to  be  discontinued. 
Of  the  remaining  5 patients,  in  2 the  lung  was  allowed  to  re-expand 
before  discharge — the  disease  having  been  arrested — and  in  the 
remaining  3 patients  a collapse  was  maintained.  The  latter  con- 
tinued to  attend  as  out-patients  for  refills. 


Intravenous  Gold  Therapy. — Grisalbine. — Excellent  results  con- 
tinued to  be  obtained  from  the  use  of  intravenous  gold  therapy  in 
suitable  cases  of  pulmonary  disease.  Of  the  patients  discharged 
during  the  year  6,  or  26  per  cent.,  of  the  pulmonary  cases  had 
received  one  or  more  courses  of  this  treatment.

Staff. 

Staff. — The  indoor  staff  consisted  of  1 resident  physician-superin- 
tendent, 1 matron,  3 sisters,  8 staff  nurses,  1G  probationers,  18  maids, 
and  1 clerkess. 

The  outdoor  staff  consisted  of  1 engineer,  2 firemen,  1 chauffeur, 
1 gardener,  and  1 assistant  gardener-chauffeur. 

Lectures. — During  the  year  lectures  were  given  from  October  till 
May  in  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Hygiene,  and  the  Theory  and  Practice 
of  Nursing,  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  General  Nursing 
Council. 

6 probationers  passed  the  Preliminary  Examination  for  the 
General  Nursing  Council’s  Certificate  in  Fever  Nursing,  and  5 were 
transferred  to  the  County  Hospital,  Motherwell. 

Staff  Illnesses. — 2 staff-nurses,  11  probationers,  and  9 maids  were 
warded  with  the  following  illnesses  : — Scarlet  fever,  2 ; influenza,  3 ;

Nature  of  Disease. 


Of  the  214  patients  discharged  during  the  year  under  considera 
tion,  196  proved  to  be  tuberculous,  in  93  cases  the  disease  assuming 
the  pulmonary  form,  while  in  103  it  was  non-pulmonary.  The 
diseases  affecting  16  non-tuberculous  cases  were  as  follows: — 
Abscess,  1 ; aortic  aneurism,  1 ; arthritis,  1 ; bronchitis,  2 ; broncho- 
pneumonia, 1 ; cardiac  disease,  1 ; congenital  syphilis,  1 ; emphysema, 
1 ; infantile  paralysis,  1 ; oesophageal  carcinoma,  1 ; ovarian  tumour, 
1;  pulmonary  fibrosis,  2;  scoliosis,  1;  squamous  epithelioma,  1.  In 
the  remaining  2 cases,  no  lesion  was  detected.

This  year  marked  a definite  change  in  the  function  of  the  Colony, 
cases  in  all  stages  of  the  disease  being  admitted  for  treatment.

NON-PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS. 

103  patients  received  treatment  for  the  non-pulmonary  form  of 
tuberculosis,  again  outnumbering  the  pulmonary  cases. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  there  has  been  a reduction  in  the  number 
of  children  admitted  to  the  Colony,  the  majority  of  whom  suffer  from 
the  non-pulmonary  type  of  tuberculosis.  We  know  definitely  that,  in 
children,  we  are  dealing  with  tuberculosis  in  its  early  stages,  and 
the  earlier  the  treatment  the  better  the  prospects  of  cure.

ORTHOPAEDIC  DEPARTMENT. 

Owing  to  the  overcrowding  at  the  County  Orthopaedic  Hospital, 
Stonehouse,  and  the  impossibility  of  getting  the  cases  on  the  waiting 
list  of  that  hospital  admitted  within  a reasonable  period,  it  was 
decided  that  some  provision  should  be  made  at  Hairmyres  to  relieve 
the  waiting  list.  On  July  21st,  the  scheme  was  tentatively  put  in 
operation  and  cases  began  to  be  transferred  from  Stonehouse. 

On  24th  October,  the  scheme  was  definitely  established  by  the 
closing  of  Dalserf,  the  auxiliary  hospital  for  orthopaedic  cases. 
Formerly  this  accommodated  sixteen  patients.  Thereafter,  the  entire 
lower  flat  of  Pavilion  III,  providing  a section  of  about  thirty-four 
beds,  was  set  aside  and  equipped  as  thoroughly  as  it  could  be  for 
bed  cases  of  the  orthopaedic  type.  The  nursing  staff  of  Dalserf, 
including  the  Sister-in-charge,  was  transferred  with  the  patients.  The 
Superintendent  of  Stonehouse  has  been  visiting  this  section  regularly 
twice  weekly  since  then. 

Since  the  lower  flat  of  Pavilion  III  was  occupied  by  orthopaedic 
cases  for  little  more  than  two  months  of  the  year,  there  is  not  a great 
deal  to  be  said  about  it  yet.  The  ward  has  one  very  unfortunate 
disadvantage — the  lack  of  a verandah — which  will  only  be  fully 
recognised  in  the  summer  months  for  open-air  treatment,  combined 
with  natural  heliotherapy,  is  one  of  the  most  important  essentials  in 
treating  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  a verandah  must  be  provided 
for  this  purpose,  otherwise  the  patients  will  remain  under  cover  with 
pale  skins  and  flabby  muscles  when  their  skins  should  be  tanned 
and  their  muscle  tone  improved  by  the  metabolic  stimulants  of  fresh 
air  and  sunshine. 
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Efforts  have  been  made,  as  far  as  possible,  to  avoid  admitting 
cases  requiring  major  operative  procedures,  and  to  this  end  many 
cases  have  been  transferred  from  Stonehouse  in  the  convalescent  stage, 
such  as  spine  cases  with  celluloid  jackets  and  hip  cases  with  celluloid 
splints.  Such  minor  procedures  as  the  aspiration  of  psoas  abscesses, 
&c.,  have,  however,  been  carried  out  in  the  ward.  Should  any  case 
in  the  ward  need  a major  operation  under  general  anaesthesia  or 
the  application  of  a plaster  or  celluloid  apparatus,  it  would  be 
transferred  to  Stonehouse  for  this  purpose. 

Up  till  the  end  of  1933,  46  patients  were  admitted  and  12  dis- 
charged from  the  ward.  Of  the  admissions,  25  were  transferred  from 
Stonehouse,  13  from  Dalserf,  1 from  Roadmeetings,  and  7 were 
admitted  directly.

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CHILDHOOD  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Within  recent  years,  the  problem  of  childhood  infection  and  adult 
tuberculosis  has  been  much  discussed.  Myers  states  that  fifty  to  sixty 
per  cent,  of  adult  tuberculosis  definitely  follows  the  childhood  type, 
therefore  early  diagnosis  by  tuberculin  tests  and  X-ray  examination 
is  absolutely  essential.  It  is  well  known  that  the  earlier  the  symptoms 
of  the  disease  are  noted,  the  more  satisfactory  the  treatment.  In 
children,  one  is  dealing  with  an  early  manifestation.  Local  authorities 
seem  to  be  concentrating  too  much  on  the  pronounced  and  advanced 
lesion  and  neglecting  the  treatment  of  the  early  lesion  as  shown  in 
the  child.  Most  medical  authorities  are  agreed  that  the  early 
detection  of  tuberculosis  in  children  will,  in  many  instances,  prevent 
the  development  of  the  adult  destructive  type. 

To  prove  the  efficacy  of  the  treatment  in  children,  the  undernoted 
statistics  were  prepared.  Two  groups  of  children  of  school  age  who 
had  undergone  treatment  at  Hairmyres,  were  taken,  one  group  being 
children  discharged  during  1923  and  the  other  during  1930.  A 
questionnaire  was  sent  to  each  patient.  As  was  to  be  expected,  a 
considerable  number  in  the  first  group  could  not  be  traced.  However, 
a sufficient  number  of  replies  were  received  to  enable  one  to  draw 
certain  conclusions.  The  great  majority  of  these  children  received 
a tuberculin  test  at  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  and  gave  a positive 
reaction.  The  reason  for  forming  a group  of  children  in  1930  was 
that  this  was  the  first  year  that  the  Mantoux  tuberculin  test  was 
applied  to  all  children  at  Hairmyres.  The  tables  show  that,  of  the 
cases  traced  in  the  1923  group,  83  per  cent,  of  the  boys  and  94  per 
cent,  of  the  girls  were  in  good  health.  In  the  1930  group,  the 
figures  were  67  and  71  per  cent,  respectively.  These  results  are 
certainly  very  satisfactory  and  prove  the  benefits  of  treating  children 
suffering  from  tuberculosis.

PENSIONERS. 

Included  in  the  patients  discharged  during  the  year  under  con- 
sideration were  5 pensioners,  an  increase  of  2 on  the  previous  year.

DENTAL  TREATMENT. 

During  the  year,  215  adults  and  62  children  received  treatment, 
as  follows: — Extractions,  286;  fillings,  61;  scalings,  27. 

There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  adults  and  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  children  requiring  dental  treatment 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  It  is  interesting  to  record  that, 
although  the  total  number  of  cases  showed  a marked  increase,  the 
number  of  extractions  was  almost  halved,  probably  indicating  the 
benefits  of  earlier  conservative  treatment  and  better  dental  hygiene. 

Mr.  Hutchison  visited  the  Colony  once  a fortnight.

Our  X-ray  apparatus  was  in  constant  use  throughout  the  year.  It 
is  pleasing  to  record  that  at  last  there  is  some  prospect  of  a new 
department  with  more  powerful  apparatus  which  is  absolutely  essential 
for  good  chest  radiography.  In  spite  of  limitation  of  space,  we  have 
been  able  to  carry  on  fairly  satisfactorily,  but  this  department  is  not 
at  all  in  keeping  with  the  size  of  the  institution. 

The  work  done  in  this  department  was  as  follows  : — In  addition 
to  numerous  radioscopic  examinations  for  artificial  pneumothorax  and 
other  purposes,  1,128  X-ray  photographs  were  taken,  the  number  of 
chest  films  being  1,071.  Other  parts  examined  were  as  follows: — * 
Abdomen,  9;  hip  joint,  7;  knee,  7;  pelvis,  5;  tibia,  5;  kidneys,  4; 
spine,  4;  shoulder,  3;  ankle,  3;  foot,  2;  elbow,  2;  humerus,  2; 
wrist,  2 ; skull,  2. 

Lipiodol. — This  was  extensively  used  for  diagnosis  and  treatment, 
excluding  tuberculous  conditions,  the  method  favoured  being  directly 
through  the  crico-thyroid  membrane  with  cannula  and  trocar. 
Altogether,  51  injections  were  given. 


ACTINOTHERAPY. 

The  ultra-violet  rays,  both  natural  and  artificial,  were  again 
extensively  used  for  the  treatment  of  the  non-pulmonary  form  of 
tuberculosis. 

Heliotherapy. — This  treatment,  for  the  twelfth  year  in  succession, 
was  applied  during  the  three  summer  months.  It  commenced  on  21st 
May  and  terminated  on  14th  September.  It  still  remains  the  best 
and  cheapest  method  of  obtaining  the  health-giving  ultra-violet  rays. 

Artificial  Light. — The  equipment  in  this  department  was  as 
follows  : — 4 carbon  arc  lamps  (short  flame),  2 carbon  arc  lamps  (long 
flame),  1 K.B.B.  atmospheric  quartz  mercury  vapour  lamp;  1 K.B.B. 
uviator  air-cooled  lamp.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a Kromayer, 
model  2,  water-cooled  quartz  mercury  vapour  lamp  was  purchased 
for  the  treatment  of  tuberculous  laryngitis,  a condition  which  is  very 
resistant  to  treatment,  a special  applicator  being  used  to  give  direct 
light  treatment  to  the  larynx.  So  far,  only  a limited  number  of 
cases  have  been  treated  and  we  cannot  yet  express  any  opinion  as  to 
the  results. 
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Our  equipment  is  excellent,  but  tbe  accommodation  is  very 
unsatisfactory  and  is  greatly  handicapping  proper  treatment.  How- 
ever, there  seems  to  be  some  prospect  of  a new  department  being  built. 

All  cases,  regardless  of  the  site  of  the  lesion,  received  general  light 
baths  with,  in  addition,  local  applications  if  necessary,  the  reason 
being  that  tuberculosis  is  a general  disease  involving  the  whole 
system  and  must  be  treated  accordingly.

81  per  cent,  of  the  cases  after  treatment  were  classified  as 
“ cured.”  This  undoubtedly  emphasises  the  excellent  results  obtained 
by  actinotherapy. 

The  average  number  of  treatments  given  per  month  was  1,000. 
The  total  number  given  by  the  different  lamps  was  as  follows : — Short- 
flame  arc,  4,575;  long-flame  arc,  4,310;  mercury  vapour,  719;  uviator, 
2,195;  Kromayer,  73.  These  figures  show  a marked  increase  on  last 
year. 

Radiant  Heat. — The  K.B.B.  Gallois  infra-red  radiation  projector 
lamp  was  of  great  value  in  the  treatment  of  various  painful  con- 
ditions associated  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  It  was  also  used 
for  glands  with  discharging  sinuses  and  greatly  shortened  the 
duration  of  light  treatment  in  these  cases.  The  total  number  of 
treatments  given  was  195.

ARTIFICIAL  PNEUMOTHORAX. 


This  operation  was  performed  on  certain  selected  cases.  Owing 
to  the  presence  of  pleural  adhesions,  Ac.,  only  a certain  proportion 
of  the  patients  were  suitable.  Some  authorities  calculate  that  only 
5 per  cent,  are  suitable.  Altogether,  including  inductions  and  refills, 
164  injections  were  given,  all  the  cases  being  under  X-ray  control. 


Owing  to  the  absence  of  proper  facilities,  such  as  an  operating 
theatre,  it  was  impossible  to  give  the  patients  further  surgical  treat- 
ment which  would  have  greatly  shortened  the  duration  of  residence 
and  offered  a better  prospect  of  cure.  Fortunately,  there  is  now  a 
possibility  of  an  operating  theatre  being  built  in  the  near  future. 


BLOOD  SEDIMENTATION  REACTION. 

This  reaction  is  included  in  the  routine  clinical  examination  of 
each  patient  in  the  Colony. 

The  technique  is  that  of  Westergren,  one  reading  being  taken  an 
hour  after  the  pipette  is  set  up.  The  normal  readings  (one  hour) 
are:  for  men,  1-3,  and  for  women,  4-7.  The  results  are  found 
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to  have  an  important  bearing  on  prognosis.  One  can,  as  a rule, 
give  a good  prognosis  in  cases  where  the  sedimentation  rate  has  been 
constantly  low,  but  one  would  always  hesitate  where  it  is  high,  even 
when  the  other  clinical  signs  are  favourable.  It  will  be  seen  that, 
in  the  pulmonary  cases,  those  patients  with  a positive  sputum  have 
a higher  sedimentation  rate  than  those  with  a negative  sputum, 
and  that  the  more  advanced  the  disease  (Turban-Gerhardt  classifica- 
tion) the  higher  the  rate. 

In  the  non-pulmonary  cases  none  of  them  showed  a sedimentation 
rate  over  20. 

The  mean  sedimentation  rate  for  the  patients  who  died  during 
the  year  was  57.

TUBERCULIN  TEST. 

The  Mantoux  test  is  now  done  as  a routine  on  all  children  admitted 
to  the  Colony,  it  being  considered  more  satisfactory  than  either  the 
Von  Pirquet  or  Moro  tests. 

For  the  initial  dose,  -01  mgm.  is  given  (-1  c.c.  of  a 1 : 10,000 
dilution  of  pure  tuberculin).  If  this  produces  no  reaction,  the  test 
is  repeated  after  a few  days  with  -1  mgm.  of  tuberculin  (-1  c.c.  of  a 
1 : 1,000  dilution).  If  still  negative,  a third  dose  of  1 mgm.  (-1  c.c. 
of  a 1 : 100  dilution)  is  given.  If  there  is  no  reaction  to  this 
maximum  dose,  the  test  is  considered  negative. 
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A positive  reaction  consists  of  infiltration  and  erythema  of  the 
skin  at  the  site  of  injection.  This  reaction  reaches  a maximum  by 
the  end  of  36  hours  and  lasts  for  several  days.  The  oedema  of  the 
skin  may  or  may  not  be  followed  by  a localised  desquamation  and 
as  a rule  an  area  of  discolouration  results,  which  may  take  several 
weeks  to  fade. 

The  diameter  of  the  raised  oedematous  area  is  measured  in 

millimetres,  and  the  reaction  is  graded  as  follows  : b represents  an 

area  of  infiltration  up  to  10  mms.,  + + an  area  of  infiltration  from 
10  to  15  mms.,  + + + an  area  of  infiltration  greater  than  15  mms., 
+ + + + an  area  of  infiltration  greater  than  15  mms.,  with,  in 
addition,  necrosis  of  the  skin  at  the  site  of  the  injection.  No  cases 
showed  such  a marked  reaction.  The  injection  is  given  intradermally 
on  the  flexor  aspect  of  the  forearm.  Both  the  human  and  bovine 
tuberculin  are  used,  the  injection  of  human  tuberculin  being  placed 
above  the  bovine  on  the  forearm.  No  control  is  used,  this  being 
considered  unnecessary  in  the  Mantoux  test.  Burroughs,  Wellcome, 
& Co.’s  old  tuberculin  (human  and  bovine)  was  used  throughout. 

47  children  were  tested  and  5 proved  to  be  negative  to  all 
dilutions.

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TEST  MEALS. 

Those  patients  who,  during  the  year,  complained  of  abdominal 
symptoms  had  a fractional  test  meal  done.  The  method  of  Ryle  was 
adhered  to. 

Test  meals  were  done  on  5 patients,  the  findings  being  shown  in 
the  table  appended.  One  case  is  of  interest.  J.D.,  a male,  aet.  48, 
complained  of  gastric  discomfort.  A test  meal  disclosed  a complete 
achlorhydria.  A barium  meal  was  given  and  a gastric  carcinoma 
was  found  to  be  present.

In  the  month  of  October,  all  the  orthopaedic  cases  in  Dalserf 
Hospital  were  transferred  to  Hairmyres  and  accommodated  in 
Pavilion  III.  Half  of  this  pavilion  is  now  utilised  for  this  purpose, 
there  being  accommodation  for  34  patients.  As  all  pavilions  were 
originally  constructed  for  Colony  cases,  the  alteration  in  the  type 
of  patient  admitted  makes  certain  structural  alterations  absolutely 
essential,  e.g.,  verandahs,  elevators,  enlarged  ward  kitchens,  and 
slunges. 

The  following  work  was  carried  out  by  the  County  Works  Depart- 
ment : — Renewing  floors  in  school  recreation  rooms,  repairing  roofs, 
painting  greenhouses,  byres,  and  stables,  school,  patients’  dining- 
room, byreman’s  house,  renewing  hot-water  boilers  in  farm  cottages. 

Recreation. — This  is  considered  an  important  part  of  the  Colony 
Scheme  and  we  are  well  equipped  with  a recreation  hall.  This 
season,  owing  to  the  shortage  of  silent  films,  it  was  impossible  to  give 
our  weekly  cinema  entertainment.  The  billiard  room  was  well 
patronised,  there  being  frequent  competitions.  There  were  also 
facilities  for  carpet  bowls  and  other  indoor  games.  The  arrangements 
for  outdoor  recreation  consisted  of  a golf  course,  putting  green, 
croquet  lawn,  and  quoiting  ground.

COLONY  DEPARTMENTS. 

The  training  conditions  in  all  departments  were  similar  to  those 
of  previous  years,  the  patients  being  trained  by  experienced 
instructors.  The  working  hours  per  day  varied  from  two  to  six, 
according  to  the  patient’s  physical  condition. 

GARDENS. 

This  department  continued  to  take  an  important  position  in  the 
Colony,  supplying  the  Institution  with  the  usual  garden  produce. 
It  is  well  equipped  for  the  training  of  patients  in  market  gardening. 
Included  in  this  department  are  the  Institution  grounds.  26  patients 
enrolled  for  training.  The  staff  consists  of  a head  gardener,  inside 
and  outside  foremen,  5 under  gardeners,  and  a carter. 

FOREST  NURSERY. 

This  department  continued  to  make  satisfactory  progress.  There 
was  a steady  demand  for  shrubs  and  roses.  Privet  was  grown  for 
the  various  housing  schemes  and  willows  for  our  Basketmaking 
Department.  18  patients  were  enrolled.  Work  in  this  department 
is  very  suitable  for  tuberculous  subjects,  coming  under  the  category 
of  occupational  therapy.  Owing  to  the  increased  demand  for 
shrubs,  Ac.,  for  bungalow  schemes,  the  department  continued  to  show 
a satisfactory  financial  return.  The  staff  consisted  of  a head  forester, 
foreman  forester,  6 under  foresters,  and  a carter. 
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POULTRY  FARM. 

The  work  in  this  department  is  very  suitable  for  tuberculous 
patients.  It  is  an  open-air  occupation  and  the  duties  are  not  too 
arduous.  Poultry-farming  can  be  considered  as  both  occupational 
therapy  and  vocational  training.  There  is  a certificated  poultry- 
maid  in  charge  and  the  patients  work  in  relays,  thus  ensuring 
constant  supervision  of  the  poultry.  The  patients  do  not  require 
to  be  on  duty  more  than  three  hours  per  day.  During  the  year, 
42  patients  enrolled  for  training. 

In  the  incubator  house,  we  have  five  incubators  capable  of  hatching 
650  eggs  at  one  time.  The  stock  of  poultry  consisted  of  light  and 
heavy  breeds,  and  included  Wyandottes,  Rhode  Island  Reds,  Black 
and  White  Leghorns.  Owing  to  the  exposed  situation  of  the  poultry 
farm,  it  was  found  that  these  were  the  best  varieties  to  rear.  During 
the  year,  632  hatching  eggs  and  763  day-old  chicks  were  sold. 

This  year  we  purchased  a turkey  cock  and  two  hens,  and  it  was 
unnecessary  to  purchase  any  turkey  eggs  for  hatching,  thus  effecting 
a considerable  saving.  Owing  to  the  increased  demand  for  table 
birds  for  the  Institution,  for  the  first  time  chickens  were  hatched 
in  December. 

Altogether,  during  the  year  1,705  chickens,  28  turkeys,  and  53 
ducks  were  hatched.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  stock  consisted  of 
70  cockerels,  8 cocks,  99  pullets,  191  hens,  44  chickens,  26  ducklings, 
and  3 turkeys — total,  441  fowls. 


PIGGERY. 

This  department  was  under  the  supervision  of  the  Farm  Manager 
and  12  patients  enrolled  for  training.  They  received  an  excellent 
training  in  the  running  of  a piggery.  The  sales  amounted  to 
£605  4s.,  an  increase  of  £41  17s.  on  the  previous  year.  For  several 
years,  there  has  been  a steady  increase  in  the  profits  from  this 
department.  It  is  gratifying  to  report  that,  towards  the  end  of  the 
year,  it  was  decided  to  build  an  entirely  new  piggery  on  the  latest 
principles,  situated  adjacent  to  the  farm  steading,  and  to  have 
accommodation  for  160  pigs.  The  stock  at  the  end  of  the  year 
numbered  130,  as  follows: — 1 large  white  boar,  15  middle  white 
sows,  24  crossed  young  pigs,  and  90  young  pigs  under  8 weeks. 
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GUINEA-PIG  DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  continued  to  be  in  charge  of  patients  and 
partially  supplied  the  demands  of  the  County  Laboratory.  The 
question  of  extending  this  department  is  still  in  abeyance.  To 
improve  the  stock,  several  good  boars  were  purchased.

INSTITUTION  WORKSHOP. 

14  patients  enrolled  for  training.  This  department  was  able  to 
undertake  a large  number  of  Institution  repairs,  including  joiner 
work  and  painting,  and  thus  was  the  means  of  considerably  reducing 
the  running  costs  of  the  Colony. 

GARAGE. 

The  garage  continued  to  be  worked  in  conjunction  with  the  Motor 
Repair  Department,  all  the  work  in  connection  with  our  two  motor 
lorries  being  done  by  trainees  from  the  department- — a good  example 
of  the  value  of  Colony  training.  To  stimulate  healthy  rivalry,  a 
trainee  who  had  completed  his  training  was  put  in  charge  of  each 
vehicle.  This  arrangement  worked  very  satisfactorily,  the  motors 
always  being  clean  and  in  good  condition.  In  August,  a new  Ford 
van  was  purchased  to  take  the  place  of  the  old  Ford  lorry. 

FARM. 

The  stock  is  a pedigree  herd  of  Ayrshire  breed,  and  we  hold  a 
producer’s  licence  for  certified  milk  (the  highest  grade).  The  average 
figure  for  the  routine  veterinary  inspection  was  97  per  cent.  All 
the  milk  produced  was  purchased  by  the  Institution,  none  being 
retailed.  Any  surplus  milk  was  made  into  butter.  Being  members 
of  the  Scottish  Milk  Records  Association,  the  milk  production  was 
regularly  tested  by  the  official  tester  and  the  figures  are  as  follows : — 
Average  butter  fat,  3-72  per  cent.  9 animals,  including  4 heifers, 
yielded  over  1,000  gallons.  The  average  for  the  whole  herd  was 
871  gallons.  Bacteriological  examination  of  the  milk  gave  the 
excellent  result  of  only  210  blood-heat  organisms  per  c.c.  and  no 
coliform  bacilli  in  a tenth  of  a c.c.  These  figures  are  the  best  we 
have  ever  attained.  They  indicate  a high  standard  of  cleanliness 
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and  are  a testimony  to  the  efficiency  of  our  dairy  staff.  Our  stock 
is  improving  steadily  and  our  sales  are  increasing.  The  following 
were  the  awards  gained  at  the  various  Cattle  Shows  and  constitute 
a record  : —

Owing  to  the  heavy  nature  of  our  soil,  this  year’s  dry  season 
suited  us  very  well.  All  the  crops,  with  the  exception  of  turnips, 
were  excellent.  In  the  case  of  turnips,  the  crop  was  only  fair  and 
they  showed  some  evidence  of  dry-rot,  a condition  which  was  very 
prevalent  all  over  the  district. 

The  staff  consists  of  farm  manager,  dairymaid,  byreman,  assistant 
byreman,  milker,  2 ploughmen,  2 outdoor  workers. 

The  stock  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  as  follows  : — 1 stock  bull, 
1 bull  stirk,  9 bull  calves,  44  cows,  23  heifers,  12  heifer  calves,  6 work 

horses. 


INDUSTRIAL  WORKSHOPS. 

The  Industrial  Workshops  were  one  of  the  outstanding  features  of 
the  Colony.  The  patients  appreciated  the  great  benefits  which  can 
be  obtained  from  training  in  a new  and  healthy  occupation  offering 
some  prospect  of  permanent  employment — a very  difficult  matter  in 
these  days  of  industrial  depression.  As  has  been  previously  stated, 
no  patient  was  admitted  to  these  workshops  if  he  was  already  trained 
in  a healthy  occupation.  All  the  applicants  for  training  were  either 
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miners  or  never  had  an  occupation.  A satisfactory  feature  was  the 
interest  that  the  trainees  took  in  their  work.  They  felt  that  they 
were  doing  something  and  their  whole  future  outlook  was  brightened. 
It  now  remains  for  the  Local  Authorities  to  do  everything  possible 
to  assist  these  trainees  to  find  permanent  employment. 

Training  was  the  first  consideration  in  our  Industrial  Workshops, 
and  one  must  never  judge  the  success  of  a scheme  of  this  nature 
by  the  financial  return.  Receipts  from  the  various  departments 
totalled  over  £1,086. 

Motor  Department.-  This  is  one  of  the  most  popular  depart- 
ments, as  the  training  offered  a good  prospect  of  obtaining 
permanent  employment.  17  patients  enrolled  for  training.  All  the 
trainees,  on  completion  of  their  training,  were  successful  in  obtaining 
the  driving  certificate  of  the  Royal  Scottish  Automobile  Club.  This 
entails  a driving  test  in  city  traffic  and  a viva  voce  examination. 
Our  demonstration  cars — a Vulcan  and  Ford — were  in  constant  use 
throughout  the  year.  The  Austin  was  replaced  by  an  old  Austin 
ambulance  purchased  from  one  of  the  other  County  institutions. 

Cabinetmaking  Department.  — This  department  was  fully 
employed  during  the  year,  the  receipts  amounting  to  £411.  Furniture 
of  all  descriptions  was  made,  the  timbers  used  being  oak,  walnut, 
mahogany,  &c.  Extensive  use  was  made  of  the  various  kinds  of 
plywood,  particularly  Oregon  and  alder.  A considerable  amount  of 
veneering  and  upholstering  was  done.  We  are  pleased  to  record 
an  increase  in  the  amount  of  work  for  other  County  institutions. 
A special  feature  this  year  was  the  increased  demand  for  the  better 
quality  furniture,  e.g.,  suites  made  of  figured  walnut. 

Boot-repairing  Department.— This  department  continued  to  make 
progress,  the  receipts  for  the  year  amounting  to  £245.  11  patients 

enrolled  for  training.  This  is  one  of  the  most  popular  departments 
with  outside  Local  Authorities,  most  of  the  requests  from  these 
authorities  being  for  training  in  cobbling,  probably  one  reason  being 
that  it  does  not  require  much  capital  to  start  a business  and,  being  a 
sedentary  occupation,  it  does  not  overtax  the  patient’s  physical 
capabilities.  The  arrangement  with  the  Public  Assistance  Department 
to  do  all  the  boot  repairs  for  Omoa  and  Crosslaw  Home  was  continued, 
and  we  would  be  pleased  if  this  scheme  could  be  extended  to  other 
institutions  of  a similar  nature.

Basketmaking  Department. — This  department  was  working  at 
top  pressure  during  the  year.  We  had  a steady  demand  for  the 
larger  type  of  basketwork,  such  as  chairs  and  hampers.  We  also  had 
a considerable  amount  of  repair  work  for  various  laundries.  This 
branch  of  the  work  shows  signs  of  further  development  and  is  specially 
valuable  to  the  trainees.  As  in  former  years,  we  displayed  our 
wares  at  various  Fetes,  Sales  of  Work,  and  East  Kilbride  Show,  with 
very  satisfactory  results.  12  patients  enrolled  for  training.  The 
receipts  amounted  to  £396.

Administration. 

The  accommodation,  which  has  remained  unaltered,  has  been  as 
usual,  taxed  to  its  fullest  capacity,  as  many  as  85  patients  having 
been  in  residence  at  one  time.  It  has  only  been  possible  to  cope  with 
the  urgent  work  by  dismissing  patients  who  should  have  had  longer 
residence  in  order  to  make  room  for  cases  requiring  operation.  Many 
gland  cases  have  been  operated  on  as  outdoor  patients,  especially  if 
their  place  of  residence  was  sufficiently  near  the  hospital  to  permit 
them  to  come  here  daily  for  dressings,  &c.  In  this  way  the  waiting 
list  has  been  artificially  kept  within  reasonable  dimensions. 

During  the  year  some  accommodation  was  provided  at  Hairmyres 
Colony  for  orthopaedic  work.  On  July  1st  the  scheme  was  tentatively 
put  into  operation,  and  cases  began  to  be  transferred  from  Stone- 
house,  but  by  23rd  October,  Dalserf  Hospital  was  closed  and  the  lower 
flat  of  Pavilion  III  at  Hairmyres  entirely  given  over  to  orthopaedic 
cases.  Up  till  the  end  of  1933,  46  patients  were  admitted  to 
Hairmyres  Orthopaedic  Ward,  and  of  these  25  were  transfers  from 
Stonehouse.  Full  details  will  be  found  in  the  Hairmyres  Annual 
Report. 

This  has  necessitated  at  least  two  visits  per  week  being  paid  by 
me  to  Hairmyres. 

Even  yet  the  accommodation  for  orthopaedic  cases  is  by  no  means 
adequate,  and  further  provision  for  them  is  essential. 

The  ultimate  function  and  destiny  of  Stonehouse  Hospital  still 
being  in  doubt,  no  extensive  repairs  or  decorations  have  been  carried 
out. 
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Staff. — The  Medical  Staff,  as  before,  consists  of  a resident 
superintendent  and  a visiting  physician,  whose  chief  duties  are  the 
administration  of  anaesthetics. 

The  visiting  dentist  gives  treatment  when  necessary.  The  teeth 
of  the  patients  are  thus  kept  in  good  condition,  and  the  importance 
of  dental  hygiene  is  impressed  on  the  patients. 

The  Nursing  Staff  consists  of  a matron,  5 trained  sisters,  and  17 
probationers. 

Clerical  Staff. — -1  clerkess,  full-time,  non-resident. 

Teaching  Staff. — 1 full-time  (non-resident)  female  teacher. 

Domestic  Staff. — 1 cook,  1 laundrymaid,  and  13  maids. 

Outdoor  Staff. — 2 engineers,  2 gardeners,  and  1 fireman. 

Patients. 

The  work  of  Stonehouse  Hospital  comprises  an  indoor  and  an 
outdoor  department,  and  following  the  procedure  of  former  years, 
the  report  classifies  the  patients  under  the  heading  of  indoor  and 
outdoor. 


Indoor  Patients. 

During  1933,  113  patients  were  admitted  and  119  discharged 
from  the  Institution.  These  numbers  are  the  highest  in  the  history 
of  Stonehouse  as  an  orthopaedic  hospital,  and  I cannot  see  how  it  will 
be  possible  to  stretch  the  activities  of  the  Institution,  elastic  as  they 
have  been,  any  further. 

The  place  of  residence  of  the  patients  and  the  age  and  sex  dis- 
tribution are  detailed  in  Tables  I and  II.

Non-Tuberculous  Disease. 

From  Table  III  it  will  be  seen  that  19  patients  were  found 
suffering  from  non-tuberculous  disease.  Most  of  them  were  cases 
suitable  for  treatment  in  an  orthopaedic  hospital,  for  example, 
Perthes’  disease,  Kohler’s  disease,  acute  arthritis  of  the  hip,  and 
infantile  paralysis. 

Some  of  the  cases  detailed  in  this  group  are  of  more  than  passing 
interest. 

Case  7 was  that  of  a small  boy  suffering  from  Kohler’s  disease, 
a dwarfing  of  the  nucleus  of  the  scaphoid,  first  described  by  Kohler 
in  1908,  and  regarding  the  nature  and  origin  of  which  there  is  still 
much  dispute.  This  disease  tends  to  occur  in  the  fifth  and  sixth 
years,  and  mostly  in  boys.  It  is  characterised  by  pain  and  swelling 
in  the  region  of  the  scaphoid.  The  diagnosis  is  always  made  from 
the  radiological  picture.  The  osseous  nucleus  is  smaller,  narrower, 
and  more  irregular  in  its  contour  than  normal,  and  much  denser. 
Analogous  changes  are  sometimes  found  in  the  patella,  and  the 
disease  is  also  closely  related  to  Perthes’  disease,  The  condition 
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seems  to  be  due  to  trauma  acting  on  a bone  which  is  the  last  of  those 
of  the  foot  to  ossify  and  which  has  a poor  blood  supply.  With 
sufficient  rest  the  radiological  picture  returns  to  normal. 

I have  in  recent  years  been  seeing  many  more  cases  of  this 
description,  just  as  Perthes’  disease  seems  to  have  become  more 

common. 

Case  11  is  also  of  interest.  The  patient  was  a miner  admitted 
with  a diagnosis  of  tuberculosis  of  the  knee.  He  was  found  to  be 
suffering  from  a very  large  collection  of  loose  bodies  filling  the 
suprapatellar  pouch,  the  space  between  the  condyles,  and  the  popliteal 
space.  In  all  at  operation  twelve  were  removed,  ranging  in  size  from 
a large  bean  to  a pea.  They  consisted  of  cartilagenous  and  osseous 
tissues. 

Case  16  was  also  unusual.  The  patient  took  ill  suddenly  with 
an  acute  abdominal  condition.  She  was  found  to  have  a large 
diverticulum  of  the  bladder  mucous  membrane,  thin-walled  and  like 
a cyst.  This  had  become  twisted  at  its  narrow  neck.  Eventually 
she  made  a good  recovery. 

Case  19  also  presented  unusual  features.  He  was  a very  delicate 
emaciated  boy  with  flexion  of  the  right  hip  joint  and  loss  of  move- 
ment. The  bony  structures  were  normal.  Some  months  before 
admission  he  had  been  operated  on  for  acute  appendicitis.  He  was 
found  to  have  a very  large  acute  staphylococcal  abscess  situated 
extra-peritoneally,  and  after  drainage,  he  made  a complete  recovery. 


Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

The  remaining  100  cases  suffered  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis 
in  one  of  its  forms.  In  a few  of  them,  classified  later  under  multiple, 
there  was  also  a pulmonary  lesion. 


Spinal  Disease  (14  Cases). 

(See  Table  IV.) 

Of  the  14  cases  discharged  during  the  year  8 had  healed  and 
consolidated  lesions  and  were  mostly  fitted  with  celluloid  jackets. 
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Only  one  case  died,  a man  of  40  years,  with  amyloid  disease,  and 
quite  hopeless  on  admission.  Four  cases  were  improved,  and  three 
of  these  have  since  been  readmitted  after  scarlet  fever. 


Hip  Joint  (6  Cases). 

(See  Table  V,) 

There  was  only  one  death,  from  amyloid  degeneration,  among 
this  group.  Five  recovered  with  good  useful  limbs,  four  of  them 
having  restoration  of  a fair  degree  of  movement,  while  one  was 
discharged  with  an  ankylosed  joint  in  a good  position  of  abduction, 
after  tenotomy  and  manipulation. 


Knee  Joint  (8  Cases). 

(See  Table  VI. ) 

Eight  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis  of  the  knee  joint  were 
discharged,  seven  of  them  well,  while  one  was  improved.  In  four 
instances  there  was  considerable  restoration  of  function,  in  one  the 
limb  was  ankylosed  after  excision,  while  in  two,  because  of  the 
extensive  nature  of  the  lesions  and  its  threat  to  the  patient’s  life, 
amputation  had  to  be  performed. 

Disease  of  the  knee  joint  still  remains  a difficult  problem,  and 
while  conservative  measures  sometimes  succeed,  there  are  a number 
of  instances  in  which  the  only  hope  of  recovery  lies  either  in  excision 
of  the  joint  or  amputation  of  the  limb.  The  problem  in  childhood 
is  intensified,  because  excision  in  them  sometimes  fails  to  give  a 
stable  limb,  and  at  the  same  time  endangers  the  growth.  In  adults 
excision,  however,  should  frequently  be  the  method  of  choice,  saving 
the  patient  from  a very  protracted  illness  and  giving  better  hope 
that  the  disease  will  not  recur. 


Other  Joints  (3  Cases). 

(See  Table  VII.) 

In  this  group  there  were  only  three  cases.  One  of  these  was  a 
child  with  disease  of  the  ankle  which  made  a good  recovery.  The 
other  two  had  disease  of  the  sacro-iliac  joints,  needing  operative 
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treatment.  One  made  an  excellent  recovery  and  still  remains  well 
and  able  to  go  about  normally.  The  other  was  improved,  but  did 
not  remain  long  enough  for  the  lesion  to  become  quiescent. 


Other  Bones  (9  Cases). 

(See  Table  VIII.) 

The  dactylitis  cases  were  mostly  treated  by  splintage  and  light 
therapy  and  made  good  recoveries.  Disease  of  the  ribs  and  sternum 
needed  operative  measures,  but  also  healed  well.  The  patient  with 
the  cranial  bone  lesion  was  treated  on  general  lines  and  by  aspiration. 
The  remaining  patient,  with  a sinus  from  iliac  disease,  did  not 
remain  long  enough  to  get  any  great  benefit. 


Multiple  Tuberculosis  (14  Cases). 

(See  Table  IX. ) 

Three  of  these  patients  recovered  and  were  discharged  with 
quiescent  lesions,  even  when  both  hip  and  spine  were  involved. 
Four  were  improved.  Three  were  not  improved  or  became  worse, 
while  four  died.  Many  were  also  the  victims  of  pulmonary  lesions. 
It  is  in  this  group  that  the  poorest  results  are  naturally  always 
found,  and  often  palliative  measures  alone  are  possible. 


Tuberculous  Cervical  Adenitis  (46  Cases). 

The  number  of  gland  cases  being  treated  here  as  indoor  patients 
is  steadily  increasing  and  involves  a very  great  amount  of  operative 
work. 

My  views  on  the  treatment  of  glands  have  not  been  modified. 
I still  think  that  where  a gland  mass  is  being  infected  from  a single 
focus,  after  dealing  with  that  focus,  excision  is  the  best  means  of 
getting  a quick  result.  General  measures  should  be  adopted  there- 
after. Where  there  is  abscess  formation  and  the  skin  is  uninfected, 
aspiration  is  worthy  of  a trial.  Where,  however,  the  abscess  has 
already  involved  the  superficial  tissues  aspiration  is  likely  to  fail, 
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and  incision  and  curettage  is  the  only  method  to  be  adopted.  Light 
therapy  should,  of  course,  be  carried  out  even  after  any  operative 
measures. 

In  the  present  group  of  46  cases,  21  had  a complete  and  radical 
excision  performed,  while  the  remainder  had  abscesses  incised  and 
the  caseous  debris  removed.  All  made  good  recoveries. 


Treatment  in  General. 

No  innovations  have  to  be  recorded.  Spine  cases  are  still  being 
treated  on  the  Bradford  Frame  and  its  modifications,  and  when  the 
lesion  becomes  quiescent  celluloid  jackets  are  fitted. 


Hip-joint  cases  are  treated  by  a variety  of  extensions  or  on  the 
Pyrford  Frame.  Corrective  operations  such  as  tenotomy  or  osteotomy 
are  performed  where  the  position  of  the  limb  demands  it,  and  there- 
after spica  plasters  and  celluloid  splints  are  fitted. 

Knee-joint  cases  are,  as  formerly,  treated  by  extension  and 
splintage,  and  sometimes  by  operation.  Walking  caliper  splints  are 
used  when  the  lesion  is  quiescent. 

Abscesses  are  treated  conservatively  by  aspiration. 


X-ray  Department. 

During  the  year  600  radiological  examinations  were  made,  188 
of  these  being  of  indoor  patients  and  412  of  outdoor  patients. 


Dental  Treatment. 

The  visiting  dentist  paid  three  visits  during  the  year  and  27 
patients  were  treated  as  follows : — Extractions,  49 ; fillings,  8 ; 
scaling,  5.

Dalserf  Hospital  has  now  ceased  to  be  the  auxiliary  hospital  for 
orthopaedic  cases.  It  was  closed  on  the  24th  October,  1933,  when  the 
patients  in  residence  were  transferred,  13  to  the  orthopaedic  ward 
at  Hairmyres  and  3 to  Stonehouse.  The  nursing  staff,  including  the 
sister  in  charge,  were  transferred  with  the  patients  to  Hairmyres. 

The  gardener 
was  transferred  to  Shotts  and  the  cook  left  at  Dalserf  as  caretaker, 
the  buildings  being  maintained  in  case  they  should  be  needed  to 
house  smallpox.

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Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  Children  under  15  Years  (1 
Case)  : — 

A girl  of  12|  years,  spit  positive  contact.  (Father.)  Cervical 
adenitis  in  1928  ; general  tonic  treatment,  also  exposure  to 
ultra-violet  rays  for  six  months,  when  glands  subsided  and 
general  condition  was  very  good.  No  further  symptoms 
till  1931,  when  patient  suddenly  began  to  lose  weight,  became 
listless,  and  had  an  occasional  cough.  Slight  staining  in 
May,  1931.  Admitted  to  Sanatorium  a month  later.  On 
admission  the  physical  signs  were  those  of  hilum  tuberculosis, 
and  X-ray  showed  extensive  root  thickening  with  infiltration 
of  both  upper  lobes,  especially  the  right  at  first,  later  all 
over  both  lobes.  Sputum  was  positive  during  the  first  month’s 
residence  and  remained  intermittently  positive.  The  patient’s 
general  condition  gradually  improved,  and  the  lung  lesions 
showed  signs  of  healing  by  absorption  and  fibrosis.  Staining 
recurred  on  several  occasions. 

Transferred  to  Hairmyres  after  743  days’  residence, 
disease  quiescent. 

Sputum  Negative  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (14  Cases). — In  10 
of  these  cases  the  X-ray  was  positive,  and  the  diagnosis  in  6 of  them 
was  further  supported  by  the  following  confirmatory  signs  : —

Four  cases  had  positive  X-rays  only.  Two  were  cases  of  arrested 
pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  other  two  patients  were  spit  positive 
contacts,  showing  an  early  X-ray  lesion  without  any  confirmatory 
signs. 

Of  the  remaining  4 cases — 

Two  had  a positive  spit  prior  to  admission.  One  had  no  X-ray 
on  account  of  short  duration  of  residence ; the  other  had  a 
negative  X-ray  and  six  negative  spits  during  residence. 
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One  had  definite  crepitations,  abdominal  distension  and 
rigidity,  and  albuminuria  ; very  ill  on  admission  ; died  in  9 days. 

One,  very  ill  on  admission,  died  in  10  days  of  miliary  tuber- 
culosis. Post-mortem  examination  showed  miliary  nodules  of 
lungs,  peritoneum,  diaphragm,  spleen,  liver,  and  meninges. 


Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 

(16  Cases). 

Cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  requiring  only  hygienic  and 
nursing  treatment  were  dealt  with  in  the  Institution,  and  those  for 
whom  operative  interference  or  special  appliances  were  necessary 
were  transferred  to  the  County  Hospitals  at  Motherwell  and  Stonehouse. 

Abdominal  Tuberculosis  (7  Cases). — Febrile,  3. 

Distension,  tenderness,  definite  ascites,  1.  (Transferred  to 
Stonehouse,  condition  unchanged,  in  233  days.) 

Rigidity  and  tenderness,  1.  (Quiescent  on  discharge  after 
237  days.) 

Distension,  1.  (Child  of  1 year,  died  after  37  days.  Post- 
mortem examination  showed  adhesive  tuberculous  peritonitis, 
with  caseous  mesenteric  glands.) 

Non-Febrile,  4. 

Distension,  resistance  and  tenderness,  with  attacks  of  ab- 
dominal pain,  1.  (Quiescent  on  discharge  after  501  days.) 

Doughy  distension  and  resistance,  1.  (Quiescent  on  discharge 
after  200  days.) 

Operation  (appendicectomy)  diagnosis  before  admission,  no 
symptoms,  1.  (Quiescent  on  discharge  after  112  days.) 

Distension,  abdominal  tumour,  partial  obstruction,  1.  (Trans- 
ferred to  Stonehouse  after  291  days.) 

Bones  and  Joints  (5  Cases). — 

M.  24.  Multiple  scars  from  old  tuberculous  lesions  in  left 
humerus  and  hip  joint.  Disease  arrested.  General  condition 
improved  on  transfer  to  Hairmyres  after  34  days. 
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F.  33.  Old  disease  of  right  hip  joint,  with  passive  swelling 
and  ulceration  of  ankle.  Disease  quiescent.  Well  on  discharge 
after  102  days. 

F.  31.  Multiple  discharging  sinuses  from  old  tuberculous 
lesion  and  amyloid  disease.  Onset  of  symptoms  at  the  age  of 
4 years.  No  improvement  when  discharged  at  patient’s  own 
request  after  15  days. 

F.  8.  Tuberculous  disease  of  rib  ; transferred  from  the 
Royal  Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  Yorkhill,  after  rib  resection. 
Quiescent  on  discharge  after  271  days. 

M.  lxV  Contact  of  established  case  of  sputum  positive  pul- 
monary tuberculosis.  Tuberculous  dactylitis  with  discharging 
sinus  and  cold  abscess  of  cheek.  Transferred  to  Motherwell 
Hospital  with  diphtheria,  after  22  days,  condition  unchanged. 

Glands  (4  Cases.) — 

One  patient  was  admitted  with  a mass  of  lymphoid  glands  on 
both  sides  of  neck.  The  disease  was  of  5 years’  duration,  and 
one  abscess  had  been  incised  and  scraped  in  the  Glasgow  Royal 
Infirmary  in  1929.  Her  general  condition  was  improved,  but  the 
localised  adenitis  was  unchanged  on  discharge  for  domestic  reasons 
after  36  days. 

Another  patient  was  admitted  with  a hard  glandular  mass 
under  the  right  clavicle.  A gland  had  been  excised  in  the  Glasgow 
Royal  Infirmary  in  1931,  and  found  to  be  tuberculous.  The  patient 
was  discharged  at  her  own  request  in  26  days,  condition  unchanged. 

The  remaining  two  patients  had  tuberculous  glands  in  the 
cervical  and  inguinal  regions  respectively.  One  had  a discharging 
sinus  on  admission,  disease  quiescent  on  discharge  after  216 
days ; the  other  had  an  old  puckered  abscess  scar,  condition 
unchanged  on  discharge  at  her  own  request  after  14  days. 

Tuberculised  Children 

(5  Cases). 

Where  children  are  stated  in  this  report  to  have  been  suffering 
from  abdominal  tuberculosis,  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  &c.,  the 
diagnosis  was  definitely  established  and  discernible  by  ordinary 
clinical  methods.  The  classification  “ tuberculised  ” has  been  reserved 
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for  those  who  gave  a positive  tuberculin  reaction,  but  did  not  present 
localising  signs  of  diagnostic  significance.  These  patients  were 
admitted  with  a history  of  poor  general  health,  either  alone  or  combined 
with  respiratory  or  abdominal  symptoms.  Some  of  them  were  de- 
bilitated and  had  symptoms  suggestive  of  tuberculosis  ; others  gave 
one  the  impression  that  the  positive  tuberculin  reaction  was  not 
indicative  of  the  cause  of  their  illness.  In  many  cases  it  was  un- 
doubtedly only  a coincidence,  but  in  the  meantime  all  have  been 
classified  as  “ tuberculised.”  Two  adults  have  been  included  in  this 
general  group — in  each  instance  the  patient  was  notified  as  suffering 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  In  each  case  X-ray  showed  a definite 
hilum  tuberculosis,  but  no  parenchymatous  involvement.  One  was 
discharged  after  109  days,  very  much  improved  ; the  other  after 
136  days,  disease  arrested. 

The  three  children  were  all  admitted  as  contacts  of  established 
cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  All  gave  positive  tuberculin  reactions, 
and  in  addition,  X-ray  in  two  cases  showed  a definite  hilum  enlarge- 
ment. The  third  was  admitted  suffering  from  broncho-pneumonia. 


Non-Tuberculous  Diseases. 

(33  Cases). 

In  33  cases— that  is,  31T  per  cent,  of  those  under  review — the 
diagnosis  of  tuberculosis  was  altered,  as  follows  : — 

Adults  (7).  — Notified  pulmonary  tuberculosis  (7).  — Pulmonary 
fibrosis,  1 ; pulmonary  fibrosis,  purulent  bronchitis,  1 ; pulmonary 
fibrosis,  pleurisy  following  carbuncle,  1 ; cardiac  disease,  1 ; debility, 
2 ; asthma,  chronic  articular  rheumatism,  1. 

Children  (26). — Notified  pulmonary  tuberculosis  (8). — Pulmonary 
fibrosis,  1 ; convalescent  pneumonia,  2 ; nasopharyngitis,  1 ; septic 
tonsils,  1 ; debility,  3. 

Notified  abdominal  tuberculosis  (13).— Debility,  8 ; enteritis,  2 ; 
splenic  enlargement,  1 ; nasopharyngitis,  otorrhoea,  1 ; cardiac 
disease,  1. 

Notified  tuberculous  adenitis  (1). — Septic  adenitis,  malnutrition,  1. 

Notified  tuberculosis  of  kidney  (1).- — Pyelitis,  1. 
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Notified  suspected  tuberculosis  for  observation  (3). — Debility  following 
pneumonia,  1 ; marasmus,  2. 

The  altered  diagnosis  in  the  case  of  children  was  supported  by 
repeated  negative  reactions  to  tuberculin  applied  to  each  child  by  the 
percutaneous,  cutaneous,  and  subcutaneous  methods.  The  ages  of 
the  children  were: — 1-5  years,  11  ; 5-10  years,  10;  10-15  years,  5. 

Special  Examinations  and  Treatment. 

Artificial  Pneumothorax. — This  form  of  treatment  was  carried 
out  by  transferring  patients  to  Motherwell  Hospital  for  initial  operation 
and  for  re-fills. 

Eight  patients  (16  per  cent  of  the  verified  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis)  were  considered  suitable.  In  one  instance  the  attempt 
was  unsuccessful  on  account  of  extensive  pleural  adhesions,  and  in 
another  treatment  was  abandoned  after  a few  months  for  the  same 
reason.  This  patient  was  subjected  to  a successful  phrenicectomy . 
Five  of  the  remaining  cases  were  transferred  to  Hairmyres,  and  one 
girl  left  of  her  own  accord  to  continue  treatment  as  an  out-patient 
at  Motherwell  Hospital. 

Aurotherapy. — Treatment  of  suitable  patients  by  injections  of 
Crisalbine  (gold  sodium  thiosulphate)  was  commenced  during  the 
year,  and,  so  far,  has  proved  highly  satisfactory.  Only  one  patient 
who  received  the  treatment  was  discharged  during  1933.  The  following 
is  a summary  of  his  case  : — 

G.M.,  17  years.  Onset  of  symptoms  seven  months  before 
admission,  with  cough,  spit,  and  haemoptysis  on  several  occasions. 
On  admission,  signs  of  advanced  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
with  extensive  X-ray  lesions  in  both  lungs,  sputum  positive, 
swinging  temperature,  and  rapid  pulse,  staining  on  seventh  day 
after  admission.  After  four  weeks’  observation  injections  of 
Crisalbine  (0-25  gm.)  were  commenced.  Improvement  in  general 
condition  was  marked  after  a few  weeks,  temperature  and  pulse 
becoming  more  normal,  with  increased  appetite  and  a steady 
gain  in  weight. 

X-ray  after  eleven  months  showed  a very  marked  improve- 
ment, with  definite  healing  of  lesions  by  absorption  and  fibrosis. 
Sputum  was  still  positive  on  patient’s  transfer  to  Hairmyres 
after  586  days,  but  his  general  condition  was  very  good  and  the 
pulse  and  temperature  were  normal.  In  all,  32  doses  of  Crisalbine 
were  given. 
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X-ray  Examinations.— 131  X-ray  examinations  were  made  at 
the  County  Hospital,  Motherwell,  the  radiographs  being  sent  to  the 
Sanatorium  and  read  in  conjunction  with  the  clinical  picture. 

Ear,  Throat,  and  Nose  Specialist. — One  case  of  laryngeal 
tuberculosis  was  referred  to  the  consulting  laryngologist.  One  patient 
was  referred  for  tonsillectomy  which  was  carried  out  at  Calderbank 
House. 

Dental  Treatment. — The  visiting  dentist  made  5 visits  and 
treated  42  patients,  the  total  number  of  extractions  being  65,  and 
scalings,  0. 

Outbreaks  of  Infectious  Disease. — Two  children  were  trans- 
ferred to  Motherwell  Hospital  suffering  from  diphtheria— one  in  the 
month  of  June  and  one  in  August. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  Chickenpox  in  November  and  December, 
affecting  the  Children’s  Ward.  In  all,  8 children  were  affected. 


Administration. 

Buildings  and  Grounds. — No  building  extensions  were  under- 
taken. A covered  verandah  for  the  female  ward  was  constructed 
during  the  year,  and  the  main  paths  of  the  Institution  were  asphalted. 

Accommodation. — The  accommodation  comprises  39  beds  and  14 
cots,  allocated  as  follows  : — Adult  males,  9 ; adult  females  (open 
cases),  19  ; adult  females  (closed  cases)  and  juvenile  females,  11  ; 
cots,  14. 

Staff. — The  Medical  Staff  of  2 is  non-resident.  The  Nursing 
Staff  comprises  the  matron,  2 general  trained  sisters,  4 staff  nurses, 
and  4 probationers.  Domestic  Staff. — 1 cook,  2 laundry  maids,  and 
8 maids.  Outdoor  Staff.— 1 engineer-attendant  (resident),  and  2 assistant 
gardener-firemen  (1  resident).

Included  in  the  figure  89  are  4 cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  pleura, 
and  4 cases  admitted  as  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  which  the  diagnosis 
was  not  established,  leaving  81  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  parenchyma. 
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Classified  according  to  their  condition  on  admission,  12  patients 
were  placed  in  Group  I,  34  in  Group  II,  and  35  in  Group  III. 

The  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  was  19 — 16  pulmonary, 
3 non-pulmonary.

Spit  Negative  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
(25  Cases). 

There  were  25  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  with  negative  or 
no  sputum.  The  diagnosis  in  these  cases  has  been  established  in 
conformity  with  Trudeau  standard. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  Children  under  15 
(2  Cases). 

The  ages  of  the  cases  were  as  follows  1,  14  years  ; 1,  13  years. 
One  patient  was  discharged  improved,  and  1 died. 

Artificial  Pneumothorax. 

Three  cases  received  artificial  pneumothorax  during  the  year. 
One  patient  was  discharged  with  the  disease  quiescent.  In  one  case 
the  treatment  was  abandoned  and  the  third  is  still  having  treatment 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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" Crisalbine  ” injections  were  given  to  6 cases  during  the  year. 
Three  of  the  patients  were  discharged,  one  showing  some  improve- 
ment, and  one  I.S.Q.,  while  the  third  was  not  improving,  and  was 
discharged  at  his  own  request. 

The  remaining  3 patients  were  still  having  treatment  at  the  end 
of  the  year.

Special  Examinations  and  Treatment. 

Dental  Treatment. — During  the  year,  Mr.  Allan,  L.D.S.,  made 
four  visits  to  the  Sanatorium,  and  treated  42  patients.  The  total 
number  of  extractions  was  158. 

X-ray  Examinations. — As  in  former  years,  patients  were  sent 
to  the  County  Hospital,  Motherwell,  for  X-ray  examination. 

Of  the  patients  discharged  during  the  year,  104  had  X-ray 
examination. 

Ear,  Nose,  and  Throat  Cases. — Four  cases  were  examined. 
In  2 cases  treatment  by  thermo-cautery  was  given. 


It  is  desired  to  make  grateful  recognition  of  the  services  of  the 
local  clergymen  during  the  year,  and  of  the  entertainments  to  patients 
given  by  various  parties. 
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Administration. 

Buildings  and  Grounds. — No  building  extensions  have  been 
undertaken  during  the  year.  Necessary  repairs  have  been  carried 
out  as  required. 

Accommodation. — There  is  no  change  in  the  accommodation. 
Thirty-two  beds  are  allotted  for  males  and  14  for  females.  There 
are  8 cots  for  children.  The  emergency  bed  in  the  side  room  of 
Pavilion  II  is  not  included  in  the  number. 

Staff. — The  medical  staff  is  non-resident,  and  consists  of  a 
Physician-Superintendent  and  a Visiting  Physician.  The  nursing 
staff  consists  of  Matron,  2 sisters,  3 staff  nurses,  and  5 probationers, 
while  a sixth  nurse  is  required  during  the  holiday  period. 

Domestic  Staff. — 1 Cook,  1 laundress,  and  8 maids. 

Outdoor  Staff. — 1 Gardener-attendant,  1 fireman,  and  1 assistant 
gardener-attendant .

The  form  of  this  report  conforms  to  the  suggestions  of  the  Royal 
Society  of  Medicine. 

On  the  31st  December,  1932,  82  patients  remained  in  hospital, 
of  whom  41  were  babies.  Adult  admissions  numbered  1,668.  There 
were  993  babies  born  in  the  hospital,  while  56  were  born  before 
admission.  At  the  en>d  of  the  year  71  patients  remained  in  hospital, 
of  whom  24  were  babies. 

There  were  1,057  confinements,  977  babies  were  born  alive  (15 
twin-births),  while  95  were  still-born.

SUMMARY. 

1.  The  admissions  to  hospital  show  an  increase  of  258. 

2.  Ante-natal  cases  treated  remain  about  the  same  figure  as  in 
previous  years,  while  other  sections  show  increases.  The  number  of 
confinements  is  up  by  118. 

3.  The  maternal  death-rate  is  the  lowest  on  record,  being  6 per 
1,000.  This  may  be  due  to  the  number  of  severe  cases  treated  in 
their  own  homes. 

4.  Special  visits  are  made  to  cases  of  eclampsia,  post-partum  and 
ante-partum  haemorrhage  in  their  homes,  and  sometimes  to  incomplete 
septic  abortions. 

A nurse  is  left  in  charge  until  the  patient  is  considered  fit  to  be 
removed  to  hospital.  This  method  of  treating  acutely  ill  patients 
deserves  commendation,  33  cases  having  been  treated  in  this  manner, 
with  only  two  deaths. 

5.  The  out-patient  clinic  continues  to  be  satisfactory.

Maternal  Deaths. 

Summary  of  Cases. 

(1)  M.$. — Admitted  as  a case  of  puerperal  eclampsia.  She  had 
been  confined  two  days  before  admission  and  had  had  four  fits  before 
admission.  On  admission,  she  was  conscious,  but,  after  having  one 
fit,  she  lost  consciousness.  The  fits  became  more  severe,  and  the  patient 
died  next  day  without  regaining  consciousness. 

Cause  of  Death. — Puerperal  eclampsia. 

(2)  Mrs.  P. — Patient  had  been  treated  in  the  wards  on  account  of 
hyperemesis  gravidarum  and  had  been  dismissed  irregularly.  She 
was  admitted  a fortnight  later  on  account  of  hyperemesis  gravidarum. 
On  admission  she  was  very  emaciated.  Abortion  was  induced  two  days 
later.  Patient’s  condition  became  gradually  worse  and  she  died  the 
following  day. 

Cause  of  Death. — Hyperemesis  gravidarum. 
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(3)  Mrs.  M. — Admitted  as  a case  of  cardiac  failure,  complicating 
pregnancy.  Marked  signs  of  failure  of  compensation  present.  As 
condition  did  not  respond  to  treatment,  labour  was  induced.  After 
delivery,  patient  showed  no  improvement  and  died  eight  days  later. 

Cause  of  Death. — Myocarditis. 

(4)  Mrs.  M‘K. — Notified  as  a case  in  labour.  On  admission 
cervix  was  half  dilated  and  vertex  was  not  fixed  and  in  occipito- 
posterior  position.  The  pains  were  poor  and  sedatives  were  given. 
Condition  remained  the  same  until  two  days  later,  when  the  cervix 
was  almost  fully  dilated  and  the  pulse  rate  had  increased  markedly. 
An  unsuccessful  attempt  was  made  to  perform  internal  rotation. 
Podalic  version  was  performed  and  patient  delivered  with  great 
difficulty.  Patient  was  exceedingly  “ shocked  ” and  died  40  minutes 
later. 

Cause  of  Death. — Obstetric  shock. 

(5)  E.N. — Patient  was  admitted,  notified  as  delayed  labour,  having 
been  in  labour  for  sixty  hours.  Marked  oedema ; delivered  with  forceps. 
Confinement  was  further  complicated  by  an  adherent  placenta,  which 
was  removed  manually.  Patient  developed  symptoms  of  acute  sepsis 
and  died  three  days  later. 

Cause  of  Death. — Puerperal  septicaemia. 

(6)  Mrs.  B. — Patient  was  confined  spontaneously  of  a living  child — 
a face  presentation.  She  showed  no  sign  of  distress  during  the 
delivery,  but  was  very  restless  and  excited.  One  hour  after  delivery 
the  patient  developed  signs  of  severe  shock  and  died. 

Cause  of  Death. — Obstetric  shock. 

(7)  Mrs.  W. — Admitted  in  premature  labour.  Emaciated.  Con- 
fined the  following  day  of  a premature  child.  Following  the  delivery 
she  showed  signs  of  increasing  collapse  and  died  three  hours  later. 

Cause  of  Death.- — Obstetric  shock. 

(8)  A.H. — Notified  as  a case  of  hyperemesis  gravidarum,  and 
admitted  in  a very  emaciated  state  and  showing  signs  of  hepatic 
deficiency.  An  unsuccessful  attempt  was  made  to  induce  abortion 
shortly  after  admission  and  patient  died  the  following  day. 

Cause  of  Death. — Hyperemesis  gravidarum. 
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(9)  Mrs.  Q. — Patient  was  notified  as  a case  of  hyperemesis 
gravidarum.  On  admission  she  was  considered  to  be  too  ill  for 
surgical  intervention.  Expulsive  treatment  proved  ineffective  and 
patient  died  six  days  after  admission. 

Cause  of  Death. — Hyperemesis  gravidarum. 

(10)  Mrs.  R. — Admitted  in  labour.  Delivery  with  forceps  failed 
and  craniotomy  was  performed.  After  delivery  the  patient  developed 
signs  of  paralytic  ileus  and  died  three  days  later. 

Cause  of  Death. — Paralytic  ileus,  following  craniotomy. 

(11)  Mrs.  T. — Notified  as  a case  of  eclampsia.  Treatment  was 
carried  out  in  the  patient’s  home  as  she  was  too  ill  to  be  removed  to 
hospital.  Her  condition  improved  and  she  was  removed  to  hospital. 
Patient  improved  until  after  confinement,  when  she  became  uncon- 
scious and  died  some  hours  later. 

Cause  of  Death. — Puerperal  eclampsia.

There  are,  in  addition,  28  pupils  taking  the  course  of  midwifery 
training. 

Dr.  Rhodes,  who  was  appointed  Resident  Assistant  Medical  Officer 
on  1st  November,  1932,  for  six  months,  was  reappointed  for  a further 
five  months. 
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Dr.  Wotherspoon  was  appointed  as  his  successor  from  the  1st 
October,  1933. 

During  the  year  23  nurses  completed  their  period  of  training 
preparatory  to  sitting  the  examination  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board. 
The  number  of  pupils  trained  since  the  Institution  was  recognised  as 
a training  school  now  totals  278. 

The  following  are  the  regulations  in  force  for  applicants  for 
midwifery  training  : — 

(1)  Nurses  who  have  completed  their  training  in  any  of  the 
County  Institutions  applying  within  six  months  of  leaving  the  Local 
Authority’s  service — £1. 

(2)  Nurses  who  have  trained  in  County  Institutions,  and  subse- 
quently and  consecutively  have  taken  their  general  training,  if 
applying  within  six  months  of  completion  of  general  training — £1. 

(3)  Nurses  on  the  General  or  Supplementary  Registers  who  have 
completed  two  years  with  the  Local  Authority,  if  applying  during  the 
time  they  are  employed — £1. 

(4)  Nurses  on  General  or  Supplementary  Registers — £5. 

(5)  Untrained  applicants — £40. 

Applicants  who  are  not  certified  nurses  must  have  a good  general 
education.  Applicants  who  do  not  hold  a certificate  in  English 
satisfactory  to  the  Physician-Superintendent  must  pass  a test  in 
English  (including  dictation),  arithmetic,  and  general  knowledge. 

Each  nurse  has  to  attend  five  of  her  twenty  cases  at  the  patient’s 
home.  Glasgow  Royal  Maternity  Hospital  provides  suitable  outdoor 
practice  for  half  the  nurses  at  a cost  of  three  guineas  per  pupil.  The 
remainder  of  the  pupil  staff  receive  their  outdoor  training  in  the 
Bellshill  District  under  the  guidance  of  midwives  approved  by  the 
Central  Midwives  Board.  Two  nurses  take  their  cases  at  a time  in 
Glasgow,  while  the  same  number  are  attending  outdoor  cases  in  the 
district.

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

The  standard  of  puerperal  pyrexia  adopted  in  this  Institution 
is  that  of  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland,  which  is  as 
follows  : — 


“ Any  febrile  condition  (other  than  a condition  which  requires 
to  be  notified  as  puerperal  fever)  occurring  in  a woman  within 
twenty-one  days  after  child-birth  or  miscarriage  in  which  a 
temperature  of  100-4°F.  or  more  has  been  sustained  during  a period 
of  twenty-four  hours  or  has  recurred  during  that  period.” 

There  have  been,  during  the  year,  65  cases  notified  to  the  local 
supervising  authority,  and,  as  the  year  started  amidst  an  outbreak 
of  puerperal  sepsis,  the  rule  was  that,  where  cases  showed  an  elevation 
of  temperature  to  100-4°  or  over  within  four  hours  or  longer  from 
any  cause,  they  were  removed  to  the  County  Isolation  Hospital, 
Motherwell.  This  high  standard  was  adopted  throughout  the  year 
and  the  following  are  the  numbers  notified  : —

This  is  equal  to  a puerperal  pyrexia  rate  of  50  per  1,000.  Of 
this  total,  27  showed  evidence  of  infection  on  admission  and  of 
the  65  cases  3 died.  Of  the  3 deaths  from  sepsis,  infection  was  noted 
in  every  case  on  admission. 
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The  following  is  a note  on  those  three  cases  : — 

In  the  first  case  the  patient  had  suffered  previously  from  a chronic 
inflammatory  lesion  in  the  pelvic  cavity,  and  at  the  'post-mortem 
examination  it  was  reported  that  the  right  ovary  and  tube  were 
embedded  in  dense  adhesion.  Coliform  organisms  were  present  in 
the  liver  and  spleen.  On  admission,  her  temperature  was  99-5 0 
and  the  pulse  rate  was  from  110. 


In  the  second  case  the  temperature  on  admission  was  99-2°  and 
the  pulse  rate  140.  The  patient  had  been  in  labour  for  five  days 
previously  and  suffered  from  acute  pyelitis. 


The  third  case  was  admitted  as  a case  of  pyelitis,  with  a 
temperature  of  10T8°  and  a pulse  rate  of  110.  At  the  post-mortem 
examination  an  abscess  involving  the  kidney  was  found. 


Before  the  epidemic  of  puerperal  sepsis  began,  serum,  which  had 
been  largely  used  in  this  Institution  in  recent  years  with  very 
gratifying  results,  had  been  stopped  for  a period  of  almost  2 months 
on  account  of  its  cost.  Coincident  with  the  onset  of  this  epidemic 
a number  of  the  staff  suffered  from  head  colds  and  at  some  time  or 
other  haemolytic  streptococci  were  found  in  the  throats  of  60  per  cent, 
of  the  nursing  staff. 


After  the  administration  of  antitoxin  was  resumed  the  severity 
of  the  disease  appeared  to  be  much  lessened  as  no  deaths  fall  to  be 
recorded.  Two-thirds  of  the  cases  of  this  epidemic  were  treated  with 
antitoxin. 


It  is  my  opinion  that  puerperal  antitoxin  (Parke,  Davis,  & Co.)  is 
particularly  helpful  as  a prophylactic  agent,  but  as  a curative  factor 
is  valueless.  In  cases  where  interference  has  been  necessary  or  where 
laceration  has  resulted  it  is  particularly  suitable,  and  where  there 
has  been  much  bleeding  the  patient  is  much  benefited  by  its  use. 

It  has  been  my  experience  that  cases  which  receive  antitoxin  as 
a prophylactic  measure  and  become  septic  seldom  have  a fatal 
termination. 
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The  methods  at  present  in  vogue  for  the  prevention  of  puerperal 
sepsis  are  as  follows : — 

1.  Disinfection  of  the  ward  is  carried  out  on  each  occasion  after 
the  ward  is  emptied.  Woodwork,  floors,  radiators,  and  pipes  are 
washed  with  a solution  of  Rideal-Walker  coefficient  18/20. 

2.  Bedsteads  are  carbolised,  bedding  and  linen  are  all  sterilised, 
and  blankets  are  washed  thoroughly  after  each  confinement. 

3.  All  patients  as  well  as  the  attendants  are  masked  whenever  the 
patient’s  body  is  being  uncovered. 

4.  Each  lying-in  ward  consists  of  eight  beds  and  the  ward  must 
be  filled  in  forty-eight  hours  or  the  beds  remain  empty  if  unfilled 
at  the  expiry  of  that  period,  until  the  ward  is  again  disinfected. 

5.  The  same  day  and  night  nurses  do  all  the  dressings  of  the 
patient  for  ten  consecutive  days,  after  which  they  are  allowed  suitable 
o2-duty  time. 

6.  An  acriflavine  pack  is  inserted  in  the  vagina  when  labour 
commences,  and  after  the  second  stage  is  completed  a similar  pack 
is  inserted. 

7.  All  throats  of  staff  are  swabbed  weekly,  and  if  any  are  positive 
for  haemolytic  streptococci  that  member  of  the  staff  is  not  allowed  to 
enter  the  lying-in  ward. 

8.  Patients  have  vaginal  and  throat  swabs  taken  on  admission. 
Positive  cases  are  isolated  in  cubicles  in  the  absence  of  an  elevated 
temperature.  If  the  temperature  is  elevated  or  patients  suffer  from 
any  illness,  such  as  head  cold  or  influenza,  they  are  immediately 
removed  to  the  isolation  ward.  Any  case  that  develops  a temperature 
of  99-4 ° is  removed  to  the  isolation  ward  also. 

9.  Each  patient  has  a toilet  outfit,  consisting  of  basin,  face- 
cloth, soap,  mouth-wash  and  tumbler,  nail-brush,  and  mask. 

In  accordance  with  the  minutes  of  the  Committee,  December,  1931, 
33  patients,  whose  immediate  removal  to  hospital  was  considered 
inadvisable  on  account  of  the  gravity  of  their  condition,  were  visited 
and  treated  at  home. 
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There  were  8 cases  of  post-partum  haemorrhage,  of  which  2 had 
adherent  placentae,  and  2 of  these  received  blood  transfusions ; 
4 cases  of  ante-partum  haemorrhage;  4 of  abortion  all  with  severe 
haemorrhage;  4 cases  of  eclampsia;  4 of  hyperemesis  gravidarum; 

2 cases  of  delayed  labour ; and  1 of  acute  sepsis.  The  remaining 
6 cases  consisted  of  patients  who  were  not  able  to  attend  the  Ante- 
natal Clinics. 

This  practice  has  proved  to  be  of  outstanding  value,  especially 
in  cases  of  haemorrhage  and  eclampsia. 

Buildings. 

During  the  year  an  additional  boiler  was  installed.  The  boiler 
was  of  the  Penman  quick-steaming  type. 

The  steam  ducts  have  been  rebuilt,  giving  a width  and  depth  of 

3 feet  by  3 feet.  The  steam  pipes  for  the  greater  part  were  renewed. 

Painting  of  wards  of  Pavilions  1 and  II,  also  of  the  Nurses’  Home 
and  of  Doctor’s  room,  was  carried  out  during  the  year.

Staff. — The  nursing  staff  consists  of  matron,  1 sister,  3 staff  nurses, 
and  9 probationers.  The  domestic  staff  consists  of  1 cook,  2 laundry 
maids,  and  5 maids.  There  is  an  outdoor  staff  of  1 gardener, 
1 assistant  gardener,  and  1 apprentice  gardener.  During  the  year 
the  staff  lost  177  working  days  through  illness. 

Buildings  and  Grounds. — During  the  year  the  exterior  woodwork, 
&c.,  was  repainted  and  the  garden  wall  was  repaired  and  pointed.

Accommodation. — Remains  unchanged  and  consists  of  two  blocks 
of  two  wards  each,  one  block  for  mothers  accommodating  16  beds,  and 
one  block  for  children  accommodating  20  cots.  The  total  accommo- 
dation at  present  is  just  equal  to  the  demands  for  admission. 

Staff. — The  staff  consists  of  charge  sister,  3 staff  nurses,  4 pro- 
bationers, 1 cook,  1 house  table  maid,  2 ward  maids,  1 laundry  maid, 
1 laundry  and  kitchen  maid,  and  1 gardener.  There  is  not  sufficient 
accommodation  for  all  the  staff,  and  the  cook,  3 maids,  and  the 
gardener  live  out. 

Buildings  and  Grounds. — The  electric  lighting  installed  last  year 
has  effected  very  considerable  saving  compared  with  the  cost  of  gas. 

During  the  year  attention  was  drawn  to  the  following  defects  : — 

(1)  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  the  kitchen  and  cooking  arrange- 

ments ; 

(2)  owing  to  the  fact  that  there  is  no  central  heating  system, 

an  excessive  amount  of  coal  is  consumed  in  open  fires 
in  an  attempt  to  heat  the  home  and  wards  and  to  provide 
hot  water  for  baths  for  patients  and  staff;  and 

(3)  owing  to  lack  of  accommodation  in  the  home,  3 maids  have 

to  sleep  out,  and  are  obliged  to  use  the  kitchen  as  a 
dining-room. 

The  County  Architect,  with  members  of  the  Child  Welfare  Com- 
mittee, visited  the  Hospital,  and  agreed  to  recommend  that  certain 
alterations  should  be  carried  out.  These  are  still  under  consideration. 

Considerable  extension  was  made  to  the  kitchen  garden,  and  the 
supply  of  fresh  vegetables  has  been  almost  doubled  compared  with 
previous  years. 
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Cases  Treated. — 23  cases  were  under  treatment  on  1st  January, 
1933,  and  during  the  year  438  cases  were  admitted,  441  were  dis- 
charged, and  3 died,  leaving  17  cases  under  treatment  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  The  number  of  admissions  for  1933  is  only  2 less  than  the 
number  for  1932.  This  is  about  the  optimum  working  figure  for  the 
present  accommodation. 

Place  op  Residence. — Of  the  444  cases  discharged,  424  were  from 
County  areas,  19  from  the  Burgh  of  Lanark,  and  1 from  tlhe  Burgh

It  will  be  noted  that  the  majority  of  mothers  admitted  were  post- 
natal,  i.e.,  within  a year  after  their  confinements,  and  that  they 
almost  always  (had  their  babies  with  them. 

These  patients  suffered  from  debility,  and  invariably  showed  some 
degree  of  ansemia  and  subnutrition. 

The  main  lines  of  treatment  were  rest,  regular  and  varied  diet, 
and  the  administration  of  iron,  arsenic,  and  strychnine  hypo- 
dermically, with  as  much  time  spent  in  the  open  air  as  possible. 

Particular  attention  was  paid  to  dental  caries,  as  the  great 
majority  of  these  patients  exhibit  either  pyorrhoea  or  dental  caries, 
or  both,  with  accompanying  disturbance  of  digestion.  During  the  year 
234  mothers  were  admitted,  and  of  these,  136  showed  oral  sepsis  in 
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some  form  or  other.  Only  30  had  good  teeth,  and  3 of  these  perfect 
dentures.  The  following  table  gives  a resume  of  conditions  found  : —

Patients  submit  readily  to  dental  treatment  when  they  are  allowed 
a few  days  in  hospital  to  recover  from  the  effects. 

Fifty-three  cases  received  dental  treatment  from  qualified  dentists, 
and  the  more  severe  cases  were  given  gas  anaesthesia,  which  also  proves 
a great  inducement  to  patients  who  do  not  submit  readily  to  treat- 
ment under  local  anaesthesia. 

This  form  of  general  convalescent  treatment  is  of  infinite  value 
marked  by  the  pronounced  increase  in  weight  and  general  condition 
of  the  patients. 

Results  of  Treatment. — 295  cases  were  discharged  well,  96  much 
improved,  46  I.S.Q.,  1 worse,  1 transferred  to  Motherwell  Hospital, 
2 to  Lockhart  Hospital,  and  3 died. 

The  causes  of  death  were: — Marasmus,  2;  broncho-pneumonia,  1. 

Fortunately,  no  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  occurred  during 
the  year.

POOR  LAW  INSTITUTIONS. 


Report  on  Omoa  Hospital  for  Year  1933. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  Department,  I beg 
to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1933. 

Staff. — On  31st  December,  1933,  there  were  6 senior  nurses  and 
7 probationer  nurses.  The  staff  is  assisted  by  ward  maids.  The 
nursing  staff  remains  as  formerly.  A sickness  isolation  ward  has 
been  provided  for  the  nurses.  The  accommodation  for  the  nurses  is 
at  present  sufficient,  but  as  seems  likely  the  number  of  patients  will 
increase  then  the  question  of  nursing  accommodation  will  arise. 

The  wards  are  bright  and  pleasant  looking,  well  lighted,  heated, 
and  ventilated,  and  compare  very  favourably  with  the  wards  of  any 
general  hospital.

Of  these  deaths  it  will  be  seen  that  one-third  were  due  to  cerebral 
haemorrhage  (paralytic  seizure — Arterio  sclerosis).  These  cases  are 
now  becoming  very  frequent  in  Omoa  Hospital  because  so  many  of 
them  are  unable  to  be  nursed  at  home.  They  are  incontinent  and 
helpless.  Many  of  their  relatives  have  expressed  to  me  their  thanks 
and  gratitude  for  the  kindness  and  attention  of  the  nursing  staff. 


The  accommodation  of  this  hospital  has  been  taxed  to  its  utmost. 
At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  there  is  not  a single  vacant  bed 
in  the  hospital.  I do  not  think  it  is  generally  realised  that  Omoa 
Hospital  accommodates  on  an  average  over  100  patients  daily.  These 
cases  are  of  the  chronic  type  and  in  many  cases  are  with  us  for  years, 
and  in  estimating  expense  they  cost  practically  the  same  in  food  as 
in  a general  hospital;  therefore,  in  comparing  expenses  Omoa 
Hospital  should  be  compared  with  the  other  hospitals  in  the  County 
of  Lanark  on  a basis  of  a daily  average  of  more  than  100  patients. 


Encephalitis  Lethargica  Wards  ( After  Effects). — These  two  wards, 
male  and  female,  have  been  fully  occupied  during  the  year.  These 
cases  were  taken  over  from  the  Public  Health  Department  of  the 
County.  The  most  of  them  are  mentally  and  physically  weak  and 
they  have  proved  to  be  a great  tax  on  the  staff  of  this  hospital.  We 
have  found  in  these  cases  that  the  only  treatment  which  has  proved 
of  any  benefit  at  all  has  been  that  of  an  educational  type,  that 
is,  they  have  been  encouraged  to  get  about  and  to  try  to  regain 
expression  of  speech.  In  short,  to  try  to  regain  the  power  of 
initiation  which  they  all  seem  to  have  lost.  A number  of  them  are  in 
a hopeless  condition.  I may  add  that  in  these  cases  the  relatives 
expect,  and  I think  rightly,  that  they  should  be  fed  and  looked  after 
24 
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in  the  same  way,  and  at  the  same  expense,  as  the  rest  of  the  patients 
in  the  fever  hospitals  in  the  County  of  Lanark.  These  patients  have 
a special  diet. 

Epileptics. — There  are  10  in  this  hospital.  I have  previously 
expressed  the  view  that  epileptics  should  not  be  in  a general  hospital. 
They  perturb  the  other  patients  and  some  of  them  are  not  amenable 
to  discipline,  and,  of  course,  if  they  are  obstreperous  they  cannot  be 
dismissed  from  hospital,  because  they  are  destitute.  I am  strongly 
of  the  opinion  that  there  should  be  an  Epileptic  Colony,  where  these 
patients  could  be  put  to  work,  under  supervision,  as  most  of  them 
are  quite  able  to  do. 

Isolation  of  Offensive  Skin  Cases. — Owing  to  this  hospital  being 
fully  occupied  these  cases  -have  had  to  be  isolated  in  the  reception 
block.  This  is  not  desirable,  and  I would  suggest  that,  as  no  other 
building  is  available,  a small  ward  of  three  beds  (a  wooden  erection, 
roughcast,  would  suffice)  -should  be  erected. 

Defectives. — There  are  8 mental  defectives  (certified)  in  the  House. 
They  have  given  no  trouble  and  some  of  them  are  usefully  employed. 

Maternity  Cases. — These  are  now  sent  to  Bellshill  Maternity 
Hospital  and  returned  to  this  hospital  when  better. 

Nursery. — The  Nursery  has  been  fully  occupied  during  the  year. 
It  is  in  charge  of  a qualified  nurse.  There  have  been  cases  of 
diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  chickenpox,  and  measles.  These  were  con- 
tracted from  outside.  They  all  made  good  recoveries.  The  infectious 
diseases  were  taken  charge  of  by  the  Local  Authority.  The  older 
children  attend  the  schools  in  Cleland. 

All  the  children  are  healthy  and  happy  looking. 

Tuberculosis  Cases. — We  have  frequent  cases  of  this  type.  They 
are  reported  to  the  Local  Authority  and  await  admission  as  vacancies 
occur. 

“ Mental  Borderland  Cases.” — Another  class  of  case  which  is 
causing  us  a great  deal  of  trouble  is  the  “ Mental  Borderland  Case.” 
These  are  sent  into  us,  probably,  to  avoid  the  stigma  of  asylum.  They 
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naturally  cause  a great  deal  of  worry  to  the  staff,  which  is  not 
sufficiently  large  enough  to  deal  with  this  type  of  case,  and  which 
should,  if  the  County  of  Lanark  had  mental  observation  wards,  be 
sent  there. 

Cases  requiring  major  operations  are  sent  to  the  general  hospitals 
in  Glasgow  or  to  the  hospitals  of  the  Local  Authority. 

Infirm  Ward. — There  is  a female  infirm  ward,  which  has  been 
fully  occupied.  A male  infirm  ward  would  help  to  relieve  the 
congestion  in  the  male  wards. 


House. — The  inmates  are  periodically  inspected  and  their 
classification  revised.  The  dietary  is  ample  and  of  good  quality. 
Special  diets  are  arranged  when  necessary.  Any  inmate  can  consult 
the  Medical  Officer  on  his  daily  visit.  A supply  of  medicines  and 
dressings  is  always  at  hand.  The  bathing  is  carefully  attended  to. 
The  wards  are  well  heated,  ventilated,  and  are  very  comfortable. 

I thank  the  Local  Authority  for  an  honorarium  of  £20  in 
appreciation  of  my  extra  work,  but  I regret  that  it  should  think  that 
£120  per  annum  (less  5 per  cent,  cut)  is  an  adequate  salary  for  one 
of  its  Medical  Officers  in  charge  of  a hospital  of  over  100  beds. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Governor  and  Matron  for  their  kind 
co-operation.

Report  on  Crosslaw  Home,  Lanark,  for  the  Year  1933. 

I beg  to  submit  my  Report  on  the  above  Home,  dealing  seriatim 
with  all  the  points  referred  to  in  the  Board  of  Health  Circular  No.  29, 
7th  January,  1933. 

The  “ Home  ” is  a fairly  large  stone  building,  situated  in  a 
healthy  part  of  the  district,  just  about  a quarter  of  a mile  from  the 
Town  of  Lanark — a large  garden  both  in  front  and  behind,  with  all 
the  usual  outhouses  necessary  for  such  a building — and  surrounded 
by  a fairly  high  wall.  The  accommodation  has  proved  quite  ample 
for  all  cases  brought  in.

All  patients  are  medically  inspected  as  they  are  admitted,  and  it 
depends  on  the  type  of  illness  whether  they  are  examined  every 
day  or  not.  In  severe  illnesses,  such  as  pneumonia,  or  febrile  diseases, 
they  are  seen  every  day.  Ordinary  cases  are  not  seen  quite  so  often, 
but  not  less  than  twice  weekly. 

The  diet  is  given  according  to  the  illness  of  the  patient,  such  as 
light  diet  for  fevered  cases,  as  milk,  milk  puddings,  and  soups.  For 
ordinary  cases,  the  usual  diet  of  soups,  milk,  milk  puddings,  meat  and 
potatoes,  fish,  tea-bread,  &c.,  is  given,  and,  to  me,  it  seems  ample, 
well  cooked,  appetising,  and  of  good  quality. 

Nursing  arrangements  are  very  satisfactory,  there  being  a matron 
and  assistant,  both  well-trained  qualified  nurses.  They  are  helped 
by  other  helpers,  both  male  and  female.  The  accommodation  for  the 
nursing  staff  is  quite  sufficient,  there  being  bedrooms,  sitting-room, 
and  dining-room,  &c. 

Medicines  and  medical  appliances  are  sufficient  for  all  practical 
purposes,  and  the  equipment  of  the  sick  wards  is  added  to  as  circum- 
stances require. 

There  is  no  hot  and  cold  water  in  the  wards,  but  there  is  an 
abundance  in  adjacent  compartments. 

When  a patient  is  brought  in,  he,  or  she,  has  a warm  bath,  if 
in  a fit  state  for  same.  If  not,  they  are  hand-sponged,  and  when  fit, 
they  are  all  bathed  once  a fortnight,  or,  if  necessary,  oftener. 

The  wards  are  heated  with  hot-water  pipes  in  the  winter  months, 
and  in  hall  and  lobbies  there  are  large  radiators  which  keep  the 
place  very  comfortable.  Ventilation  is  very  satisfactory  by  means 
of  windows  and  wall  ventilators. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  are  quite  satisfactory,  consisting  of 
water-closets  and  baths  in  adjacent  rooms  to  the  wards,  and  in  the 
wards  there  are  plenty  of  night  stools  and  bed-pans  when  necessary. 
The  wards  are  kept  in  good  order. 

There  is  a special  hut  for  any  cases  of  skin  diseases,  such  as 
itch,  &c. 
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Tubercular  cases  are  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
who  has  them  removed  to  the  sanatorium,  and  the  same  applies  to 
any  infectious  disease,  such  as  scarlet  fever,  Ac.,  these  cases  being 
removed  to  the  fever  hospital. 

If  any  venereal  disease  cases  should  be  discovered,  they  are  sent 
to  the  various  clinics  in  the  neighbouring  Counties. 

Any  cases  requiring  major  operations  are  removed  to  our  local 
hospitals  or  to  Glasgow.  Cancer  cases  are  sent  to  the  Cancer  Hospital 
in  Glasgow,  while  obstetric  cases  are  sent  to  the  Maternity  Hospital 
for  the  County. 

All  sorts  of  cases  are  brought  in,  but  mostly  poor,  who  have  no 
one  to  attend  to  them  outside;  men  and  women  brought  in  off  the 
roads,  such  as  tramps,  sometimes  in  a dying  condition.  Some  have 
chronic  diseases,  such  as  valvular  heart  disease,  asthmatic,  bronchitic, 
urinary,  Ac.  Many  bed-ridden  cases  are  admitted,  when  nothing 
else  can  be  done  for  them  except  to  nurse  and  feed  them  as  required. 
These  are  mostly  old  folks. 

Children,  as  a rule,  are  boarded  out,  but,  if  in  for  a short  time, 
they  are  well  looked  after,  as  regards  cleanliness,  feeding,  Ac.

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  work 
done  by  the  Veterinary  Department  of  the  County  of  Lanark  under 
the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Scotland)  Act,  1914,  for  the  year  1933.  As 
on  former  occasions,  this  report  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with 
instructions  received  from  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland  in 
1929. 


(a)  Review  of  the  Year’s  Work. 

(1)  Any  Matter  of  Outstanding  General  Interest. 

Foot-and-Mouth  Disease. 

No  case  of  foot-and-mouth  disease  occurred  in  the  County  nor 
was  any  suspected  case  reported  to  us  during  the  year. 

Anthrax. 

31  outbreaks  of  anthrax  occurred  in  1933,  involving  36  animals, 
viz.  : — 26  cows,  7 heifers,  2 bulls,  and  1 bullock. 

The  majority  of  these  deaths  occurred  in  the  months  of  January 
and  February  and  marked  the  continuation  of  a death-rate  from 
Anthrax  which  began  in  the  middle  of  November,  1932.  Almost  every 
one  of  the  outbreaks  during  the  period  referred  to  occurred  in  the 
Upper  Ward  of  the  County.  Circumstantial  evidence  indicated  that 
the  fatalities  were  probably  due  to  the  use  of  infected  foreign  feeding- 
stuffs,  which  had  been  brought  into  the  Port  of  Leith  on  three  different 
ships  and  distributed  in  various  forms  by  one  or  more  firms  located 
in  the  east  to  their  customers  in  the  Upper  Ward. 

The  concentration  of  infection  in  the  feeding-stuffs  referred  to 
was  uncommonly  high  as  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  in  one  out- 
break three  animals  died,  and  in  three  outbreaks  two  animals  died, 
while  in  no  instance  were  the  additional  fatalities  due  to  the 
shedding  of  the  blood  of  any  carcase. 
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The  monetary  loss  to  several  stockowners  was  considerable,  but 
they  had  no  redress,  for  laboratory  workers  invariably  fail  to  detect 
the  Anthrax  infection  in  samples  of  suspected  feeding-stuffs  submitted 
to  them  for  examination  from  time  to  time.  More  than  ever  before, 
stockowners  are  taking  out  policies  of  insurance  for  their  stock  against 
death  from  Anthrax. 


(2)  Any  Particular  Question  of  Interest  or  Importance. 

The  chaotic  conditions  and  the  difficulties  of  the  producers  of 
ordinary  milk  referred  to  in  my  last  two  reports  continued  to  prevail, 
rendering  the  milk  industry  unremunerative  to  all  but  producer- 
retailers  throughout  the  year  until  December  1st  when  the  Milk 
Marketing  Board  began  its  operations.  The  work  and  decisions  of  this 
Board  have  exercised  the  minds  of  the  milk  producers,  distributors, 
and  consumers  in  a most  remarkable  manner,  and  doubtless  the 
ultimate  result  of  all  the  criticism,  helpful  and  destructive,  which  has 
been  heard  at  meetings  and  read  in  the  public  press  will  be  the 
emergence  of  more  perfect  plans,  based  on  experience  gained  by  a 
Board  anxious  to  hold  the  balance  of  interest  fairly  between  all  the 
classes  concerned.  Some  have  lost  initially,  while  some  have  gained, 
but  to  the  majority  of  producers  in  this  County  at  least  has  come  a 
feeling  of  confidence  in  the  future  which  has  been  entirely  lacking  for 
several  years.  The  financial  help  promised  by  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture and  Fisheries  will  go  a long  way  to  enable  the  Milk  Marketing 
Board  to  overcome  meantime  the  inherent  difficulties  of  the  surplus 
milk  situation,  which  has  been  the  bugbear  of  the  industry. 

Prices  are  tending  to  move  against  the  consuming  public,  and  if 
the  milk  producer’s  position  is  to  be  improved  even  fractionally  at 
the  expense  of  a public  who  have  not  yet  experienced  the  benefits 
of  trade  recovery,  milk  consumption  is  not  likely  to  increase  but 
rather  to  decrease  as  the  portents  already  indicate,  and  no  con- 
summation could  be  more  unsatisfactory,  whether  regarded  from  a 
public  health,  a national,  or  an  economic  point  of  view.  Those  in 
high  position  assert  confidently  that  without  public  confidence  in  the 
purity  of  our  milk  supplies,  there  can  be  no  increase  in  its  con- 
sumption. The  term  “ purity”  as  applied  to  milk — in  so  far  as  it 
denotes  freedom  from  danger — chiefly  means  freedom  from  tuberculous 
infection,  and  this  can  only  be  increasingly  attained  for  fresh  raw 
milk  by  an  increase  in  the  number  of  our  tubercle-free  herds.  Whether 
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the  public  in  Great  Britain  will  ever  be  persuaded  to  a higher 
milk  consumption  on  the  safety  or  purity  afforded  by  pasteurisation 
as  now  practised  remains  to  be  seen.  The  question  of  pasteurisation 
has  proved  too  controversial  to  command  complete  general  approval, 
and  compulsory  pasteurisation  of  all  ordinary  milk  supplies  might 
utterly  fail  to  give  the  quality  of  confidence  which  would  beget 
increased  consumption.  Under  a system  of  wholesale  pasteurisation 
greatly  exceeding  anything  we  have  yet  experienced,  the  likelihood  is 
that  we  would  encounter  from  time  to  time  instances  of  left-over  milk 
going  wrong  and  becoming  rancid,  repulsive,  and  dangerous  to  use. 
It  is  well  known  that  pasteurised  milk  cannot  for  long  resist  the 
subtle  infection  of  organisms  which  render  the  milk  useless,  because 
it  has  lost  its  defence  inasmuch  as  the  heating  process  had  killed  the 
lactic  acid  bacteria  that  enable  untreated  milk  to  go  decently  sour 
with  age. 

Again,  it  would  seem  to  be  a foregone  conclusion  that  if  something 
like  winter  price  is  to  be  paid,  as  seems  evident,  for  summer  milk 
produced  under  cheap  conditions,  the  demand  will  decrease  and 
surplus  milk  will  be  more  plentiful  than  ever  before.  The  position 
will  be  further  accentuated  through  the  promised  Government 
grants  and  the  better  and  more  stable  prices  promised  to  the 
producer  operating  to  stimulate  production,  and  the  circle  will  become 
a vicious  one.  Indeed  one  hears  the  opinion  generally  expressed  by 
milk  producers — those  who  sell  wholesale  and  those  who  retail  their 
milk — that  milk  ought  to  be  sold  as  heretofore  at  a cheaper  rate  during 
the  summer  months  to  encourage  maximum  consumption.  They  regard 
the  outlook  as  ominous  and  express  the  view  that  if  the  price  of 
summer  milk  is  kept  high,  the  resultant  under-consumption  will  recoil 
detrimentally  on  both  the  producer  and  consumer. 

It  will  be  conceded  that  the  greatest  value  from  milk  is  to  be 
attained  by  using  it  in  its  liquid  state,  and  every  factor  which  increases 
the  quantity  of  milk  to  be  manufactured  into  milk  products  should 
be  carefully  watched  and  supervised. 

There  is  at  the  moment  no  tangible  evidence  that  the  consumer 
of  milk  is  to  participate  in  or  have  any  direct  beneficial  contact  with 
the  financial  concessions  of  the  Exchequer  which  are  to  be  granted  for 
the  relief  of  the  dairy  industry,  unless  it  is  considered  that,  taking 
the  long  view,  the  spending  of  £750,000,  spread  over  the  next  four 
years,  for  securing  a purer  milk  supply,  does  actually  connote  a 
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considerable  campaign  for  the  increased  establishment  of  tubercle 
free  herds  from  the  ranks  of  those  almost  completely  self-supporting. 
It  would  not  need  much  financial  encouragement  under  one  scheme 
or  another  easy  of  application  to  produce  within  a short  time  in  this 
County  an  increase  of  about  200  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  our 
tubercle-free  herds.  Work  carried  out  to  this  end  would  inevitably 
react  on  the  status  of  other  herds,  sensitizing  their  owners  to  a higher 
conception  of  their  obligations  to  the  milk-consuming  public. 

Whatever  immediate  public  health  benefit  is  derived  from  the 
removal  of  gross  cases  of  tuberculosis  from  our  herds  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order,  the  effect  is  in  no  sense  constructive  or  of  finished 
quality  in  the  betterment  of  the  future  position  of  the  herds  in  respect 
of  the  incidence  of  cases  of  tuberculosis,  a percentage  of  which 
inevitably  graduate  year  by  year  to  be  dealt  with  in  their  turn.  By 
contrast,  the  establishment  of  every  additional  tubercle-free  herd  is 
a definitely  constructive  step,  bearing  the  stamp  of  considerable 
finality  in  any  campaign  for  the  eradication  of  tuberculosis  and  the 
safeguarding  of  the  milk  consumer. 

Special  Veterinary  Inspection  op  certain  Dairy  Herds  carried 

OUT  IMMEDIATELY  AFTER  NOTICE  WAS  RECEIVED  FROM  ONE  LOCAL 

Authority  or  another  that  a Bulk  Sample  of  Milk  had 

BEEN  PROVED  TO  CONTAIN  TUBERCLE  BACILLI. 

During  the  year  we  were  notified  from  time  to  time  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer  that  complaints  had  been  received  regarding  28  bulk 
samples  of  milk  proved  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli,  which  had  been 
taken  from  the  supplies  of  26  different  herds  by  the  undernoted 
Authorities.  These  are  summarised  as  follows,  viz.  : —

(a)  Reports  from  the  City  of  Glasgow. 

Case  1 was  reported  on  29th  March  and  merits  special  mention 
as  it  concerned  a milk  sample  taken  from  the  bulk  milk  produced  by 
one  of  our  herds  licensed  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order 
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(Scotland),  1930,  to  produce  Grade  A (T.T.)  milk.  This  herd  had  at 
that  time  been  graded  for  three  years,  and,  as  it  comprised  many 
young  cows  born  and  reared  on  the  premises  of  an  ordinary  herd 
kept  at  a distant  farm  by  the  same  owner,  we  had  some  expectation 
of  finding  and  did  detect  reactors  from  time  to  time  after  the  herd 
had  been  licensed  to  produce  Grade  A (T.T.)  milk.  Immediately  we 
received  the  complaint  we  submitted  the  72  members  of  this  licensed 
herd  to  the  “prescribed  tuberculin  test/’  when  11  cows  showed  a 
“ positive  ” and  1 cow  a doubtful  reaction.  We  discovered  no 
clinical  evidence  suggestive  of  tuberculosis  of  the  udder  in  any  of 
the  12  cows.  (The  udder  of  one  cow  was  a little  abnormal  and  yielded 
a pink-coloured  product  containing  streptococci,  and  a second  sample 
taken  two  days  later  brought  the  same  result  microscopically,  there 
being  no  evidence  of  udder  tuberculosis.)  From  each  of  the  other 
11  cows  an  individual  sample  was  taken  (a  fourth  of  the  sample  from 
each  quarter  of  the  udder  in  each  case).  The  laboratory  report  of  the 
microscopic  examination  of  these  samples  was  “ positive  ” in  one 
case.  Before  dealing  with  the  indicted  cow  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order,  we  took  a sample  of  milk  from  each  side  of  the  udder.  The 
sample  taken  from  the  right  side  proved  “ positive  ” microscopically. 
The  cow  was  at  once  valued  and  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order  as  “ giving  tuberculous  milk  ” when  it  was  found  that  the  right 
prescapular  lymphatic  gland  was  much  enlarged.  When  incised 
it  showed  multiple  caseating  foci,  the  largest  of  which  were  undergoing 
softening.  The  skin  over  this  abnormal  prescapular  gland  was 
thickened,  and  a scarcity  of  hair  at  the  part  indicated  that  there 
had  been  a channel  of  communication  with  the  external  air  which 
had  healed  up.  The  presumption  is  that  the  cow  had  at  some  time 
sustained  a punctured  wound  at  the  point  of  the  shoulder,  and  that 
tubercle  bacilli  from  some  unknown  source  entered  thereby  and  were 
intercepted  in  the  usual  way  at  the  nearest  lymphatic  gland,  i.e., 
the  prescapular  gland  referred  to.  Both  sides  of  the  udder  and  the 
prescapular  gland  were  brought  to  the  laboratory.  The  udder  tissue 
was  devoid  of  the  slightest  suggestion  of  abnormality,  and  the 
microscopic  examination  of  smears  made  from  it  proved  “negative.” 
Tubercle  bacilli  were,  however,  demonstrated  in  the  soft  material  taken 
from  the  prescapular  lymphatic  gland. 

It  is  a matter  for  conjecture  how  the  tubercle  bacilli  got  through 
to  the  milk  supply  from  this  remote  prescapular  gland,  and  this  was 
the  only  tuberculous  lesion  found  in  the  carcase  or  organs. 
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In  Case  2 we  detected  in  the  herd  a cow  with  a tuberculous  udder, 
which  when  slaughtered  was  found  to  be  a “ not  advanced  ” case. 

In  Case  3 we  dealt  with  a cow  with  tuberculosis  of  the  udder  and 
one  yielding  tuberculous  milk,  the  former  proving  “ advanced  ” and 
the  latter  “ not  advanced  ” in  disease. 

In  Case  4 we  also  found  a cow  with  a tuberculous  udder  which 
showed  “not  advanced”  disease  on  post-mortem  examination. 

In  Case  5 no  offending  animal  was  detected. 

In  Case  6 we  found  two  cows  with  tuberculosis  of  the  udder,  one 
proving  “advanced”  and  the  other  “not  advanced.”  We  also 
detected  a case  of  tuberculous  emaciation  in  this  herd. 

In  Case  7 we  found  no  culprit. 

In  Case  8 we  found  no  offending  cow,  although  it  was  stated 
that  a cow  with  an  abnormal  udder  had  been  sold  for  slaughter  on  the 
day  the  bulk  sample  was  taken  in  Glasgow.  It  may  be  that  such 
a cow  was  responsible  for  Glasgow’s  complaint. 

Case  9 concerned  a second  complaint  received  within  a month 
regarding  the  herd  involved  in  Case  6,  and,  as  the  herd  was  under 
close  investigation,  the  steps  being  then  taken  were  considered 
adequate. 


(b)  Reports  from  the  City  of  Edinburgh. 

In  Case  1 we  found  a cow  with  udder  tuberculosis  and  one 
suffering  from  chronic  cough,  both  of  which  were  slaughtered.  The 
former  proved  to  be  suffering  from  “ advanced  ” and  the  latter  from 
“ not  advanced  ” tuberculosis. 

In  Case  2 we  found  no  culprit  when  we  inspected  the  herd  in 
answer  to  the  complaint,  but  we  had  taken  a cow  with  udder 
tuberculosis  from  this  herd  a few  days  after  the  Edinburgh  officials 
had  taken  their  sample,  and  three  weeks  before  we  were  notified  of 
their  “positive”  result. 

In  Case  3 no  culprit  was  detected.  (See  also  Case  5.) 
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In  Case  4 we  found  a cow  with  udder  tuberculosis  and  one 
suffering  from  chronic  cough.  The  'post-mortem  examination  in  both 
cases  proved  to  be  “ not  advanced.” 

In  Case  5,  a check  sample  of  Case  3,  no  case  of  tuberculosis  was 
detected. 

In  Case  6 we  detected  a cow  yielding  tuberculous  milk  which  was 
also  suffering  from  chronic  cough  and  had  a “ positive  ” sputum. 
The  post-mortem  examination  proved  to  be  “ not  advanced.” 

(c)  Report  from  the  County  of  Midlothian. 

In  a single  case  reported  from  the  County  of  Midlothian  no 
clinical  case  was  detected,  and  all  the  group  samples  were  reported 
on  as  “negative”  from  the  laboratory.  We  kept  this  herd  under 
investigation,  however,  for  a period,  and  two  months  later  we  detected 
two  cows  with  incipient  udder  tuberculosis.  They  were  at  once 
slaughtered  and  the  post-mortem  examinations  proved  to  be  “ not 
advanced.” 


(d)  Reports  from  the  County  of  Lanark. 

During  the  year  our  Public  Health  Department  initiated  in  the 
County  the  examination  of  bulk  samples  of  milk  from  our  own  herds 
as  an  additional  means  of  detecting  animals  yielding  tubercle  bacilli 
in  their  milk  secretion. 

In  Case  1 we  found  a cow  with  tuberculosis  of  the  udder,  which  was 
slaughtered,  the  post-mortem  proving  to  be  “ not  advanced.” 

In  Case  2 two  cows  were  found  to  be  yielding  tuberculous  milk, 
both  of  which  when  slaughtered  proved  “ not  advanced  ” on  post- 
mortem examination.  In  this  herd  we  also  discovered  a cow  suffering 
from  chronic  cough,  and  the  post-mortem  examination  proved  to  be 
“ advanced.” 

In  Case  3 we  found  a cow  with  udder  tuberculosis,  and  the  post- 
mortem examination  revealed  “ advanced  ” tuberculosis. 

In  Cases  4 and  5 no  cow  amenable  to  the  Tuberculosis  Order  was 
detected. 
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In  Case  6 an  incipient  case  of  udder  tuberculosis  was  detected  which 
yielded  a post-mortem  of  “ advanced  ” tuberculosis.  From  this  herd 
our  records  show  that  we  took  a case  of  udder  tuberculosis  on  the  day 
after  the  Sanitary  Inspector  had  taken  his  bulk  sample,  and  tuber- 
culosis was  found  to  be  “ advanced  ” on  post-mortem  examination. 

In  Cases  7,  8,  9,  10,  and  11,  all  notified  to  us  on  the  same  date, 
and  in  Case  12,  no  animal  yielding  tuberculous  milk  was  found,  nor 
was  any  case  of  tuberculois  detected,  which  could  be  dealt  with  under 
the  Tuberculosis  Order.  These  six  herds  comprised  chiefly  young  cows 
apparently  in  perfect  health,  and,  although  many  group  samples  were 
taken  from  each  herd  and  submitted  to  the  laboratory  for  examination, 
the  results  both  microscopically  and  biologically  were  returned  as 
“ negative.”  In  certain  cases,  where  the  guinea-pigs  under  test  died 
of  intercurrent  disease  and  without  evidence  of  tuberculosis,  duplicate 
group  samples  were  taken  which  also  proved  to  be  “ negative.” 

As  I have  stated  in  a former  report,  such  results  are  very 
disturbing  in  the  face  of  the  original  “ positive  ” finding  in  a 
single  bulk  sample  taken  from  the  whole  produce  of  the  herd — a test 
which  should  be  no  more  searching  than  that  of  our  subsequent 
multiple  group  samples.  After  consultation  with  the  County  Medical 
Officer,  it  was  decided  that  no  immediate  further  steps  could  usefully 
be  taken. 

As  explained  in  a former  report,  the  excretion  of  tubercle  bacilli 
is  often  intermittent  in  the  early  stages  of  a developing  tuberculous 
induration  of  the  udder.  Again,  it  is  always  possible  for  the  bulk 
sample  of  milk  to  have  been  contaminated  with  live  tubercle  bacilli 
during  milking  operations  through  the  splashing  of  faeces  or  urine 
from  an  animal  which  may  be  suffering  from  tuberculous  ulceration  of 
the  bowel  or  tuberculosis  of  the  kidneys — the  latter  condition  being 
commonly  met  with  when  making  post-mortem  examinations  of  tuber- 
culous animals.  In  this  way  a bulk  sample  may  be  rendered 
“ positive”  when  the  clinical  examination  of  the  udders  of  the  cows 
reveals  no  evidence  of  tuberculous  induration  in  any  member  of  the 
herd. 

The  following  case  affords  another  example  of  an  unexpected  and 
unexplained  “ positive  ” result. 

A large  dairy  company  in  Glasgow  complained  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  that  streptococci  were  found  in  films  made  at  their 
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laboratory  from  the  produce  of  one  of  our  Grade  A (T.T.)  herds.  We 
at  once  visited  and  examined  the  herd,  when  we  were  told  that  the 
usual  water  supply  to  the  premises  had  been  cut  off  for  fourteen  days. 

We  took  four  samples  of  milk  from  animals  showing  very  slight 
abnormality  in  the  udder  tissue,  all  of  which  were  tested  biologically. 
Four  weeks  later  we  received  a report  from  the  laboratory  that  one 
of  the  four  samples  had  proved  “positive”  for  tuberculosis  in  the 
guinea-pig.  When  visited  again,  we  found  the  cow  concerned  to  be 
dry  and  not  due  to  calve  for  four  weeks.  We  could  only  get  three 
drops  of  product  from  one  quarter  and  none  from  the  other 
three  quarters.  The  microscopic  examination  of  the  sample  proved 
“ negative.” 

All  the  animals  in  this  herd  had  been  tuberculin  tested  by  us  seven 
weeks  before  the  sample  which  was  reported  on  as  “ positive  ” was 
taken  and  no  reactor  was  disclosed.  We  at  once  submitted  this  cow 
to  three  different  tuberculin  tests  simultaneously  and  all  proved 
“ negative.”  As  a precautionary  measure  we  served  a restriction 
notice  regarding  this  cow  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  and  eventually 
when  she  calved,  earlier  than  was  expected,  we  took  a sample  of  milk 
from  each  quarter  of  the  animal’s  udder.  The  four  samples  of  milk 
proved  “negative”  microscopically,  but  the  guinea-pigs  inoculated 
died  prematurely,  the  result  being  inconclusive. 

Congenital  Tuberculosis. 

Cases  of  congenital  tuberculosis  are  not  uncommonly  met  with  in 
calves  slaughtered  at  our  abattoirs.  By  arrangement  with  the  Public 
Health  Department  we  have  received  notice  from  our  abattoirs  of  all 
such  cases  met  with  from  the  month  of  May,  1933,  and  have  traced 
their  origin  and  examined  the  mothers  of  the  affected  calves.  The 
cow  that  gives  birth  to  a calf  showing  lesions  of  tiiberculosis  is  pre- 
sumptively a dangerous  animal,  and  a communication  was  addressed 
to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  to  ascertain  whether 
under  certain  clinical  findings  we  could  be  given  power  to  deal  with 
them  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order..  We  received  advice  that  we  could 
only  deal  with  such  cows  if  the  examination  showed  that  they  came 
within  one  of  the  four  categories  named  in  the  Order,  but  it  was  added 
if  there  was  evidence  that  an  animal  was  actively  excreting  tubercle 
bacilli,  whether  from  the  uterus  or  in  any  excretion,  the  Ministry 
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would  raise  no  objection  to  the  slaughter  of  the  cow  under  the  Order. 

The  undernoted  cases  were  reported  to  us  during  tlhe  last  seven 
months  of  the  year 

Case  1. — Mother  of  calf  found  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis 
of  the  udder.  Cow  slaughtered,  post-mortem  examination 
showing  “ advanced  ” tuberculosis.  The  uterus  was  tuber- 
culous. 

Case  2. — Investigation  showed  that  this  calf  had  come  from 
another  County.  The  Veterinary  Inspector  of  that  County 
was  duly  notified.  He  visited  and  examined  the  mother  of 
tihe  calf,  but  found  no  symptoms  of  tuberculosis. 

Case  3. — When  first  seen,  the  mother  of  this  calf  showed  no 
evidence  of  tuberculosis,  but  when  examined  four  months 
later  her  general  appearance  was  not  so  good,  although  she 
still  showed  no  clinical  evidence  of  tuberculosis.  After  a 
further  three  months  she  was  reported  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order  by  the  owner’s  private  veterinary  surgeon.  She  had 
by  this  time  lost  weight  considerably  and  showed  marked 
evidence  of  pleurisy.  She  was  slaughtered  under  the  Tuber- 
culosis Order  and  proved  to  be  an  “ advanced  ” case,  the 
uterus  being  markedly  affected. 

Case  4. — Mother  of  this  calf  appeared  to  be  in  perfect  health. 

Case  5. — Cow  appeared  to  be  in  perfect  health  and  was  in  fat 
condition. 

Case  6. — Investigation  showed  that  the  mother  of  this  calf  had 
been  under  treatment  by  the  owner’s  private  veterinary 
surgeon  and  had  been  slaughtered  on  his  advice.  The  cow 
proved  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis,  and  from  symptoms 
described  by  the  owner  it  would  seem  to  have  had  tuberculous 
meningitis. 

Case  7. — When  we  visited  the  farm  from  which  this  calf  had 
come  the  owner  was  unable  to  state  which  cow  was  the  mother 
of  the  affected  calf  as  he  had  sold  two  calves  on  the  same  day. 
The  cows  were  grazing  at  some  distance  and  were  not  seen 
The  owner  stated,  however,  that  they  seemed  to  be  in  perfect 
health,  but  he  was  advised  to  report  them  if  they  went  back 
in  condition.

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Case  8. — The  mother  of  this  calf  was  in  fat  condition  and  looked 
healthy. 

Case  9. — Investigation  showed  that  this  calf  had  been  born  pre- 
maturely. The  mother  of  the  calf  was  a healthy-looking 
shorthorn  heifer,  scarcely  3 years’  old,  which  was  to  be 
fattened  off  as  she  was  not  showing  much  appearance  of  milk. 

Case  10. — The  mother  of  this  calf  appeared  to  be  in  good  health. 
She  was  stated  to  have  had  a difficult  parturition. 

All  cows  which  have  given  birth  to  calves  showing  lesions  of  tuber- 
culosis are  held  under  suspicion,  both  by  the  owners  and  ourselves, 
and  are  specially  examined  at  future  inspections. 


(b)  A Statement  of  the  Extent  to  which  the  Veterinary 
Inspector  has  been  able  to  overtake — 

(1)  The  Statutory  Inspections  of  Cattle  in  Registered  Dairies 
at  the  Intervals  Prescribed  in  the  Regulations  Governing 
his  Duties. 

All  registered  herds  were  inspected  three  times  during  the  year 
and  almost  all  unregistered  small  private  herds,  comprising  one  to 
four  or  more  cows,  were  examined  once  and  in  some  cases  twice. 

The  whole  time  of  our  two  temporary  assistants  is  devoted  to  the 
routine  inspection  of  dairy  herds  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Act, 
and  their  engagement  lasts  for  six  months  of  each  season,  November  1st 
to  April  30th.  In  addition  to  taking  samples  of  the  product  of 
abnormal  udders,  giving  advice  on  clean  milk  production,  and  taking 
notes  of  sanitary  defects  in  the  byres,  they  report  to  us  such  cases 
of  chronic  cough  and  suspected  tuberculous  emaciation  as  they 
consider  should  be  dealt  with  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  and  issue 
restriction  notices  required  under  the  Order  in  respect  of  such  cases 
pending  the  subsequent  visit  which  is  thereafter  made  by  myself  or  my 
permanent  assistant  to  adjudicate  on  the  cases. 

It  is  to  be  understood  that  only  a fraction  of  our  work  under  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Act  is  carried  out  in  the  summer  months. 

Tn  former  reports,  I have  shown  that  for  various  reasons  the 
inspection  of  dairy  cattle  in  summer  during  the  milking  period  for 
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udder  defects  is  in  great  measure  uneconomic  and  unsatisfactory. 
Nevertheless  we  contrive  to  do  a certain  amount  of  inspection  during 
the  grazing  period. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  stockowners  are  increasingly 
becoming  better  acquainted  with  their  obligations  under  the  Act  and 
the  Tuberculosis  Order  through  repetition  of  experience  in  the 
handling  of  suspected  and  condemned  animals. 

As  in  former  years,  the  clerical  work  of  the  Department  was 
satisfactorily  carried  out  by  a chief  clerkess,  who  is  now  expert  in 
the  work,  assisted  by  a junior  clerkess  from  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment for  seven  months  of  the  year.  The  responsible  work  of  compiling 
the  periodical,  financial,  and  other  returns  required  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  is  attended  to  by  the  Clerk  to  the  Local 
Authority  at  Lanarkshire  House. 

(2)  The  Inspection  of  Cattle  on  Premises  which  are  not 
Registered,  but  from  which  Milk  is  Sold  in  Small 
Quantities. 

As  already  stated,  almost  all  such  cattle  have  been  inspected  at 
least  once  during  the  year. 

(c)  Observations  on — 

(1)  The  General  Conditions  and  Cleanliness  of  Cattle 
in  the  District. 

Although  it  is  true  that  a small  number  of  milk  producers 
fails  to  keep  some  of  their  cows  as  clean  as  they  should  be,  it  is 
seldom  that  we  come  across  a milker  who  does  not  cleanse  the  udders 
before  commencing  milking  operations.  There  is  still  a number  of 
cowsheds  so  defective  in  structure  in  one  or  more  respects  that  soiling 
of  the  cattle  is  inevitable.  Such  premises  are  gradually  being  dealt 
with  by  the  Sanitary  Department  with  the  greatest  satisfaction  to  all 
concerned. 

Repeated  use  of  the  clipping  machine  is  now  the  rule  in  the  great 
majority  of  herds,  and  the  benefits  derived  from  this  are  reflected  in 
cleaner  milk  production. 

The  number  of  cowsheds  provided  with  water  bowls  and  with 
barriers  to  prevent  the  cows  from  standing  back  in  the  dung  channel

is  gradually  increasing,  and  we  hear  of  many  other  stockowners  who 
intend  to  make  such  installations  in  the  near  future. 

In  our  report  for  1932  we  referred  to  the  culpability  of  cows’ 
tails  in  the  soiling  of  hind  parts  of  the  cows,  and  it  is  worthy  of 
record  that  one  of  our  best  milk  producers  has  begun  to  dock  the 
tails  of  all  his  female  calves  immediately  after  birth.  We  hope  that 
others  may  follow  this  example. 

We  encountered  one  case  of  underfeeding  in  an  unregistered  herd 
of  twelve  animals  and  the  case  was  reported  to  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  to  the  police.  This  herd  was  registered  until  two 
years  ago,  when  it  was  removed  from  the  list  for  reasons  shown. 

Our  last  report  referred  to  an  evident  and  general  decrease  in  the 
use  of  foreign  feeding-stuffs  in  the  feeding  of  dairy  cattle — an 
expedient  intended  to  meet  the  uneconomic  conditions  prevailing  in 
the  industry — but  in  the  later  months  of  1933  foreign  cereals  were 
again  used  in  greater  quantity. 

(2)  The  Nature  of  the  Fodder  and  Diet  as  affecting 
the  Quality  of  the  Milk. 

During  1933  we  met  with  no  case  in  which  the  fodder  and  diet 
could  be  blamed  for  affecting  the  quality  of  the  milk.  One  complaint 
from  a dairy  company  was  received  by  the  owner  of  a Grade  A (T.T.) 
herd  that  the  milk  he  was  supplying  had  an  objectionable  taste  and 
smell.  At  the  owner’s  request  we  visited  the  farm  and  took  an 
individual  sample  from  every  cow  in  milk.  The  laboratory  report 
showed  that  streptococci  were  present  in  three  of  the  samples.  The 
produce  of  these  three  cows  was  not  sent  off  for  a time  and  no  further 
complaint  was  made. 

(3)  The  Number  of  Diseased  Cows  found  (specifying  the 
Disease — excluding  Tuberculosis). 

On  December  2nd,  it  was  reported  to  us  by  one  of  our  temporary 
assistants  that  some  cows  in  a herd  in  the  Upper  Ward  were  suffering 
from  an  eruption  on  their  teats  simulating  cowpox. 

An  investigation  showed — 

(a)  That  the  owner  had  bought  a cow  at  Lanark  on  November  6th 
which  developed  sore  teats  a few  days  later.  Seven  days 
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later  other  five  cows  were  affected  and  a Veterinary  Surgeon 
was  consulted,  who  advised  precautions  and  treatment 
which  proved  effective  in  preventing  any  further  spread. 
The  matter  was  not,  however,  reported  to  the  Public  Health 
Department. 

(b)  That  the  lesions  in  four  of  the  cows  were  quite  healed. 

(c)  That  two  cows  were  still  suffering  from  sore  teats,  rather  gross 

in  character,  but  so  evidently  circular  and  ulcerative  as 
to  suggest  a diagnosis  of  cowpox.  These  two  cows  were 
certified  to  the  Public  Health  Department  under  Section  13 
of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Act. 

On  25th  October,  the  County  Medical  Officer  reported  that  at  a 
farm  a married  woman  milker  suffering  from  “ blisters  ” on  her 
hands  and  face  had  visited  a child  welfare  centre  and  advised  the 
attending  physician  that  a cow  at  the  farm  where  she  was  employed 
was  suffering  from  the  same  condition  on  the  udder.  We  visited  and 
examined  the  members  of  the  herd  that  afternoon,  when  we  found 
two  cows  with  sore  teats,  while  a third  cow  (the  one  the  woman  had 
referred  to)  showed  evidence  of  having  suffered  from  sore  teats, 
which  were  now  healed.  These  were  ordinary  cases  of  “ chapped 
teats  ” which  one  meets  with  on  occasion  in  many  byres.  We  did 
not  see  the  woman,  but  the  farmer’s  wife  stated  that  she  did  not 
care  sufficiently  for  her  person  and  that  they  were  dispensing  with 
her  services  on  that  account.  All  the  other  milkers  on  the  farm  were 
healthy. 

We  met  with  upwards  of  thirty  cases  of  retention  of  the  foeta! 
membranes,  many  of  which  were  ordered  to  be  put  into  isolation, 
but  unfortunately  some  dairy  farms  have  no  isolation  premises. 

We  heard  less  complaint  about  the  occurrence  of  Johne’s  disease 
than  usual  during  the  year.  There  was  also  less  evidence  of  con- 
tagious abortion  than  in  1932. 


Case  of  Undulant  Fever. 

On  August  19th,  the  Public  Health  Department  sent  us  a copy 
of  a letter  from  a Divisional  Medical  Officer  in  the  City  of  Glasgow, 
stating  that  a case  of  undulant  fever  had  been  reported  to  the  Medical

Department  by  the  Superintendent  of  Belvidere  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital.  The  letter  informed  us  that  from  120  to  130  gallons  of 
the  hospital’s  daily  milk  supply  came  from  two  Lanarkshire  herds, 
and  that  the  patient  when  off  duty  visited  a friend  who  got  her  milk 
from  a dairy  supplied  from  another  farm  in  Lanarkshire.  At 
one  farm,  which  sent  to  the  hospital  from  100  to  120  gallons  of  milk 
daily,  we  were  informed  that  eight  cows  had  aborted  in  the  preceding 
five  months.  From  each  of  these  cows  we  took  a sample  of  milk  for 
laboratory  examination.  On  October  3rd,  it  was  reported  to  us  that 
bacillus  abortus  was  not  isolated  from  any  one  of  them.  On  making 
investigations  at  the  other  two  farms  referred  to,  we  were  told  that 
they  had  experienced  no  case  of  abortion  for  a long  time. 

(4)  The  Manner  in  which  Milk  from  Diseased  Cows  is 
disposed  OF. 

As  in  former  years,  the  produce  of  a large  number  of  cows  was 
restricted  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order  pending  the  investigation  of 
the  cases  or  the  slaughter  of  the  animals,  and  a larger  number  was 
controlled  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Act  on  the  authority  of  certificates  issued  by  us,  all  of  which  are 
based  on  clinical  findings  and  on  laboratory  reports  on  samples  from 
abnormal  udders  submitted  by  us.  We  can  only  continue  to  rely  on 
the  owner’s  sense  of  honour  to  carry  out  his  obligations  in  regard 
to  the  disposal  of  the  milk  of  the  cows  indicted. 


(d)  Observations  in  regard  to — 

(1)  Tuberculosis  among  Dairy  Cows  in  the  District. 

Table  IV  shows  that  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order  379  animals 
were  slaughtered,  this  being  17  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  As  in 
former  years,  the  inspection  of  herds  made  in  the  closing  months  of 
the  year  yielded  a larger  crop  of  cases  to  be  dealt,  with  than  under 
the  two  subsequent  inspections  carried  out  before  tlhe  month  of  May. 
This  experience  will  be  repeated  yearly  because  very  little  herd 
inspection  is  done  during  the  grazing  period. 

The  number  of  cases  of  udder  tuberculosis  was  103,  representing  a 
reduction  of  25  cases  compared  with  1932.  Of  these,  91  were  detected 
during  herd  inspection.  We  also  found  6 cows  yielding  tuberculous 
milk — an  increase  of  5 cases. 
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62  cases  of  tuberculous  emaciation  were  dealt  with,  9 of  which  were 
found  in  the  course  of  herd  inspection.  This  represents  an  increase 
of  12  over  last  year’s  figure.  208  animals  suffering  from  chronic 
cough  were  slaughtered,  94  of  which  were  detected  by  us,  representing 
a decrease  of  9 as  compared  with  1932. 

Our  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Inspectors  of  Meat  at  our 
abattoirs  for  their  unfailing  courtesy  and  helpfulness  to  us  when  we 
visit  the  abattoirs  to  make  'post-mortem  examinations  of  animals 
killed  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 

(2)  The  Number  of  Cows  found  Tuberculous  on  Clinical 
Examination  of  Herds. 

A perusal  of  Table  IV  shows  clearly  under  four  headings  the 
details  of  all  animals  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 

As  soon  as  a case  amenable  to  the  Tuberculosis  Order  is  diagnosed, 
its  immediate  disposal  by  slaughter  is  carried  out. 

(3)  The  Number  of  Cows  found  Tuberculous  after 
Tuberculin  Test. 

Tuberculin  was  used  to  assist  diagnosis  in  48  cases  dealt  with 
under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  representing  a decrease  of  4.  This 
number  includes  a good  many  cases  of  cows  known  as  “ roarers,”  i.e., 
animals  suffering  from  some  degree  of  dyspnoea  owing  to  chronic 
progressive  disease  of  the  lymphatic  glands  of  the  throat  or  growths 
within  the  larynx.  Owing  to  the  conduction  of  the  loud  noises  made 
by  such  cows  during  respiration  it  is  not  possible  to  examine  the  lungs 
satisfactorily  by  auscultation,  and  tuberculin  is  used  to  aid  diagnosis 
because  abscess  formation  in  the  region  of  the  throat  is  sometimes 
non-tuberculous  in  character. 

(4)  Total  Number  of  Cows  to  which  the  Tuberculin  Test 
WAS  APPLIED  UNDER  SECTION  22. 

None. 

(5)  An  Account  of  Steps  taken  to  secure  a Tubercle- 
Free  Milk  Supply. 

During  the  year  three  additional  herds  were  licensed  to  produce 
certified  milk,  but  two  of  them  had  already  been  licensed  to  produce 
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Grade  A (T.T.)  milk  for  three  and  four  years  respectively.  One 
certified  herd  which  had  been  licensed  for  three  years  was  displenished 
during  the  year.  One  new  herd  came  in  to  produce  Grade  A (T.T.) 
milk  and  one  of  our  oldest  certified  herds  was  taken  over  en  bloc  by 
another  owner. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order  (Scotland),  1930,  we 
had  licensed  18  certified  herds  (an  increase  of  2)  producing  a total 
of  518,329  gallons  of  milk  and  31  Grade  A (T.T.)  herds  yielding 
703,110  gallons  per  annum.  We  have  now,  therefore,  49  licensed 
tubercle-free  herds,  an  increase  of  1 herd  for  the  year,  and  their 
total  produce  exceeded  that  of  1932  by  79,205  gallons. 

Of  our  49  tubercle-free  graded  herds,  26  became  eligible  as  at 
31st  December,  1932,  to  be  tested  only  once  a year.  In  terms  of  the 
Order,  the  other  23  herds  will  continue  to  be  tested  twice  per  annum 
until,  under  two  successive  testings,  no  reactor  had  been  disclosed. 

During  1933  we  tested  24  herds  once,  22  herds  twice,  and  3 herds 
three  times,  and  the  average  number  of  animals  tested  per  herd  was  50. 

The  total  number  of  reactors  detected  in  graded  herds  during  the 
year  was  115,  an  average  of  2-3  per  herd  per  annum.  One  herd  had 
30  reactors,  one  had  21,  one  had  9,  one  had  7,  one  had  6,  two  had 
each  5,  one  had  4,  five  had  each  3,  four  had  each  2,  and  five  had 
each  1 reactor. 


Score-cards. 

The  official  score-card  used  in  graded  herds  remains  the  same, 
allowing  30  marks  for  equipment  and  70  for  methods. 

The  average  score-card  of  3 herds  shows  between  90  and  100 
marks;  17  herds  have  between  80  and  89-8  marks;  21  herds  have 
between  70  and  79-5  marks;  and  12  herds  have  between  60  and  69-5 
marks. 

The  average  score-card  marking  of  18  certified  herds,  31  Grade  A 
(tuberculin-tested)  herds,  and  4 Grade  A herds  was  77-2  per  cent. 

The  remarks  made  in  our  last  report  regarding  the  sale  of  much 
of  the  tubercle-free  graded  milk  produced  in  the  County  at  the  price 
of  ordinary  milk  apply  also  to  1933,  although  it  is  true  that  under 
the  operation  of  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  the  prospect  of  a better 
return  for  graded  milk  was  brightened  in  the  last  month  of  the  year. 
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(6)  List  of  Dairies  holding  Licences  in  respect  of 
Tubercle-Free  Herds.

In  the  absence  of  any  marked  revival  in  trade  throughout  the  year, 
it  cannot  be  said  that  a higher  gallonage  of  graded  milk  was  sold  at 
the  higher  price  than  during  1932,  but  there  was  produced  nearly 
million  gallons  of  tubercle-free  milk  by  our  licensed  herds,  which 
marks  an  increase  of  nearly  80,000  gallons  during  the  year.  From 
a Public  Health  point  of  view  this  was  a veiy  satisfactory  increase  in 
the  quantity  of  safe  milk  available  for  consumption,  whatever  the 
price  was  at  which  it  was  sold  to  the  consumer.

No  such  samples  were  taken  by  the  Veterinary  Officers,  but  many 
were  taken  by  Sanitary  Inspectors.

For  all  cases  of  tuberculosis  dealt  with  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order,  see  Table  IV. 
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Excluding  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  udder,  424  cows  were  certified 
by  us  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  for  control  under  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Act  because  the  animals  were  suffering  from  some  form  of 
mastitis  or  udder  and  teat  eruptions,  Ac.  We  continue  to  take  notes 
regarding  insanitary  conditions,  faulty  dairy  methods,  and  of 
structural  defects  in  cowsheds,  and  make  recommendations  to  the 
Public  Health  Department. 

Animals  from  Tubercle-Free  Herds  at  Cattle  Shows. 

As  requested  by  the  Department  of  Health’s  Food  Circular  No.  22, 
1930,  we  attended  3 Agricultural  Shows  and  saw  that  the  restrictive 
conditions  provided  adequately  for  the  separation  of  all  such  animals 
attending  the  shows  and  for  their  separate  feeding  and  watering. 


Statement  showing  the  Number  of  Herds  Inspected  and  the 
Number  of  Cows  Examined  during  the  Year  1933. 


As  formerly  explained,  while  30,154  is  the  average  number  of  cows 
examined  at  each  inspection,  many  changes  are  made  in  the  personnel 
of  most  commercial  herds  within  twelve  months,  with  the  result  that 
we  do  actually  inspect  nearly  40,000  different  cows  at  least  once  or 
twice  yearly,  the  permanent  members  of  the  herd  being  seen  three 
times. 

We  found  109  cows  yielding  tuberculous  milk  during  the  year,  the 
percentage  on  the  above  estimation  being  -21,  a reduction  of  -11  on 
the  results  of  1932.

Statistics. 

The  Population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General,  amounted 
to  1,278. 

The  Births  registered  in  the  Burgh  amounted  to  19 — males.  9; 
females,  10 — giving  a birth-rate  of  14-8  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  Deaths  registered  during  the  year,  after  correction  for 
transfers,  numbered  30,  giving  a death-rate  of  23-4  per  1,000  of  the 
population. 

Prevalence  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

Notifiable  Diseases. — In  all,  24  cases  of  infectious  disease  were 
notified: — Scarlet  fever,  8;  diphtheria,  10;  primary  pneumonia,  2; 
influenzal  pneumonia,  1 ; erysipelas,  3.  Of  these,  4 cases  of  scarlet 
fever,  10  cases  of  diphtheria,  and  1 case  of  primary  pneumonia  were 
treated  in  hospital.  Visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  the  homes  where 
the  cases  occurred,  and  disinfections  carried  out.  All  precautions  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  were  taken. 

Tuberculosis. 

Notification.  — 1 notification  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was 
received  during  the  year. 

Institutional  Treatment. — No  cases  received  institutional  treat- 
ment during  the  year. 

Domiciliary  Treatment. — No  cases  received  domiciliary  treatment 
during  the  year. 
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Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

Notifications  of  Birth. — 19  notifications  were  received,  all  being 
live-births,  and  the  attendant  at  birth  in  each  case  was  : — Doctor,  1 ; 
doctor  and  midwife,  11;  doctor  and  handywoman,  2.  5 cases  were 

confined  in  a Maternity  Home. 

Hospital  Treatment.— No  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital.

Practising  Midwives. — There  are  no  practising  midwives  in  the 
Burgh. 


General  Sanitation. 

Water  Supply. — The  supply  was  satisfactory  and  adequate. 

Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal. — The  sewage  is  dealt  with  in  two 
portions,  east  and  west.  After  passing  through  settling  tanks,  it  is 
irrigated  over  land  owned  by  the  Town  Council.  No  complaints  were 
received  during  the  year. 

Housing. — The  20  houses  completed  during  the  year  have  now  been 
occupied,  and  a further  16  houses  are  being  constructed  to  replace 
further  houses  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  habitation.

Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  for  1933. 


The  Water  Supply  for  the  Burgh  of  Biggar  is  obtained  from 
King’s  Beck  Burn,  which  is  about  seven  miles  south  of  Biggar.  The 
Town  Council  inspected  the  dam  in  the  month  of  July  last,  and  the 
supply  was  adequate  for  all  purposes. 

The  Drainage  and  Sewage  Systems  of  the  Burgh  are  the  same 
as  in  previous  reports. 

Nuisances. — Several  cases  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 
After  notice  having  been  given  they  were  removed,  no  legal  pro- 
ceedings being  necessary. 

The  High  School  was  visited  frequently  and  found  always  to  be 
kept  in  a very  clean  condition. 

Pigstyes. — Visits  of  inspection  were  frequent.  They  were  found 
to  be  kept  clean. 

Common  Lodging-houses. — There  are  none  within  the  Burgh. 

Scavenging  System. — The  ashes  are  removed  on  alternate  days, 
that  is  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday  from  the  east  end  of  the 
Burgh;  on  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Saturday  from  the  west  end  of 
the  Burgh.  On  Friday  there  is  a general  collection  of  rubbish,  &c., 
which  is  burned  in  a coup  about  two  miles  north  of  the  Burgh. 

There  are  three  properties  without  water  and  sink  inside  the 
dwelling-house. 

26 
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Water-closets. — There  are  10  water-closets  each  for  two  tenants 
and  6 water-closets  each  for  three  tenants.  All  other  properties  have 
one  or  more  closets  for  each  tenant.  There  are  7 dry-closets — 2 for 
four  tenants  and  5 for  one  tenant  each. 

Housing. — There  were  a number  of  old  houses  condemned  as  unfit 
for  habitation.  The  Town  Council  built  20  houses  to  house  the 
tenants,  the  old  houses  being  closed. 

Burial  Ground. — The  burial  ground  is  now  all  within  the  Burgh. 
The  Burgh  was  extended  by  10  acres  during  the  year.  The  ground 
is  kept  in  a clean  and  tidy  condition. 

Workshops. — There  are  40  workshops  in  the  Burgh.  There  are 
no  underground  workshops.  The  following  is  a list  of  the  different 
workshops  and  the  number  of  persons  employed  : —

Statistics. 

The  Population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General,  was  6,154. 

Births. — The  number  of  births  registered  in  the  Burgh  during 
the  year  was  101,  an  increase  of  7 from  last  year,  giving  a birth-rate 
of  16-5  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Mortality. — The  deaths  registered  during  the  year,  after  correction 
for  transfers,  numbered  75,  giving  a death-rate  from  all  causes  of 
12-2  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Prevalence  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year 
was  73.  The  various  diseases  notified  were : — Scarlet  fever,  42 ; 
diphtheria,  8;  erysipelas,  5;  puerperal  fever,  2;  primary  pneumonia, 
10;  influenzal  pneumonia,  6. 

Hospital  Admissions.  — The  following  cases  were  admitted  to 
hospital  : — Scarlet  fever,  35;  diphtheria,  8;  influenzal  pneumonia,  1.
